ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES  REPORT

This  past  year  a  decision  was  made  to  let  the  various  committees  do  individual  committee  training.  This  replaced  the  annual 
workshop  normally  conducted  by  the  council. 

ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL  REPORT

The  Associational  Council  met  five  times  during  the  year.  The  meetings  were  held  on  October  1 1  and  December  13,  1995, 
March  13,  and  June  19,  1996.  All  of  the  meetings  were  conducted  at  the  Baptist  Center,  except  the  one  in  December.  It 
was  held  at  Shoney's  Restaurant  in  Lenoir. 

On  October  1 1 ,  an  organizational  meeting  was  held  to  discuss  the  work  of  the  Associational  Council  and  the  responsibilities 
of  its  members.  The  calendar  of  activities  for  October,  1995  through  January,  1996  was  reviewed. 

On  December  13,  the  council  met  for  an  appreciation  luncheon  meeting.  After  eating  together  and  reviewing  the 
association's  calendar  for  January  through  March.  1996,  the  council  discussed  preparation  of  Cooperative  Agreements  for 
1997,  the  upcoming  listening  session,  organizational  changes,  and  heard  reports  on  the  work  of  the  councils. 

On  March  13,  the  Associational  Council  began  the  1996-97  Planning  Process  and  approved  two  Cooperative  Agreements 
requests  from  the  Missions  Development  Council.  These  were  requests  for  assistance  for  the  LEO  Ministry,  sponsored  by 
the  New  Life  Baptist  Church  and  the  Hispanic  Mission,  sponsored  by  the  Concord  Baptist  Church.  Council  members  were 
encouraged  to  attend  the  Key  Leadership  Conference  at  Ridgecrest  in  May. 

On  June  19,  the  final  meeting  of  the  Associational  Council  was  held.  The  proposed  budget  and  calendar  requests  were 
reviewed  and  approved.  The  budget  recommendations  were  sent  to  the  Finance  Committee,  who  considered  and  presented 
them  as  a  part  of  the  total  budget  to  the  Messengers  in  July.  The  calendar  for  July,  August  and  September  was  reviewed.

The  1996  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Messengers  were  held  with  the  Clover  Baptist  Church  on  January  25, 
the  Crest  View  Baptist  Church  on  April  25,  the  Temple  Hill  Baptist  Church  on  July  25  and  the  Flemings  Chapel  Baptist 
Church  on  October  24  and  25.  The  meeting  at  Flemings  Chapel  served  as  the  112th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association.

The  Christian  Life  Council  sponsored  a  "Parade  for  the  Hungry"  on  Saturday,  October  7,  1995,  that  originated  at  Hudson 
Middle  School  and  concluded  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson.  A  total  of  $1,013.40  was  contributed  by  six  churches. 
Clark's  Chapel  Baptist  Church  won  all  four  certificates  offered:  "Most  Money  Raised  by  a  Church"  ($301.17),  "Most 
Money  Raised  by  an  Individual"  (Samantha  Baldwin  of  Clark's  Chapel,  $38.00),  "Most  Walkers"  (17)  and  "Best  Banner" 
(by  Lori  Jenkins  of  Clark's  Chapel). 

On  Tuesday,  April  16,  1996,  the  Lenoir  City  Council  voted  unanimously  to  call  for  a  referendum  on  the  sale  of  liquor-by- 
the-drink.  The  Christian  Life  Council  moved  quickly  to  form  the  "Concerned  Citizens  for  a  Drug  Free  Community"  that 
worked  long  and  hard  to  defeat  the  referendum.  However,  Lenoir  voters  approved  liquor-by-the-drink  by  317  votes  (2,486 
"For"  and  2,169  "Against")  on  Tuesday,  June  25.  The  Concerned  Citizens  group,  representing  a  number  of  churches,  will 
continue  to  work  for  the  good  of  the  county.

1 .  Merle  Chapman  and  Shirley  Pless,  from  the  North  Catawba  Baptist  Church,  presented  an  instrumental  prelude  as 
messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the  1  1 1th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

2.  The  North  Catawba  Choir,  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Brooks  Walker,  gave  the  call  to  worship. 

3.  The  congregation  sang  "O  Worship  the  King"  led  by  Rev.  Walker. 

4.  The  theme  for  the  meeting  was  "The  Command  to  the  Church:  WORSHIP,  Disciple,  Fellowship,  Evangelize". 
Dan  Redding,  Pastor  of  the  Center  Grove  Church,  gave  the  theme  interpretation  which  focused  on  worship  and  led 
in  prayer. 

5.  Rev.  John  Barnhardt  gave  the  welcome  and  expressed  special  appreciation  for  those  present  sharing  in  the  church's 
celebration  of  their  200th  anniversary. 

6.  Director  of  Missions  Dale  Fisher  expressed  appreciation  to  the  out-going  Moderator,  Robert  Livingston,  and 
presented  him  a  plaque.  He  also  welcomed  the  new  Moderator,  Bob  Lowman,  and  presented  him  the  associational 
gavel. 

7.  Moderator  Lowman  called  the  meeting  to  order,  asked  for  the  adoption  of  the  program  and  recognized  first  time 
messengers  and  visitors. 

8.  New  pastors  and  staff  were  recognized  by  Rev.  Fisher.  The  following  were  present:  Brian  Cartee,  Associate 
Pastor/Music  of  the  Flemings  Chapel  Church;  Rev.  Phil  Frady,  Pastor  of  the  Lower  Creek  Church;  Rev.  Dale 
Leonhardt,  Pastor  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Church;  Rev.  Doug  Triplett,  Pastor  of  the  Nelson's  Chapel  Church;  Rev. 
Howard  Barnes,  Interim  Pastor  of  the  Flemings  Chapel  Church;  and  Rev.  Gwyn  Sullivan,  Interim  Pastor  of  the 
College  Avenue  Church.  After  the  introductions,  Rev.  Fisher  led  in  prayer  thanking  God  for  these  special  people. 

9.  The  congregation  sang  "Rejoice,  the  Lord  is  King"  led  by  Rev.  Walker.  Following  the  hymn,  registration  cards 
were  collected  by  the  ushers. 

10.  Through  narration  and  music,  Rev.  Brooks  Walker,  Minister  of  Music  and  Mrs.  Lisa  Caviness,  Secretary  of  the 
North  Catawba  Church,  told  the  story  of  North  Catawba's  two-hundred  years  of  worship  and  service. 
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11.  Joann  Propst,  Missions  Development  Director  for  the  association,  praised  Caldwell  Baptists  for  their  volunteer 
efforts  in  missions  this  past  year.  A  total  of  485  Caldwell  Baptists  have  been  involved  in  volunteer  missions  this 
associational  year. 

a.  Lillian  Turnmire,  from  the  Gethsemane  Church,  gave  highlights  of  her  involvement  with  the  Hospital 
Ministry  which  is  coordinated  by  Local  Missions  Promotion  and  Projects  Director,  Darlene  Townsend. 
Dean  Harrold,  Pastor  of  the  Poovey's  Chapel  Church,  led  in  prayer  following  her  testimony,  praying 
specifically  for  local  mission  endeavors. 

b.  Marline  Barnes,  from  the  Friendship  Church,  shared  her  experiences  working  at  Camp  Caswell.  This 
endeavor  is  coordinated  by  State  Missions  Promotion  and  Projects  Director,  Floyd  Annas.  Rev.  Howard 
Barnes  led  in  prayer  for  State  Missions  following  her  comments. 

c.  This  summer  the  association  sponsored  a  Home  Missions  Trip  to  Chapmanville,  West  Virginia.  David 
Townsend,  from  the  Buffalo  Cove  Church,  shared  his  involvement  in  that  trip.  Home  Missions  Promotion 
and  Projects  Director  is  Marlene  Alexander.  Mary  Suddreth,  from  the  Clover  Church,  led  the  prayer  for 
Home  Missions.

PROCEEDINGS  SECOND  SESSION 


1.  Organist,  Janet  Conway,  played  the  prelude  as  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the  final  session  of  the  Fall 
Quarterly  (Annual)  Meeting. 

2.  Thomas  Hinton,  Minister  of  Music  for  the  host  church,  led  the  congregation  as  they  sang  "Holy,  Holy,  Holy". 

3.  Dale  Leonhardt,  Pastor  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Church,  read  Scripture  from  Psalms  and  led  in  prayer. 

4.  The  welcome  and  instructions  for  lunch  were  given  by  host  pastor  David  Smith. 

5.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Lowman. 

6.  Reports  from  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  were  shared  with  the  messengers  as  information.  Rev.  Fisher  also  reported 
on  the  Bible  Course  which  is  being  financed  by  sources  outside  the  school  system.  To  date  contributions  have 
exceeded  $10,000.00.  The  needed  income  for  the  year  is  $17,000.00.  Churches  were  urged  to  place  this  item  in 
their  budgets. 

7.  The  following  recommendations  were  brought  before  the  messengers.    Each  recommendation  was  voted  on  and 


approved.  There  was  no  discussion  on  any  item. 

a.  Missions  Development  Council  —  Joann  Propst,  Director 

The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  Messengers  to  the  111th  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association  give  approval  for  a  home  missions  project  to  Dallas,  Texas.  The  project  will 
take  place  July  12  through  July  20,  1996. 

b.  Personnel  Committee  —  Don  Ingle,  Chairman 

The  Personnel  Committee  presented  copies  of  the  finalized  proposed  Personnel  Polices  and  proposed  job 
descriptions  for  the  director  of  missions,  administrative  assistant  and  financial  secretary.  These  documents 
were  present  to  the  Messengers  for  their  consideration.  Vote  and  questions  will  be  taken  on  these  items 
at  the  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  which  will  be  held  at  the  Clover  Baptist  Church  in 
Granite  Falls  on  January  25,  1996  at  7:00  p.m. 

c.  Properties  Committee  —  Fred  King,  Chairman 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
Jointly  Presented  by  the  Finance  and  Properties  Committees 

The  Finance  and  Properties  Committees  met  jointly  on  two  occasions  to  discuss  specific  needs  at  the  Baptist 
Center.  Therefore,  the  two  committees  jointly  make  the  following  recommendations.  The  cost  of  each 
of  these  recommendations  would  be  paid  out  of  current  reserves. 

Recommendation  No.  1 

The  roof  on  the  Baptist  Center  is  twenty-five  years  old.  Some  leaking  has  started  around  the  perimeter 
of  the  roof  and  more  serious  leaking  is  anticipated. 

The  Finance  and  Properties  Committees  recommend  that  the  roof  be  replaced  by  the  Barger-Ashe  Roofing 
Company  of  Lenoir  for  $10,800.00.  This  would  involve  a  complete  tear-off  of  the  old  roof  down  to  the 
tectum  decking.  The  roof  would  be  replaced  with  built-up  asphalt  on  a  gravel  surface.  This  would  be  the 
same  system  that  is  currently  on  the  3,600  square  feet  of  roof. 

Recommendation  No.  2 

The  panel  trim  around  the  top  of  the  building  is  also  twenty-five  years  old.  It  is  beginning  to  pull  loose 
from  the  building  and  has  actually  fallen  off  in  one  place.  The  trim  needs  to  be  reattached  and  possibly 
replaced  in  certain  areas. 

The  Finance  and  Properties  Committees  recommend  that  the  trim  be  repaired  and/or  replaced  as  needed 
by  Taylor  Brothers  of  Lenoir.   The  cost  of  the  project  should  not  exceed  $1,500.00. 

Recommendation  No.  3 

It  has  been  nearly  nine  years  since  the  interior  of  the  Baptist  Center  was  painted.  Time  has  come  for  it 
to  be  done  again. 
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The  Finance  and  Properties  Committee  recommend  that  Fred  R.  Nelson  of  Hudson  be  granted  permission 
to  paint  the  interior  of  the  building  at  a  cost  of  $1,700.00.  This  price  includes  the  cost  of  paint,  painting 
materials  and  labor. 

d.  Strategy  Committee  —  David  Smith,  Chairman 

Proposed  Amendments  to  the  Association's  Constitution  and  Bylaws 
The  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  were 
presented  to  the  Messengers  as  information  during  their  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting  on  July  27,  1995.  The 
amendments  have  gone  through  the  proper  procedure  for  presentation,  discussion  and  vote  on  October  27 
during  the  1  11th  Annual  Meeting. 

Constitution  and  Bylaws

Constitution 
Article  IV:   Purpose  Statement 

We  associate  ourselves  to  assist  member  churches  in  fulfilling  the  Great  Commission  of  Christ  through  fellowship, 
education  and  mission  involvement. 

(Change  "Purpose"  to  "Mission".  The  word  "mission"  is  a  more  appropriate  term  in  modern  usage.) 

Bylaws 
Article  III:  Finances 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  during  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  October,  an  annual  financial 
report  is  to  be  presented.  The  treasurer  is  to  provide  a  monthly  financial  report  in  the  associational  newsletter  including  the 
contributions  of  each  church  in  the  association.

The  meetings  are  held  in  October  (Fall  Meeting),  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting), 
and  July  (Summer  Meeting).  The  meetings  in  January,  April  and  July  are  night  meetings  which  are  held  on  the  fourth 
Thursday  of  each  month.  The  meeting  in  October  is  considered  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  association  and  is  conducted  on 
the  fourth  Thursday  and  Friday  of  October. 

The  first  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  is  held  on  Thursday  night.  The  second  (final)  session  is  conducted  on 
Friday  morning,  concluding  at  lunch.  The  annual  meeting  is  to  be  held  in  one  church  on  Thursday  and  in  another  church 
on  Friday.  The  association  is  responsible  for  providing  lunch  for  the  messengers  on  Friday.  The  association  has  the  option 
of  charging  for  the  meal  on  a  cost  recovery  basis,  or  may  pay  for  the  meal  out  of  the  associational  budget.

PROCEEDINGS 

1.  The  congregation  sang  "To  God  Be  the  Glory"  for  the  Call  to  Worship  as  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the 
Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  The  hymn  was  led  by  David  Young,  Minister 
of  Music  for  the  host  church. 

2.  Rev.  Dean  Harrold,  who  is  currently  serving  as  the  Associate  Pastor  of  the  Clover  Church,  read  scripture  from 
Matthew  28:  18-20  and  led  in  prayer. 

3.  Rev.  William  "Bill"  McNeill,  Pastor  of  the  Clover  Church,  gave  the  welcome. 

4.  Vice-moderator  David  Smith  called  the  meeting  to  order,  asked  for  the  adoption  of  the  program  and  recognized  first 
time  messengers  and  visitors. 

5.  New  pastors  and  staff  were  recognized  by  Director  of  Missions  Dale  Fisher.  Those  present  were  pastors  who  have 
been  in  the  ass6ciation  for  some  time  but  are  currently  serving  in  new  positions.  Rev.  Dean  Harrold  is  the  new 
Associate  Pastor  at  Clover  Church  and  Rev.  Stanley  Townsend  is  serving  as  the  Interim  Pastor  for  the  Poovey's 
Chapel  Church.  Rev.  Fisher  also  led  the  congregation  in  prayer,  remembering  Rick  Crouse,  pastor  of  the  Dry 
Ponds  Church  and  the  family  of  pastor  Terry  Strugill  from  Burke  County. 

6.  Reports  from  the  associational  clerk  and  treasurer  were  shared  with  the  messengers  as  information. 

7.  The  following  recommendations  were  presented  by  various  committees  and  councils.  All  recommendations  were 
voted  on  and  approved  by  the  messengers  without  question  or  opposition. 

a.  Finance  Committee  —  Neil  Annas,  Chairman 

On  December  21 ,  1995,  Ann  Hatton,  the  association's  Administrative  Assistant,  had  surgery  for  a  herniated 
lumbar  disk.  Because  of  the  pain  and  surgery  of  the  ruptured  disk,  Ann  has  had  to  miss  roughly  four  work 
weeks.  During  her  absence,  Judy  Brittain,  the  association's  Financial  Secretary,  has  been  working  full 
time.  Judy  normally  works  twenty-five  hours  each  week.  She  has  worked  roughly  fifty  additional  hours, 
or  the  equivalent  of  two  work  weeks  extra. 

The  Finance  Committee,  upon  recommendation  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  recommends  that  Judy  be  paid 
an  additional  two  weeks  of  income  for  the  extra  hours.  If  Judy  should  have  to  work  any  additional  hours 
due  to  Ann's  illness  which  is  not  anticipated,  then  the  Finance  Committee  would  like  permission  to  pay 
her  according  to  the  hours  worked  or  to  give  her  time  off  to  compensate  for  the  extra  hours. 

b.  Missions  Development  Council  —  Joann  Propst,  Director 

The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. ,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Concord  Baptist  Church  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  jointly  assist  with

the  financial  needs  of  the  Hispanic  Mission  located  in  Granite  Falls.  The  mission  is  sponsored  by  the 
Concord  Baptist  Church  and  meets  in  the  house  once  used  as  the  church  parsonage.  The  financial 
assistance  would  be  used  primarily  for  the  support  of  the  pastor,  Reynaldo  Cantu. 

The  financial  assistance  would  be  divided  equally  between  the  association,  church  and  convention  on  an 
annual  twenty  percent  declining  scale  for  a  period  of  five  years.  The  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  would  pay  half  of  the  money  furnished  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention.  Each  group 
would  pay  up  to  $6,000.00  ($500.00)  per  month  in  1996,  up  to  $4,800.00  ($400.00  per  month)  in  1997, 
up  to  $3,600.00  ($300.00  per  month)  in  1998,  up  to  $2,400.00  ($200.00  per  month)  in  1999  and  up  to 
$1,200.00  ($100.00  per  month)  in  2000,  at  which  time  the  commitment  would  cease.  The  total  amount 
of  money  the  association  would  pay  over  five  years  would  be  up  to,  but  no  more  than,  $18,000.00. 

In  order  to  receive  money  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Home  Mission  Board,  it  is  required 
that  the  sponsoring  church  and  the  local  association  participate  in  the  support.  Currently,  the  mission  is 
paying  Pastor  Cantu  one-hundred  dollars  per  week  in  salary.  In  order  to  continue  and  expand  the  work 
of  the  mission,  more  financial  assistance  is  needed.  The  association's  Finance  Committee  has  approved 
this  recommendation. 

c.  Nominating  Committee  —  Rev.  Jack  Sprinkle,  Chairman  (Recommendation  presented  by  Dale  Fisher  on 
behalf  of  Chairman  Sprinkle).

d.  Personnel  Committee  —  Rev.  Don  Ingle,  Chairman 

For  more  than  two  years  the  Personnel  Committee  has  worked  in  preparing  Personnel  Policies  and  revised 
Job  Descriptions  for  our  employees.  On  October  27,  1995,  the  proposed  policies  and  descriptions  were 
presented  as  information  to  the  Messengers  during  their  1 1 1th  Annual  Meeting.  The  purpose  in  presenting 
the  information  three  months  ago  was  to  give  Messengers  ample  time  to  study  the  lengthy  document. 

The  Personnel  Committee  recommends  that  the  Messengers  approve  the  Personnel  Policies  and  Job 
Descriptions  as  printed.  A  copy  of  the  policies  and  job  descriptions  are  on  file  at  the  Baptist  Center.  They 
have  been  placed  in  the  association's  Operation  Manual.  A  copy  of  the  documents  may  be  obtained  by 
contacting  the  associational  office. 

e.  Properties  Committee  —  Fred  King,  Chairman 

The  Properties  Committee,  with  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee,  recommends  that  a  30'  X  40' 
garage  be  built  on  the  upper  section  of  the  parking  lot  behind  the  Baptist  Center.  The  building  would  be 
block  construction  with  inside  ceiling  truss.  Three  10'  x  10'  commercial  metal  doors,  plus  a  3'  X  7' 
masonry  steel  door  with  security  dead  bolt  lock  for  a  side  entrance  would  be  included.  The  foundation 
would  be  poured  to  allow  brick  veneer  in  the  future  if  desired.  A  water  faucet,  laundry  tub,  six  fluorescent 
eight  foot  lights,  a  plywood  ceiling  with  insulation  overhead  would  be  on  ihe  inside.  The  outside  of  the 
building  would  be  painted  with  guttering  installed. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Paul  Miller  Construction  Company  of  Hudson  build  the  garage  for  $24,921.00 
and  that  Mr.  Fred  Painting  Service  of  Hudson  do  the  outside  painting  for  $1,850.00  (two  coats)  and,  if 
needed,  the  inside  (two  coats)  for  an  additional  $2,350.00.  The  total  project  should  not  exceed  $30,000.00. 

There  is  a  great  need  for  a  garage  at  the  Baptist  Center  to  store  the  association's  van  and  disaster  relief 
trailer.  In  addition,  storage  space  is  needed  for  such  things  as  the  association's  RA/Challenger  race  tracks, 
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tables  and  chairs.  The  building  would  be  large  enough  to  take  care  of  present  and  foreseeable  future 
storage  needs. 

f.  Strategy  Committee  —  Dr.  David  Smith,  Chairman  (The  recommendation  was  presented  by  Committee 

Member,  Ron  Beane,  on  behalf  of  Chairman  Smith.)

messengers  as  soon  as  possible  to  explain  action  taken. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  eleven  members.  Serving  are  the  five  officers  of  the 
association,  plus  six  other  members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts.

1.  The  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson  Quartet  gave  the  call  to  worship  of  the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting  with  two 
selections.  Members  of  the  Quartet  are  Bob  Poarch,  Jerry  Turner.  Charlie  Shaver,  Bob  Knight  and  Michael  Riggs  as 
pianist. 

2.  David  Boan,  pastor  of  College  Avenue  Church,  gave  the  theme  interpretation  using  Acts  chapter  2  as  his  scripture  and 
led  in  prayer. 

3.  The  welcome  from  the  host  church  was  given  by  their  pastor,  Keith  Shorter. 

4.  Moderator  for  the  association,  Bob  Lowman,  called  the  meeting  to  order  asked  for  the  adoption  of  the  printed  program 
and  recognized  first  time  messengers  and  visitors.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  program  as  printed. 

5.  New  pastors,  interim  pastors  and  new  staff  were  recognized  by  director  of  missions,  Dale  Fisher.  David  Boan,  new 
pastor  of  the  College  Avenue  Church,  was  recognized  by  Rev.  Fisher.  Rev.  Fisher  also  made  comment  on  the 
upcoming  South  Africa  partnership  which  is  being  sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the 
purchase  of  a  phonetree  by  the  association  which  will  be  implemented  in  the  forthcoming  weeks. 

6.  The  congregation  sang  "Let  Others  See  Jesus  in  You"  led  by  Tammy  Haigler  followed  by  the  collection  of  registration 
cards. 

7.  The  following  recommendations  were  presented  and  approved: 

a.  Christian  Life  Council  Director,  Lynn  Parsons  gave  the  following  recommendation:    Motion  to  accept  the 

recommendation  was  made  by  Billy  Rivers  and  seconded  by  Tom  Small.  Those  present  unanimously  agreed. 

On  Tuesday,  April  16,  1996,  the  Lenoir  City  Council  voted  unanimously  to  call  for  a  referendum  on  the  sale 
of  liquor  by  the  drink.  The  vote  is  currently  scheduled  for  June  25.  Only  registered  voters  who  live  within 
the  city  limits  of  Lenoir  will  be  eligible  to  vote. 

The  last  referendum  on  liquor  by  the  drink  was  held  on  September  8,  1992  and  was  deleated  by  only  one- 
hundred  votes.  Other  referendums  have  been  defeated  through  the  years  with  the  margin  of  victory  decreasing 
with  each  election. 


As  Christians  we  should  be  concerned  about  this  referendum.  The  Bible  speaks  against  strong  drink,  and  the 
damage  caused  by  alcohol  in  our  society,  particularly  in  families,  is  overwhelming.  In  addition,  Caldwell 
Baptists  have  stood  against  similar  referendums  in  the  past. 
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Therefore,  the  Christian  Life  Council  recommends  that  the  Messengers  to  the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.,  meeting  with  Crest  View  Baptist  Church  on  Thursday,  April  25,  1996,  take 
the  following  actions. 

1 .  Give  the  Christian  Life  Council  permission  to  join  selected  anti-liquor  groups  in  an  effort  to  defeat  this 
referendum.  It  is  understood  that  the  Council  will  demonstrate  a  Christlike  attitude  and  behavior  in 
all  that  is  said  and  done  as  they  represent  the  association  in  this  campaign. 

2.  Grant  permission  for  the  associational  staff  to  assist  the  Council  in  this  effort,  mainly  through  help  with 
meetings  and  mailings. 

3 .  Allow  the  Financial  Secretary  to  establish  a  designated  account  to  receive  and  disburse  funds  for  use 
in  the  campaign. 

4.  Allow  the  Council  to  use  the  remaining  balance  in  their  budgeted  amount  of  $2,000.00  in  the  1995-96 
Associational  Budget  for  this  effort. 

Rev.  Parsons  also  introduced  Rev.  John  Jernigan.  Rev.  Jernigan  has  agreed  to  be  the  spokesperson  of  the 
"Concerned  Citizens  for  a  Drug-Free  Community"  organization. 

b.  The  1996-97  Associational  Leadership  was  presented  by  Nominating  Committee  Chairman,  Jack  Sprinkle. 
Motion  was  made  by  Tom  Small  and  seconded  by  Jack  Spainhour  to  accept  the  recommendation.  The 
recommendation  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  messengers.  The  complete  report  of  that  committee  will 
be  printed  in  full  in  the  1996  Annual  Minutes  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

c.  The  following  recommendation  from  the  Strategy  Committee  was  presented  by  committee  chairman  David 
Smith.  After  a  motion  and  a  second  this  recommendation  was  also  approved  by  the  messengers. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  Bylaws  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  were  presented  to  the 
Messengers  as  information  during  their  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  on  January  25,  1996.  The  amendments  have 
gone  through  the  proper  procedure  for  presentation,  discussion  and  vote  on  Thursday,  April  25,  1996  during 
the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  at  Crest  View  Baptist  Church.

The  theme  for  the  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Messengers  this  year  has  been  "The  Command  to  the  Church: 
Worship,  Disciple,  Fellowship  and  Evangelize".  During  each  quarter  of  this  past  year,  focus  was  placed  on  one  of  the  four 
key  words.   I  would  like  to  do  the  same  as  I  share  this  report  with  you. 
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Worship 

We  are  to  worship  God  in  spirit  and  in  truth.  Our  worship  is  spiritual  because  God  is  spirit  and  is  not  confined  to  things 
or  places.  It  is  in  truth  because  of  the  need  of  sincerity  and  honesty  as  we  approach  our  Creator.  Through  spiritual  and 
truthful  worship  we  demonstrate  our  love,  devotion,  loyalty,  and  obedience  to  God.  It  is  through  worship  that  we  develop 
an  intimate  and  meaningful  relationship  with  the  Lord  of  the  universe. 

It  is  a  joy  for  me  to  visit  in  the  churches  of  the  association  for  services  of  worship  and  other  events.  Even  though  the 
worship  services  vary  a  little  from  church  to  church,  one  will  find  God's  Word  proclaimed  through  singing  and  preaching 
each  week.  Every  year,  I  try  to  visit  in  each  church  at  least  one  time.  I  wish  I  could  be  in  the  churches  more  often,  but 
with  seventy-five  congregations  it  is  a  challenge  to  do  so. 

I  am  pleased  for  the  opportunities  that  we  have  to  worship  as  a  "family  of  churches".  Together  we  sing,  pray,  hear  God's 
Word  proclaimed  through  testimony  and  preaching,  and  during  the  1996  Annual  Meeting,  even  share  in  the  Lord's  Supper. 
It  is  good  when  we  come  together  to  lift  hearts  in  praise  of  our  Lord  and  Savior. 

Let  me  encourage  each  of  us  to  become  more  active  in  our  worship  of  God.  Commit  yourself  to  private  as  well  as  public 
worship.  A  daily  quiet  time  in  a  private  location  will  provide  you  with  strength,  guidance  and  wisdom  as  you  meet  the 
public.  And  let  us  not  forsake  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together  as  we  are  instructed  in  the  Book  of  Hebrews.  Corporate 
worship  should  be  a  top  priority  for  each  of  us.  In  addition,  we  can  worship  God  by  the  way  we  live  our  lives  before  others. 
Let  us  be  like  Christ  in  all  that  we  think,  say  and  do. 

Disciple 

Christians  are  disciples  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  In  this  role,  we  are  learners  and  followers  of  our  Master.  Our  goal  is  to 
become  more  like  Him  in  all  our  thoughts  and  actions.  The  unsaved  people  around  us  need  to  know  that  we  walk  with  Jesus. 

The  association  provides  many  opportunities  for  training  disciples.  The  Brotherhood,  Missions  Development  and  WMU 
Councils  offer  education  in  missions;  the  Discipleship  Council  provides  Christian  training  in  such  areas  as  doctrine,  history, 
polity,  and  stewardship;  the  Christian  Life  Council  educates  us  in  social,  moral  and  ethical  issues;  the  Family  Ministry 
Council  helps  singles,  senior  adults  and  other  age  groups  with  their  understanding  of  issues  that  relate  to  specific  ages;  the 
Evangelism  Council  trains  people  in  how  to  witness  to  the  lost  in  our  world;  the  Media  Library  Council  provides  training 
in  how  to  provide  good  materials  for  church  members;  the  Music  Council  teaches  and  involves  people  in  music;  the  Pastoral 
Ministries  Council  develops  ministers  and  deacons  in  the  work  of  the  church;  the  Prayer  Council  instructs  us  to  be  more 
involved  in  conversation  with  God;  the  Seminary  Extension  Council  provides  learning  opportunities  for  persons  who  want 
to  expand  their  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures,  Christian  life  and  the  work  of  the  Church;  and  the  Sunday  School  Council  helps 
us  to  better  understand  God's  Word  and  how  to  reach  out  to  unchurched  people  through  the  Bible  teaching  program  of  the 
church. 

The  association's  calendar  is  packed  full  of  training  opportunities.  But  something  is  only  good  if  it  is  used.  I  challenge 
Caldwell  Baptists  to  be  more  involved  in  the  opportunities  for  training  that  are  available  to  us. 

Fellowship 

The  early  church  "continued  steadfastly  in  the  apostles'  doctrine  and  fellowship. "  Fellowship  involves  a  relationship  between 
persons  who  hold  something  in  common.  Christians  are  in  fellowship  because  of  our  common  faith  in  Jesus  Christ. 

The  word  "fellowship"  is  a  part  of  this  association's  mission  statement.  Associations  were  started  by  Baptist  churches  in 
England  in  the  mid-1600's  because  of  the  need  of  mutual  care  (fellowship).  For  over  three  hundred  years,  the  principle  and 
practice  of  fellowship,  among  Baptist  churches  has  been  fundamental  to  the  very  concept  of  the  association. 

The  Caldwell  Association  has  eight  different  fellowship  groups  that  meet  periodically  throughout  the  year.  Their  purpose 
is  to  provide  a  setting  for  particular  groups  to  meet  together  for  dialogue,  encouragement  and  mutual  care.  Each  group  brings 
together  individuals  who  have  positions  that  are  similar,  such  as  church  secretaries,  youth  ministers,  or  retired  ministers. 

Christians  need  each  other.  Times  of  fellowship  help  to  keep  our  relationships  strong  as  we  work  together  for  the 
advancement  of  God's  Kingdom. 

Evangelize 

Southern  Baptists  have  been  exposed  to  many  methods  for  sharing  the  Good  News  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  have 
been  through  such  things  as  WIN,  WOW,  and  CWT.  This  year  we  have  been  introduced  to  a  method  simply  called  "People 
Sharing  Jesus".  Why  is  something  so  simply  so  hard  to  do? 
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During  the  1996-97  Associational  Year,  the  Evangelism  Council  will  present  a  Total  Church  Life  Seminar,  that  will  give 
training  in  how  to  exalt  the  Savior,  equip  the  saints  and  evangelize  the  sinner.  In  addition,  an  associational  WIN  School  and 
a  Muslim  Witnessing  Seminar  will  be  offered.  These  are  great  opportunities  for  learning  how  to  do  evangelism.  Maybe 
all  that  you  lack  is  that  step  of  commitment.  Take  it,  and  then,  get  some  training 

Christ's  command  to  His  church  is  to  worship,  disciple,  fellowship,  and  evangelize.  A  command  is  a  call  for  action.  My 
prayer  is  that  Caldwell  Baptists  will  be  found  busy  doing  what  God  has  told  us  to  do. 

DISCIPLESHIP  COUNCIL  REPORT 
Rev.  Mark  Blair,  Director 
Friendship  Baptist  Church 

The  highlights  of  the  1995-96  associational  year  in  Discipleship  Training  were  the  "M"  Night  and  the  Bible  Drill  events. 
1995  marked  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  "M"  Night  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  In  its  initial  year  of  conception, 
1945,  our  nation  was  completing  four  years  of  fighting  in  World  War  II.  The  term  "mobilize"  was  regularly  used  in  our 
efforts  to  win  the  war.  Southern  Baptists  thus  adopted  the  term  to  rally  our  churches  to  mobilize  its  force  to  equip  God's 
people  to  win  the  spiritual  battles  we  face.  "Mobilization  Night,"  shortened  to  "M"  Night,  continued  for  half  a  century. 
Beginning  in  1996,  this  event  will  become  known  as  Discipleship  Rally  Night. 

"M"  Night  was  conducted  on  November  27  at  Friendship  Baptist  Church.  Keynote  speaker  for  the  adult  session  was  Dr. 
C.  Mark  Corts,  distinguished  pastor  for  over  30  years  of  Calvary  Baptist  Church  in  Winston-Salem.  Special  music  was 
provided  by  the  group  "3: 16. "  A  separate  Youth  Rally  was  held  in  Friendship's  fellowship  hall,  featuring  Rev.  Jeff  Long, 
Minister  of  Youth  at  Parkwood  Baptist  Church  in  Gastonia.  Classes  were  also  conducted  for  children  and  preschoolers. 
The  total  attendance  for  "M"  Night  was  249.  Banners  were  replaced  with  certificates  to  award  the  churches  with  highest 
attendance  in  their  enrollment  categories:  50  or  less  -  First  Baptist  Church  of  Rhodhiss  (13  present),  51-150  -  Friendship 
(48  present),  151  or  more  -  Dudley  Shoals  (57  present).  The  certificate  for  most  study  course  credits  earned  for  1994-95 
went  to  Mount  Zion  (453  credits).  The  award  for  largest  percentage  increase  in  Discipleship  Training  went  to  Harrisburg, 
while  the  award  for  largest  numerical  gain  went  to  College  Avenue  (increase  of  25). 

Bible  Drills  and  Speakers  Tournament  were  held  at  Mount  Zion  Church  on  March  29.  In  the  Children's  Drills,  we  had  12 
participants  from  4  churches.  The  Youth  Drills  saw  4  participants  representing  2  churches.  We  had  one  to  participate  in 
the  Speakers  Tournament.  A  banquet  was  held  for  all  participants  and  their  parents  at  First  Baptist  Church  of  Whitnel  on 
May  3.   Rev.  Lynn  Parsons,  pastor  at  Harris  Chapel,  was  the  speaker. 

For  the  new  1996-97  associational  year,  the  Stewardship  Council  has  become  part  of  the  Discipleship  Council.  A  tax 
seminar  for  all  church  treasurers,  financial  secretaries,  and  stewardship  leaders  will  be  conducted  at  the  Caldwell  Baptist 
Center  on  November  18,  while  Discipleship  Rally  Night  will  be  at  Harris  Chapel  on  November  25.  These  events  should 
get  us  off  to  a  good  start  in  Discipleship  for  the  next  year.

THE  HISTORY 
OF 

FLEMINGS  CHAPEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

What  stands  today  as  Flemings  Chapel  Baptist  Church  is  a  testimony  to  dedication  and  faithfulness.  Many  of  the  present 
church  members  can  trace  their  roots  to  one  or  more  of  the  first  settlers  in  Caldwell  County. 

On  the  fourth  Saturday  in  September  1867,  a  number  of  persons  in  the  neighborhood  of  what  came  to  be  called  "The  Burnt 
Schoolhouse"  banded  together  for  the  purpose  of  being  constituted  into  a  Baptist  Church.  A  presbytery,  consisting  of  Elders 
R.  H.  Moody,  H.  West,  and  G.  D.  Sherrill,  recommended  the  constitution  of  an  arm  of  a  church.  The  group  petitioned 
Lower  Creek  Baptist  Church  for  their  help  and  cooperation  in  establishing  the  work.  On  the  fourth  Saturday  in  November, 
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fourteen  members  were  organized  into  an  arm  of  Lower  Creek.  Elder  G.  D.  Sherrill  was  chosen  as  the  first  pastor,  and 
Elder  R.  T.  Fleming  the  first  clerk. 

In  April  1869,  the  arm  of  Lower  Creek  at  Flemings  Chapel  voted  to  organize  a  regular  Baptist  Church.  This  became  a 
reality  on  the  fourth  Saturday  in  May.  From  its  original  beginning  with  services  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  once  a  month,  the 
church  has  now  grown  to  full-time  weekly  services. 

The  following  is  as  nearly  complete  a  list  of  pastors  as  could  be  determined:  G.  D.  Sherrill,  R.  H.  Moody,  D.  W.  Conway, 
B.  H.  Martin,  Bob  Fleming,  Solomon  Gwaltney,  W.  H.  Hull,  J.  M.  Harris,  H.  M.  Croom,  M.  L.  Clark,  J.  F.  Crisp,  S. 
B.  McCall,  Ansul  Pardue,  Boyd  Cannon,  Bob  Prestwood,  Tommy  Shoemaker,  W.  R.  Moss,  Jay  Younce,  Sam  Silvers,  W. 
L.  Sorrells,  James  R.  Lail,  Stanley  Townsend,  and  David  C.  Payne.  Our  current  pastor  is  Rev.  Richard  Brown.  Through 
the  years  the  church  has  ordained  ten  men  to  the  Gospel  ministry.

Fourteen  churches  have  been 
represented.  Our  program  emphasis  this  year  has  been  on  reaching  the  preschoolers  in  our  churches.  Ten  of  our  group 
attended  the  Summer  Regional  Library  Conference  at  Ridgecrest  for  one  day.  Dottie  Almond  (Hudson  First)  attended  the 
National  Conference  in  Nashville. 

Our  special  projects  have  been  lending  a  hand  to  developing  a  library  in  the  future  at  Grandview  Park  and  reorganizing  the 
library  at  College  Avenue. 

Next  year  our  program  emphasis  will  focus  on  the  children  in  our  churches,  ages  8-12.  We  are  going  to  become  better 
equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  age  group  in  our  churches. 

Our  associational  library  continues  to  grow  with  the  assistance  of  the  able  staff  there.  We  look  forward  to  the  challenges 
ahead  and  responding  to  the  needs  of  our  congregations.

MISSIONS  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Recommendation  No.  1:  Home  Mission  Project 

A  group  of  thirty-nine  Caldwell  Baptists  from  nine  churches  experienced  a  very  successful  mission  trip  in  Dallas,  Texas  this 
past  summer.  The  group  worked  with  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church  in  the  Oak  Cliff  section  of  the  city,  doing  Backyard  Bible 
Clubs,  renovation,  a  children's  Bible  study,  a  mother's  Bible  study,  Touch  Ministries,  plus  leading  in  worship.  God  blessed 
with  seventeen  professions  of  faith  during  the  week. 

The  Calvary  Baptist  Church  has  extended  an  invitation  for  a  group  from  our  association  to  return  to  Dallas  in  1997.  The 
Missions  Development  Council  has  considered  this  request  and  recommends  that  the  association  sponsor  another  mission 
project  in  Dallas,  Texas,  July  11-19,  1997. 

Recommendation  No.2:  World  Missions  Conference 

Twenty-eight  churches  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  participated  in  a  very  successful  World  Missions  Conference, 
March  28-April  4,  1993.  This  was  the  last  conference  held  in  our  association. 

On  October  23,  1992,  the  Messengers  approved  a  five-year  plan  of  action  for  the  association  that  was  presented  by  the 
Strategy  Committee.  One  of  the  goals  assigned  to  the  Missions  Development  Council  in  this  plan  was  to  involve  forty 
churches  in  a  World  Missions  Conference  in  1998. 

Therefore,  the  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  sponsor  a  World  Missions 
Conference  on  March  15-18,  1998.  Upon  suggestion  by  the  churches  that  participated  in  1993,  this  would  be  a  Sunday 
morning  through  Wednesday  night  conference. 

Recommendation  No.  3:  Mission  Trip  Policy 
The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  following  statement  be  adopted  as  a  policy  of  the  association:  "The 
possession  or  use  of  alcoholic  beverages,  illegal  drugs  and  tobacco  products  is  strictly  prohibited  on  mission  projects 
sponsored  by  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc."

The  annual  Children's  Choir  Camp  was  held  this  year  at  Harris  Chapel  Church  on  July  7-1 1,  1996.  Mrs.  Sylvia  Pinson,  from 
the  Mountain  Grove  Church,  worked  with  42  children  and  8  adult  leaders  to  learn  the  musical  Truth  Works.  The  children 
did  a  wonderful  job  presenting  the  musical  in  an  open  concert  at  7:00  p.m.  on  July  1 1 . 

The  1996  edition  of  Praise  Sing  was  held  at  the  Broyhill  Civic  Center  on  August  20,  1996.  Fourteen  adult  choirs  took  turns 
singing  anthems  of  praise  to  the  Lord  before  a  large  audience.

The  committee  met  several  times  during  the  year  to  discuss  the  property  needs  of  the  association.  As  you  can  see  from  this 
report,  it  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  the  Properties  Committee. 

On  October  10,  1995,  the  committee  met  jointly  with  the  Finance  Committee.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss 
the  use  of  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Caldwell  Cottage  at  Ridgecrest  and  to  consider  problems  with  the  roof  at  the  Center. 

On  October  20,  1995,  another  joint  meeting  was  held  with  the  Finance  Committee  to  continue  the  discussion  started  on 
October  10.  Three  recommendations  came  out  of  the  meeting:  (1)  To  ask  the  Barger-Ashe  Roofing  Company  to  replace  the 
roof  on  the  Baptist  Center  for  $10,800.00;  (2)  To  ask  Taylor  Brothers  of  Lenoir  to  repair,  and  replace  as  needed,  the  trim 
around  the  top  of  the  Baptist  Center  for  up  to  $1,500.00,  and  (3)  To  ask  Mr.  Fred  Painting  Service  of  Hudson  to  paint  the 
interior  of  the  Baptist  Center  at  a  cost  of  $1,700.00.  All  three  recommendations  were  presented  to  and  approved  by  the 
Messengers  during  their  1995  Annual  Meeting. 

The  Properties  Committee  met  on  November  9,  November  21,  and  December  20,  1995  to  receive  updates  on  the  work  being 
done  at  the  Baptist  Center.  The  committee  also  spent  considerable  time  talking  about  proposed  plans  for  a  garage  to  be  built 
behind  the  Baptist  Center,  using  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  Caldwell  Cottage. 

The  best  bid  received  for  the  garage  project  was  from  the  Paul  Miller  Construction  Company  in  Hudson  for  $24,921.00. 
Mr.  Fred  Painting  of  Hudson  was  asked  to  paint  (two  coats)  the  outside  of  the  garage  for  $1,850.00  and  the  inside  (two 
coats)  for  an  additional  $2,350.00.  This  recommendation  was  made  to  and  approved  by  the  Messengers  during  their  Winter 
Quarterly  Meeting  on  January  25,  1996. 

The  final  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  on  June  18,  1996.  Reports  were  given  on  the  purchase  of  the  Phonetree  system 
and  office  desk  chair  for  which  money  had  been  budgeted  in  the  1995-96  Budget.  Also,  the  committee  was  given  an  update 
on  the  progress  of  the  garage  project.  The  need  to  update  the  emergency  lights  was  discussed.  Other  items  budgeted  in  the 
current  Associational  Budget  were  considered,  a  greaseboard  for  the  Conference  Room  and  a  file  cabinet  for  the  library,  plus 
an  upgrade  of  our  computer  system.  The  committee  agreed  to  follow  through  with  these  items.  The  1996-97  Properties 
Budget  was  prepared  and  the  committee  agreed  to  let  Dennis  Setzer  paint  the  disaster  relief  trailer.

of  the 

CALDWELL  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INCORPORATED 


CONSTITUTION 
Preamble 

The  Constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  basic  beliefs  of  this 
association. 

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist 
Association.  The  duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  1.  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645, 
is  recognized  as  the  official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

We  associate  ourselves  to  assist  member  churches  in  fulfilling  the  Great  Commission  of  Christ  through  fellowship, 
education  and  mission  involvement. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  Churches  which  have  been  approved  for  membership 
by  the  associational  messengers  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  1.  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from 
the  churches  that  compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly 
or  called  meeting  of  the  association  provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.   Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the 
rights  of  these  churches.  The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  decided  to 
be  affiliated  with  the  association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  1.  This  association  is  composed  of  member  churches  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.  All  internal  groups  created  and  empowered  by  the  association  are  only  accountable  to  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  and  supports  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  in  1963.  A  copy  of  The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the 
Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  association,  provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and 
publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association. 
Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks 
pnor  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to  dissolve,  the  assets  of  the  association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly 
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stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies 
of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the 
vote  on  the  amendment. 

BYLAWS 
Preamble 

These  Bylaws  have  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern 
this  body  in  an  orderly  manner. 

Article  I:  Administrative  Policies 

Section  1.  The  associational  staff  is  responsible  for  scheduling  the  use  of  the  Baptist  Center,  the  association's  van, 
and  all  other  associational  properties  available  for  use. 

Section  2.  Money  is  to  be  contributed  to  the  Gideons  by  the  association  for  the  purchase  of  memorial  Bibles  upon 
the  death  of  a  pastor,  staff  minister,  associational  leader,  or  a  close  family  member  of  a  pastor,  staff  minister  or  associational 
leader. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Director  of  Missions  are  authorized  to  have  access  to  the  association's 
safety  deposit  box  located  at  the  First  Union  National  Bank  on  Main  Street  in  Lenoir. 

Article  II:  Associational  Year 

The  Associational  Year  begins  on  October  1  and  closes  on  September  30. 

Article  III:  Finances 

Section  1 .  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  October  1  and  closes  on  September  30. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Finance  Committee 
for  a  vote  by  the  messengers  during  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association  in  July  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the 
messengers  adequate  time  to  study  the  budget,  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to 
the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  of  July  each  year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  October  1  annually.  The 
Finance  Committee  is  to  maintain  a  budget  format  that  corresponds  with  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  dunng  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  October,  an  annual  financial 
report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoing  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  associational 
pastors,  church  staff,  retired  ministers,  other  ministers  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The 
Finance  Committee  confidentially  administrates  the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and 
the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.    Each  associational  church  is  requested  to  contribute  at  least  4%  of  all  undesignated  receipts  to  the 

association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  organization. 

Article  IV:  Logos 

Section  1.  The  association  is  to  continually  have  a  personalized  logo  that  visually  displays  the  identity  and  current 
work  of  this  body. 

Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  help  identify  who  we 

are. 

Article  V:  Meetings 

Section  1 .  The  messengers  of  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  association.  The  meetings  are  held  in  October  (Fall  Meeting),  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring 
Meeting),  and  July  (Summer  Meeting).  The  meetings  in  January,  April  and  July  are  night  meetings  which  are  held  on  the 
fourth  Thursday  of  each  month.  The  meeting  in  October  is  considered  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  association  and  is 
conducted  on  the  fourth  Thursday  and  Friday  of  October. 

The  first  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  is  held  on  Thursday  night.  The  second  (final)  session  is  conducted  on 
Friday  morning,  concluding  at  lunch.  The  association  is  responsible  for  providing  lunch  for  the  messengers  on  Friday.  The 
association  has  the  option  of  charging  for  the  meal  on  a  cost  recovery  basis,  or  may  pay  for  the  meal  out  of  the  associational 
budget. 
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Section  2.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  fully  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and 
contacting  program  participants,  and  for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each 
quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented  in  the  annual  "Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  committee  may 
ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after  a  scheduled 
meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis  date.  The  meetings  are  to  be  held  in  as  many  member 
churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  or  the  Director  of  Missions  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal 
with  extremely  urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order, 
a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  is  to  be  given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting. 
A  quorum  of  fifty  messengers  must  be  present  to  conduct  a  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  associational 
messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in  the  event 
of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforseen  crises. 

Section  5.  A  quorum  at  each  of  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  association  consists  of  those  messengers  who  attend 
each  meeting. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business 
meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate 
in  debate  without  the  privilege  to  vote.  Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  associational  messengers  are  to 
be  received  by  the  Communications  Committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The 
messengers  are  to  consider  only  those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the 
Communications  Committee.  The  committee  is  responsible  for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the 
messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution- or  public  statement  received.  The  proposal  may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the 
committee  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.  Copies  of  all  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements,  with  the  name  of 
the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  their  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  1.  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Membership 
Committee  a  letter  of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking 
admission  into  the  association,  and  the  date  when  the  church  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A.  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet  with 
leaders  of  the  church  to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  associational  requirements  for 
admission,  to  consider  any  of  their  church  approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal 
with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  committee  make  a  decision  about  their  request. 

B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  share  the  request  with 
the  association  and  to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of 
the  association;  or 

3.  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as 
possible  following  the  associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  association  with  the  church 
first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least 
one  full  year  before  being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 

1.  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The 

association  is  to  carefully  observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church 
under  watchcare  is  to  receive  the  same  opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however, 
members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may  not  vote  nor  hold  a  position  of  leadership  in  the 
association. 
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2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the 
work  of  the  association,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

3.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet,  as  needed,  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the 
watchcare  period  to  discuss  their  relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the 
committee  are  to  visit  during  meetings  of  the  church  to  observe  the  organization  and  practices  of 
the  church. 

D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  committee  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the 
church  and  to  decide  on  one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate 
time  concerning  membership: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible 
following  the  associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  association  first  in 
spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under 
watchcare  or  into  full  membership  of  the  association. 

F.  If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  association,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one 
year  it  may  submit  another  letter  to  the  Membership  Committee  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  COOPERATION:  A  cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  annual  church  letter  to  the 
associational  clerk,  is  represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  associational  meetings,  contributes  financially  to 
the  association,  and  is  in  general  agreement  with  the  purpose,  basic  beliefs,  programs  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the 
Membership  Committee  and/or  the  Director  of  Missions  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an 
attempt  to  help  resolve  the  problem(s). 

Section  4.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  to  be  contacted  by 
the  Membership  Committee  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the 
church  relative  to  its  continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  committee  may  choose  to  make  a 
recommendation  that  the  church  be  removed  from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have 
to  be  made  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  and  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  would  be 
needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  the  association. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As 
soon  as  possible  following  the  associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action 
taken  by  the  association. 

Section  5.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its 
fellowship  from  the  association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Membership 
Committee  in  an  official  letter  from  the  church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the 
next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  the  committee  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  association 
is  to  take  one  of  the  following  actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the 
action  by  a  letter  from  the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptance  of  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Membership 
Committee  to  ask  the  church  to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  6.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention 
when  a  church  is  accepted  under  watchcare  or  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is 
dismissed  from  the  association  as  a  member. 
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Article  VII:  Organization  and  Leadership 

Section  1.    The  association  is  organized  into  six  levels  of  operation:    Governing,  Personnel,  Coordinating, 
Administrative  Services,  Church  Assistance  Programs  and  Fellowship  Groups. 

A.  GOVERNING 

1.  The  ASSOCIATION-IN-SESSION  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches 
in  attendance  at  each  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association. 

2.  Churches  of  fifty  (50)  members  or  less  are  entitled  to  five  (5)  messengers.  One  (1)  additional 
messenger  is  allowed  for  each  additional  fifty  (50)  church  members  or  major  fraction  thereof 
provided  no  church  has  more  than  ten  (10)  messengers. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and 
each  of  the  five  associational  officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions 
provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the  church  being  represented. 

4.  Churches  are  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve 
the  full  associational  year  from  October  1  through  September  30.  Messengers  can  serve 
consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by  their  church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend 
all  of  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  association.  The  name,  address,  and  telephone 
number  of  each  messengers  should  be  delivered  by  the  church  clerk  to  the  associational  clerk  no 
later  than  October  7  each  year  to  facilitate  advance  registration.  This  information  can  accompany 
the  Annual  Church  Profile. 

5.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of 
the  association  and  groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and 
report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the  churches. 

6.  A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that 
church. 

B.  PERSONNEL 

1.  Positions: 

In  addition  to  a  Director  of  Missions,  the  association  employs  other  personnel  as  needed  to  help 
fulfill  its  mission. 

2.  Policies: 

Located  in  the  association's  Operations  Manuarl  are  policies  relating  to  all  employees  and  job 
descriptions  for  each  position. 

C.  COORDINATING 

1.  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  Administrative  Services  Council,  the  Associational 
Council  and  the  Fellowship  Council.  The  purpose  of  these  councils  is  to  coordinate  the  overall 
work  of  the  association.  The  Associational  Council  serves  as  the  primary  coordinating  council. 

2.  Coordinating  Councils: 

a.  The  Administrative  Services  Council  consists  of  the  administrative  services  committee 
chairmen.  The  council  meets  only  as  needed  to  coordinate  the  overall  work  of  the 
committees.  The  council  director  represents  the  committees  as  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Council. 

b.  The  Associational  Council  consists  of  the  Mission  Performance  Programs  Directors,  the 
Administrative  Services  Council  Director,  the  Fellowship  Council  Director,  the  Director 
of  Missions,  the  Associate  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Administrative  Assistant. 

The  Director  of  Missions  serves  as  the  Council  Director  and  the  Administrative  Assistant 
serves  as  secretary. 
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The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  overall  program  and  calendar  of  the 
association.  The  council  meets  only  as  needed. 

c.  The  Fellowship  Council  consists  of  the  head  leaders  of  the  associational  fellowship 

groups.  The  council  meets  only  as  needed  to  discuss  fellowship  needs  and  to  coordinate 
the  activities  of  the  fellowship  groups.  The  council  director  represents  the  fellowship 
groups  as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

D.         ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 

1.  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  committees,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  officers  of 
the  association.  Their  purpose  is  to  carry  out  assigned  work  in  order  to  help  the  association 
operate  smoothly.  There  are  eleven  committees,  the  Board  of  Directors  and  five  officers.  Each 
committee  chairman  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Administrative  Services  Council. 

The  six  associational  district  members  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  all  committee 
members  are  elected  for  three  consecutive  years  of  service.  After  the  lapse  of  at  least  one  year 
a  person  may  be  nominated  for  a  position  previously  held.  The  length  of  service  for  the  officers 
is  in  accordance  with  their  individual  job  descriptions. 

2.  Committees: 

a.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the 
regular  and  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers.  The  duties  of  this  committee 
are  to:  (1)  propose  an  order  of  business  for  each  meeting  of  the  associational  messengers; 
(2)  enlist  all  program  personnel  for  the  associational  meetings;  (3)  publicize  the  order  of 
business  to  the  churches  in  advance  of  the  meeting;  (4)  arrange  for  the  facilities  needed 
for  each  meeting;  (5)  arrange  for  and  conduct  proper  registration  of  messengers  and 
visitors  at  each  meeting  and  to  report  registration  as  requested;  and  (6)  recommend  future 
meeting  places  to  the  associational  messengers  in  the  annual  "Calendar  of  Activities"  for 
the  forthcoming  year;  the  committee  may  ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a 
quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  to 
avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis  date.  The  committee  consists  of  six 
members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two 
members  are  elected  each  year. 

b.  The  Communications  Committee  is  responsible  for  communicating  the  programs, 
ministries,  resolutions  and  services  of  the  association  to  the  churches  and  to  the  general 
public.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  develop  and  implement  an  annual  Associational  Emphasis 
Week  promotion  plan;  (2)  assist,  as  needed,  with  office-produced  communications,  such 
as:  The  Book  of  Reports  and  the  Annual  Minutes;  (3)  receive,  review  and  recommend 
all  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements;  (4)  initiate  resolutions  or  statements  as 
needed;  (5)  develop  promotional  brochures  or  other  literature  that  identifies  the  work  of 
the  association,  and  (6)  assist,  as  requested  by  the  association  or  associational  leaders, 
in  promoting  or  reporting  the  work  and  actions  of  the  association  through  the  secular 
media.  The  Communications  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a 
three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

c.  The  External  Relations  Committee  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  proper 
relationships  with  groups  outside  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  through 
individual  representatives  as  a  channel  of  communication  between  the  association  and 
various  agencies,  boards,  foundations,  and  other  groups  affiliated  with  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  (2)  communicate  and 
work,  as  needed,  with  non-Baptist  groups. 

The  External  Relations  Committee  consists  of  the  associational  representatives  of  the 
American  Bible  Society,  the  Annuity  Board,  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North 
Carolina,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  the  Baptist  World  Alliance, 
the  Biblical  Recorder,  Christian  Higher  Education,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the  Home 
ission  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Hospital,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term. 

The  current  representatives  from  the  Caldwell  Association  on  the  General  Board  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  serve  on  this  committee  as  ex -officio  members. 
These  representatives  are  selected  and  elected  by  the  convention. 
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d.  The  Finance  Committee  assists  the  association  in  securing,  administering  and  reporting 
its  finances.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  develop  and  recommend  an  overall  financial 
development  plan;  (2)  develop  and  recommend  an  associational  budget  based  on  the  plans 
of  the  association's  vanous  programs  and  ministries;  (3)  plan  and  direct  the  effort  to  seek 
giving  commitments  from  the  churches;  (4)  conduct  studies  and  make  recommendations 
concerning  proposed  expenditures  not  included  in  the  budget;  (5)  review  expenditures 
periodically  in  terms  of  budget  allocations  and  recommend  budget  adjustments  if  needed; 
(6)  develop  and  recommend  financial  policies  and  procedures,  including  provisions  for 
auditing;  and  (7)  administer  the  associational  "Minister's  Support  Fund."  The  Finance 
Committee  consists  of  six  elected  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  terms 
rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

e.  The  History  Committee  is  to  gather,  preserve,  and  interpret  historical  records  of  the 
association's  life  and  work.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  work  with  the  associational  clerk  in 
gathering  and  preserving  past  associational  records;  (2)  assist  in  the  recording  of  present- 
day  activities;  (3)  communicate  and  interpret  the  heritage  of  the  association  to 
associational  leaders  and  member  churches;  (4)  use  historical  facts  and  documents  to 
challenge  the  association  to  accomplish  its  mission;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  to  the 
association  policies  and  procedures  regarding  its  historical  materials;  (6)  encourage 
churches  to  gather  and  preserve  their  historical  records  and  to  write,  communicate,  and 
interpret  their  history.  The  History  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for 
a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each 
year. 

f.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  assist  the  association  in  determining  when  churches  are 
of  like  faith  and  order  and  can  be  properly  accepted  into  the  association  according  to  the 
provisions  made  in  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the  association.  Also,  this  committee 
serves  as  a  "church  conflict"  advisory  body.  In  addition,  this  committee  encourages 
active  participation  by  inactive  churches  in  the  association.  The  duties  are  to:  (1) 
recommend  and  implement  approved  guidelines  as  needed  for  receiving  churches  into  the 
association  and  for  dealing  with  troubled  member  or  inactive  churches  in  the  association; 
(2)  counsel  with  churches  seeking  admission  into  the  association  and  with  troubled  or 
inactive  member  churches;  (3)  examine  the  credentials  of  churches  seeking  admission  into 
the  association  (namely,  their  articles  of  faith  or  doctrinal  positions,  church  covenant, 
polity  —  including  their  constitution  and  bylaws  —  and  relationship  to  the  denomination. 
The  Membership  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term 
with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

g.  The  Nominating  Committee  leads  in  coordinating  the  selection  of  all  association-elected 
leaders  except  paid  personnel.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  select,  interview,  enlist,  and 
recommend  general  associational  officers,  mission  performance  program  directors,  and 
committee  chairmen  and  members;  (2)  coordinate  the  selection  of  workers  for  all  the 
association's  organizations  and  committees;  (3)  approve  workers  before  they  are  invited 
to  work  in  program  organizations;  (4)  distribute  associational  leadership  according  to 
priority  needs;  (5)  assist  associational  program  leaders  in  discovering  and  enlisting 
qualified  persons  to  fill  positions  in  their  respective  organizations;  (6)  present  workers 
to  the  association;  (7)  nominate  special  committees  as  assigned  by  the  association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  one  from  each  of  the  six 
associational  districts,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that 
only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  committee  should  give  careful 
.consideration  that  all  nominees  are  selected  fairly  from  all  six  districts  of  the  association, 
and  from  all  pastors,  staff  members,  men  and  women  of  the  churches.  Each  nominee 
must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  in  an  associational  church. 

LEADERSHIP  SELECTION 

(1)  All  Church  Assistance  Program  directors  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the 
Nominating  Committee  for  vote  by  the  messengers  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
association.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  consider  the 
nominees  for  program  directors,  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  prepare  a 
complete  list  of  the  names  and  positions  and  have  copies  distributed  to  the 
messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  in  January . 
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The  individuals  approved  at  the  January  meeting  of  the  association  immediately 
become  the  program  directors-elect  until  October  when  their  tenure  of  service 
officially  begins.  The  program  directors-elect  would  meet  with  the  Associational 
Council  only  upon  request;  however,  each  program  director-elect  is  expected  to 
participate  in  the  annual  calendar  planning  meetings. 

(2)  Each  program  director-elect  is  to  immediately  start  selecting  individuals  to  serve 
on  the  respective  program  councils  for  the  upcoming  year.  A  complete  list  of 
the  individuals  selected  to  serve  is  to  be  presented  to  the  Nominating  Committee 
by  March  31  by  each  program  director-elect. 

(3)  Fellowship  Groups  may  select  their  own  leadership  or  ask  the  Nominating 
Committee  to  do  the  selection.  Each  group  that  chooses  its  own  leadership  for 
the  upcoming  associational  year  is  to  present  a  complete  list  of  the  individuals 
selected  to  serve  to  the  Nominating  Committee  by  March  31. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Directors,  officers,  committee  chairmen  and  members,  leaders  of 
the  fellowship  groups,  and  all  previously  unelected  members  of  program 
councils  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  vote  by 
the  messengers  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association.  In  order  to  give  the 
messengers  adequate  time  to  consider  the  nominees,  the  Nominating  Committee 
is  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of  the  names  and  positions  and  have  copies 
distributed  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  of  April. 

The  individuals  approved  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association  are  the  leaders 
"elect"  until  October  1  when  their  tenure  of  service  officially  begins.  Each 
leader  has  the  privilege  to  plan  and  to  train  as  necessary  for  the  upcoming  year. 
The  leaders  "elect"  have  no  authority  over  the  current  year's  work,  except  in  a 
position  currently  held. 

(5)  If  vacancies  occur  during  the  year  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  enlist  a 
person  to  fill  each  vacated  position  and  to  recommend  the  person  to  the 
association.  The  committee  is  to  work  with  program  directors  and  committee 
chairmen  as  needed  in  filling  each  vacancy. 

h.  The  Personnel  Committee  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  Its 
duties  are  to:  (1)  recommend  policies  and  procedures  for  the  selection,  supervision,  and 
termination  of  associational  personnel;  (2)  maintain  up-to-date  job  descriptions  in  a 
manual  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend 
to  the  association  new  personnel,  excluding  the  Director  of  Missions,  in  full  cooperation 
with  the  appropriate  supervisor;  (4)  develop  and  recommend  salaries  and  benefits  for 
employed  personnel;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  to  the  association  policies  and 
procedures  regarding  continuing  education  and  development  for  the  Director  of  Missions 
and  other  paid  personnel.  The  Personnel  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each 
elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are 
elected  each  year.  The  chairman  is  a  member  of  the  Director  of  Missions  Search 
Committee. 

i.  The  Properties  Committee  assists  the  association  in  the  administration  of  all  properties 
in  Buncombe  and  Caldwell  Counties.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  inspect  and  keep  inventory  of 
all  associational  properties;  (2)  secure,  supervise  and  terminate  the  services  of  persons 
responsible  for  the  care  of  associational  properties;  (3)  develop  and  initiate  scheduled 
cleaning  procedures;  (4)  develop  and  recommend  a  program  of  preventive  maintenance; 

(5)  develop  and  recommend  policies  and  procedures  for  using  facilities  and  equipment; 

(6)  request  and  administer  maintenance,  furniture,  and  equipment  budget;  (7)  develop 
and,  with  the  Board  of  Directors,  recommend  an  adequate  insurance  plan  for  the 
properties.  The  Properties  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three- 
year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

This  committee  can  spend  up  to  $500.00  on  one  item  without  approval  of  the  association. 
Items  above  that  amount  must  have  associational  approval. 

j.  The  Search  Committee  is  designed  to  serve  only  as  needed  to  secure  a  Director  of 

Missions.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  meet  as  a  committee  for  the  first  time  within  a  month 
following  election  by  the  association;  (2)  choose  from  within  the  committee  a  chairman. 
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vice-chairman  and  secretary  during  the  first  meeting;  (3)  study  and  follow  carefully  the 
Job  Description  for  the  Director  of  Missions;  (4)  seek  comments  and  suggestions  from 
the  association  concerning  the  expectations  of  the  next  Director  of  Missions;  (5)  report 
regularly  to  the  association  on  progress  being  made;  (6)  develop  a  list  of  prospects  for 
the  position;  (7)  narrow  the  list  of  candidates,  thoroughly  researching  qualifications  and 
references;  (8)  interview  and  observe  most  favorable  candidate(s)  in  different  settings; 
(9)  unanimously  present  choice  candidate  to  the  association  for  approval;  (10)  assist 
newly  elected  Director  of  Missions  during  transition  period;  and  (11)  inform  all  other 
candidates  by  letter,  as  necessary,  of  the  decision  of  the  association,  expressing 
appreciation  to  each  person  for  their  time  and  cooperation.  The  committee  will  consist 
of  one  pastor,  one  layman,  one  lay  woman  (all  named  by  the  Nominating  Committee), 
plus  the  Moderator  and  Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

k.  The  Strategy  Committee  assists  the  association  in  determining  its  strategic  objectives  and 
in  staying  on  course  in  achieving  them.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  monitor  the  needs  and 
opportunities  of  the  churches  and  provide  updated  information  to  the  churches  and  to  the 
associational  programs  annually;  (2)  recommend  modifications  in  the  organizational 
structure  to  help  fulfill  associational  objectives;  (3)  review  the  association's  constitution 
and  bylaws  and  recommend  modifications  as  needed;  (4)  maintain  up-to-date  job 
descriptions  in  a  manual  for  every  volunteer  position  in  the  association  excluding  paid 
workers;  (5)  lead  the  association  to  conduct  strategy  planning  about  every  five  years. 
The  Strategy  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with 
the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

3.         Board  of  Directors: 

a.  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1) 
serve  as  legal  representative  of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  associational 
messengers  in  handling  legal  matters;  (3)  oversee  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the 
association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  associational  messengers, 
to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers 
necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance;  (6)  assist  the  Personnel  Committee  with 
actions  regarding  employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  associational 
messengers,  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances,  giving  a  full  report  to  the 
messengers  as  soon  as  possible  to  explain  action  taken. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  eleven  members.  Serving  are  the  five  officers  of  the 
association,  plus  six  other  members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts.  The 
six  associational  district  members  are  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms 
rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  Moderator  serves  as  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  October  and 
at  other  times  as  necessary. 

b.  Officers: 

(1)  The  Moderator,  also  known  as  president,  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called 
meetings  of  the  associational  messengers.  As  the  presiding  officer,  the 
Moderator  (1)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  time,  enforces  the 
rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding 
officer  according  to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage  (Roberts 
Rules  of  Order,  Revised);  (2)  appoints  a  parliamentarian,  if  desired,  to  serve  at 
any  or  all  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers  during  his  term  of  office;  the 
person  appointed  must  be  approved  by  the  messengers-in-session;  (3)  serves  as 
an  ex-officio  member  of  all  committees,  councils,  and  groups  of  the  association; 
(4)  calls  the  associational  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with 
extremely  urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting 
(Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  is  to 
be  given  to  the  associational  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the 
purpose  of  the  meeting.  A  quorum  of  fifty  associational  messengers  must  be 
present  to  conduct  a  special  meeting.);  (5)  postpones  and  reschedules  quarterly 
or  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Director  of  Missions  and  the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in 
the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen  crises;  and  (6)  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  Director  of  Missions  Search  Committee.   The  Moderator  is 
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elected  for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive 
term;  however,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not 
be  considered  for  Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator,  also  known  as  Vice-President,  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator. 
The  Vice-Moderator  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and  is  eligible  to  a  second 
consecutive  term.  However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the 
individual  could  not  be  considered  for  Vice-Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(3)  The  Clerk,  also  known  as  Secretary,  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all 
transactions  of  the  association  and  makes  this  information  available  upon 
request.  The  Clerk's  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  recorder  during  the  meetings  of 
the  association;  (2)  secure  from  the  churches  the  annual  Uniform  Church  Letter 
and  process  it  according  to  recommended  procedures;  (3)  edit  the  associational 
annual  minutes;  (4)  work  with  the  History  Committee  to  preserve  the  official 
records  of  the  association;  (5)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The  Administrative 
Assistant  serves  as  the  Clerk  of  the  association. 

(4)  The  Treasurer  receives  all  of  the  funds  contributed  to  the  association  and 
disburses  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget  of  the  association  or  for  which  the 
funds  were  contributed.  The  Treasurer's  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  an  ex -officio 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee;  (2)  work  with  the  Finance  Committee  to 
recommend  and  establish  fiscal  policies;  (3)  maintain  proper  records  of  all 
monies  received  and  disbursed;  (4)  provide  printed  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  Treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  chairman  of  the 
Finance  Committee  is  authorized  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event 
the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

(5)  The  Director  of  Missions  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  association,  also 
serving  as  the  registered  agent. 

E.        CHURCH  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS 

1 .  The  work  of  the  Church  Assistance  Programs  of  the  association  is  carried  out  through  councils. 
Each  council  member  has  definite  responsibilities  and  the  number  of  members  on  each  council  is 
determined  by  need.  Council  members  are  elected  annually.  The  general  director  of  each  council 
serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.  Each  council  has  meetings  according 
to  need.  Each  council  consists  of  a  program  director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to  conduct  the 
program. 

2.  Councils: 

a.  The  Brotherhood  Council  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in 
missions. 

b.  The  Christian  Life  Council  informs  the  churches  of  critical  moral  and  social  issues  and 
leads  in  Christian  action  to  meet  those  needs.  The  council  seeks  to  develop  good 
Christian  citizenship  and  healthy  human  relations. 

c.  The  Discipleship  Council  assists  the  churches  in  starting,  improving  and  expanding 
Christian  discipleship  through  their  Discipleship  programs. 

d.  The  Evangelism  Council  assists  churches  in  reaching  people  for  Christ  through 
evangelistic  training  and  by  bringing  the  churches  together  in  corporate  efforts  of 
evangelism. 

e.  The  Family  Ministry  Council  assists  churches  in  developing  family  ministry  programs. 
Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  ministry  activities  for  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  adults 
and  students.  Training  opportunities  are  provided  for  general  leaders  of  these  age 
groups. 
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f.  The  Media/Library  Council  assists  churches  in  the  establishment,  development  and 
improvement  of  church  media  library  services.  In  addition,  the  council  is  responsible  for 
organizing  and  operating  the  associational  Media  Library  in  the  Baptist  Center. 

g.  The  Missions  Development  Council  leads  the  churches  to  discover  opportunities  for 
associational,  state,  home  and  foreign  missions  and  to  assist  the  churches  in  doing 
mission  projects  individually  and  corporately.  The  council  works  closely  with  the 
Brotherhood,  Sunday  School  and  WMU  Councils. 

h.  The  Music  Ministry  Council  assists  the  churches  through  establishing,  conducting, 
enlarging  and  improving  their  music  ministries. 

i.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  assists  the  churches  in  the  development  of  pastoral 
ministries,  deacon  ministry,  vocational  guidance  and  church  administrative  services.  In 
addition,  the  council  ministers  to  the  distinctive  needs  of  pastors,  deacons,  church  staff 
persons,  church  councils,  church  officers  and  committee  members  and  church  vocation 
volunteers.  This  council  is  responsible  for  interviewing  candidates  for  ordination  to  the 
"Gospel  Ministry"  as  requested  by  the  churches. 

j.  The  Prayer  Council  is  responsible  for  promoting  prayer  in  the  churches,  providing 

opportunities  for  prayer  among  the  churches,  and  offering  conferences  and  seminars  on 
prayer. 

k.  The  Seminary  Extension  Council  promotes  and  provides  practical  and  theological 
education  to  ministers  and  laypersons  on  basic  and  college  levels. 

1.  The  Sunday  School  Council  assists  and  challenges  churches  to  improve  and  enlarge  all 

areas  of  their  Sunday  School  through  planning,  training, 

administration  activities,  consultation,  program  interpretation,  and  cooperative  projects. 

m.  The  Woman 's  Missionary  Union  Council  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in 
establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  WMU  work. 

FELLOWSHIP  GROUPS 


1.  The  purpose  of  the  Fellowship  Groups  is  to  provide  a  setting  for  particular  groups  to  meet 
together  for  fellowship,  dialogue,  encouragement  and  mutual  care.  Hopefully,  as  the  individual 
groups  meet  together  the  fellowship  of  the  whole  association  can  be  strengthened. 

Each  group  determines  its  own  leadership  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Nominating 
Committee,  and  plans  its  own  activities  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Fellowship  Council. 
The  leader  of  each  fellowship  group  is  a  member  of  the  Fellowship  Council. 

2.  Groups: 


a.  The  Bivocational  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  ordained  pastors  and  other 
ministers  who  have  a  secular  vocation  in  addition  to  their  church  vocation. 

b.  The  Church  Secretaries'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  Caldwell  Baptist  church  and 
associational  secretaries. 

c.  The  Ministers'  Conference  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors, 
church  staff  ministers,  other  ministers  and  retired  ministers  in  the  association. 

d.  The  Ministers  and  Wives '  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  Caldwell  Baptist  Ministers  and  their 
spouses. 

e.  The  Ministers  Wives '  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  the  wives  of  active,  deceased,  or 
retired  ministers  in  the  association. 

f .  The  Music  Leaders '  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of  music, 
directors  of  music,  organists,  pianists,  and  other  music  leadership  in  the  churches  and  the 
association.  This  group  cooperates  with  the  Music  Ministry  Council  of  the  association. 
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g.  The  Retired  Ministers '  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  retired  Southern  Baptist  ministers 
and  their  spouses  living  in  the  associational  area. 

h.  The  Youth  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  consists  of  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of 
youth,  youth  directors  and  other  youth  leaders  in  the  churches  of  the  association.  The 
Associational  Youth  Director  of  the  Family  Ministry  Council  serves  as  a  member  of  this 
group. 

Section  2.  Every  committee,  council  or  fellowship  group  has  the  authority  to  appoint  temporary  sub-groups  to  carry 
out  specific  assignments  as  needed.  The  sub-group  ceases  to  exist  at  the  completion  of  the  assignment.  Permanent,  but  not 
temporary,  sub-groups  must  be  suggested  to  and  approved  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  then  by  the  messengers  of  the 

association. 

Section  3.  Every  associational  committee  and  council  is  to  choose  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each 

meeting. 

Section  4.  Associational  leaders  and  representatives  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to 
the  association  as  requested. 

Section  5.  An  up-to-date  "Organizational  Chart"  is  to  be  maintained  to  visibly  reveal  the  overall  associational 
operation. 

Section  6.  An  "Operations  Manual"  is  to  be  maintained  by  the  Associational  Staff  in  the  Baptist  Center,  containing 
such  items  as:  paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution 
and  Bylaws.  The  appropriate  groups  within  the  associational  organization  are  to  assist  the  staff  in  keeping  the  manual  up-to- 
date. 

Section  7.   Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  council,  committee  or  group  is  entitled  to  full  voting  rights. 

Section  8.  The  General  Board  members  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  from  the  Caldwell  Association  are  to 
represent  the  association  to  the  State  Convention  and  vice-versa.  The  Board  members  are  encouraged  to  report  to  the 
association  about  Board  actions. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  1 .  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  "Caldwell  Baptist  Caller"  is  published  to  communicate  information 
about  the  work  of  and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  An  "Associational  Directory"  is  prepared  annually  and  updated  quarterly  to  provide  information  on  who 
are  associational  leaders,  church  leaders,  and  other  persons  of  interest  to  the  association  and  how  to  contact  them. 

Section  4.  A  "Calendar  of  Activities"  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related 

to  the  association. 

Section  5.  Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 

Section  6.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  "Annual  Church 
Profile"  by  October  7  each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  association  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to 
the  messengers  by  the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the 
amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  a  vote  on 
the  amendment.

MISSIONS  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Recommendation  No.  1:  Home  Mission  Project 

A  group  of  thirty-nine  Caldwell  Baptists  from  nine  churches  experienced  a  very  successful  mission  trip  in  Dallas,  Texas  this 
past  summer.  The  group  worked  with  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church  in  the  Oak  Cliff  section  of  the  city,  doing  Backyard  Bible 
Clubs,  renovation,  a  children's  Bible  study,  a  mother's  Bible  study,  Touch  Ministries,  plus  leading  in  worship.  God  blessed 
with  seventeen  professions  of  faith  during  the  week. 

The  Calvary  Baptist  Church  has  extended  an  invitation  for  a  group  from  our  association  to  return  to  Dallas  in  1997.  The 
Missions  Development  Council  has  considered  this  request  and  recommends  that  the  association  sponsor  another  mission  project 
in  Dallas,  Texas,  July  11-19,  1997. 

Recommendation  No.2:  World  Missions  Conference 

Twenty-eight  churches  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  participated  in  a  very  successful  World  Missions  Conference,  March 
28-ApriI  4,  1993.  This  was  the  last  conference  held  in  our  association. 

On  October  23,  1992,  the  Messengers  approved  a  five-year  plan  of  action  for  the  association  that  was  presented  by  the  Strategy 
Committee.  One  of  the  goals  assigned  to  the  Missions  Development  Council  in  this  plan  was  to  involve  forty  churches  in  a 
World  Missions  Conference  in  1998. 

Therefore,  the  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  sponsor  a  World  Missions 
Conference  on  March  15-18,  1998.  Upon  suggestion  by  the  churches  that  participated  in  1993,  this  would  be  a  Sunday  morning 
through  Wednesday  night  conference. 

Recommendation  No.  3:  Mission  Trip  Policy 

The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  following  statement  be  adopted  as  a  policy  of  the  association:  "The 
possession  or  use  of  alcoholic  beverages,  illegal  drugs  and  tobacco  products  is  strictly  prohibited  on  mission  projects  sponsored 
by  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc."

The  current  representatives  from  the  Caldwell  Association  on  the  General  Board  of  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  serve  on  this  committee  as  ex-officio  members.  These 
representatives  are  selected  and  elected  by  the  convention.

No  longer  will 
there  be  so  called  representatives  from  the  various  associations.  Since  General  Board  members  are  neither  selected  or  elected  by  the 
association,  or  serve  as  representatives  of  the  association,  then  it  is  recommended  that  all  references  to  the  General  Board  be  removed 
from  the  Bylaws. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  3.    An  "Associational  Directory"  is  prepared  annually  and  updated  quarterly  to  provide  information  on  who  arc 
associational  leaders,  church  leaders,  and  other  persons  of  interest  to  the  association  and  how  to  contact  them. 

(Delete  underlined  section.  The  new  formate  of  the  Annual  Minutes  will  contain  all  of  the  information  listed  above,  so  it  will  no  longer 
be  necessary  to  produce  the  "Associational  Directory",  which  will  be  a  substantial  savings  in  labor,  materials  and  money.)

c.  The  Finance  Committee,  chaired  by  Neil  Annas,  brought  three  recommendations.  The  first  recommendation  was  for  the 
approval  of  the  1997-98  Ministry  Budget.  The  budget  was  voted  on  and  approved  with  no  discussion.  A  copy  of  the 
approved  budget  will  be  printed  in  the  1997  Annual  Minutes  of  the  association. 
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No.  2      On  Saturday,  May  3,  1997,  the  entire  building  of  the  John's  River  Baptist  Church  burned  to  the  ground.  Two 
men  have  been  charged  with  arson  in  the  case. 

The  church  had  548,000.00  worth  of  fire  insurance  on  the  building  and  contents,  which  has  been  received.  The 
Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  and  churches  in  and  around  Caldwell  County  have  contributed  over 
540,000.00  to  help  the  church  rebuild. 

Since  the  church  is  a  member  of  the  association  and  needs  additional  money  to  buy  furnishings,  to  landscape  and 
to  improve  their  parking,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  association  give  55,000.00  to  the  church. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  money  be  spent  from  current  funds. 

The  recommendation  was  voted  on  and  approved  as  presented. 

No.  3      The  three  entrances  to  the  Baptist  Center  have  deteriorated  during  the  past  twenty-seven  years  and  need  to  be 
replaced.  Also,  the  carpet  on  the  front  stoop  has  worn  out.  The  estimated  cost  is  57,500.00. 

The  Finance  Committee,  in  cooperation  with  the  Properties  Committee,  recommends  that  money  from  current 
funds  be  used  to  replace  all  of  the  front  entrance  and  install  a  security  release  lock  on  the  front  doors.  The 
recommendation  also  includes  replacing  the  side  and  kitchen  doors  and  placing  new  carpet  on  the  front  stoop. 
It  is  further  recommended  that  the  Caldwell  Glass  Company  of  Lenoir  be  asked  to  do  the  work. 

This  recommendation  was  also  voted  on  and  approved. 

d.  The  following  additions  to  the  1997-98  Associational  Leadership  were  presented  by  Dale  Fisher  on  behalf  of  committee 

chairman.  Jack  Sprinkle.   The  recommendation  was  voted  on  and  approved.

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The  Need  for  Renewal 

Today's  church  is  at  a  crossroads.  It  can  choose  the  path  of  decline,  deterioration  and  defeat,  or  it  can  revision  its  reason  for  existence 
and  experience  strength,  success  and  satisfaction. 

The  church  is  facing  a  turbulent  time  in  modern  day  society.  Turbulence  is  being  caused  by  the  forces  of  rapid  change  and  growing 
diversity.  No  longer  does  the  church  hold  a  prominent  place  of  respect  and  acceptance  in  our  world,  but  finds  itself  in  a  position  of  abuse 
or  neglect.  As  a  result,  many  congregations  may  need  to  revisit  their  vision. 

Diversity  and  change  have  created  a  new  system  of  values  and  beliefs,  that  often  find  little  tolerance  for  the  message  and  methods  of  the 
church.  New  methods  may  need  to  be  developed  to  present  the  never  changing  message  of  the  church.

This  hope  can  be  realized 
through  an  emphases  called  "Total  Church  Life".  The  association  is  a  viable  resource  in  helping  congregations  to  experience  total  church 
life.

During  1997,  the  Strategy  Committee  worked  long  and  hard  to  design  a  plan  for  the  next  three  years  of  ministry  in  the  Caldwell 
Association.  I  invited  the  committee  to  carefully  study  Darrell  W.  Robinson's  book  entitled  Total  Chureh  Life  as  a  guide  for  their  task. 
The  committee  became  excited  about  the  work  of  Dr.  Robinson,  who  serves  as  Vice  President  for  the  Evangelism  Section  of  the  North 
American  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  They  began  to  see  how  the  biblical  principles  outlined  in  his  book  could 
be  used  to  help  a  Baptist  association  of  churches. 

In  June,  the  association's  officers,  program  directors,  committee  chairmen,  and  fellowship  group  leaders  were  invited  to  join  the  committee 
in  the  process  of  reviewing  and  finalizing  the  plan.  The  input  of  these  leaders  was  very  valuable.  They  took  the  rough  draft  prepared 
by  the  committee,  carefully  analyzed  it,  and  prepared  a  good,  workable  revision. 

Out  of  the  June  meetings  came  a  plan  for  ministry  called  "Renewing  the  Vision:  A  Plan  for  the  Future".  It  was  presented  to  and  approved 
by  the  Messengers  in  July.   The  plan  begins  October  1,  1997  and  continues  until  September  30,  2000. 

The  association's  plan  is  designed  to  help  our  churches  become  healthy  in  their  relationship  to  Christ  and  each  other.  Reaching  people 
for  Christ  will  be  the  natural  response  of  healthy  churches. 

1998  -  Exalt  the  Savior 

Exalt  the  Savior  will  be  the  focus  of  the  association  during  1998.  During  this  time  period  the  association  will  be  reminded  that  Jesus  is 
the  head  of  his  church.  With  this  understanding,  the  church,  his  body,  is  to  submit  to  his  lordship  in  a  true  spirit  of  unity.  Emphasis 
will  be  given  to  the  need  for  proper  fellowship  with  God  and  each  other.  Good  fellowship  flows  in  a  united  body  of  believers.  In  order 
for  the  fellowship  to  continue  there  must  be  a  balance  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  church.  The  church  must  experience  powerful  worship 
services,  develop  a  solid  education  ministry,  build  a  dynamic  evangelism  thrust,  provide  consistent  pastoral  care  and  nurturing,  and  enjoy 
a  united  and  growing  fellowship. 

For  the  above  to  happen,  there  must  be  dedicated  leaders.  Dr.  Robinson  states  that  "everything  rises  and  falls  on  leadership".  Pastors, 
pastoral  staff  and  lay  leaders  must  focus  their  eyes  on  Jesus  to  sec  how  he  wants  his  church  led. 
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1999  -  Equip  the  Saints 

During  1999  the  association  of  churches  will  rediscover  the  ministry  of  the  laity.  Pastors  will  be  reminded  of  their  role  to  equip  and 
empower  the  laity,  not  do  all  the  work  themselves. 

A  strong  emphasis  on  the  gifts  of  the  church  and  how  to  use  them  will  be  given.  Organizing  the  church  for  effective  ministry  based  upon 
members  gifts  will  be  explained. 

2000  -  Evangelize  the  Sinner 

Dr.  Robinson  says  that  "the  church  exists  to  exalt  the  Savior,  equip  the  saints,  and  evangelize  the  sinner."  When  the  church  is  obeying 
Jesus  as  Lord  and  working  in  the  way  he  designed,  then  the  natural  response  will  be  evangelism.  Gimmicks  will  not  be  necessary  because 
people  will  have  a  desire  to  reach  unsaved  persons  for  Christ. 

An  effort  will  be  made,  as  we  come  to  the  close  of  one  century  and  move  rapidly  into  another  one,  to  thoroughly  saturate  our  county  with 
the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  By  working  together  under  the  leadership  of  Christ,  we  should  evidence  a  mighty  movement  of  God  in 
Caldwell  County. 

Total  Church  Life 

It  is  important  to  note,  that  this  three  year  plan  is  something  that  the  church  needs  to  be  doing  at  the  same  and  all  the  time.  This  is  not 
a  plan  that  ceases  to  exist  in  the  year  2000.  This  is  a  process  that  is  ongoing.  I  challenge  Caldwell  Baptists  to  get  on  board  and  to  exalt 
the  Savior,  equip  the  saints  and  evangelize  the  sinner. 

DISCIPLESHIP  COUNCIL  REPORT 
Reverend  Mark  Blair,  Director 
Eriendship  Baptist  Church 

The  1996-97  associational  year  in  Disciplcship  Training  proved  to  be  very  exciting  and  fulfilling.  The  Stewardship  Council  merged  with 
the  Disciplcship  Council  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  our  first  event  centered  on  this  new  aspect  of  the  council.  A  Church  Financial 
Seminar  was  conducted  at  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center  onNovember  18,  1996  with  Renee  Sigmon,  a  local  CAP,  as  speaker.  The  room 
was  paced  out  as  34  attended  this  informative  meeting. 

Once  again  the  major  event  of  the  year  was  the  annual  Disciplcship  Rally  Night,  held  at  Harris  Chapel  Church  on  November  25.  Speaker 
for  the  adult  program  was  Rev.  Allan  Blume,  pastor  of  Mount  Vernon  Baptist  Church  in  Boone,  North  Carolina  and  newly-elected 
President  of  the  Pastors  Conference  for  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  Special  music  was  provided  by  the  men's  quartet 
"Healing  Grace."  A  separate  Youth  Program  was  held  in  the  church  gnnnasium.  Speaker  was  Rev.  Clayton  King,  a  popular  youth 
evangelist  from  Boiling  Springs,  North  Carolina.  Music  was  led  by  "Monogamous  Fish"  from  Boiling  springs.  Classes  were  also 
conducted  for  children  and  preschoolers.  The  total  attendance  for  the  rlly,  formerly  known  as  "M"  Night  was  246.  Certificates  were 
awarded  to  the  churches  with  highest  attendance  in  their  enrollment  categories:  50  or  less  -  a  tie  between  Rhodhiss  First  and  Union  Grove 
(15  present)  51-150  -  Harris  Chapel  (33  present),  151  or  more  Dudley  Shoals  (26  present). 

The  certificate  for  most  study  course  credits  earned  once  again  went  to  Mount  Zion  (185  credits).  The  award  for  largest  percentage 
enrollment  gain  in  Disciplcship  Training  went  to  Concord  (59%  increase),  while  the  largest  numerical  gain  in  Discipleship  Training  was 
awarded  to  Mountain  Grove  (82). 

The  other  events  for  the  year  centered  around  the  Bible  Drills.  The  Bible  Drills  and  Speakers  Tournament  were  conducted  at  Rhodhiss 
First  on  April  10.  In  the  Children's  Drills,  there  were  17  participants  representing  6  churches  from  the  Caldwell  Association  and  one 
from  the  Catawba  River  Association.  The  Youth  Drills  and  the  Speakers  Tournament  had  one  participant  each.  The  Bible  Drill  Banquet 
took  place  on  May  2  at  Crest  View  Church  for  all  participants,  instructors  and  parents.  Rev.  Conrad  Hefner,  apstor  of  Rhodhiss  First 
Church  was  the  speaker. 


EVANGELISM  COUNCIL  REPORT

The  desire  of  the  Evangelism  Council  is  to  help  churches  do  the  work  that  our  Lord  has  entrusted  to  His  Church.  This  past  year  we 
attempted  to  bring  the  kind  of  training  opportunities  that  would  help  provide  a  balance.  The  first  event  involved  the  ministers  of  our 
association  at  the  Minister's  Conference.  The  introduction  to  Total  ChurchLife  was  presented.  Total  ChurchLife  is  not  another  program.

For  the  new  year  wc  want  to  continue  to  help  the  churches  Exalt  the  Savior,  Equip  the  Saints,  and  Evangelize  the  Sinner.  Our  part  will 
be  three  fold.   First  we  will  lead  our  ministers  in  an  introduction  to  People  Sharing  Jesus  (a  tool  to  encourage  and  equip  every  Christian

COLLEGE  AVENUE  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

College  Avenue  Baptist  Church  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina,  had  its  origin  in  a  branch  Sunday  School  started  in  1907  by  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Lenoir.  Initially  the  Sunday  School  met  in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.H.  Mingus  on  Spainhour  Street,  and  Mr.  Jim  McCall 
was  its  first  superintendent.  As  larger  quarters  became  necessary  to  house  the  growing  sunday  School,  a  dwelling  was  rented  and  different 
pastors  were  invited  to  preach  once  a  month.  The  mission  Sunday  School  was  known  as  Mingus'  Chapel  and  met  in  the  rented  dwelling 
for  several  years.  On  July  17,  1910,  Mingus'  Chapel  was  organized  into  a  Baptist  church  with  the  Reverend  l.W.  Thomas  and  J.S. 
Gwaltney  acting  as  a  presbytery.  The  sixteen  charter  members  making  up  the  new  church  called  the  Reverend  l.W.  Thomas  as  the  first 
pastor. 

Soon  after  the  church  was  organized,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.P.  Griffin  gave  a  lot  on  Realty  Street  upon  which  a  one-room  house  of  worship 
was  built.  For  seven  years  the  new  church,  now  called  the  Second  Baptist  Church  of  Lenoir,  was  led  by  the  Reverend  Mr.  Thomas. 
When  he  resigned  in  December,  1916,  the  church  called  the  Reverend  S.  A.  Rhyne  as  pastor.  Serving  in  the  next  few  years  as  pastor  were 
the  Reverend  LC.  Miller,  the  Reverend  R.L.  Prestwood,  and  the  Reverend  W.H.  Wall. 
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In  November,  1923,  the  Reverend  H.S.  Benficld  was  called  as  pastor.  The  membership  had  increased  from  the  original  16  to  158,  and 
the  church  had  outgrown  the  one-room  structure.  In  January,  1924,  the  building  on  Realty  Street  was  sold  and  the  Reformed  Church 
building  located  on  the  corner  of  Reform  Street  and  College  Avenue  was  purchased.  The  name  of  the  church  was  changed  to  South  Lenoir 
Baptist  Church.  Growth  in  numbers  made  necessary  two  additions  to  the  church  building  and  then,  in  1935,  the  construction  of  a  three- 
story  educational  facility.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Benfield  served  un  November,  1944.  He  was  followed  by  the  Reverend  w.F.  Woodall, 
who  was  called  as  pastor  in  April  of  1945. 

The  period  of  1944  to  1947  was  one  of  unusual  growth.  A  new  sanctuary  and  more  educational  space  became  necessary.  A  lot  across 
the  street  from  the  existing  buildings  was  purchased  and  a  new  house  of  worship  was  erected.  The  name  of  the  church  was  changed  to 
College  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  The  first  service  in  the  new  sanctuary  was  held  in  May,  1948.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Woodall  served  until 
January,  1952. 

Dr.  T.L.  Cashwell  began  his  pastorate  on  June  1,  1952.  Additional  property  had  been  purchased  and  a  new  parsonage  had  been 
constructed  before  Dr.  Cashwell  resigned  in  January,  1958. 

The  Reverend  James  L.  Pharr  succeeded  Dr.  Cashwell  and  served  as  pastor  from  September,  1958,  to  February,  1964.  The  Reverend 
Mr.  Pharr's  ministry  saw  the  establishment  of  a  mission,  which  was  later  organized  into  Meadowbrook  Baptist  Church. 

The  Reverend  B.C.  Tschudy  served  as  pastor  of  College  Avenue  from  May,  1964  to  1972.  During  his  time  of  service,  a  new  three-story 
educational  building  and  a  new  nursery  annex  were  constructed.  Also,  the  church  established  a  kindergarten  and  day  care  which  remained 
in  operation  for  about  eighl  years. 

In  February,  1974,  Dr.  Thad  R.  Dowdle  became  pastor  and  remained  until  August,  1986.  He  led  the  church  in  a  "Together  We  Build" 
program;  the  result  was  extensive  renovation  of  the  sanctuary. 

Dr.  Dowdle  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  Curtis  H.  Tutterrow,  whose  ministry  extended  from  April,  1987,  to  October,  1993.  Under  Dr. 
Tutterrow's  leadership,  improvements  in  the  appearance  and  use  of  the  existing  property  were  accomplished.  Also,  a  childcare  ministry 
was  provided  during  the  early  days  of  Care  House,  a  program  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  to  assist  teenage  mothers. 
Following  Dr.  Tutterrow's  tenure,  the  church  was  led  through  a  sixteen-month  Intentional  Interim  process  by  Dr.  Bill  Almond,  Intentional 
Interim  pastor. 

Dr.  C.  David  Boan,  present  senior  minister  of  College  Avenue,  began  his  work  here  in  December,  1995.  Plans  are  now  underway  for 
the  installation  of  an  elevator  accessing  all  levels  of  our  educational  facility  and  a  corridor  into  the  sanctuary;  the  provision  of  a  new 
parking  area  for  the  handicapped  and  guests  which  is  accessible  to  the  elevator;  and  the  renovation  of  existing  educational  areas,  including 
nursery,  children's  departments,  youth  building,  and  playground. 

As  College  Avenue  Baptist  Church  looks  forward  to  the  twenty-first  century,  as  well  as  to  our  own  centennial,  our  overwhelming  desire 
is  to  be  the  church  on  mission  for  Christ  reaching  out  to  all  those  in  need  of  the  Savior.  Celebrating  our  past  and  claiming  our  future, 
we  will  follow  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  into  the  next  millennium  proclaiming  the  good  news  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  all 
people.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 
of  the 

CALDWELL  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INCORPORATED 


CONSTITUTION 
Preamble 

The  Constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  basic  beliefs  of  this  association. 

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The 
duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  1.  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645,  is  recognized 
as  the  official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

We  associate  ourselves  to  assist  member  churches  in  fulfilling  the  Great  Commission  of  Christ  through  fellowship,  education  and 
mission  involvement. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  Churches  which  have  been  approved  for  membership  by  the  associational 
messengers  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  1 .  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  that 
compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.  Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  these 
churches.    The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  decided  to  be  affiliated  with  the 

association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  1.   This  association  is  composed  of  member  churches  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.   All  internal  groups  created  and  empowered  by  the  association  are  only  accountable  to  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  and  supports  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  Tfie  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  1963.   A  copy  of  The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association, 
provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers 
by  the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are  to  be 
furnished  to  the  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to 
dissolve,  the  assets  of  the  association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by 
the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  arc  to  be  furnished 
to  the  current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  amendment. 

BYLAWS 


Preamble 

These  Bylaws  have  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern  this  body  in  an 
orderly  manner. 
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Article  I:  Administrative  Policies 

Section  1.  The  associational  staff  is  responsible  for  scheduling  the  use  of  the  Baptist  Center,  the  association's  van,  and  all  other 
associational  properties  available  for  use. 

Section  2.  Money  is  to  be  contributed  to  the  Gideons  by  the  association  for  the  purchase  of  memorial  Bibles  upon  the  death  of  a 
pastor,  staff  minister,  associational  leader,  or  a  close  family  member  of  a  pastor,  staff  minister  or  associational  leader. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Director  of  Missions  are  authorized  to  have  access  to  the  association's  safety  deposit 
box  located  at  the  First  Union  National  Bank  on  Main  Street  in  Lenoir. 

Article  II:  Associational  Year 

The  Associational  Year  begins  on  October  1  and  closes  on  September  30. 

Article  III:  Finances 

Section  1.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  October  1  and  closes  on  September  30. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  a  vote  by  the 
messengers  during  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association  in  July  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  study  the 
budget,  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  of  July  each 
year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  October  1  annually.  The  Finance  Committee  is  to  maintain  a  budget  format  that  corresponds  with 
the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  October,  an  annual  financial  report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoig  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  associational  pastors,  church  staff, 
retired  ministers,  other  ministers  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The  Finance  Committee  confidentially 
administrates  the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and  the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.  Each  associational  church  is  requested  to  contribute  at  least  4%  of  all  undesignated  receipts  to  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  organization. 

Article  IV:  Logos 

Section  1 .  The  association  is  to  continually  have  a  personalized  logo  that  visually  displays  the  identity  and  current  work  of  this  body. 
Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  help  identify  who  we  are. 

Article  V:  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  messengers  of  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  in  October  (Fall  Meeting),  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting)  and  July  (Summer 
Meeting).  The  meetings  in  January,  April  and  July  are  night  meetings  which  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month.  The  meeting 
in  October  is  considered  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  association  and  is  conducted  on  the  fourth  Thursday  and  Friday  of  October. 

The  first  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  is  held  on  Thursday  night.  The  second  (final)  session  is  conducted  on  Friday  morning, 
concluding  at  lunch.  The  association  is  responsible  for  providing  lunch  for  the  messengers  on  Friday.  The  association  has  the  option  of 
charging  for  the  meal  on  a  cost  recovery  basis,  or  may  pay  for  the  meal  out  of  the  associational  budget. 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  fuUy  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and  contacting  program 
participants,  and  for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each  quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented 
in  the  annual  "Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  y  ear.  The  committee  may  ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly 
meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis 
date.   The  meeting  are  to  be  held  in  as  many  member  churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  or  the  Director  of  Missions  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely 
urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks 
is  to  be  given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  A  quorum  of  fifty  messengers  must  be  present 
to  conduct  a  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforseen 
crises. 

Section  5.  A  quorum  at  each  of  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  association  consists  of  those  messengers  who  attend  each  meeting. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business  meetings  of  the 
association. 


Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate  in  debate 
without  the  privilege  to  vote.   Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 
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Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  associational  messengers  are  to  be  received  by  the 
Communications  Committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The  messengers  are  to  consider  only 
those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Communications  Committee.  The  committee  is 
responsible  for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the  messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution  or  public  statement 
received.  The  proposal  may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the  committee  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.  Copies  of  all  proposed 
resolutions  and  public  statements,  with  the  name  of  the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning 
of  their  meeting. 

Article  VI:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  1 .  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Membership  Committee  a  letter 
of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  and 
the  date  when  the  church  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A.  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet  with  leaders  of  the  church 
to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  associational  requirements  for  admission,  to  consider  any  of  their  church 
approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal  with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  committee  make 
a  decision  about  their  request. 

B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  share  the  request  with  the  association  and 
to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association;  or 

3.  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the 
associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  association  with  the  church  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by 
letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least  one  full  year  before 
being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 

1 .  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The  association  is  to  carefully 
observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church  under  watchcare  is  to  receive  the  same 
opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however,  members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may  not  vote  nor  hold  a 
position  of  leadership  in  the  association. 

2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the  association, 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet,  as  needed,  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the  watchcare  period  to  discuss  their 
relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the  committee  are  to  visit  during  meetings  of  the  church  to  observe 
the  organization  and  practices  of  the  church. 

D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  committee  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the  church  and  to  decide 
on  one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate  time  concerning  membership. 

1.  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the  associational 
meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  association  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under  watchcare  or  into  lull 
membership  of  the  association. 

F.  If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  association,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may  submit 
another  letter  to  the  Membership  Committee  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  COOPERATION:  A  Cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  annual  profile  to  the  associational  clerk,  is 
represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  associational  meetings,  contributes  financially  to  the  association,  and  is  in  general 
agreement  with  the  purpose,  basic  beliefs,  programs  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the  Membership  Committee 
and/or  the  Director  of  Missions  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an  attempt  to  help  resolve  the  problcm(s). 
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Section  4.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  to  be  contacted  by  the  Membership 
Committee  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church  relative  to  its 
continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  committee  may  choose  to  make  a  recommendation  that  ihe  church  be 
removed  from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have  to  be  made  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  and  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  would  be  needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  the  association. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As  soon  as  possible 
following  the  associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 

Section  5.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its  fellowship  from 
the  association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Membership  Committee  in  an  official  letter  from 
the  church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  association,  the  committee  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  association  is  to  take  one  of  the  following 
actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the  action  by  a  letter  form 
the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptance  of  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Membership  Committee  to  ask  the  church 
to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  6.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  a  church 
is  accepted  under  watchcare  of  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is  dismissed  from  the  association 
as  a  member. 

Article  VII:  Organization  and  Leadership 

Section  1.  The  association  is  organized  into  six  levels  of  operation.  Governing,  Personnel,  Coordinating,  Administrative  Services, 
Church  Assistance  Programs  and  Fellowship  Groups. 

A.  GOVERNING 

1.  The  ASSOCIATION-IN-SESSION  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches  in  attendance  at  each 
quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association. 

2.  Churches  of  fifty  (50)  members  or  less  ar  entitled  to  five  (5)  messengers.  One  (1)  additional  messenger  is  allowed  for 
each  additional  fifty  (50)  church  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  provided  no  church  has  more  than  ten  (10) 
messengers. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and  each  of  the  five 
associational  officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions  provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the 
church  being  represented. 

4.  Churches  are  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve  the  full  associational 
year  from  October  1  through  September  30.  Messengers  can  serve  consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by 
their  church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  association.  The  name, 
address  and  telephone  number  of  each  messenger  should  be  delivered  by  the  church  clerk  to  the  associational  clerk  no 
later  than  October  7  each  year  to  facilitate  advance  registration.  This  information  can  accompany  the  Annual  Church 
Profile. 

5.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and 
groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the 
association  to  the  churches. 

6.  A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that  church. 

B.  PERSONNEL 

1.  Positions: 

In  addition  to  a  Director  of  Missions,  the  association  employs  other  personnel  as  needed  to  help  fulfill  its  mission. 

2.  Policies: 

Located  in  the  association's  Operations  Manual  are  policies  relating  to  all  employees  andjob  descriptions  for  each  position. 

C.  COORDINATING 

1.  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  Administrative  Services  Council,  the  Associational  Council  and  the  Fellowship 
Council.  The  purpose  of  these  councils  is  to  coordinate  the  overall  work  of  the  association.  The  Associational  Council 
serves  as  the  primary  coordinating  council. 
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2.      Coordinating  Councils: 

a.  The  Administrative  Services  Council  consists  of  the  administrative  services  committee  chairmen.  The  council  meets 
only  as  needed  to  coordinate  the  overall  work  of  the  committees.  The  council  director  represents  the  committees 
as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

b.  The  Associational  Council  consists  of  the  Church  Assistance  Programs  Directors,  the  Administrative  Services 
Council  Director,  the  Fellowship  Council  Director,  the  Director  of  Missions,  the  Associate  Director  of  Missions 
and  the  Administrative  Assistant. 

The  Director  of  Missions  serves  as  the  Council  Director  and  the  Administrative  Assistant  serves  as  secretary. 

The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  overall  program  and  calendar  of  the  association.  The  council  meets 
only  as  needed. 

c.  The  Fellowship  Council  consists  of  the  head  leaders  of  the  associational  fellowship  groups.  The  council  meets  only 
as  needed  to  discuss  fellowship  needs  and  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  fellowship  groups.  The  council  director 
represents  the  fellowship  groups  as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

D.       ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 

1.  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  committees,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  officers  of  the  association.  Their 
purpose  is  to  carry  out  assigned  work  in  order  to  help  the  association  operate  smoothly.  There  are  eleven  committees, 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  five  officers.  Each  committee  chairman  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Council. 

The  six  associational  district  members  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  all  committee  members  are  elected  for  three 
consecutive  years  of  service.  After  the  lapse  of  at  least  one  year  a  person  may  be  nominated  for  a  position  previously 
held .  The  length  of  service  for  the  officers  is  in  accordance  with  their  individual  job  descriptions. 

2.  Committees: 

a.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings 
of  the  associational  messengers.  The  duties  of  this  committee  are  to:  (1)  propose  an  order  of  business  for  each 
meeting  of  the  associational  messengers;  (2)  enlist  all  program  personnel  for  the  associational  meetings;  (3)  publicize 
the  order  of  business  to  the  churches  in  advance  of  the  meeting;  (4)  arrange  for  the  facilities  needed  for  each 
meeting;  (5)  arrange  for  and  conduct  proper  registration  of  messengers  and  visitors  at  each  meeting  and  to  report 
registration  as  requested;  and  (6)  recommend  future  meeting  places  to  the  associational  messengers  in  the  annual 
"Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year;  the  committee  may  ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a 
quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  alter  a  scheduled  meeting  to  avoid  conflict  witli  a  major 
denominational  emphasis  date.  The  committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with 
the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

b.  The  Communications  Committee  is  responsible  for  communicating  the  programs,  ministries,  resolutions  and  services 
of  the  association  to  the  churches  and  to  the  general  public.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  develop  and  implement  an  annual 
Associational  Emphasis  Week  promotion  plan;  (2)  assist,  as  needed,  with  office-produced  communications,  such 
as:  The  Book  of  Reports  and  the  Annual  Minutes;  (3)  receive,  review  and  recommend  all  proposed  resolutions  or 
public  statements;  (4)  initiate  resolutions  or  statements  as  needed,  (5)  develop  promotional  brochures  or  other 
literature  that  identifies  the  work  of  the  association,  and  (6)  assist,  as  requested  by  the  association  or  associational 
leaders,  in  promotion  or  reporting  the  work  and  actions  of  the  association  through  the  secular  media.  The 
Communications  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  tree-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so 
that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

c.  The  External  Relations  Committee  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  proper  relationships  with  groups 
outside  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  through  individual  representatives  as  a  channel  of  communication 
between  the  association  and  various  agencies,  boards,  foundations,  and  other  groups  affiliated  with  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  (2)  communicate  and  work,  as  needed, 
with  non-Baptist  groups. 

The  External  Relations  Committee  consists  of  the  associational  representatives  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  the 
Annuity  Board,  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina, 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Christian  Higher  Education,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term. 

d.  The  Finance  Committee  assists  the  association  in  securing,  administering  and  reporting  its  finances.  Its  duties  are 
to:  (1)  develop  and  recommend  an  overall  financial  development  plan;  (2)  develop  and  recommend  an  associational 
budget  based  on  the  plans  of  the  association's  various  programs  and  ministries;  (3)  plan  and  direct  the  effort  to  seek 
giving  commitments  from  the  churches;  (4)  conduct  studies  and  make  recommendations  concerning  proposed 
expenditures  not  included  in  the  budget;  (5)  review  expenditures  periodically  in  terms  of  budget  allocations  and 
recommend  budget  adjustments  if  needed;  (6)  develop  and  recommend  financial  policies  and  procedures,  including 
provisions  for  auditing;  and  (7)  administer  the  associational  "Minister's  Support  Fund."  The  Finance  Committee

consists  of  six  elected  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members 
are  elected  each  year. 

e.  The  History  Committee  is  to  gather,  preserve,  and  interpret  historical  records  of  the  association's  life  and  work. 
Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  work  with  the  associational  clerk  in  gathering  and  preserving  past  associational  records;  (2) 
assist  in  the  recording  of  present-day  activities;  (3)  communicate  and  interpret  the  heritage  of  the  association  to 
associational  leaders  and  member  churches;  (4)  use  historical  facts  and  documents  to  challenge  the  association  to 
accomplish  its  mission;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  to  the  association  policies  and  procedures  regarding  its 
historical  materials;  (6)  encourage  churches  to  gather  and  preserve  their  historical  records  and  to  write, 
communicate,  and  interpret  their  history.  The  History  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three- 
year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

f.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  assist  the  association  in  determining  when  churches  are  of  like  faith  and  order  and 
can  be  properly  accepted  into  the  association  according  to  the  provisions  made  in  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of 
the  association.  Also,  this  committee  serves  as  a  "church  conflict"  advisory  body.  In  addition,  this  committee 
encourages  active  participation  by  inactive  churches  in  the  association.  The  duties  are  to:  (1)  recommend  and 
implement  approved  guidelines  as  needed  for  receiving  churches  into  the  association  and  for  dealing  with  troubled 
member  or  inactive  churches  in  the  association;  (2)  counsel  with  churches  seeking  admission  into  the  association 
and  with  troubled  or  inactive  member  churches;  (3)  examine  the  credentials  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the 
association  (namely,  their  articles  of  faith  or  doctrinal  positions,  church  covenant,  polity  —  including  their 
constitution  and  bylaws  —  and  relationship  to  the  denomination.  The  Membership  Committee  consists  of  six 
members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each 
year. 

g.  The  Nominating  Committee  leads  in  coordinating  the  selection  of  all  association-elected  leaders  except  paid 
personnel.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  select,  interview,  enlist,  and  recommend  general  associational  officers,  church 
assistance  program  directors,  and  committee  chairmen  and  members;  (2)  coordinate  the  selection  of  workers  for 
all  the  association's  organizations  and  committees;  (3)  approve  workers  before  they  are  invited  to  work  in  program 
organizations;  (4)  distribute  associational  leadership  according  to  priority  needs;  (5)  assist  associational  program 
leaders  in  discovering  and  enlisting  qualified  persons  to  fill  positions  in  their  respective  organizations;  (6)  present 
workers  to  the  association:  (7)  nominate  special  committees  as  assigned  by  the  association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts,  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  committee 
should  give  careful  .consideration  that  all  nominees  arc  selected  fairly  from  all  six  districts  of  the  association,  and 
from  all  pastors,  staff  members,  men  and  women  of  the  churches.  Each  nominee  must  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  in  an  associational  church. 

LEADERSHIP  SELECTION 

( 1 )  All  Church  Assistance  Program  directors  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  vote 
by  the  messengers  at  the  January  meeting  of  the  association.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time 
to  consider  the  nominees  for  program  directors,  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of 
the  names  and  positions  and  have  copies  distributed  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  in  January. 

The  individuals  approved  at  the  January  meeting  of  the  association  immediately  become  the  program  directors- 
elect  until  October  when  their  tenure  of  service  officially  begins.  The  program  directors-elect  would  meet 
with  the  Associational  Council  only  upon  request;  however,  each  program  director-elect  is  expected  to 
participate  in  the  annual  calendar  planning  meetings. 

(2)  Each  program  director-elect  is  to  immediately  start  selecting  individuals  to  serve  on  the  respective  program 
councils  for  the  upcoming  year.  A  complete  list  of  the  individuals  selected  to  serve  is  to  be  presented  to  the 
Nominating  committee  by  March  31  by  each  program  director-elect. 

(3)  Fellowship  Groups  may  select  their  own  leadership  or  ask  the  Nominating  Committee  to  do  the  selection. 
Each  group  that  chooses  its  own  leadership  for  the  upcoming  associational  year  is  to  present  a  complete  list 
of  the  individuals  selected  to  serve  to  the  Nominating  Committee  by  March  31. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Directors,  officers,  committee  chairmen  and  members,  leaders  of  the  fellowship  groups,  and 
all  previously  unelected  members  of  program  councils  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  for  vote  by  the  messengers  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association.  In  order  to  give  the 
messengers  adequate  time  to  consider  the  nominees,  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  prepare  a  complete  list 
of  the  names  and  positions  and  have  copies  distributed  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  of  April. 

The  individuals  approved  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association  are  the  leaders  "elect"  until  October  1  when 
their  tenure  of  service  officially  begins.  Each  leader  has  the  privilege  to  plan  and  to  train  as  necessary  for 
the  upcoming  year.  The  leaders  "elect"  have  no  authority  over  the  current  year's  work,  except  in  a  position 
currently  held. 

(5)  If  vacancies  occur  during  the  year  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  enlist  a  person  to  fill  each  vacated  position 
and  to  recommend  the  person  to  the  association.  The  committee  is  to  work  with  program  directors  and 
committee  chairmen  as  needed  in  filling  each  vacancy. 
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h.  The  Personnel  Committee  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  recommend 
policies  and  procedures  for  the  selection,  supervision,  and  termination  of  associational  personnel;  (2)  maintain  up-to- 
date  job  descriptions  in  a  manual  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend 
to  the  association  new  personnel,  excluding  the  Director  of  Mission,  in  full  cooperation  with  the  appropriate 
supervisor;  (4)  develop  and  recommend  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel;  (5)  develop  and  recommend 
to  the  association  policies  and  procedures  regarding  continuing  education  and  development  for  the  Director  of 
Missions  and  other  paid  personnel.  The  Personnel  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year 
term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  chairman  is  a  member  of  the 
Director  of  Missions  Search  Committee. 

i.  The  Properties  Committee  assists  the  association  in  the  administration  of  all  properties.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  inspect 
and  keep  inventory  of  all  associational  properties;  (2)  secure,  supervise  and  terminate  the  services  of  persons 
responsible  for  the  care  of  associational  properties;  (3)  develop  and  initiate  scheduled  cleaning  procedures;  (4) 
develop  and  recommend  a  program  of  preventive  maintenance;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  policies  and  procedures 
for  using  facilities  and  equipment;  (6)  request  and  administer  maintenance,  furniture,  and  equipment  budget;  (7) 
develop  and,  with  the  Board  of  Directors,  recommend  an  adequate  insurance  plan  for  the  properties.  The  Properties 
Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two 
members  are  elected  each  year. 

This  committee  can  spend  up  to  S500.00  on  one  item  without  approval  of  the  association.  Items  above  that  amount 
must  have  associational  approval. 

j.  The  Search  Committee  is  designed  to  serve  only  as  needed  to  secure  a  Director  of  Missions.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1) 
meet  as  a  committee  for  the  first  time  within  a  month  following  election  by  the  association;  (2)  choose  from  within 
the  committee  a  chairman,  vice-chairman  and  secretary  during  the  first  meeting;  (3)  study  and  follow  carefully  the 
Job  Description  for  the  Director  of  Missions;  (4)  seek  comments  and  suggestions  from  the  association  concerning 
the  expectations  of  the  next  Director  of  Missions;  (5)  report  regularly  to  the  association  on  progress  being  made; 
(6)  develop  a  list  of  prospects  for  the  position;  (7)  narrow  the  list  of  candidates,  thoroughly  researching 
qualifications  and  references;  (8)  interview  and  observe  most  favorable  candidates(s)  in  different  settings;  (9) 
unanimously  present  choice  candidate  to  the  association  for  approval;  ( 10)  assist  newly  elected  Director  of  Missions 
during  transition  period;  and  (11)  inform  all  other  candidates  by  letter,  as  necessary,  of  the  decision  of  the 
association,  expressing  appreciation  to  each  person  for  their  time  and  cooperation.  The  committee  will  consists  of 
one  pastor,  one  layman,  one  laywoman  (all  named  by  the  Nominating  Committee),  plus  the  Moderator  and 
Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

k.  The  Strategy  Committee  assists  the  association  in  determining  its  strategic  objectives  and  in  staying  on  course  in 
achieving  them.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  monitor  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  churches  and  provide  updated 
information  to  the  churches  and  to  the  associational  programs  annually;  (2)  recommend  modifications  in  the 
organizational  structure  to  help  fulfill  associational  objectives;  (3)  review  the  association's  constitution  and  bylaws 
and  recommend  modifications  as  needed;  (4)  maintain  up-to-date  job  descriptions  in  a  manual  for  every  volunteer 
position  in  the  association  excluding  paid  workers;  (5)  lead  the  association  to  conduct  strategy  planning  about  every 
five  years.  The  Strategy  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms 
rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

3.      Board  of  Directors: 

a.  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  serve  as  legal  representative 
of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  associational  messengers  in  handling  legal  matters;  (3)  oversee  the  total 
insurance  plan  of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  associational  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and 
convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance;  (6)  assist 
the  Personnel  Committee  with  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  associational 
messengers,  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances,  giving  a  full  report  to  the  messengers  as  soon  as  possible 
to  explain  action  taken. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  eleven  members.  Serving  are  the  five  officers  of  the  association,  plus  six  other 
members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts.  The  six  associational  district  members  arc  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  Moderator 
serves  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  October  and  at  other  times 
as  necessary. 

b.  Officers: 

( 1 )  The  Moderator ,  also  known  as  president,  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  associational 
messengers.  As  the  presiding  officer,  the  Moderator  (1)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  time, 
enforces  the  rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to 
the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage  (Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  Revised);  (2)  appoints  a 
parliamentarian,  if  desired,  to  serve  at  any  or  all  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers  during  his  term 
of  office;  the  person  appointed  must  be  approved  by  the  messengcrs-in-scssion;  (3)  serves  as  an  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees,  councils,  and  groups  of  the  association;  (4)  calls  the  associational  messengers 
together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely  urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  (Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  is  to  be  given  to  the 
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associational  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  A  quorum  of  fifty 
associalional  messengers  must  be  present  to  conduct  a  special  meeting.);  (5)  postpones  and  reschedules 
quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen 
crises;  and  (6)  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Director  of  Missions  Search  committee.  The  Moderator  is  elected 
for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  term;  however,  after  serving  for  two 
consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator,  also  known  as  Vice-President,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator 
in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator.  The  Vice-Moderator  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and 
is  eligible  to  a  second  consecutive  term.  However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual 
could  not  be  considered  for  Vice-Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(3)  The  Clerk,  also  known  as  Secretary,  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association 
and  makes  this  information  available  upon  request.  The  Clerk's  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  recorder  during 
the  meetings  of  the  association;  (2)  secure  from  the  churches  the  annual  Church  Profile  and  process  it 
according  to  recommended  procedures;  (3)  edit  the  associational  annual  minutes,  (4)  work  with  the  History 
Committee  to  preserve  the  official  records  of  the  association;  (5)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  serves  as  the  Clerk  of  the  association. 

(4)  The  Treasurer  receives  all  of  the  funds  contributed  to  the  association  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with 
the  budget  of  the  association  or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  The  Treasurer's  duties  are  to:  (1 )  serve 
as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Finance  Committee;  (2)  work  with  the  Finance  Committee  to  recommend  and 
establish  fiscal  policies;  (3)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (4)  provide  printed 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  Treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  chairman  of  the  finance  Committee  is 
authorized  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

(5)  The  Director  of  Missions  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  association,  also  serving  as  the  registered  agent. 
E.     CHURCH  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS 

1 .  The  work  of  the  Church  Assistance  Programs  of  the  association  is  carried  out  through  councils.  Each  council  member 
has  definite  responsibilities  and  the  number  of  members  on  each  council  is  determined  by  need.  Council  members  are 
elected  annually.  The  general  director  of  each  council  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.  Each 
council  has  meetings  according  to  need.  Each  council  consists  of  a  program  director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to 
conduct  the  program. 

2.  Councils: 

a.  The  Brotherhood  Council  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions. 

b.  The  Christian  Life  Council  informs  the  churches  of  critical  moral  and  social  issues  and  leads  in  Christian  action  to 
meet  those  needs.  The  council  seeks  to  develop  good  Christian  citizenship  arid  healthy  human  relations. 

c.  The  Discipleship  Council  assists  the  churches  in  starting,  improving  and  expanding  Christian  discipleship  through 
their  Discipleship  programs. 

d.  The  Evangelism  Council  assists  churches  in  reaching  people  for  Christ  through  evangelistic  training  and  by  bringing 
the  churches  together  in  corporate  efforts  of  evangelism. 

e.  The  Family  Ministry  Council  assists  churches  in  developing  family  ministry  programs,  special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  ministry  activities  for  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  adults  and  students.  Training  opportunities  are  provided 
for  general  leaders  of  these  age  groups. 

f.  The  Media/Library  Council  assists  churches  in  the  establishment,  development  and  improvement  of  church  media 
library  services.  In  addition,  the  council  is  responsible  for  organizing  and  operating  the  associational  Media  Library 
in  the  Baptist  Center. 

g.  The  Missions  Development  Council  leads  the  churches  to  discover  opportunities  for  associational,  state,  home  and 
foreign  missions  and  to  assist  the  churches  in  doing  mission  projects  individually  and  corporate ly.  The  council 
works  closely  with  the  Brotherhood,  Sunday  School  and  WMU  Councils. 

h.  The  Music  Ministry  Council  assists  the  churches  through  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their 
music  ministries. 

i.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  assists  the  churches  in  the  development  of  pastoral  ministries,  deacon  ministry, 
vocational  guidance  and  church  administrative  services.  In  addition,  the  council  ministers  to  the  distinctive  needs 
of  pastors,  deacons,  church  staff  persons,  church  councils,  church  officers  and  committee  members  and  church 
vocation  volunteers.  This  council  is  responsible  for  interviewing  candidates  for  ordination  to  the  "Gospel  Ministry" 
as  requested  by  the  churches. 
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j.       The  Pray  er  Council  is  responsible  for  promoting  prayer  in  the  churches,  providing  opportunities  for  prayer  among 
the  churches,  and  offering  conferences  and  seminars  on  prayer. 

k.  The  Seminary  Extension  Council  promotes  and  provides  practical  and  theological  education  to  ministers  and 
laypersons  on  basic  and  college  levels. 

1.  The  Sunday  School  Council  assists  and  challenges  churches  to  improve  and  enlarge  all  areas  of  their  Sunday  School 
through  planning,  training,  administration  activities,  consultation,  program  interpretation,  and  cooperative  projects. 

m.  The  Woman 's  Missionary  Union  Council  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and 
strengthening  WMU  work. 

F.     FELLOWSHIP  GROUPS 

1.  The  purpose  of  the  Fellowship  Groups  is  to  provide  a  setting  for  particular  groups  to  meet  together  for  fellowship, 
dialogue,  encouragement  and  mutual  care.  Hopefully,  as  the  individual  groups  meet  together  the  fellowship  of  the  whole 
association  can  be  strengthened. 

Each  group  determines  its  own  leadership  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee,  and  plans  its  own 
activities  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Fellowship  Council.  The  leader  of  each  fellowship  group  is  a  member 
of  the  Fellowship  Council. 

2.  Groups: 

a.  The  Bivocational  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  ordained  pastors  and  other  ministers  who  have  a  secular 
vocation  in  addition  to  their  church  vocation. 

b.  The  Church  Secretaries'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  Caldwell  Baptist  church  and  associational  secretaries. 

c.  The  Ministers  '  Conference  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors,  church  staff  ministers,  other 
ministers  and  retired  ministers  in  the  association. 

d.  The  Ministers  ami  Wives'  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  Caldwell  Baptist  Ministers  and  their  spouses. 

e.  The  Ministers  Wives'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  the  wives  of  active,  deceased,  or  retired  ministers  in  the 

association. 

f.  The  Music  Leaders'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of  music,  directors  of  music, 
organists,  pianists,  and  other  music  leadership  in  the  churches  and  the  association.  This  group  cooperates  with  the 
Music  Ministry  Council  of  the  association. 

g.  The  Retired  Ministers  '  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  retired  Southern  Baptist  ministers  and  their  spouses  living  in 
the  associational  area. 

h.  The  Youth  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  consists  of  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of  youth,  youth  directors  and 
other  youth  leaders  in  the  churches  of  the  association.  The  Associational  youth  Director  of  the  Family  Ministry 
Council  serves  as  a  member  of  this  group. 

Section  2.  Every  committee,  council  or  fellowship  group  has  the  authority  to  appoint  temporary  sub-groups  to  carry  out  specific 
assignments  as  needed.  The  sub-group  ceases  to  exist  at  the  completion  of  the  assignment.  Permanent,  but  not  temporary,  sub-groups 
must  be  suggested  to  an  approved  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  then  by  the  messengers  of  the  association. 

Section  3.   Every  associational  committee  and  council  is  to  choose  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

Section  4.  Associational  leaders  and  representatives  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to  the  association 
as  requested. 

Section  5.   An  up-to-date  "Organizational  Chart"  is  to  be  maintained  to  visibly  reveal  the  overall  associational  operation. 

Section  6.  An  "Operations  Manual"  is  to  be  maintained  by  the  Associational  Staff  in  the  Baptist  Center,  containing  such  items  as: 
paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  The  appropriate 
groups  within  the  associational  organization  are  to  assist  the  staff  in  keeping  the  manual  up-to-date, 

Section  7    Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  council,  committee  or  group  is  entitled  to  full  voting  rights. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  1 .  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  "Caldwell  Baptist  Caller"  is  published  to  communicate  information  about  the  work 
of  and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.   The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  A  "Calendar  of  Activities"  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related  to  the  association. 
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Section  4.   Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 

Section  5.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  "Annual  Church  Profile"  by  October 
7  each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  y  the  moderator 
or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  a  vote  on  the  amendment.

The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  legal  representative  of  the 
association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  associationai  messengers  in  handling  legal  matters;  (3)  oversee  the  total  insurance  plan 
of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  secunties  of  the  association;  (5)  exercise  the 
power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  associationai  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance;  and  to  (6)  act  in  behalf  of  the  associationai  messengers, 
under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances,  giving  a  full  report  to  the  messengers  as  soon  as  possible  to  explain  action  taken.

7.  A  recommendation  concerning  "Share  Loans"  was  presented  by  the  Finance  Committee.   Treasurer  Jack  Spainhour  presented 

the  recommendation  which  was  unanimously  approved. 

RECOMMENDATION:  SHARE  LOANS 

The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  assist  churches  in  the  association  that  need  to  borrow  money  Borrowing  money  from 
lending  institutions  often  becomes  time  consuming  with  large  amounts  of  paperwork  and  costly  with  such  items  as  appraisals, 
surveys  and  closing  fees. 
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The  Committee  has  been  working  on  an  idea  called  "Share  Loans".  Central  Carolina  Bank  has  agreed  to  assist  the  association 
with  this  idea.  Other  lending  institutions  may  be  used  as  the  fund  develops. 

How  do  Share  lx>ans  Work? 

1 .  The  association  would  establish  a  designated  fund  of  money  that  would  be  used  as  collateral  for  loans  made  to  churches  by 
the  lending  institutions.  The  money  in  the  account  would  never  be  withdrawn  unless  the  church  became  unable  to  repay 
their  loan.  If  this  should  happen,  then  other  repayment  plans  would  first  be  considered  before  using  the  association's  money 
to  pay  for  the  loan.  Every  effort  would  be  made  by  the  bank  to  protect  the  money  in  the  association's  account. 

2.  The  Finance  Committee  would  work  closely  with  representatives  of  the  bank  in  deciding  who  would  get  a  loan  and  for  how 
much.  Parameters  would  be  set  in  regards  to  the  purpose  of  the  loan,  the  loan  amount,  the  term  of  the  loan,  and  the  ability 
of  the  church  to  repay  the  loan. 

3.  The  bank  would  prepare  a  simple  promissory  note  along  with  other  necessary  papers  for  a  small  loan  origination  fee,  with 
no  appraisal  or  survey  of  property  required.  The  loan  process  would  probably  take  a  couple  of  hours  instead  of  several 
weeks.  The  meeting  could  even  be  held  at  the  Baptist  Center  instead  of  the  bank. 

4.  The  church  would  receive  a  very  affordable  interest  rate.  The  bank  would  provide  the  church  with  a  repayment  book  and 
payments  would  be  made  to  the  bank. 

5.  The  Share  Loan  would  be  designed  to  provide  quick  and  affordable  money  for  churches  needing  small  loans.  This  would 
include  such  things  as  the  replacement  of  a  furnace,  the  purchase  of  office  equipment,  doing  minor  renovations,  purchasing 
small  tracts  of  land,  and  a  host  of  other  items.  Large  construction  loans  would  not  be  considered.  The  idea  would  be  to 
help  many  churches  instead  of  tying  up  the  money  for  only  one  or  two  churches. 

How  Would  the  Share  Loan  Account  be  Established? 

1 .  It  would  be  a  separate  account  owned  and  managed  by  the  association. 

2.  The  association  would  open  the  account  with  52,000.00.  As  funds  are  available  the  association  will  add  additional  money 
up  to  S5 .000.00. 

3.  Individuals  would  be  encouraged  to  give  to  the  account  to  make  it  grow. 

4.  When  S20.000.00  is  reached,  then  churches  could  start  asking  for  loans. 

5.  All  of  the  interest  earned  would  be  placed  back  into  the  account  until  the  account  reached  $200,000.00.  At  that  time,  the 
interest  would  be  used  for  mission  causes  as  determined  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Missions  Development  Council. 

6.  If  the  need  for  the  Share  Loan  plan  should  cease  to  exist,  then  the  money  would  be  used  by  the  association  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Recommendation 

Therefore,  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  the  Messengers  to  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  give  the  committee 
permission  — 

1.  To  establish  a  "Share  Loan"  account  with  Central  Carolina  Bank  or  other  lending  institution  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
loans  to  member  churches  of  the  association.  The  association  will  open  the  account  with  $2,000.00  and  as  funds  are 
available  will  increase  the  contribution  up  to  $5,000.00. 

2.  To  actively  promote  the  account  and  to  seek  contributors. 

3.  To  manage  the  account  and  to  start  making  loans  when  $20,000.00  has  been  received. 

4.  To  use  the  interest  for  mission  causes  when  the  amount  has  reached  $200,000.00. 

8  There  were  no  announcements  or  matters  of  miscellaneous  business  presented  at  the  meeting. 

9.  Allen  Norrod  led  the  congregation  as  they  sang  "To  God  Be  the  Glory".  Following  the  hymn  the  ushers  collected  the  registration 
cards. 

10.  A  video  entitled  "A  Long  Walk  Home"  produced  by  the  Baptist  children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  was  shown  to  the 
messengers. 

11.  A  report  on  Christian  Higher  Education  and  the  Annuity  program  were  shared  by  Dr.  Billy  Rivers.  He  gave  specific  information 
on  Campbell  University  and  the  adopt  an  annuitant  plan. 

12.  A  video  was  viewed  from  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  about  the  name  change  of  that  organization.  The  boards  new  name 
will  be  Life  Way  Christian  Resources  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  if  approved  . 

13.  The  congregation  sang  "Shine,  Jesus,  Shine". 

14.  Reports  from  various  associational  ministries  were  shared.  Dale  Fisher  shared  about  upcoming  Brotherhood  events  on  behalf 
of  Troy  Smart,  Associational  RA  Director.  Lynn  Parsons,  director  of  the  Christian  Life  Council,  reported  that  the  recent  Parade 
for  the  Hunger  had  collected  2,106  food  items  and  $874.00  to  be  shared  with  local  ministries.  Director  of  the  Music  Council, 
Sherrill  German,  shared  dates  for  the  upcoming  Bivocational  Music  Clinic  and  the  Music  Leaders  Appreciation  Banquet.  Carole 
Church,  Director  of  the  Associational  VBS  Team,  shared  dates  for  the  1998  VBS  Clinics.  Reports  about  the  WMU  Leadership 
Conference  and  upcoming  WMU  events  were  shared  by  WMU  Director,  Dot  Land. 

15.  Allen  Norrod  led  the  congregation  as  they  sang  a  selection  of  choruses. 

16.  Pastors  representing  the  six  districts  which  compose  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  led  in  prayer  as  wc  joined  collectively  to 
seek  God's  will  for  our  association.  Those  leading  the  prayer  time  were:  J.B.  Crouse,  District  I;  Michael  Isaacs,  District  II;

8.  One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Associational  Council  is  to  prepare  an  annual  Associational  Calendar  of  Activities  and  to 
present  it  to  the  messengers  for  consideration  during  their  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting.  It  takes  several  months  of  work  each 
year  to  accomplish  this  task. 

The  Associational  Council  recommends: 

1.  That  the  1998-99  Calendar  of  Activities  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Incorporated  be  approved  by  the 
messengers  as  presented. 

2.  That  permission  be  given  to  the  Associational  Council  and  the  associational  staff  to  make  necessary  changes  to  the 
calendar  as  needed. 

3.  That  the  Associational  Goals  for  the  1998-99  Special  Offerings  be  approved  as  printed  on  the  back  cover  of  the 
Calendar  of  Activities. 

After  the  second,  these  recommendations  were  approved. 

Rev.  Fisher  also  expressed  concern  for  the  many  changes  which  are  occurring  in  the  denomination.  He  informed  the  messengers 
that  a  meeting  had  already  taken  place  with  the  current  leadership  at  which  some  changes  for  our  association  were  discussed. 
He  voiced  a  formal  recommendation  from  the  Associational  Council  asking  permission  for  the  associational  leaders  to  continue 
meeting  and  planning  for  the  new  millennium.  The  recommendation  was  seconded  and  approved. 

9.  Neil  Annas,  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  recommended  approval  of  the  1998-99  Ministry  Budget  as  printed  in  the 
Summer  Book  of  Reports.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  approved  as  presented.

12.  Jack  Lail  led  the  congregation  as  they  sang  "I  Stand  Amazed  in  the  Presence".  The  hymn  was  followed  by  the  collection  of 
registration  cards. 

13.  Various  mission  endeavors  in  Caldwell  County  were  highlighted  by  Dale  Fisher.  Some  of  the  local  ministries  include  the  Green 
Mountain  Park  Resort  Ministry,  the  Hospital  Ministry,  weekly  services  at  Patterson  School  and  summer  worker  Amanda 
Townsend,  who  has  worked  with  Kids  Clubs  throughout  the  county  as  well  as  helping  at  the  Noel  Home. 

14.  State  Missions  Promotion  and  Projects  Director,  Floyd  Annas,  reported  on  the  work  Caldwell  Baptists  have  done  across  the  state. 
Thirty-five  people  from  eleven  different  churches  helped  with  renovations  at  Fort  Caswell.  There  was  also  a  work  day  at  Camp 
Mundo  Vista  on  May  11,  1998.  Six  people  from  Caldwell  Association  participated  on  that  day.  In  September,  1998  a  three 
day  work  session  will  be  sponsored  by  Caldwell  Baptists  at  Camp  Mundo  Vista. 

15.  Special  music  was  presented  by  Susan  Wooten  of  the  Mount  Zion  Church.  She  sang  "Carry  the  Light". 

16.  Highlights  of  the  1998  South  African  Mission  trip  were  shared  by  team  members  Howard  Hawkins,  Conrad  Hefner  and  team 
leader  Robert  Livingston.  Steve  Parker  was  also  a  team  member  but  was  unable  to  be  present.  Team  members  shared  moments 

•  of  triumphs  and  memories  of  laughter  as  well  as  the  need  for  others  to  go.  Over  1,000  professions  of  faith  were  reported. 

17.  Mark  Blair  adjourned  the  meeting  and  led  in  prayer.  Following  the  meeting,  messengers  were  instructed  to  go  to  the  Church 
Fellowship  Hall  where  a  Farewell  Reception  was  held  for  Judy  Brittain.  Judy  began  work  for  the  association  on  August  1 ,  1991 , 
serving  as  the  first  ever  Financial  Secretary.  Arrangements  for  the  reception  were  made  by  the  associational  WMU  Council.

DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS  REPORT 
Reverend  R.  Dale  Fisher 
Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church 

On  October  1 ,  1988,  a  newly  organized  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  was  launched  into  existence.  For  nearly  ten  years  the  program  based 
structure  functioned  well.  However,  because  of  numerous  changes  within  the  denomination  and  a  general  trend  away  from  programs, 
the  association  finds  itself  with  an  organization  that  is  quickly  becoming  out-of-date  and  losing  ground  in  effectiveness. 

Dunng  the  summer  of  1998,  the  Associational  Council,  along  with  the  officers  and  committee  chairmen  of  the  association,  began  working 
on  a  new  model.  The  suggested  streamlined  structure  would  be  more  generic  and  flexible.  The  design  would  allow  us  to  easily  "plug" 
new  ideas  into  the  structure  or  "unplug"  ministries  that  are  no  longer  effective.   It  would  become  as  small  or  large  as  desired. 

The  proposal  would  not  be  tied  to  denominational  terminology  that  seems  to  be  subject  to  continuing  change.  The  concept  would  allow 
the  opportunity  to  offer  the  ministries  of  the  denomination,  but  the  focus  would  be  more  on  the  church  than  on  the  state  or  national 
conventions. 

The  concept  to  be  presented  as  an  "action  model"  and  as  a  "traditional  model"  to  the  messengers  on  October  23,  during  their  1 14th  Annual 
Meeting,  has  a  unique  design.  The  action  model  is  in  the  shape  of  a  wheel  to  show  the  forward  movement  of  the  association.  Everything 
moves  around  the  churches,  shown  as  the  hub  or  the  center  of  the  association.  Four  spokes  represent  the  ministries  of  the  association, 
that  support  the  work  of  the  churches.  A  Spiritual  Directions  Team  serves  as  the  rim,  surrounding  the  association  with  prayer. 

Councils  and  committees  would  be  replaced  with  groups  and  teams.  There  would  be  four  leadership  groups  plus  a  Management  Group. 
The  leadership  groups  would  be  Associational  Development,  Congregational  Development,  Congregational  Leadership,  and  Community 
Outreach.  These  leadership  groups  would  have  ministry  teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  the  work  of  the  association. 

If  the  messengers  approve  this  new  structure,  it  would  become  effective  on  January  1 ,  2000.  The  last  part  of  1998  and  all  of  1999  would 
be  used  to  explain,  approve  and  implement  the  various  stages  of  development. 

It  was  decided  to  stop  the  emphasis  on  "Total  Church  Life"  that  began  on  October  1,  1997.  The  association's  leadership  decided  that  the 
restructuring  was  more  crucial  at  this  particular  time  in  order  to  keep  the  association  on  the  cutting  edge  of  ministry.  Darrell  W. 
Robinson's  book,  entitled  Total  Church  Life,  will  be  made  available  to  all  of  the  pastors  for  use  with  the  local  congregations.

HISTORY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 
Rev.  Ken  Mashburn,  Chairman 
Setzer  Creek  Baptist  Church 

Eirst  Baptist  Church  of  Granite  Falls 

"100  Yesteryears;  The  Best  Is  Yet  To  Be"  was  the  theme  of  the  centennial  celebration  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Granite  Falls,  North 
Caroline,  June  17,  1990.  The  members,  families,  and  friends  rejoiced  as  they  worshipped  with  grateful  hearts  for  the  spiritual  heritage 
that  was  theirs. 

Julia  Austin,  J.D.  Berry,  Lydda  Berry,  M.E.  Elmore,  C.T.  Berry,  George  Houck,  Blanch  Houck,  J.  Henry  Martin,  Francis  Martin,  Henry 
C.  Mackie,  Mary  Elizabeth  Mackie,  W.L.  Elmore,  W  E.  Berry,  Sarah  Elmore,  a.H.  Coffey  and  the  Reverend  CM.  Murchison  met  the 
third  Sunday  of  June,  1890  in  a  single  room  framed  structure,  which  was  to  serve  as  the  first  church  building,  to  organize  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Granite  Falls. 

The  Sunday  School  was  organized  in  1895  with  48  enrolled.  Average  attendance  was  25  and  expenses  for  that  year  were  S5.00.  By  1920 
the  enrollment  had  grown  to  90  with  1 1  officers  and  teachers.  Expenses  for  that  year  were  $48.00.  The  church  membership  in  1990  is 
700  and  the  total  receipts  are  $337,582.23. 

In  1907-1908  a  new  brick  church,  located  across  the  street  from  the  present  structure,  was  built,  mostly  by  members  and  friends. 
Reverend  J.J. L.  Sherwood  was  the  first  pastor  in  this  building.  A  Sunday  School  addition  was  built  during  the  pastorate  of  the  Reverend 
S.W.  Bennett.  A  parsonage  on  South  Main  Street  was  built  in  1925  under  the  leadership  of  the  Reverend  J.L.  Teague. 

The  Reverend  P.D.  Fletcher  was  the  pastor  when  the  Luther  Harrold  property  and  home  was  purchased  and  was  first  used  as  an  annex 
of  the  church. 

A  ground-breaking  ceremony,  led  by  the  Reverend  C.R.  Hinton,  for  a  new  church  building  was  held  March,  1952.  The  building  was 
completed  within  a  year.  The  most  distinguished  feature  of  the  church  is  a  beautiful  steeple  with  stained  glass  windows  that  are  lighted 
at  night  and  can  be  seen  throughout  the  area.  The  steeple  is  a  gift  of  the  A.O.  Mackie  family,  descendants  of  charter  members.  Chimes, 
given  in  memory  of  Dr.  Albert  Corpcning  by  his  family  in  1947,  were  transferred  from  the  old  building  to  the  present  church.  There 
is  a  well  equipped  three  story  education  building  which  contains  a  chapel,  a  kitchen,  a  fellowship  room,  offices,  an  assembly  and 
classrooms  for  various  departments.  The  library  is  the  most  recent  addition  to  the  education  building  and  houses  many  books,  films, 
records,  tapes,  magazines  and  audio-visual  equipment. 

July  1961 ,  an  open  house  was  observed  for  a  parsonage  on  Crestview  Street.  It  has  a  living  room,  Pastor's  study,  family-dining-kitchen 
combination,  four  bedrooms,  a  full  basement,  three  and  one-half  baths,  and  a  two  car  garage. 

The  Abemathy  property  next  door  to  the  church  was  purchased  in  1962  and  was  renovated  in  1970  for  use  as  a  home  for  the  Minister 
of  Music  and  Education,  or  as  rental  property.  An  annex  was  constructed  in  1973.  The  building  was  designed  to  serve  as  a  youth  and 
recreation  building. 

In  1979  the  entire  church  was  refurbished,  adding  more  beauty  and  comfort  for  the  congregation.  The  l'brary  was  moved  and  enlarged, 
making  it  more  functional.  A  ramp  was  built  at  the  front  of  the  church  for  the  handicapped.  A  more  efficient  sound  and  recording  system 
was  installed.  Three  organs  have  been  purchased.  A  grand  piano  was  given  in  1980  by  Mrs.  Jessie  Jackson  through  her  bequest  of 
$5,000.00. 

The  Cline  property  which  is  across  the  street  from  the  church  was  purchased  in  1995.  The  Cline  house  was  used  as  an  annex  for  the 
Sunday  School  program  of  the  church.  The  property  was  purchased  primarily  to  insure  that  the  church  would  always  have  ample  room 
for  parking. 

The  congregation  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  voted  in  1996  to  build  a  Family  Life  Center.  This  facility  was  designed  to  enhance  the  total 
ministry  of  the  church.  The  new  building  is  designed  not  merely  for  recreation,  but  for  re-creation  of  the  total  person.  The  facility  was 
completed  in  1997,  with  the  dedication  taking  place  on  Sunday,  December  7,  1997. 
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The  Family  Life  Center  consists  of  a  full  size  gymnasium,  a  fully  functional  kitchen,  Sunday  school  classrooms,  a  prayer  room,  and  a 
ceiling  which  rises  and  lowers  to  various  heights  for  conservation  of  energy  and  change  the  function  of  the  gymnasium  area  to  an 
auditorium  or  social  hall. 

Additionally,  the  church  remodeled  an  existing  building  to  serve  as  the  church  library.  The  new  library  is  adequately  and  beautifully 
furnished  to  provide  the  media  resources  for  study,  information,  inspiration  and  pleasure. 

During  the  construction  of  the  Family  Life  Center  an  elevator  was  installed  in  the  main  building  of  the  church.  The  elevator  provides 
service  to  all  three  levels  of  the  building.  The  elevator  makes  it  possible  for  everyone  to  have  access  to  the  entire  building. 

The  Reverend  Jack  Coffey,  Reverend  Jessie  Bowman,  Reverend  Rob  Evans  and  Brenda  Caldwell  have  responded  favorably  to  God's  call 
through  a  Christian  vocation.  Mrs.  Marietta  Smith  and  Mrs.  Pamela  Johnston  are  both  ministering  in  church  music  on  a  part-time  basis; 
Pam  is  currently  serving  as  Music  Director. 

The  pastors  who  have  served  the  church  are:  Reverend  CM.  Murchison,  Reverend  M.P.  Matheny,  Reverend  W.R.  Bradshaw,  Reverend

Rhyne,  Reverend  W.A.  Stephenson,  Reverend  J.B.  Pruitt,  Reverend  L.W.  Teague,  Reverend  H.W.P.  Hill,  Reverend  J.L.  Teague, 
Reverend  S.W.  Bennett,  Reverend  G.C.  Teague,  Reverend  P.D.  Fletcher,  Reverend  C.T.  Hinton,  Reverend  Paul  E.  Bruce,  Reverend 
Homer  E.  Bradey,  Reverend  J.  Claude  Dick  and  Dr.  Robert  B.  Evans,  Jr.

MEDIA/LIBRARY  COUNCIL  REPORT

Our  church  librarians  are  constantly  striving  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  ages  in  our  church  fellowships.  This  year;  however,  our  main 
courses  of  study  was  to  concentrate  on  the  youth  in  our  churches.  We  learned  that  appropriate  media  can  play  a  valuable  part  in  the  lives 
of  youth  as  they  form  Christian  attitudes  and  habits  and  determine  their  place  in  church  life  and  in  the  Christian  world.  Youth  have  many 
decisions  to  make  which  require  guidance  and  support.  Librarians  can  be  their  friends  and  suggest  resources  to  help  in  their  decision 
making.  Awareness  of  the  kinds  of  media  that  appeal  to  youth  will  help.  Our  programs  have  centered  around  this  theme  this  year.  We 
have  had  an  active  Christian  youth  speak  to  our  group  and  also  a  youth  director  from  one  of  the  churches. 

We  met  at  Oak  Grove,  Crest  View,  Dudley  Shoals  and  the  Cornerstone  Christian 
Book  Store.  We  averaged  20  at  our  meetings  with  15  churches  participating.  Six  of  us  attended  the  Summer  Media  Library  Conference 
at  Ridgecrest  and  one  attended  the  Library  Spring  Conference  at  Caraway. 

We  pay  special  tribute  to  Nellie  Mullinax,  Union  Grove  and  Judy  Brittain,  our  former  associational  librarian.  Both  of  these  ladies  did 
an  outstanding  job  in  their  respective  positions    They  are  both  now  retired  from  library  work. 

Our  special  emphasis  next  year  will  be  learning  how  to  better  serve  the  adults  in  our  congregations.  We  look  forward  to  planning  and 
strengthening  our  adult  programs  and  moving  us  into  the  year  2000!

For  the  second  consecutive  year  the  Leo  ministry  worked  at  the  Piedmont  Court  Apartments  in  Lenoir.  New  Life  Baptist  Church  began 
this  ministry  five  years  ago.

They  could  use  church  groups  or  individuals  to  help  spread  the  Gospel 
throughout  Caldwell  County. 

Mount  Moriah  Mission  Project 

A  group  from  the  Mount  Moriah  Baptist  Church  in  Raleigh  (Raleigh  Association)  worked  at  Care  House  and  Noel  Home  during  the  last 
week  of  July,  1998.  The  group  painted  and  carried  out  an  assortment  of  small  jobs  at  both  of  the  facilities  in  Caldwell  County,  which 
are  owned  and  operated  by  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 

Through  a  cooperative  effort  of  the  Caldwell  Association  and  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes,  the  group  from  Raleigh  also  worked  with 
the  Gethsemane  Baptist  Church.  The  church,  a  member  of  the  association  since  October  27,  1994,  recently  purchased  a  house  that  they 
are  renovating  as  a  meeting  place  for  their  congregation.  The  group  worked  with  members  of  the  congregation  in  building  classrooms, 
plus  other  miscellaneous  jobs. 

Hispanic  Study  Committee 

The  Hispanic  Study  Committee  has  met  several  times  this  year.  These  meetings  have  been  a  time  of  prayer  and  concern  for  our  Hispanic 
friends  in  Caldwell  County.  At  present  Emmanuel,  the  Concord  Hispanic  Mission  is  without  a  Pastor.  Paster  Jairo  Contreras  from  Forest 
City  has  been  serving  as  interim  pastor  since  January,  1998.  He  is  a  full-time  pastor  at  Forest  City  and  has  been  coming  to  Emmanuel 
two  or  three  times  per  week  since  January.  The  Concord  Church  has  a  committee  to  help  Emmanuel  with  administration  of  work  and 
to  help  find  a  new  pastor.  Emmanuel  and  Concord  have  been  helping  to  take  care  of  expenses  for  Pastor  Contreras'  travel.  Funds  from 
the  North  American  Mission  Board  and  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  have  been  frozen  until  the  mission  gets  a  new  pastor.

World  Missions  Conference 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 
March  15-18,  1998 

The  1998  World  Missions  Conference  was  planned  by  the  Missions  Development  Council.  The  last  conference  was  held  on  March  28- 
April  4,  1993.  An  effort  is  made  to  have  a  World  Missions  Conference  once  every  five  years  in  the  association.  The  next  one  is 
scheduled  for  2003. 

A  total  of  twenty-six  churches  participated  in  the  1998  Conference.  The  twenty-eight  participating  churches  in  1993  strongly  requested 
that  a  Sunday  through  Wednesday  format  be  used  instead  of  a  Sunday  through  Sunday  schedule.  To  honor  this  request,  it  was  necessary 
to  invite  twenty-six  missionaries  to  help  with  the  conference  in  1991,.  There  were  twelve  international  missionaries,  ten  North  American 
missionaries  and  four  state  missionaries. 
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The  state  missionaries  were  all  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  The  North  American  missionaries  came  from  places 
of  service  in  Georgia,  ILlinois,  Kentucky,  New  York,  South  Carolina  and  Virginia.  The  countries  of  Chile,  Guatemala,  Malawi,  Southeast 
Asia,  Spain,  Ukraine  and  Zimbabwe  were  represented  by  the  international  missionaries. 

Each  missionary  spoke  in  five  different  churches.  Together,  one-hundred  and  thirty  church  services  were  held  in  the  four  day  period. 
In  addition,  a  missions  rally  and  fair,  plus  three  luncheons  were  held.  There  was  one  profession  of  faith  and  thirteen  other  decisions 
reported. 

Each  day,  Monday  through  Wednesday,  the  missionaries  were  given  the  option  of  going  on  sightseeing  tours  in  the  area.  They  visited 
Noel  Home,  Care  House,  Green  Mountain  Park  Resort,  Kincaid  Furniture,  the  Shoppes  on  the  Parkway  in  Blowing  Rock,  Fort  Defiance, 
plus  an  antique  car  museum  located  in  Granite  Falls. 

The  total  cost  of  the  World  Missions  Conference  was  $14,315.88.  The  cost  included  travel,  lodging,  meals,  honorariums  and  special 
activities.  The  participating  churches  were  asked  to  make  a  one  time  payment  of  $400.00  each.  No  love  offerings  were  taken.  The 
churches  paid  S10.400.00,  the  association  paid  $3,630.88  and  $285.00  was  received  at  the  Senior  Adult  Luncheon. 

The  association  housed  the  missionaries  at  the  Holiday  Inn  Express  in  Lenoir.  In  1993,  the  missionaries  were  placed  in  different  locations. 
The  central  housing  location  made  it  easier  to  communicate  with  and  to  transport  the  missionaries.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 
of  the 

CALDWELL  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INCORPORATED 

CONSTITUTION 
Preamble 

The  Constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  basic  beliefs  of  this  association. 

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The 
duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  1.  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645,  is  recognized 
as  the  official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

We  associate  ourselves  to  assist  member  churches  in  fulfilling  the  Great  Commission  of  Christ  through  fellowship,  education  and 
mission  Involvement. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  Churches  which  have  been  approved  for  membership  by  the  associational 
messengers  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  1 .  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  that 
compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.   Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  these 
churches.  The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  decided  to  be  affiliated  with  the 
association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  1.   This  association  is  composed  of  member  churches  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.   All  internal  groups  created  and  empowered  by  the  association  are  only  accountable  to  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  and  supports  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  Tfie  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  1963.  A  copy  of  77!?  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association, 
provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers 
by  the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are  to  be 
furnished  to  the  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to 
dissolve,  the  assets  of  the  association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by 
the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  arc  to  be  furnished 
to  the  current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  amendment. 

BYLAWS 
Preamble 

These  Bylaws  have  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern  this  body  in  an 
orderly  manner. 
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Article  I:  Administrative  Policies 

Section  1.  The  associational  staff  is  responsible  for  scheduling  the  use  of  the  Baptist  Center,  the  association's  van,  and  all  other 
associational  properties  available  for  use. 

Section  2.  Money  is  to  be  contributed  to  the  Gideons  by  the  association  for  the  purchase  of  memorial  Bibles  upon  the  death  of  a 
pastor,  staff  minister,  associational  leader,  or  a  close  family  member  of  a  pastor,  staff  minister  or  associational  leader. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Director  of  Missions  are  authorized  to  have  access  to  the  association's  safety  deposit 
box  located  at  the  First  Union  National  Bank  on  Main  Street  in  Lenoir. 

Article  II:  Associational  Year 

The  Associational  Year  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  31. 

Article  III:  Finances 

Section  1 .  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  a  vote  by  the 
messengers  during  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association  in  October  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  study 
the  budget,  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  of  October 
each  year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  January  1  annually.  The  Finance  Committee  is  to  maintain  a  budget  format  that  corresponds 
with  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  January,  an  annual  financial  report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoig  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  associational  pastors,  church  staff, 
retired  ministers,  other  ministers  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The  Finance  Committee  confidentially 
administrates  the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and  the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.  Each  associational  church  is  requested  to  contribute  at  least  4%  of  all  undesignated  receipts  to  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  organization. 

Article  IV:  Logos 

Section  1 .  The  association  is  to  continually  have  a  personalized  logo  that  visually  displays  the  identity  and  current  work  of  this  body. 
Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  help  identify  who  we  are. 

Article  V:  Meetings 

Section  1 .  The  messengers  of  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  night  in  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting),  July  (Summer 
Meeting)  and  October  (Fall  Meeting). 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  fully  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and  contacting  program 
participants,  and  for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each  quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented 
in  the  annual  "Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  committee  may  ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly 
meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis 
date.  The  meetings  are  to  be  held  in  as  many  member  churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  or  the  Director  of  Missions  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely 
urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks 
is  to  be  given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  A  quorum  of  fifty  messengers  must  be  present 
to  conduct  a  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen 
crises. 

Section  5.   A  quorum  at  each  of  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  association  consists  of  those  messengers  who  attend  each  meeting. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business  meetings  of  the 
association. 

Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate  in  debate 
without  the  privilege  to  vote.  Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  associational  messengers  are  to  be  received  by  the 
Communications  Committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The  messengers  are  to  consider  only 
those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Communicadons  Committee.  The  committee  is 
responsible  for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the  messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution  or  public  statement 
received.  The  proposal  may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the  committee  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.   Copies  of  all  proposed 
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resolutions  and  public  statements,  v/ith  the  name  of  the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning 
of  their  meeting. 

Article  VI:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  1.  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Membership  Committee  a  letter 
of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  and 
the  date  when  the  church  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A.  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet  with  leaders  of  the  church 
to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  associational  requirements  for  admission,  to  consider  any  of  their  church 
approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal  with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  committee  make 
a  decision  about  their  request. 

B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  share  the  request  with  the  association  and 
to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association;  or 

3.  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the 
associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  association  with  the  church  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by 
letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least  one  full  year  before 
being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 

1 .  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The  association  is  to  carefully 
observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church  under  watchcare  is  to  receive  the  same 
opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however,  members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may  not  vote  nor  hold  a 
position  of  leadership  in  the  association. 

2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the  association, 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet,  as  needed,  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the  watchcare  period  to  discuss  their 
relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the  committee  are  to  visit  during  meetings  of  the  church  to  observe 
the  organization  and  practices  of  the  church. 

D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  committee  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the  church  and  to  decide 
on  one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate  time  concerning  membership. 

1.  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the  associational 
meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  association  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under  watchcare  or  into  full 
membership  of  the  association. 

F.  If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  association,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may  submit 
another  letter  to  the  Membership  Committee  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  COOPERATION:  A  Cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  annual  profile  to  the  associational  clerk,  is 
represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  associational  meetings,  contributes  financially  to  the  association,  and  is  in  general 
agreement  with  the  purpose,  basic  beliefs,  programs  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the  Membership  Committee 
and/or  the  Director  of  Missions  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an  attempt  to  help  resolve  the  problem(s). 

Section  4.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  lo  be  contacted  by  the  Membership 
Committee  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church  relative  to  its 
continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  committee  may  choose  to  make  a  recommendation  that  the  church  be 
removed  from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have  to  be  made  al  a  quarterly  meeting  ot  the 
association,  and  two-thirds  majority  vole  of  the  messengers  present  would  be  needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  (he  association. 
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The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As  soon  as  possible 
following  the  associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 

Section  5.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its  fellowship  from 
the  association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Membership  Committee  in  an  official  letter  from 
the  church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  association,  the  committee  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  association  is  to  take  one  of  the  following 
actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the  action  by  a  letter  form 
the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptanceof  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Membership  Committee  to  ask  the  church 
to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  6.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  a  church 
is  accepted  under  watchcare  of  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is  dismissed  from  the  association 
as  a  member. 

Article  VII:  Organization  and  Leadership 

Section  1.  The  association  is  organized  into  six  levels  of  operation:  Governing,  Personnel,  Coordinating,  Administrative  Services, 
Church  Assistance  Programs  and  Fellowship  Groups. 


A.  GOVERNING 


1.  The  ASSOCIATION-IN-SESSION  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches  in  attendance  at  each 
quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association. 

2.  Churches  of  fifty  (50)  members  or  less  ar  entitled  to  five  (5)  messengers.  One  (1)  additional  messenger  is  allowed  for 
each  additional  fifty  (50)  church  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  provided  no  church  has  more  than  ten  (10) 
messengers. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and  each  of  the  five 
associational  officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions  provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the 
church  being  represented. 

4.  Churches  are  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve  the  full  associational 
year  from  January  1  through  December  31.  Messengers  can  serve  consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by  their 
church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  association.  The  name,  address 
and  telephone  number  of  each  messenger  should  be  delivered  by  the  church  clerk  to  the  associational  clerk  no  later  than 
October  7  each  year  to  facilitate  advance  registration.  This  information  can  accompany  the  Annual  Church  Profile. 

5.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and 
groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the 
association  to  the  churches. 


6.      A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that  church. 
B.  PERSONNEL 
1.  Positions: 


In  addition  to  a  Director  of  Missions,  the  association  employs  other  personnel  as  needed  to  help  fulfill  its  mission. 
2.  Policies: 

Located  in  the  association's  Operations  Manual  arc  policies  relating  to  all  employees  and  job  descriptions  for  each  position. 
C.  COORDINATING 


1.  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  Administrative  Services  Council,  the  Associational  Council  and  the  Fellowship 
Council.  The  purpose  of  these  councils  is  to  coordinate  the  overall  work  of  the  association.  The  Associational  Council 
serves  as  the  primary  coordinating  council. 

2.  Coordinating  Councils: 


a, 


The  Administrative  Services  Council  consists  of  the  administrative  services  committee  chairmen.  The  council  meets 
only  as  needed  to  coordinate  the  overall  work  of  the  committees.  The  council  director  represents  the  committees 
as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 
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b.  The  Associational  Council  consists  of  the  Church  Assistance  Programs  Directors,  the  Administrative  Services 
Council  Director,  the  Fellowship  Council  Director,  the  Director  of  Missions,  the  Associate  Director  of  Missions 
and  the  Administrative  Assistant. 

The  Director  of  Missions  serves  as  the  Council  Director  and  the  Administrative  Assistant  serves  as  secretary. 

The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  overall  program  and  calendar  of  the  association.  The  council  meets 
only  as  needed. 

c.  The  Fellowship  Council  consists  of  the  head  leaders  of  the  associational  fellowship  groups.  The  council  meets  only 
as  needed  to  discuss  fellowship  needs  and  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  fellowship  groups.  The  council  director 
represents  the  fellowship  groups  as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

D.      ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 

1 .  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  committees,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  officers  of  the  association.  Then- 
purpose  is  to  carry  out  assigned  work  in  order  to  help  the  association  operate  smoothly.  There  are  eleven  committees, 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  five  officers.  Each  committee  chairman  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Council. 

The  six  associational  district  members  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  all  committee  members  are  elected  for  three 
consecutive  years  of  service.  After  the  lapse  of  at  least  one  year  a  person  may  be  nominated  for  a  position  previously 
held.  The  length  of  service  for  the  officers  is  in  accordance  with  their  individual  job  descriptions. 

2.  Committees: 

a.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings 
of  the  associational  messengers.  The  duties  of  this  committee  are  to:  (1)  propose  an  order  of  business  for  each 
meeting  of  the  associational  messengers;  (2)  enlist  all  program  personnel  for  the  associational  meetings;  (3)  publicize 
the  order  of  business  to  the  churches  in  advance  of  the  meeting;  (4)  arrange  for  the  facilities  needed  for  each 
meeting;  (5)  arrange  for  and  conduct  proper  registration  of  messengers  and  visitors  at  each  meeting  and  to  report 
registration  as  requested;  and  (6)  recommend  future  meeting  places  to  the  associational  messengers  in  the  annual 
"Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year;  the  committee  may  ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a 
quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major 
denominational  emphasis  date.  The  committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with 
the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

b.  The  Communications  Committee  is  responsible  for  communicating  the  programs,  ministries,  resolutions  and  services 
of  the  association  to  the  churches  and  to  the  general  public.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  develop  and  implement  an  annual 
Associational  Emphasis  Week  promotion  plan;  (2)  assist,  as  needed,  with  office-produced  communications,  such 
as:  The  Book  of  Reports  and  the  Annual  Minutes;  (3)  receive,  review  and  recommend  all  proposed  resolutions  or 
public  statements;  (4)  initiate  resolutions  or  statements  as  needed;  (5)  develop  promotional  brochures  or  other 
literature  that  identifies  the  work  of  the  association,  and  (6)  assist,  as  requested  by  the  association  or  associational 
leaders,  in  promotion  or  reporting  the  work  and  actions  of  the  association  through  the  secular  media.  The 
Communications  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  tree-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so 
that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

c.  The  External  Relations  Committee  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  proper  relationships  with  groups 
outside  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  serve  through  individual  representatives  as  a  channel  of  communication 
between  the  association  and  various  agencies,  boards,  foundations,  and  other  groups  affiliated  with  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  (2)  communicate  and  work,  as  needed, 
with  non-Baptist  groups. 

The  External  Relations  Committee  consists  of  the  associational  representatives  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  the 
Annuity  Board,  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina, 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Christian  Higher  Education,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term. 

d.  The  Finance  Committee  assists  the  association  in  securing,  administering  and  reporting  its  finances.  Its  duties  are 
to:  (1 )  develop  and  recommend  an  overall  financial  development  plan;  (2)  develop  and  recommend  an  associational 
budget  based  on  the  plans  of  the  association's  various  programs  and  ministries;  (3)  plan  and  direct  the  effort  to  seek 
giving  commitments  from  the  churches;  (4)  conduct  studies  and  make  recommendations  concerning  proposed 
expenditures  not  included  in  the  budget;  (5)  review  expenditures  periodically  in  terms  of  budget  allocations  and 
recommend  budget  adjustments  if  needed;  (6)  develop  and  recommend  financial  policies  and  procedures,  including 
provisions  for  auditing;  and  (7)  administer  the  associational  "Minister's  Support  Fund."  The  Finance  Committee 
consists  of  six  elected  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members 
are  elected  each  year. 

e.  The  History  Committee  is  to  gather,  preserve,  and  interpret  historical  records  of  the  association's  life  and  work. 
Its  duties  arc  to:  (1)  work  with  the  associational  clerk  in  gathering  and  preserving  past  associational  records;  (2) 
assist  in  the  recording  of  present-day  activities;  (3)  communicate  and  interpret  the  heritage  of  the  association  to 
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associational  leaders  and  member  churches;  (4)  use  historical  facts  and  documents  to  challenge  the  association  to 
accomplish  its  mission;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  to  the  association  policies  and  procedures  regarding  its 
historical  materials;  (6)  encourage  churches  to  gather  and  preserve  their  historical  records  and  to  write, 
communicate,  and  interpret  their  history.  The  History  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three- 
year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

f.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  assist  the  association  in  determining  when  churches  are  of  like  faith  and  order  and 
can  be  properly  accepted  into  the  association  according  to  the  provisions  made  in  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of 
the  association.  Also,  this  committee  serves  as  a  "church  conflict"  advisory  body.  In  addition,  this  committee 
encourages  active  participation  by  inactive  churches  in  the  association.  The  duties  are  to:  (1)  recommend  and 
implement  approved  guidelines  as  needed  for  receiving  churches  into  the  association  and  for  dealing  with  troubled 
member  or  inactive  churches  in  the  association;  (2)  counsel  with  churches  seeking  admission  into  the  association 
and  with  troubled  or  inactive  member  churches;  (3)  examine  the  credentials  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the 
association  (namely,  their  articles  of  faith  or  doctrinal  positions,  church  covenant,  polity  —  including  their 
constitution  and  bylaws  —  and  relationship  to  the  denomination.  The  Membership  Committee  consists  of  six 
members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each 
year. 

g.  The  Nominating  Committee  leads  in  coordinating  the  selection  of  all  association-elected  leaders  except  paid 
personnel.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  select,  interview,  enlist,  and  recommend  general  associational  officers,  church 
assistance  program  directors,  and  committee  chairmen  and  members;  (2)  coordinate  the  selection  of  workers  for 
all  the  association's  organizations  and  committees;  (3)  approve  workers  before  they  are  invited  to  work  in  program 
organizations;  (4)  distribute  associational  leadership  according  to  priority  needs;  (5)  assist  associational  program 
leaders  in  discovering  and  enlisting  qualified  persons  to  fill  positions  in  their  respective  organizations;  (6)  present 
workers  to  the  association:  (7)  nominate  special  committees  as  assigned  by  the  association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts,  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  committee 
should  give  careful  .consideration  that  all  nominees  are  selected  fairly  from  all  six  districts  of  the  association,  and 
from  all  pastors,  staff  members,  men  and  women  of  the  churches.  Each  nominee  must  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  in  an  associational  church. 

LEADERSHIP  SELECTION 

(1)  All  Church  Assistance  Program  directors  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  vote 
by  the  messengers  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to 
consider  the  nominees  for  program  directors,  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of  the 
names  and  positions  and  have  copies  distributed  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  in  April. 

The  individuals  approved  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association  immediately  become  the  program  directors- 
elect  until  January  when  their  tenure  of  service  officially  begins.  The  program  directors-elect  would  meet 
with  the  Associational  Council  only  upon  request;  however,  each  program  director-elect  is  expected  to 
participate  in  the  annual  calendar  planning  meetings. 

(2)  Each  program  director-elect  is  to  immediately  start  selecting  individuals  to  serve  on  the  respective  program 
councils  for  the  upcoming  year.  A  complete  list  of  the  individuals  selected  to  serve  is  to  be  presented  to  the 
Nominating  committee  by  June  30  by  each  program  director-elect. 

(3)  Fellowship  Groups  may  select  their  own  leadership  or  ask  the  Nominating  Committee  to  do  the  selection. 
Each  group  that  chooses  its  own  leadership  for  the  upcoming  associational  year  is  to  present  a  complete  list 
of  the  individuals  selected  to  serve  to  the  Nominating  Committee  by  June  30. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Directors,  officers,  committee  chairmen  and  members,  leaders  of  the  fellowship  groups,  and 
all  previously  unelected  members  of  program  councils  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  for  vote  by  the  messengers  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  association.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers 
adequate  time  to  consider  the  nominees,  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of  the  names 
and  positions  and  have  copies  distributed  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  of  July. 

The  individuals  approved  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  association  are  the  leaders  "elect"  until  January  1  when 
their  tenure  of  service  officially  begins.  Each  leader  has  the  privilege  to  plan  and  to  train  as  necessary  for 
the  upcoming  year.  The  leaders  "elect"  have  no  authority  over  the  current  year's  work,  except  in  a  position 
currently  held. 

(5)  If  vacancies  occur  during  the  year  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  enlist  a  person  to  fill  each  vacated  position 
and  to  recommend  the  person  to  the  association.  The  committee  is  to  work  with  program  directors  and 
committee  chairmen  as  needed  in  filling  each  vacancy. 

h.  The  Personnel  Committee  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  recommend 
policies  and  procedures  for  the  selection,  supervision,  and  termination  of  associational  personnel;  (2)  maintain  up-to- 
date  job  descriptions  in  a  manual  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend 
to  the  association  new  personnel,  excluding  the  Director  of  Mission,  in  full  cooperation  with  the  appropriate 
supervisor;  (4)  develop  and  recommend  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel;  (5)  develop  and  recommend 
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to  the  association  policies  and  procedures  regarding  continuing  education  and  development  for  the  Director  of 
Missions  and  other  paid  personnel.  The  Personnel  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year 
term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  chairman  is  a  member  of  the 
Director  of  Missions  Search  Committee. 

i.  The  Properties  Committee  assists  the  association  in  the  administration  of  all  properties.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  inspect 
and  keep  inventory  of  all  associational  properties;  (2)  secure,  supervise  and  terminate  the  services  of  persons 
responsible  for  the  care  of  associational  properties;  (3)  develop  and  initiate  scheduled  cleaning  procedures;  (4) 
develop  and  recommend  a  program  of  preventive  maintenance;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  policies  and  procedures 
for  using  facilities  and  equipment;  (6)  request  and  administer  maintenance,  furniture,  and  equipment  budget;  (7) 
develop  and,  with  the  Board  of  Directors,  recommend  an  adequate  insurance  plan  for  the  properties.  The  Properties 
Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two 
members  are  elected  each  year. 

This  committee  can  spend  up  to  $500.00  on  one  item  without  approval  of  the  association.  Items  above  that  amount 
must  have  associational  approval. 

j.  The  Search  Committee  is  designed  to  serve  only  as  needed  to  secure  a  Director  of  Missions.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1) 
meet  as  a  committee  for  the  first  time  within  a  month  following  election  by  the  association;  (2)  choose  from  within 
the  committee  a  chairman,  vice-chairman  and  secretary  during  the  first  meeting;  (3)  study  and  follow  carefully  the 
Job  Description  for  the  Director  of  Missions;  (4)  seek  comments  and  suggestions  from  the  association  concerning 
the  expectations  of  the  next  Director  of  Missions;  (5)  report  regularly  to  the  association  on  progress  being  made; 
(6)  develop  a  fist  of  prospects  for  the  position;  (7)  narrow  the  list  of  candidates,  thoroughly  researching 
qualifications  and  references;  (8)  interview  and  observe  most  favorable  candidates(s)  in  different  settings;  (9) 
unanimously  present  choice  candidate  to  the  association  for  approval;  (10)  assist  newly  elected  Director  of  Missions 
during  transition  period;  and  (11)  inform  all  other  candidates  by  letter,  as  necessary,  of  the  decision  of  the 
association,  expressing  appreciation  to  each  person  for  their  time  and  cooperation.  The  committee  will  consists  of 
one  pastor,  one  layman,  one  laywoman  (all  named  by  the  Nominating  Committee),  plus  the  Moderator  and 
Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

k.  The  Strategy  Committee  assists  the  association  in  determining  its  strategic  objectives  and  in  staying  on  course  in 
achieving  them.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  monitor  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  churches  and  provide  updated 
information  to  the  churches  and  to  the  associational  programs  annually;  (2)  recommend  modifications  in  the 
organizational  structure  to  help  fulfill  associational  objectives;  (3)  review  the  association's  constitution  and  bylaws 
and  recommend  modifications  as  needed,  (4)  maintain  up-to-date  job  descriptions  in  a  manual  for  every  volunteer 
position  in  the  association  excluding  paid  workers;  (5)  lead  the  association  to  conduct  strategy  planning  about  every 
five  years.  The  Strategy  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms 
rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

3.      Board  of  Directors: 

a.  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  serve  as  legal  representative 
of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  associational  messengers  in  handling  legal  matters;  (3)  oversee  the  total 
insurance  plan  of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  associational  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and 
convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance;  (6)  assist 
the  Personnel  Committee  with  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  associational 
messengers,  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances,  giving  a  full  report  to  the  messengers  as  soon  as  possible 
to  explain  action  taken. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  eleven  members.  Serving  are  the  five  officers  of  the  association,  plus  six  other 
members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts.  The  six  associational  district  members  are  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  Moderator 
serves  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  October  and  at  other  times 
as  necessary. 

b.  Officers: 

(1)  The  Moderator,  also  known  as  president,  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  associational 
messengers.  As  the  presiding  officer,  the  Moderator  (1)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  lime, 
enforces  the  rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to 
the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage  (Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  Revised);  (2)  appoints  a 
parliamentarian,  if  desired,  to  serve  at  any  or  all  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers  during  his  term 
of  office;  the  person  appointed  must  be  approved  by  the  mcsscngers-in-session;  (3)  serves  as  an  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees,  councils,  and  groups  of  the  association;  (4)  calls  the  associational  messengers 
together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely  urgent  matters  that  cannot  wail  until  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  (Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  is  to  be  given  to  the 
associational  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  A  quorum  of  fifty 
associational  messengers  must  be  present  to  conduct  a  special  meeting.);  (5)  postpones  and  reschedules 
quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen 
crises;  and  (6)  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Director  of  Missions  Search  committee.  The  Moderator  is  elected

for  a  one -year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  term;  however,  after  serving  for  two 
consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator,  also  known  as  Vice-President,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator 
in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator.  The  Vice-Moderator  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and 
is  eligible  to  a  second  consecutive  term.  However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual 
could  not  be  considered  for  Vice-Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(3)  The  Clerk,  also  known  as  Secretary,  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association 
and  makes  this  information  available  upon  request.  The  Clerk's  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  recorder  during 
the  meetings  of  the  association;  (2)  secure  from  the  churches  the  annual  Church  Profile  and  process  it 
according  to  recommended  procedures;  (3)  edit  the  associational  annual  minutes,  (4)  work  with  the  History 
Committee  to  preserve  the  official  records  of  the  association;  (5)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  serves  as  the  Clerk  of  the  association. 

(4)  The  Treasurer  receives  all  of  the  funds  contributed  to  the  association  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with 
the  budget  of  the  association  or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  The  Treasurer's  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  serve 
as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Finance  Committee;  (2)  work  with  the  Finance  Committee  to  recommend  and 
establish  fiscal  policies;  (3)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (4)  provide  printed 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  Treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  chairman  of  the  finance  Committee  is 
authorized  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

(5)  The  Director  of  Missions  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  association,  also  serving  as  the  registered  agent. 
E.     CHURCH  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS 

1.  The  work  of  the  Church  Assistance  Programs  of  the  association  is  carried  out  through  councils.  Each  council  member 
has  definite  responsibilities  and  the  number  of  members  on  each  council  is  determined  by  need.  Council  members  are 
elected  annually.  The  general  director  of  each  council  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.  Each 
council  has  meetings  according  to  need.  Each  council  consists  of  a  program  director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to 
conduct  the  program. 

2.  Councils: 

a.  The  Brotherhood  Council  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions. 

b.  The  Christian  Life  Council  informs  the  churches  of  critical  moral  and  social  issues  and  leads  in  Christian  action  to 
meet  those  needs.  The  council  seeks  to  develop  good  Christian  citizenship  and  healthy  human  relations. 

c.  The  Discipleship  Council  assists  the  churches  in  starting,  improving  and  expanding  Christian  discipleship  through 
their  Discipleship  programs. 

d.  The  Evangelism  Council  assists  churches  in  reaching  people  for  Christ  through  evangelistic  training  and  by  bringing 
the  churches  together  in  corporate  efforts  of  evangelism. 

e.  The  Family  Ministry  Council  assists  churches  in  developing  family  ministry  programs,  special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  ministry  activities  for  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  adults  and  students.  Training  opportunities  are  provided 
for  general  leaders  of  these  age  groups. 

f.  The  Media/Library  Council  assists  churches  in  the  establishment,  development  and  improvement  of  church  media 
library  services.  In  addition,  the  council  is  responsible  for  organizing  and  operating  the  associational  Media  Library 
in  the  Baptist  Center. 

g.  The  Missions  Development  Council  leads  the  churches  to  discover  opportunities  for  associational,  state,  home  and 
foreign  missions  and  to  assist  the  churches  in  doing  mission  projects  individually  and  corporately.  The  council 
works  closely  with  the  Brotherhood,  Sunday  School  and  WMU  Councils. 

h.  The  Music  Ministry  Council  assists  the  churches  through  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their 
music  ministries. 

i.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  assists  the  churches  in  the  development  of  pastoral  ministries,  deacon  ministry, 
vocational  guidance  and  church  administrative  services.  In  addition,  the  council  ministers  to  the  distinctive  needs 
of  pastors,  deacons,  church  staff  persons,  church  councils,  church  officers  and  committee  members  and  church 
vocation  volunteers.  This  council  is  responsible  for  interviewing  candidates  for  ordination  to  the  "Gospel  Ministry" 
as  requested  by  the  churches. 

j.  The  Prayer  Council  is  responsible  for  promoting  prayer  in  the  churches,  providing  opportunities  for  prayer  among 
the  churches,  and  offering  conferences  and  seminars  on  prayer. 
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k.  The  Seminary  Extension  Council  promotes  and  provides  practical  and  theological  education  to  ministers  and 
laypersons  on  basic  and  college  levels. 

1.  The  Sunday  School  Council  assists  and  challenges  churches  to  improve  and  enlarge  all  areas  of  their  Sunday  School 
through  planning,  training,  administration  activities,  consultation,  program  interpretation,  and  cooperative  projects. 

m.  The  Woman 's  Missionary  Union  Council  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and 
strengthening  WMU  work. 

F.     FELLOWSHIP  GROUPS 

1.  The  purpose  of  the  Fellowship  Groups  is  to  provide  a  setting  for  particular  groups  to  meet  together  for  fellowship, 
dialogue,  encouragement  and  mutual  care.  Hopefully,  as  the  individual  groups  meet  together  the  fellowship  of  the  whole 
association  can  be  strengthened. 

Each  group  determines  its  own  leadership  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee,  and  plans  its  own 
activities  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Fellowship  Council.  The  leader  of  each  fellowship  group  is  a  member 
of  the  Fellowship  Council. 

2.  Groups: 

a.  The  Bivocational  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  ordained  pastors  and  other  ministers  who  have  a  secular 
vocation  in  addition  to  their  church  vocation. 

b.  The  Church  Secretaries'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  Caldwell  Baptist  church  and  associational  secretaries. 

c.  The  Ministers  '  Conference  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors,  church  staff  ministers,  other 
ministers  and  retired  ministers  in  the  association. 

d.  The  Ministers  and  Wives'  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  Caldwell  Baptist  Ministers  and  their  spouses. 

e.  The  Ministers  Wives'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  the  wives  of  active,  deceased,  or  retired  ministers  in  the 
association. 

f.  The  Music  Leaders'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of  music,  directors  of  music, 
organists,  pianists,  and  other  music  leadership  in  the  churches  and  the  association.  This  group  cooperates  with  the 
Music  Ministry  Council  of  the  association. 

g.  The  Retired  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  retired  Southern  Baptist  ministers  and  their  spouses  living  in 
the  associational  area. 

h.  The  Youth  Ministers  '  Fellowship  Group  consists  of  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of  youth,  youth  directors  and 
other  youth  leaders  in  the  churches  of  the  association.  The  Associational  youth  Director  of  the  Family  Ministry 
Council  serves  as  a  member  of  this  group. 

Section  2.  Every  committee,  council  or  fellowship  group  has  the  authority  to  appoint  temporary  sub-groups  to  carry  out  specific 
assignments  as  needed.  The  sub-group  ceases  to  exist  at  the  completion  of  the  assignment.  Permanent,  but  not  temporary,  sub-groups 
must  be  suggested  to  an  approved  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  then  by  the  messengers  of  the  association. 

Section  3.   Every  associational  committee  and  council  is  to  choose  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

Section  4.  Associational  leaders  and  representatives  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to  the  association 
as  requested. 

Section  5.   An  up-to-date  "Organizational  Chart"  is  to  be  maintained  to  visibly  reveal  the  overall  associational  operation. 

Section  6.  An  "Operations  Manual"  is  to  be  maintained  by  the  Associational  Staff  in  the  Baptist  Center,  containing  such  items  as: 
paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  The  appropriate 
groups  within  the  associational  organization  are  to  assist  the  staff  in  keeping  the  manual  up-to-date. 

Section  7.   Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  council,  committee  or  group  is  entitled  to  full  voting  rights. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  1 .  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  "Caldwell  Baptist  Caller"  is  published  to  communicate  information  about  the  work 
of  and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  A  "Calendar  of  Activities"  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related  to  the  association. 
Section  4.   Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 
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Section  5.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  "Annual  Church  Profile"  by  October 
7  each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  elerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  moderator 
or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  a  vote  on  the  amendment.

The  1999  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Messengers  to  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  were  held  with  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson  on 
January  28,  the  Friendship  Baptist  Church  on  April  22,  the  Yadkin  Baptist  Church  on  July  22,  and  the  Central  Baptist  Church  on  October  28.

Nineteen  hundred  and  Ninety-nine  has  been  recognized  as  the  year  of  transition,  as  the  association  has  prepared  to  move  from  an  outdated 
organizational  structure  to  a  more  modern  one.  It  has  been  a  year  full  of  meetings  to  work  through  the  mountain  of  changes  to  have  the  new 
structure  ready  for  operation  on  January  1,  2000.  I  am  very  grateful  to  the  association's  leadership  for  the  many  hours  spent  in  this  process 
and  to  the  messengers  for  their  unanimous  approval  of  the  changes.  This  report  is  an  effort  to  highlight  the  changes  that  will  better  position 
the  association  for  effective  and  efficient  ministry  in  a  new  millenium. 

Title  Change 

On  January  28,  1999  the  Messengers  to  the  Association  approved  changing  the  title  Director  of  Missions  to  Associational  Missionary.  The 
North  American  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  other  Southern  Baptist  entities,  some  state  conventions  and  several 
associations  have  adopted  the  new  title.  The  trend  toward  changing  the  title  is  growing  throughout  the  denomination.  Actually,  this  change  is 
a  move  back  into  history  when  the  term  Associational  Missionary  was  used  prior  to  Superintendent  of  Missions  and  Director  of  Missions. 
The  term  director  will  continue  to  be  used  in  doing  business  for  the  association  and  working  with  groups  outside  our  family  of  churches. 

Management  Group 

The  Messengers  to  the  Caldwell  Association  took  a  giant  step  to  more  effective  and  efficient  ministry  with  the  employment  of  four  part-time 
Ministry  Group  Leaders.  This  action  was  taken  during  their  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  on  October  28  .  The  following  persons  were  elected: 
Floyd  Annas,  Mount  Zion  Church  (Associational  Development  Group  Leader),  Christine  Clark,  Hartland  Church  (Congregational 
Development  Group  Leader),  Joann  Propst,  Rhodhiss  First  (Missions  Evangelism  Group  Leader),  and  Pastor  Gary  Teague,  Mulvale  Church 
(Congregational  Leadership  Group  Leader).  These  persons,  along  with  the  Associational  Missionary,  will  make  up  the  association's  new 
Management  Group.  The  four  new  leaders  began  their  work  on  November  Is'  and  will  work  an  average  of  5-10  hours  per  week  for  the 
association  in  a  management  role. 

New  Operating  Year 

The  denomination  changed  the  church  year  to  September  1  through  August  31.  Some  of  the  churches  in  the  association  have  accepted  this 
change  while  others  have  not.  The  association  was  operating  on  the  old  church  year,  October  1  through  September  30. 

Since  the  association  does  not  need  to  start  at  a  particular  time  in  the  year,  it  was  recommended  that  the  calendar  year  become  the  operating 
year.  This  change  will  make  dealing  with  finances  and  tax  matters  much  easier.  It  will  cause  less  confusion  in  preparing  calendars,  budgets, 
and  reports,  since  everything  will  be  done  within  one  calendar  year.  The  budget  can  now  be  considered  in  October  when  normally  a  larger 
number  of  messengers  are  in  attendance. 
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The  months  of  October.  November  and  December  1999  served  as  a  transitional  period  for  the  association.  The  new  operating  year  will  fully 
take  effect  on  January  1.  2000. 

Caldwell  Baptist  Caller 

During  their  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  in  October  1998,  the  messengers  approved  major  changes  to  the  association's  fifty-year-old  newsletter. 
Starting  with  the  February  1999  issue,  the  publication  has  been  distributed  in  the  churches  each  month  instead  of  being  mailed  to  individuals 
every  other  month.  This  has  increased  the  number  of  readers  from  1,500  every  other  month  to  8,500  every  month.  A  bulletin  size  format  has 
been  used  this  year,  which  has  made  the  newsletter  easy  to  distribute  and  user  friendly.  The  response  of  the  churches  has  been  wonderful. 
Many  thanks  to  the  church  secretaries,  ushers  and  others  who  have  helped  in  getting  "The  Caller"  into  the  hands  of  the  congregations. 

Quarterly  Meetings 

Since  interest  and  involvement  in  the  Friday  session  of  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  had  dimensioned  over  the  past  several 
years,  the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  requested  that  the  Friday  morning  session  be  discontinued.  This  request  was  made  as  a 
recommendation  by  the  Strategy  Committee  and  was  unanimously  approved  by  the  messengers  on  October  23,  1998.  This  action  was  carried 
out  on  October  28,  1999  at  the  Central  Baptist  Church.  Everyone  seemed  to  enjoy  having  just  the  Thursday  night  session.  The  luncheon 
provided  following  the  Friday  session  was  moved  to  an  evening  meal  in  conjunction  with  the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting. 

Constitution  and  Bylaws 

A  newly  revised  Constitution  and  Bylaws  for  the  Caldwell  Association  was  presented  as  information  by  the  Strategy  Committee  on  October 
23,  1999  and  will  be  considered  by  the  messengers  on  January  27,  2000.  The  new  document  includes  changes  necessary  to  implement  the 
new  organizational  structure.  Very  little  was  changed  to  the  Constitution  except  for  a  shorter  mission  statement:  "Helping  congregations 
fulfill  Christ's  Great  Commission."  Considerable  changes  were  made  to  the  leadership  section  of  the  Bylaws. 

Concluding  Thoughts 

The  Apostle  Paul  wrote  the  following  words  to  the  saints  at  Philippi:  "I  thank  my  God  upon  every  remembrance  of  you"  (1 :3).  It  is  truly  an 
honor  to  serve  as  the  missionary  of  a  Baptist  association  that  is  willing  to  move  forward  with  the  work  of  God's  Kingdom.  I  am  truly  thankful 
for  the  privilege  of  being  your  Associational  Missionary! 


BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  REPORT 
Dr.  David  Smith,  President 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Lenoir 

The  Board  of  Directors  met  twice  during  1999.  The  first  meeting,  which  served  as  the  annual  meeting,  was  held  on  January  19  at  the  Baptist 
Center  to  discuss  the  insurance  coverage  for  the  association.  The  board  voted  to  double  our  liability  insurance  to  two  million  dollars,  and  to 
add  bonded  Employee  Dishonesty  Coverage.  It  was  decided  that  January  would  become  the  annual  meeting  lime  for  the  Board  of  Directors. 

A  joint  meeting  with  the  Missions  Development  Council  and  representatives  of  interested  churches  was  conducted  at  the  Baptist  Center  on 
August  31.  The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  a  new  work  project  on  Calico  Road  in  the  Gamewell  Community.  Permission  was 
given  to  the  Missions  Development  Council  to  use  some  of  their  budgeted  money  as  earnest  money  for  two  lots  in  Calico  Estates.  A 
doublcwidc.  commercial  grade  manufactured  building  would  be  placed  on  the  lots  as  the  location  for  the  mission. 

During  the  week  of  December  6,  1999,  Board  members  were  contacted  by  telephone  concerning  the  purchase  of  a  new  computer  printer  for  the 
association.  One  of  the  printers  at  the  Baptist  Center  would  not  work  and  after  several  failed  attempts  to  repair  the  printer  it  was  decided  that  a 
new  printer  should  be  purchased.  Board  members  gave  unanimous  approval  to  purchase  a  new  printer  not  to  exceed  $850.00.  The  printer  was 
purchased  on  December  15,  1999. 


BROTHERHOOD  COUNCIL  REPORT 

The  1998-99  Royal  Ambassador/Challenger  Basketball  Program  had  nineteen  teams  with  168  players.  A  program,  including  the  presentation 
of  trophies,  was  held  on  March  6,  1999.  The  games  and  program  were  held  at  Harris  Chapel  Baptist  Church. 

On  March  13th,  the  Royal  Ambassador  Car  Competition  was  held  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  Harris  Chapel  Baptist  Church.  This  annual  event 
usually  has  over  100  entries.  It  is  a  good  event  that  helps  dads  and  sons  to  work  together  in  building  a  pinewood  racecar.  Three  divisions  are 
offered,  one  for  Lads  (Grades  1-3),  another  for  Crusaders  (Grades  4-6),  and  a  third  for  Challengers  and  men. 

The  Royal  Ambassador/Challenger  Track  Meet  was  held  on  the  football  field  at  Hibriten  High  School  on  April  24"'.  Boys  compete  in  age 
level  events,  including  such  things  as  standing  broad  jump,  baseball  throw,  Frisbce  throw,  running  individually  and  relay,  and  shot.  The 
association's  Disaster  Relief  Feeding  Unit  was  used  to  provide  lunch  for  the  participants.

Recommendation  No.  I 
Lenoir  Park 

Lenoir  Park  is  an  assisted  living  retirement  community  located  on  Powell  Road  just  below  the  Baptist  Center.  The  facility  opened  this 

year. 
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There  is  a  need  for  weekly  worship  services  at  the  retirement  community.  The  association  has  been  invited  by  Lenoir  Park  to  provide 
these  services,  which  would  probably  be  held  on  Sundays  from  9:00-9:30  a.m. 

Therefore,  the  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  Caldwell  Association  enter  into  partnership  with  Lenoir  Park  in 
providing  weekly  worship  services  for  the  residents.  If  approved,  the  ministry  would  begin  within  the  next  few  weeks. 

Recommendation  No.  2 
Mississippi  River  Project 

The  1998  North  American  Mission  Study  focused  on  Southern  Baptists  and  the  Mississippi  River  Ministry.  Many  people  in  the  region 
live  in  poverty  with  inadequate  housing,  nutrition  and  health  care.  There  are  high  rates  of  infant  mortality  and  illiteracy.  In  addition, 
riverboat  gambling  on  the  Mississippi  River  has  added  to  the  problems  the  people  are  facing. 

The  Mississippi  River  Ministry  was  started  in  the  early  1990's.  It  is  a  unique  consortium  of  missions,  headed  by  state  directors  of 
missions  and  staffed  mostly  by  volunteers.  Baptists  in  seven  states  -  Arkansas,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Missouri 
and  Tennessee  -  work  together  to  reach  the  masses  of  people  in  the  region  with  the  hope  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Caldwell  Baptists  have  an  opportunity  to  minister  in  and  around  the  area  of  Clarksdale,  Mississippi  during  the  week  of  July  10-17, 
1999.  The  group  will  work  under  the  direction  of  the  North  Delta  Baptist  Association,  which  is  an  active  member  of  the  Mississippi 
River  Ministries.  Ministries  would  include  a  possible  revival,  Vacation  Bible  School(s),  Backyard  Bible  Club(s)  and  other  ministries 
yet  to  be  determined. 

The  details  of  the  project  are  currently  being  out  between  the  Caldwell  and  North  Delta  Associations.  The  cost  of  the  trip,  where  the 
group  will  stay,  the  mode  of  travel  and  other  details  will  be  announced  as  soon  as  they  are  finalized. 

Therefore,  the  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  Messengers  to  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  grant  permission 
for  the  council  to  promote  and  carry  out  this  mission  project.  The  group  would  leave  on  Friday,  July  9  or  Saturday,  July  10  and  return 
on  Saturday,  July  17,  1999.

Recommendation  No.  2 

Interest  and  involvement  in  the  Friday  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  has  diminished  over  the  past  few  years.  The  Associational 
Meetings  Committee  would  like  to  discontinue  the  Friday  session.  The  committee  thinks  that  the  business  and  reports  of  the 
association  can  adequately  be  accomplished  during  four  night  sessions. 

BYLAWS 

Current  Reading: 

Article  V:  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  messengers  of  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  in  October  (Fall  Meeting).  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting)  and  July  (Summer  Meeting). 
The  meetings  in  January,  April  and  July  are  night  meetings  which  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  each  month.  The  meeting  in  October  is 
considered  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  association  and  is  conducted  on  the  fourth  Thursday  and  Friday  of  October. 

The  first  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  is  held  on  Thursday  night.  The  second  (final)  session  is  conducted  on  Friday  morning, 
concluding  at  lunch.  The  association  is  responsible  for  providing  lunch  for  the  messengers  on  Friday.  The  association  has  the  option  of  charging 
for  the  meal  on  a  cost  recovery  basis,  or  may  pay  for  the  meal  out  of  the  associational  budget. 

Proposed  Reading: 

Article  V:  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  messengers  of  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  night  in  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting),  July  (Summer  Meeting) 
and  October  (Fall  Meeting). 

(Delete  the  second  paragraph  of  Section  1.) 

Recommendation  No.  3 

The  following  amendment  to  the  Bylaws  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  is  presented  as  information  to  the  Messengers  from 
the  Strategy  Committee.  Discussion  and  vote  will  take  place  during  the  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  on  Thursday. 
January  28,  1999  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson. 

Proposed  Change 

The  North  American  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  other  Southern  Baptist  entities,  some  state  conventions  and 
several  associations  are  moving  from  the  title  Director  of  Missions  to  Associational  Missionary.  The  trend  toward  changing  the  title 
seems  to  be  growing  throughout  the  denomination. 

The  Strategy  Committee,  upon  recommendation  of  the  association's  leadership  (consisting  of  the  officers,  council  directors  and 
committee  chairmen)  in  a  meeting  on  October  12,  recommended  that  the  title  of  Director  of  Missions  be  changed  to  Associational 
Missionary/Director.  He  would  be  our  missionary  to  the  churches  and  director  of  the  association.  The  term  Director  would  be  used 
mainly  in  doing  the  business  of  the  association  and  working  with  groups  outside  our  family  of  churches. 

The  title  would  become  effective  during  the  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  on  January  28,  1999  if  approved  by  the  Messengers.  The 
recommendation  involves  changing  the  title  in  the  bylaws.  Personnel  Policies,  stationery  and  all  other  printed  material  of  the  Caldwell 
Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

8.  The  following  recommendation  concerning  "Total  Church  Life"  was  presented  by  Rev.  Fisher.  The  recommendation  was  approved  as 

presented. 
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A  three  year  rolling  plan  of  ministry  was  presented  by  the  Strategy  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Messengers  during  their  Summer 
Quarterly  Meeting  on  Thursday.  July  24,  1997.  The  plan  was  called  "Renewing  the  Vision:  A  Plan  for  the  Future". 

The  plan  was  based  on  Total  Church  Life,  a  book  written  by  Dr.  Darrell  Robinson  with  the  North  American  Mission  Board.  It  became 
effective  on  October  1.  1997. 


Due  to  the  need  to  restructure  the  association,  the  Associational  Council,  along  with  the  Strategy  Committee,  the  officers  and 
committee  chairmen  of  the  association,  recommend  that  the  emphasis  of  Total  Church  Life  be  discontinued  by  the  association.  The 
association's  leadership  feels  that  two  major  emphases  would  be  too  much  to  handle.   Total  Church  Life  is  still  available  to  the 
churches  and  can  be  done  as  they  choose  to  do  it. 
9.  On  behalf  of  the  Associational  Council,  the  following  recommendations  were  presented  by  Dale  Fisher.  An  indepth  explanation  was 

given  on  the  new  structure  for  the  association.  These  documents  will  appear  in  the  minutes  when  they  are  brought  as  a 
recommendation.  The  following  three  recommendation  were  approved  as  printed. 

Recommendation  No.  1 

The  Associational  Council,  along  with  the  officers  and  committee  chairmen  of  the  association,  ask  permission  from  the  Messengers  to 
proceed  with  the  development  of  the  suggested  organizational  structure  presented  as  a  separate  document  during  the  1 14th  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  Inc.  This  recommendation  is  only  for  permission  to  continue  with  the  development  of  the 
proposed  structure  and  does  not,  at  this  time,  affect  the   current  organizational  structure  or  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of  the 

Association. 

Recommendation  No.  2 

The  Associational  Council,  along  with  the  officers  and  committee  chairmen  of  the  association,  recommend  that  the  association's 
newsletter,  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Caller,  be  returned  to  a  monthly  publication  and  distributed  as  a  handout  through  the  churches  on 
Sundays  or  at  other  times  deemed  more  appropriate  by  the  churches.  The  publication  would  be  designed  as  an  attractive  bulletin  insert. 
It  would  be  mailed  in  bulk  or  hand-delivered  to  the  churches  for  distribution.  The  Caller  would  no  longer  be  mailed  to  individuals, 
except  in  rare  circumstances. 

Several  pastors  were  asked  about  this  plan  and  each  one  gave  their  support.  If  a  church  should  choose  not  to  participate  in  this  plan, 
then  another  system  of  distribution  would  be  developed  to  reach  the  leaders  in  non-participating  churches. 

The  purpose  of  the  plan  is  to  cut  down  on  the  cost  of  mailing  the  publication  and  to  increase  the  number  of  readers.  The  association's 
leadership  believes  more  people  will  read  the  Caller  because  of  greater  access  to  it.  If  this  recommendation  is  approved  it  would 
become  effective  in  January,  1999. 

Recommendation  No.  3 

Many  of  the  churches  in  the  association  and  a  great  deal  of  individuals  are  actively  using  the  Internet.  Therefore,  the  Associational 
Council,  along  with  the  officers  and  committee  chairmen  of  the  association,  recommend  that  the  Messengers  approve  a  study  be  made 
in  regards  to  the  development  of  a  WebPage  for  the  association.  If  the  study  is  cost  effective  and  helpful  to  the  churches  as  a  means  of 
communication,  the  association's  leadership  would  like  permission  to  proceed  with  the  implementation  of  a  WebPage. 


10.  During  the  time  for  miscellaneous  business  David  Boan  reminded  Messengers  that  a  Baptist  House  is  being  built  by  Habitat  for 
Humanity.  He  encouraged  Caldwell  Baptists  to  come  and  be  a  part  of  the  effort. 

1 1 .  Greetings  and  information  about  the  two  Baptist  Children's  Homes  located  in  Caldwell  County  were  brought  by  Donna  Lail.  Mrs.  Lail 
is  the  Director  for  the  Lenoir/Hickory  area  with  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina. 

1 2.  Don  Almond  led  as  the  congregation  sang  "Living  for  Jesus".  Following  the  hymn,  ushers  collected  the  registration  cards. 

13.  Throughout  the  meeting  different  people  gave  reports  about  different  ministries  sponsored  by  the  association.  A  complete  account  of 
the  events  sponsored  by  each  council  can  be  found  in  the  1998  Annual  Minutes  under  reports. 

14.  The  congregation,  led  by  Darrell  Richards,  sang  "Onward,  Christian  Soldier". 

15.  Following  the  report  of  Prayer  Council  Director  Roger  Parker,  the  association  entered  a  time  of  prayer.  Four  different  pastors  led  as 
Messengers  joined  in  prayer.  Individual  prayer  requests  as  well  as  prayer  for  the  association  was  voiced. 

16.  Messengers  and  visitors  sang  a  variety  of  choruses  led  by  Allen  Norrod. 

17.  Featured  speaker  for  the  meeting  was  Ron  Harrison,  Director  of  Missions  for  the  South  Yadkin  Association.  Rev.  Harrison  used 
scripture  from  Acts  chapter  5  and  used  "Embracing  the  Future"  as  the  title  of  his  message.  He  praised  the  association  for  past 
accomplishments  but  encouraged  those  present  to  be  ready  to  catch  the  train  as  we  head  into  the  twenty-first  century. 

1 8.  Robert  Evans  gave  instructions  for  lunch  followed  by  the  prayer  of  blessing. 

19  The  1 1 3th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  was  adjourned  by  Moderator  David  Smith.

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13.  Carole  Church,  Associational  VBS  Director,  reported  on  the  1999  VBS  emphasis.  She  encouraged  pastors  and  VBS  directors  to  attend 
the  Early  Bird  Clinic  and  workers  to  attend  one  of  the  two  clinics  which  will  be  offered  in  April  and  May. 

14.  Don  Almond  led  as  the  congregation  sang  "God  of  Grace  and  God  of  Glory". 

15.  The  special  music  was  performed  by  the  sanctuary  choir  of  Hudson  First  under  the  direction  of  Don  Almond.

c.  MISSIONS  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL  RECOMMENDATION  -  Joann  Propst,  Director,  FBC  Rhodhiss 

Appalachian  Mountain  Ministry 

The  Appalachian  Mountain  Ministry  is  less  than  a  year  old.  It  is  a  consortium  of  nine  states  and  ten  Baptist  state 
conventions,  including  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

The  ministry  "is  an  intentional  missions  response  to  the  spiritual  and  physical  needs  of  persons  living  in  the  Appalachian 
region."  It  is  designed  "to  mobilize  Southern  Baptists  and  their  resources  to  provide  ministries,  to  evangelize  the  lost, 
to  strengthen  existing  churches  and  to  start  new  churches  in  the  multi-state  region  of  Appalachia." 

The  statistical  make-up  of  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Ministry  region  consists  of  9  states,  262  counties,  10  Baptist  state 
conventions,  119  Baptist  associations,  4,258  Southern  Baptist  churches,  931,470  resident  members  of  SBC  churches, 
and  a  population  of  15,675,597.  Caldwell  County  is  a  part  of  the  Appalachian  Region. 

The  Mississippi  River  Ministry  serves  as  the  model  for  this  new  ministry.  Tommy  Goode  who  led  the  Mississippi  River 
Ministry  has  been  employed  to  lead  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Ministry. 

Southern  Baptist  state  conventions,  associations  and  churches  with  assistance  from  the  North  American  Mission  Board, 
will  work  together  in  meeting  the  physical  and  spiritual  needs  of  people  living  in  Appalachia.  This  will  be  done  through 
mission  projects. 

The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  become  an  active  participant  in 
this  new  ministry.  This  will  involve  sending  mission  teams  to  various  areas  in  the  region. 


d.  NOMINATING  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION  -  Howard  Jenkins,  Chairman,  College  Avenue  Church 

The  Nominating  Committee  recommends  that  the  association's  current  volunteer  leadership  serve  until  December  31, 
1999.  This  applies  to  all  leaders  who  are  willing  to  serve  for  three  additional  months.  The  list  of  nominees  for  service 
from  January  1  -  December  31,  2000  will  be  presented  on  October  28,  1999  during  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting. 

The  committee  requests  that  the  Reverend  Dale  Matheson,  pastor  of  the  Indian  Hills  Baptist  Church,  be  elected  as  vice- 
moderator  of  the  association  and  vice-president  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  term  of  service  would  be  from  October 
1  -  December  31,  1999.  The  current  vice-moderator  has  moved  from  Caldwell  County. 

e  PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION  -  R.  Dale  Fisher,  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church 

The  telephone  system  at  the  Baptist  Center  was  purchased  on  November  20,  1986  at  a  cost  of  $2,698.90.  It  served  the 
association  well  for  many  years. 

In  the  past  year  or  so,  some  people  have  experienced  difficulty  in  getting  their  calls  through  to  the  staff  This  happens 
when  the  lines  are  being  used  to  access  the  internet  or  to  send  or  receive  a  fax. 

The  company  that  installed  the  system  was  contacted  to  try  to  correct  the  problem.  Unfortunately,  the  system  is  so  old 
that  parts  are  no  longer  available  and  improvements  are  impossible. 
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The  Properties  Committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  a  new  telephone  system  for  the  Baptist  Center.  It  is  called 
"PARTNER  Advanced  Communications  System"  provided  by  Lucent  Technology,  which  is  affiliated  with  AT&T.  The 
cost  of  the  system  is  $3,619.50  and  the  committee  recommends  that  the  system  be  paid  from  financial  reserves.  The 
system  should  meet  the  communication  needs  of  the  association's  staff  for  several  years. 

f.  STRATEGY  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION  -  Carole  Auton,  Chairman,  College  Avenue  Baptist  Church 

The  Strategy  Committee  moves  to  "suspend  the  rules"  in  regards  to  the  term  of  office  for  the  association's  current 
leadership.  The  purpose  of  this  motion  is  due  to  the  change  in  the  association's  operating  year.  The  current  year  will 
end  on  September  30,  1999,  followed  by  a  three-month  transitional  period.  On  January  1 ,  2000  the  associational  year 
will  coincide  with  the  calendar  year.  If  the  motion  is  approved,  it  will  extend  the  tenure  of  the  association's  current 
volunteer  leaders  until  December  31,  1999. 

7.  There  was  no  miscellaneous  business  presented  to  the  messengers. 

8.  The  congregation  sang  the  hymn  "All  the  Way  My  Savior  Leads  Me"  followed  by  the  collection  of  the  registration  cards. 

9.  County  Fire  Marshall  Dale  Coffey  addressed  the  group  concerning  the  Y2K  possibilities.  He  gave  helpful  information  as  to  what 
we  need  to  do  as  individuals  and  a  Christian  organization  to  best  be  prepared  if  there  should  be  problems.  Mr.  Coffey  does  not 
anticipate  a  major  problem  but  does  expect  some  minor  inconveniences. 

10.  The  special  music  was  presented  by  Robin  and  Brooke  Hall  from  the  Yadkin  Church.  They  sang  "Circle  of  Friends". 

11.  The  message  for  the  evening  was  delivered  by  Phil  Frady,  pastor  of  the  Lower  Creek  Church.  He  spoke  on  "Getting  Ready  for 
the  New  Millennium".  Rev.  Frady  stated  that  as  we  face  the  new  millennium  Christians  have  a  great  opportunity  to  be  revellent 
to  the  lives  of  others.  As  society  looks  for  an  anchor  that  will  hold,  the  church  is  presented  with  a  great  opportunity  to  step  in 
and  be  that  anchor. 

12.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  by  Moderator  David  Smith  and  he  led  the  benediction.

c.  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION

No.l:  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  2000  Ministry  Budget  as  printed  in  the  Fall  Quarterly  Book  of  Reports.  The 
2000  Ministry  Budget  was  unamiously  approved  as  presented.  The  new  Ministry  Budget  will  be  printed  in  the  1999  Annual  Minutes  under 
Finance  Committee  Report. 

No.  2:  In  1988,  the  association  purchased  a  Savin  7350  copier.  It  has  been  a  good  machine  but  has  reached  the  age  of  retirement.  Due 
to  the  age  of  the  copier  and  the  number  of  copies  made,  the  service  contract  on  the  machine  was  not  renewed  by  the  company  at  the  end 
of  last  year.  The  copier  has  worked  fine  until  recently,  but  has  started  giving  serious  problems.  Therefore,  the  Finance  Committee 
recommends  that  a  new  copier  be  purchased  from  associational  reserves.

Calico  Estates 

There  has  been  a  growing  interest  over  the  past  couple  of  years  to  begin  a  new  work  in  the  area  of  Smokey  Creek  and  Calico  Roads.  The 
development  of  620  new  manufactured  homes  in  that  area  is  growing  rapidly.  The  dream  has  been  to  begin  a  Baptist  mission  in  the  middle 
of  that  development  using  a  commercial  grade  double-wide  trailer  as  the  facility  for  the  congregation.  The  idea  is  to  have  a  church  facility 
that  would  be  like  the  homes  in  which  the  people  live.  It  has  been  proven  in  other  areas  that  this  plan  works  in  reaching  people  who  live 
in  manufactured  homes. 

On  May  25,  1999,  a  windshield  survey  was  made  of  the  area  by  representatives  of  two  churches,  the  association,  and  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  of  North  Carolina.  On  August  31,  1999,  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Missions  Development  Council  and 
representatives  from  four  churches  was  held  at  the  Baptist  Center.  At  that  meeting  it  was  decided  to  use  funds  from  the  Missions 
Development  Council  budget  to  pay  earnest  money  on  two  lots  ($125.00  for  each  lot)  in  the  Calico  Estates  housing  development  in  order 
to  hold  the  property  until  action  could  be  taken  on  how  to  proceed  with  the  project.  On  October  12,  1999,  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  Clarks 
Chapel  Baptist  Church  with  representatives  from  the  association,  six  member  churches,  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 
A  decision  was  made  at  that  time  to  form  a  steering  committee  to  proceed  with  the  project.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  has  made  a 
tentative  agreement  to  help  us  secure  a  commercial  grade  double-wide  trailer  with  payback  beginning  at  a  later  time. 

No.  1:  Therefore,  the  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  association  assist  interested  churches  in  beginning  a  new 
mission  in  Calico  Estates,  a  development  of  manufactured  homes,  for  the  purpose  of  reaching  those  residents  with  the  gospel  of  Christ  and 
involving  them  in  Bible  study  and  worship.  The  council  further  recommends  that  the  associational  missionary  and/or  a  representative  of  the 
Missions  Development  Council,  with  die  Missions  Evangelism  Group  accepting  this  responsibility  on  January  1,  2000,  represent  the 
association  on  the  steering  committee. 

No.  2:  The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  association  purchase  two  lots  (mentioned  above)  in  Calico  Estates  for 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  $24,000.00,  with  the  understanding  that  monies  received  for  the  project  will  be  used  to  reimburse  the  association 
up  to  the  purchase  price.  All  monies  received  above  the  purchase  price  for  the  lots  will  be  given  to  the  sponsoring  church  for  expenses  of 
the  mission. 

No.  3:     The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  the  association  establish  a  fund  to  receive  monies  contributed  for  the  project. 

Summer  Mission  Project 

On  July  22,  1999  during  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  a  recommendation  was  made  by  the  Missions  Development 
Council  and  approved  by  the  messengers  that  the  association  become  an  active  participant  in  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Ministry,  now  named 
Appalachian  Regional  Ministry.  This  is  a  consortium  of  nine  states  and  ten  Baptist  state  conventions,  including  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
of  North  Carolina.  The  ministry  "is  an  intentional  missions  response  to  the  spiritual  and  physical  needs  of  persons  living  in  the  Appalachian 
region."  It  is  designed  "to  mobilize  Southern  Baptists  and  their  resources  to  provide  ministries,  to  evangelize  the  lost,  to  strengthen  existing 
churches  and  to  start  new  churches  in  the  multi-state  region  of  Appalachia."    Caldwell  County  is  a  part  of  the  Appalachian  Region. 

The  Missions  Development  Council  recommends  that  permission  be  given  to  the  council  by  the  messengers  to  begin  planning  and  promoting 
a  mission  project  to  be  conducted  during  the  summer  of  2000  in  the  Appalachian  Region,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Missions 
Evangelism  Group  would  become  responsible  for  the  project  on  January  1,  2000.  The  Appalachian  Regional  Ministry  will  not  release 
project  requests  until  November,  1999.  Some  church  leaders  have  already  indicated  an  interest  in  being  involved  in  a  summer  mission  project 
next  year  sponsored  by  the  association.  The  reason  for  this  recommendation  is  because  the  council  will  need  to  move  quickly  with  plans 
and  promotion  once  project  requests  are  released.

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PROPERTIES  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  messengers  approved  the  purchase  of  a  new  telephone  system  for  the  Baptist  Center  on  July  22nd.  It  is  the  "Partner  Advanced 
Communications  System"  produced  by  Lucent  Technology,  which  is  affiliated  with  AT&T.  The  system  cost  $3,619.50. 

On  July  22nd  the  messengers  gave  approval  for  the  luggage  trailer  owned  by  the  association  to  be  used  as  a  disaster  recovery  and  handyman 
ministry  unit.  The  trailer  will  still  be  available  to  the  churches  to  carry  luggage  on  trips  as  needed. 

During  that  same  meeting,  the  messengers  gave  the  Disaster  Relief  Committee  permission  to  purchase  equipment  needed  for  disaster 
recovery  and  the  handyman  ministry.  Permission  was  given  to  spend  up  to  $6,500.00  for  the  items  needed.  These  items  were  quickly  put  to 
use  in  helping  the  victims  of  Hurricane  Floyd  in  Eastern  North  Carolina. 

New  doors  were  installed  at  the  Baptist  Center  this  year.  The  doors  create  a  more  attractive  look  and  are  far  more  functional  that  the  older 
doors.  The  messengers  had  approved  this  expenditure  in  a  previous  year.  The  cost  of  the  doors  was  $6,689.00 

On  October  28th  the  messengers  approved  the  purchase  of  a  copier  for  use  at  the  Baptist  Center.  It  is  a  Ricoh  Afrcio  350  and  cost  $8,040.10.

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CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS 
of  the 

CALDWELL  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION,  INCORPORATED 


CONSTITUTION 
Preamble 

The  Constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  basic  beliefs  of  this  association. 

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The 
duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  1 .  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645,  is  recognized 
as  the  official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

We  associate  ourselves  to  assist  member  churches  in  fulfilling  the  Great  Commission  of  Christ  through  fellowship,  education  and 
mission  involvement. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  Churches  which  have  been  approved  for  membership  by  the  associational 
messengers  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  1.  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  that 
compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.  Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  these 
churches.  The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  decided  to  be  affiliated  with  the 
association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  L.  This  association  is  composed  of  member  churches  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.  All  internal  groups  created  and  empowered  by  the  association  are  only  accountable  to  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  and  supports  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  The  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  1963.  A  copy  of  Hie  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association, 
provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers 
by  the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are  to  be 
furnished  to  the  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to 
dissolve,  the  assets  of  the  association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by 
the  moderator  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished 
to  the  current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  amendment. 

BYLAWS 

Preamble 

These  Bylaws  have  been  established  to  identity  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern  this  body  in  an 
orderly  manner. 
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Article  I:  Administrative  Policies 

Section  1 .  The  associational  staff  is  responsible  for  scheduling  the  use  of  the  Baptist  Center,  the  association's  van,  and  all  other 
associational  properties  available  for  use. 

Section  2.  Money  is  to  be  contributed  to  the  Gideons  by  the  association  for  the  purchase  of  memorial  Bibles  upon  the  death  of  a 
pastor,  staff  minister,  associational  leader,  or  a  close  family  member  of  a  pastor,  staff  minister  or  associational  leader. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Director  of  Missions  are  authorized  to  have  access  to  the  association's  safety  deposit 
box  located  at  the  First  Union  National  Bank  on  Main  Street  in  Lenoir. 

Article  II:  Associational  Year 

The  Associational  Year  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  31. 

Article  III:  Finances 

Section  1 .  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  31 . 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  a  vote  by  the 
messengers  during  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association  in  October  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  study 
the  budget,  the  Finance  Committee  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to  the  messengers  by  die  second  Thursday  of  October 
each  year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  January  1  annually.  The  Finance  Committee  is  to  maintain  a  budget  format  that  corresponds 
with  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  January,  an  annual  financial  report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoig  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  associational  pastors,  church  staff, 
retired  ministers,  other  ministers  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The  Finance  Committee  confidentially 
administrates  the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and  the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.  Each  associational  church  is  requested  to  contribute  at  least  4%  of  all  undesignated  receipts  to  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  organization. 

Article  IV:  Logos 

Section  1 .  The  association  is  to  continually  have  a  personalized  logo  that  visually  displays  the  identity  and  current  work  of  this  body. 
Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  help  identify  who  we  are. 

Article  V:  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  messengers  of  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  night  in  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting),  July  (Summer 
Meeting)  and  October  (Fall  Meeting). 

Section  2.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  fully  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and  contacting  program 
participants,  and  for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each  quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented 
in  the  annual  "Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  committee  may  ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly 
meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis 
date.  The  meetings  are  to  be  held  in  as  many  member  churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  Moderator  or  die  Director  of  Missions  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely 
urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks 
is  to  be  given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  A  quorum  of  fifty  messengers  must  be  present 
to  conduct  a  special  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen 

crises. 

Section  5.  A  quorum  at  each  of  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  association  consists  of  those  messengers  who  attend  each  meeting. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business  meetings  of  the 
association. 

Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate  in  debate 
without  the  privilege  to  vote.  Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  associational  messengers  are  to  be  received  by  the 
Communications  Committee  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The  messengers  are  to  consider  only 
those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Communications  Committee.  The  committee  is 
responsible  for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the  messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution  or  public  statement 
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received.  The  proposal  may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the  committee  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.  Copies  of  all  proposed 
resolutions  and  public  statements,  with  the  name  of  the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning 
of  their  meeting. 

Article  VI:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  1 .  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Membership  Committee  a  letter 
of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  and 
the  date  when  the  church  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A.  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet  with  leaders  of  the  church 
to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  associational  requirements  for  admission,  to  consider  any  of  their  church 
approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal  with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  committee  make 
a  decision  about  their  request. 

B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  share  the  request  with  the  association  and 
to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association;  or 

3.  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the 
associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  association  with  the  church  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by 
letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least  one  full  year  before 
being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 

1 .  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The  association  is  to  carefully 
observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church  under  watchcare  is  to  receive  the  same 
opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however,  members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may  not  vote  nor  hold  a 
position  of  leadership  in  the  association. 

2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the  association, 
the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  meet,  as  needed,  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the  watchcare  period  to  discuss  their 
relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the  committee  are  to  visit  during  meetings  of  the  church  to  observe 
the  organization  and  practices  of  the  church. 

D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  committee  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the  church  and  to  decide 
on  one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate  time  concerning  membership. 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the  associational 
meeting,  the  committee  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  association  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under  watchcare  or  into  full 
membership  of  the  association. 

F.  If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  association,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may  submit 
another  letter  to  the  Membership  Committee  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  COOPERATION:  A  Cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  annual  profile  to  the  associational  clerk,  is 
represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  associational  meetings,  contributes  financially  to  the  association,  and  is  in  general 
agreement  with  the  purpose,  basic  beliefs,  programs  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the  Membership  Committee 
and/or  the  Director  of  Missions  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an  attempt  to  help  resolve  the  problem(s). 

Section  4.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  to  be  contacted  by  the  Membership 
Committee  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church  relative  to  its 
continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  committee  may  choose  to  make  a  recommendation  that  the  church  be 
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removed  from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have  to  be  made  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  and  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  would  be  needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  the  association. 

The  committee  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As  soon  as  possible 
following  the  associational  meeting,  the  committee  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 

Section  5.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its  fellowship  from 
the  association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Membership  Committee  in  an  official  letter  from 
the  church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Membership  Committee  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  association,  the  committee  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  association  is  to  take  one  of  the  following 
actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the  action  by  a  letter  form 

the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptance  of  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Membership  Committee  to  ask  the  church 
to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  6.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  a  church 
is  accepted  under  watchcare  of  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is  dismissed  from  the  association 
as  a  member. 

Article  VII:  Organization  and  Leadership 

Section  1.  The  association  is  organized  into  six  levels  of  operation:  Governing,  Personnel,  Coordinating,  Administrative  Services, 
Church  Assistance  Programs  and  Fellowship  Groups. 

A.  GOVERNING 

1 .  The  ASSOCIATION-IN-SESSION  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches  in  attendance  at  each 
quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association. 

2.  Churches  of  fifty  (50)  members  or  less  ar  entitled  to  five  (5)  messengers.  One  (1)  additional  messenger  is  allowed  for 
each  additional  fifty  (50)  church  members  or  major  fraction  thereof  provided  no  church  has  more  than  ten  (10) 
messengers. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and  each  of  the  five 
associational  officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions  provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the 
church  being  represented. 

4.  Churches  are  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve  the  full  associational 
year  from  January  1  through  December  3 1 .  Messengers  can  serve  consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by  their 
church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  association.  The  name,  address 
and  telephone  number  of  each  messenger  should  be  delivered  by  the  church  clerk  to  the  associational  clerk  no  later  than 
October  7  each  year  to  facilitate  advance  registration.  This  information  can  accompany  the  Annual  Church  Profile. 

5.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and 
groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the 
association  to  the  churches. 

6.  A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that  church. 

B.  PERSONNEL 

1 .  Positions: 

In  addition  to  a  Director  of  Missions,  the  association  employs  other  personnel  as  needed  to  help  fulfill  its  mission. 

2.  Policies: 

Located  in  the  association's  Operations  Manual  are  policies  relating  to  all  employees  and  job  descriptions  for  each  position. 

C.  COORDINATING 

I.  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  Administrative  Services  Council,  the  Associational  Council  and  the  Fellowship 
Council.  The  purpose  of  these  councils  is  to  coordinate  the  overall  work  of  the  association.  The  Associational  Council 
serves  as  the  primary  coordinating  council. 
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2.      Coordinating  Councils: 

a.  The  Administrative  Services  Council  consists  of  the  administrative  services  committee  chairmen.  The  council  meets 
only  as  needed  to  coordinate  the  overall  work  of  the  committees.  The  council  director  represents  the  committees 
as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

b.  The  Associational  Council  consists  of  the  Church  Assistance  Programs  Directors,  the  Administrative  Services 
Council  Director,  the  Fellowship  Council  Director,  the  Director  of  Missions,  the  Associate  Director  of  Missions 
and  the  Administrative  Assistant. 

The  Director  of  Missions  serves  as  the  Council  Director  and  the  Administrative  Assistant  serves  as  secretary. 

The  purpose  of  the  council  is  to  coordinate  the  overall  program  and  calendar  of  the  association.  The  council  meets 
only  as  needed. 

c.  The  Fellowship  Council  consists  of  the  head  leaders  of  the  associational  fellowship  groups.  The  council  meets  only 
as  needed  to  discuss  fellowship  needs  and  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  fellowship  groups.  The  council  director 
represents  the  fellowship  groups  as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Council. 

D.      ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 

1.  This  level  of  operation  is  made  up  of  the  committees,  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  the  officers  of  the  association.  Their 
purpose  is  to  carry  out  assigned  work  in  order  to  help  the  association  operate  smoothly.  There  are  eleven  committees, 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  five  officers.  Each  committee  chairman  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Administrative  Services 
Council. 

The  six  associational  district  members  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  all  committee  members  are  elected  for  three 
consecutive  years  of  service.  After  the  lapse  of  at  least  one  year  a  person  may  be  nominated  for  a  position  previously 
held.  The  length  of  service  for  the  officers  is  in  accordance  with  their  individual  job  descriptions. 

2.  Committees: 

a.  The  Associational  Meetings  Committee  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings 
of  the  associational  messengers.  The  duties  of  this  committee  are  to:  (1)  propose  an  order  of  business  for  each 
meeting  of  the  associational  messengers;  (2)  enlist  all  program  personnel  for  the  associational  meetings;  (3)  publicize 
the  order  of  business  to  the  churches  in  advance  of  the  meeting;  (4)  arrange  for  the  facilities  needed  for  each 
meeting;  (5)  arrange  for  and  conduct  proper  registration  of  messengers  and  visitors  at  each  meeting  and  to  report 
registration  as  requested;  and  (6)  recommend  future  meeting  places  to  the  associational  messengers  in  the  annual 
"Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year;  the  committee  may  ask  the  associational  messengers  to  move  a 
quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major 
denominational  emphasis  date.  The  committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with 
the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

b.  The  Communications  Committee  is  responsible  for  communicating  the  programs,  ministries,  resolutions  and  services 
of  the  association  to  the  churches  and  to  the  general  public.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  develop  and  implement  an  annual 
Associational  Emphasis  Week  promotion  plan;  (2)  assist,  as  needed,  with  office-produced  communications,  such 
as:  The  Book  of  Reports  and  the  Annual  Minutes;  (3)  receive,  review  and  recommend  all  proposed  resolutions  or 
public  statements;  (4)  initiate  resolutions  or  statements  as  needed;  (5)  develop  promotional  brochures  or  other 
literature  that  identifies  the  work  of  the  association,  and  (6)  assist,  as  requested  by  the  association  or  associational 
leaders,  in  promotion  or  reporting  the  work  and  actions  of  the  association  through  the  secular  media.  The 
Communications  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  tree-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so 
that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

c.  The  External  Relations  Committee  is  responsible  for  establishing  and  maintaining  proper  relationships  with  groups 
outside  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  through  individual  representatives  as  a  channel  of  communication 
between  the  association  and  various  agencies,  boards,  foundations,  and  other  groups  affiliated  with  the  North 
Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  (2)  communicate  and  work,  as  needed, 
with  non-Baptist  groups. 

The  External  Relations  Committee  consists  of  the  associational  representatives  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  the 
Annuity  Board,  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina, 
the  Baptist  World  Alliance,  the  Biblical  Recorder,  Christian  Higher  Education,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  and  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term. 

d.  The  Finance  Committee  assists  the  association  in  securing,  administering  and  reporting  its  finances.  Its  duties  are 
to:  (1)  develop  and  recommend  an  overall  financial  development  plan;  (2)  develop  and  recommend  an  associational 
budget  based  on  the  plans  of  the  association's  various  programs  and  ministries;  (3)  plan  and  direct  the  effort  to  seek 
giving  commitments  from  the  churches;  (4)  conduct  studies  and  make  recommendations  concerning  proposed 
expenditures  not  included  in  the  budget;  (5)  review  expenditures  periodically  in  terms  of  budget  allocations  and 
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recommend  budget  adjustments  if  needed;  (6)  develop  and  recommend  financial  policies  and  procedures,  including 
provisions  for  auditing;  and  (7)  administer  the  associational  "Minister's  Support  Fund."  The  Finance  Committee 
consists  of  six  elected  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members 
are  elected  each  year. 

e.  The  History  Committee  is  to  gather,  preserve,  and  interpret  historical  records  of  the  association's  life  and  work. 
Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  work  with  the  associational  clerk  in  gathering  and  preserving  past  associational  records;  (2) 
assist  in  the  recording  of  present-day  activities;  (3)  communicate  and  interpret  the  heritage  of  the  association  to 
associational  leaders  and  member  churches;  (4)  use  historical  facts  and  documents  to  challenge  the  association  to 
accomplish  its  mission;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  to  the  association  policies  and  procedures  regarding  its 
historical  materials;  (6)  encourage  churches  to  gather  and  preserve  their  historical  records  and  to  write, 
communicate,  and  interpret  their  history.  The  History  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three- 
year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

f.  The  Membership  Committee  is  to  assist  the  association  in  determining  when  churches  are  of  like  faith  and  order  and 
can  be  properly  accepted  into  the  association  according  to  the  provisions  made  in  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws  of 
the  association.  Also,  this  committee  serves  as  a  "church  conflict"  advisory  body.  In  addition,  this  committee 
encourages  active  participation  by  inactive  churches  in  the  association.  The  duties  are  to:  (1)  recommend  and 
implement  approved  guidelines  as  needed  for  receiving  churches  into  the  association  and  for  dealing  with  troubled 
member  or  inactive  churches  in  the  association;  (2)  counsel  with  churches  seeking  admission  into  the  association 
and  with  troubled  or  inactive  member  churches;  (3)  examine  the  credentials  of  churches  seeking  admission  into  the 
association  (namely,  their  articles  of  faith  or  doctrinal  positions,  church  covenant,  polity  --  including  their 
constitution  and  bylaws  -  and  relationship  to  the  denomination.  The  Membership  Committee  consists  of  six 
members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each 
year. 

g.  The  Nominating  Committee  leads  in  coordinating  the  selection  of  all  association-elected  leaders  except  paid 
personnel.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  select,  interview,  enlist,  and  recommend  general  associational  officers,  church 
assistance  program  directors,  and  committee  chairmen  and  members;  (2)  coordinate  the  selection  of  workers  for 
all  the  association's  organizations  and  committees;  (3)  approve  workers  before  they  are  invited  to  work  in  program 
organizations;  (4)  distribute  associational  leadership  according  to  priority  needs;  (5)  assist  associational  program 
leaders  in  discovering  and  enlisting  qualified  persons  to  fill  positions  in  their  respective  organizations;  (6)  present 
workers  to  the  association:  (7)  nominate  special  committees  as  assigned  by  the  association. 

The  Nominating  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts,  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  committee 
should  give  careful  .consideration  that  all  nominees  are  selected  fairly  from  all  six  districts  of  the  association,  and 
from  all  pastors,  staff  members,  men  and  women  of  the  churches.  Each  nominee  must  be  a  member  in  good 
standing  in  an  associational  church. 

LEADERSHIP  SELECTION 

(1)  All  Church  Assistance  Program  directors  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Nominating  Committee  for  vote 
by  the  messengers  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to 
consider  the  nominees  for  program  directors,  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of  the 
names  and  positions  and  have  copies  distributed  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  in  April. 

The  individuals  approved  at  the  April  meeting  of  the  association  immediately  become  the  program  directors- 
elect  until  January  when  their  tenure  of  service  officially  begins.  The  program  directors-elect  would  meet 
with  the  Associational  Council  only  upon  request;  however,  each  program  director-elect  is  expected  to 
participate  in  the  annual  calendar  planning  meetings. 

(2)  Each  program  director-elect  is  to  immediately  start  selecting  individuals  to  serve  on  the  respective  program 
councils  for  the  upcoming  year.  A  complete  list  of  the  individuals  selected  to  serve  is  to  be  presented  to  the 
Nominating  committee  by  June  30  by  each  program  director-elect. 

(3;  Fellowship  Groups  may  select  their  own  leadership  or  ask  the  Nominating  Committee  to  do  the  selection. 
Each  group  that  chooses  its  own  leadership  for  the  upcoming  associational  year  is  to  present  a  complete  list 
of  the  individuals  selected  to  serve  to  the  Nominating  Committee  by  June  30. 

(4)  The  Board  of  Directors,  officers,  committee  chairmen  and  members,  leaders  of  the  fellowship  groups,  and 
all  previously  unelected  members  of  program  councils  are  to  be  formally  presented  by  the  Nominating 
Committee  for  vote  by  the  messengers  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  association.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers 
adequate  time  to  consider  the  nominees,  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of  the  names 
and  positions  and  have  copies  distributed  to  the  messengers  by  the  second  Thursday  of  July. 

The  individuals  approved  at  the  July  meeting  of  the  association  are  the  leaders  "elect"  until  January  1  when 
their  tenure  of  service  officially  begins.  Each  leader  has  the  privilege  to  plan  and  to  train  as  necessary  for 
the  upcoming  year.  The  leaders  "elect"  have  no  authority  over  the  current  year's  work,  except  in  a  position 
currently  held. 
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(5)  If  vacancies  occur  during  the  year  the  Nominating  Committee  is  to  enlist  a  person  to  fill  each  vacated  position 
and  to  recommend  the  person  to  the  association.  The  committee  is  to  work  with  program  directors  and 
committee  chairmen  as  needed  in  filling  each  vacancy. 

h.  The  Personnel  Committee  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  recommend 
policies  and  procedures  for  the  selection,  supervision,  and  termination  of  associational  personnel;  (2)  maintain  up-to- 
date  job  descriptions  in  a  manual  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend 
to  the  association  new  personnel,  excluding  the  Director  of  Mission,  in  full  cooperation  with  the  appropriate 
supervisor;  (4)  develop  and  recommend  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel;  (5)  develop  and  recommend 
to  the  association  policies  and  procedures  regarding  continuing  education  and  development  for  the  Director  of 
Missions  and  other  paid  personnel.  The  Personnel  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year 
term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  chairman  is  a  member  of  the 
Director  of  Missions  Search  Committee. 

i.  The  Properties  Committee  assists  the  association  in  the  administration  of  all  properties.  Its  duties  are  to;  (1)  inspect 
and  keep  inventory  of  all  associational  properties;  (2)  secure,  supervise  and  terminate  the  services  of  persons 
responsible  for  the  care  of  associational  properties;  (3)  develop  and  initiate  scheduled  cleaning  procedures;  (4) 
develop  and  recommend  a  program  of  preventive  maintenance;  (5)  develop  and  recommend  policies  and  procedures 
for  using  facilities  and  equipment;  (6)  request  and  administer  maintenance,  furniture,  and  equipment  budget;  (7) 
develop  and,  with  the  Board  of  Directors,  recommend  an  adequate  insurance  plan  for  the  properties.  The  Properties 
Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two 
members  are  elected  each  year. 

This  committee  can  spend  up  to  $500.00  on  one  item  without  approval  of  the  association.  Items  above  that  amount 
must  have  associational  approval. 

j.  The  Search  Committee  is  designed  to  serve  only  as  needed  to  secure  a  Director  of  Missions.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1) 
meet  as  a  committee  for  the  first  time  within  a  month  following  election  by  the  association;  (2)  choose  from  within 
the  committee  a  chairman,  vice-chairman  and  secretary  during  the  first  meeting;  (3)  study  and  follow  carefully  the 
Job  Description  for  the  Director  of  Missions;  (4)  seek  comments  and  suggestions  from  the  association  concerning 
the  expectations  of  the  next  Director  of  Missions;  (5)  report  regularly  to  the  association  on  progress  being  made; 

(6)  develop  a  list  of  prospects  for  the  position;  (7)  narrow  the  list  of  candidates,  thoroughly  researching 
qualifications  and  references;  (8)  interview  and  observe  most  favorable  candidates(s)  in  different  settings;  (9) 
unanimously  present  choice  candidate  to  the  association  for  approval;  (10)  assist  newly  elected  Director  of  Missions 
during  transition  period;  and  (11)  inform  all  other  candidates  by  letter,  as  necessary,  of  the  decision  of  the 
association,  expressing  appreciation  to  each  person  for  their  time  and  cooperation.  The  committee  will  consists  of 
one  pastor,  one  layman,  one  laywoman  (all  named  by  the  Nominating  Committee),  plus  the  Moderator  and 
Chairman  of  the  Personnel  Committee. 

k.  The  Strategy  Committee  assists  the  association  in  determining  its  strategic  objectives  and  in  staying  on  course  in 
achieving  them.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  monitor  the  needs  and  opportunities  of  the  churches  and  provide  updated 
information  to  the  churches  and  to  the  associational  programs  annually;  (2)  recommend  modifications  in  the 
organizational  structure  to  help  fulfill  associational  objectives;  (3)  review  the  association's  constitution  and  bylaws 
and  recommend  modifications  as  needed;  (4)  maintain  up-to-date  job  descriptions  in  a  manual  for  every  volunteer 
position  in  the  association  excluding  paid  workers;  (5)  lead  the  association  to  conduct  strategy  planning  about  every 
five  years.  The  Strategy  Committee  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms 
rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year. 

3.     Board  of  Directors: 

a.  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  legal  representative 
of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  associational  messengers  in  handling  legal  matters;  (3)  oversee  the  total 
insurance  plan  of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  associational  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and 
convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance;  (6)  assist 
the  Personnel  Committee  with  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  associational 
messengers,  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances,  giving  a  full  report  to  the  messengers  as  soon  as  possible 
to  explain  action  taken. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  eleven  members.  Serving  are  the  five  officers  of  the  association,  plus  six  other 
members,  one  from  each  of  the  six  associational  districts.  The  six  associational  district  members  are  each  elected 
for  a  three-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  Moderator 
serves  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  October  and  at  other  times 
as  necessary. 

b.  Officers: 

(1)  The  Moderator,  also  known  as  president,  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  associational 
messengers.  As  the  presiding  officer,  the  Moderator  (1)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  time, 
enforces  the  rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to 
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the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage  (Roberts  Rules  of  Order,  Revised);  (2)  appoints  a 
parliamentarian,  if  desired,  to  serve  at  any  or  all  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers  during  his  term 
of  office;  the  person  appointed  must  be  approved  by  the  messengers-in-session;  (3)  serves  as  an  ex-officio 
member  of  all  committees,  councils,  and  groups  of  the  association;  (4)  calls  the  associational  messengers 
together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely  urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly 
meeting  (Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  two  weeks  is  to  be  given  to  the 
associational  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting.  A  quorum  of  fifty 
associational  messengers  must  be  present  to  conduct  a  special  meeting.);  (5)  postpones  and  reschedules 
quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  associational  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and 
the  Associational  Meetings  Committee  Chairman,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen 
crises;  and  (6)  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Director  of  Missions  Search  committee.  The  Moderator  is  elected 
for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  term;  however,  aftef  serving  for  two 
consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(2)  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator,  also  known  as  Vice-President,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  Moderator 
in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the  Moderator.  The  Vice-Moderator  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and 
is  eligible  to  a  second  consecutive  term.  However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual 
could  not  be  considered  for  Vice-Moderator  for  at  least  one  year. 

(3)  The  Clerk,  also  known  as  Secretary,  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association 
and  makes  this  information  available  upon  request.  The  Clerk's  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  recorder  during 
the  meetings  of  the  association;  (2)  secure  from  the  churches  the  annual  Church  Profile  and  process  it 
according  to  recommended  procedures;  (3)  edit  the  associational  annual  minutes;  (4)  work  with  the  History 
Committee  to  preserve  the  official  records  of  the  association;  (5)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  serves  as  the  Clerk  of  the  association. 

(4)  The  Treasurer  receives  all  of  the  funds  contributed  to  the  association  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with 
the  budget  of  the  association  or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  The  Treasurer's  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve 
as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Finance  Committee;  (2)  work  with  the  Finance  Committee  to  recommend  and 
establish  fiscal  policies;  (3)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (4)  provide  printed 
quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  Treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  chairman  of  the  finance  Committee  is 
authorized  to  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

(5)  The  Director  of  Missions  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  association,  also  serving  as  the  registered  agent. 

E.     CHURCH  ASSISTANCE  PROGRAMS 

L.  The  work  of  the  Church  Assistance  Programs  of  the  association  is  carried  out  through  councils.  Each  council  member 
has  definite  responsibilities  and  the  number  of  members  on  each  council  is  determined  by  need.  Council  members  are 
elected  annually.  The  general  director  of  each  council  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.  Each 
council  has  meetings  according  to  need.  Each  council  consists  of  a  program  director  and  other  leaders  as  needed  to 
conduct  the  program. 

2.  Councils: 

a.  The  Brotherhood  Council  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions. 

b.  The  Christian  Life  Council  informs  the  churches  of  critical  moral  and  social  issues  and  leads  in  Christian  action  to 
meet  those  needs.  The  council  seeks  to  develop  good  Christian  citizenship  and  healthy  human  relations. 

c.  The  Discipleship  Council  assists  the  churches  in  starting,  improving  and  expanding  Christian  discipleship  through 
their  Discipleship  programs. 

d.  The  Evangelism  Council  assists  churches  in  reaching  people  for  Christ  through  evangelistic  training  and  by  bringing 
the  churches  together  in  corporate  efforts  of  evangelism. 

e.  The  Family  Ministry  Council  assists  churches  in  developing  family  ministry  programs,  special  emphasis  is  placed 
on  ministry  activities  for  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  adults  and  students.  Training  opportunities  are  provided 
for  general  leaders  of  these  age  groups. 

f.  The  Media/Library  Council  assists  churches  in  the  establishment,  development  and  improvement  of  church  media 
library  services.  In  addition,  the  council  is  responsible  for  organizing  and  operating  the  associational  Media  Library 
in  the  Baptist  Center. 

g.  The  Missions  Development  Council  leads  the  churches  to  discover  opportunities  for  associational,  state,  home  and 
foreign  missions  and  to  assist  the  churches  in  doing  mission  projects  individually  and  corporately.  The  council 
works  closely  with  the  Brotherhood,  Sunday  School  and  WMU  Councils. 
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h.  The  Music  Ministry  Council  assists  the  churches  through  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their 
music  ministries. 

i.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  assists  the  churches  in  the  development  of  pastoral  ministries,  deacon  ministry, 
vocational  guidance  and  church  administrative  services.  In  addition,  the  council  ministers  to  the  distinctive  ne^ds 
of  pastors,  deacons,  church  staff  persons,  church  councils,  church  officers  and  committee  members  and  church 
vocation  volunteers.  This  council  is  responsible  for  interviewing  candidates  for  ordination  to  the  "Gospel  Ministry" 
as  requested  by  the  churches. 

j.  The  Prayer  Council  is  responsible  for  promoting  prayer  in  the  churches,  providing  opportunities  for  prayer  among 
the  churches,  and  offering  conferences  and  seminars  on  prayer. 

k.  The  Seminary  Extension  Council  promotes  and  provides  practical  and  theological  education  to  ministers  and 
laypersons  on  basic  and  college  levels. 

1.  The  Sunday  School  Council  assists  and  challenges  churches  to  improve  and  enlarge  all  areas  of  their  Sunday  School 
through  planning,  training,  administration  activities,  consultation,  program  interpretation,  and  cooperative  projects. 

m.  The  Woman 's  Missionary  Union  Council  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and 
strengthening  WMU  work. 

F.     FELLOWSHIP  GROUPS 

1.  The  purpose  of  the  Fellowship  Groups  is  to  provide  a  setting  for  particular  groups  to  meet  together  for  fellowship, 
dialogue,  encouragement  and  mutual  care.  Hopefully,  as  the  individual  groups  meet  together  the  fellowship  of  the  whole 
association  can  be  strengthened. 

Each  group  determines  its  own  leadership  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Nominating  Committee,  and  plans  its  own 
activities  in  cooperation  with  the  Associational  Fellowship  Council.  The  leader  of  each  fellowship  group  is  a  member 
of  the  Fellowship  Council. 

2.  Groups: 

a.  The  Bivocational  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  ordained  pastors  and  other  ministers  who  have  a  secular 
vocation  in  addition  to  their  church  vocation. 

b.  The  Church  Secretaries'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  Caldwell  Baptist  church  and  associational  secretaries. 

c .  The  Ministers '  Conference  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors,  church  staff  ministers,  other 
ministers  and  retired  ministers  in  the  association. 

d.  The  Ministers  and  Wives'  Fellowship  Group  is  for  all  Caldwell  Baptist  Ministers  and  their  spouses. 

e.  The  Ministers  Wives'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  the  wives  of  active,  deceased,  or  retired  ministers  in  the 
association. 

f.  The  Music  Leaders'  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of  music,  directors  of  music, 
organists,  pianists,  and  other  music  leadership  in  the  churches  and  the  association.  This  group  cooperates  with  the 
Music  Ministry  Council  of  the  association. 

g.  The  Retired  Ministers '  Fellowship  Group  includes  all  retired  Southern  Baptist  ministers  and  their  spouses  living  in 
the  associational  area. 

h.  The  Youth  Ministers'  Fellowship  Group  consists  of  all  paid  and  volunteer  ministers  of  youth,  youth  directors  and 
other  youth  leaders  in  the  churches  of  the  association.  The  Associational  youth  Director  of  the  Family  Ministry 
Council  serves  as  a  member  of  this  group. 

Section  2.  Every  committee,  council  or  fellowship  group  has  the  authority  to  appoint  temporary  sub-groups  to  carry  out  specific 
assignments  as  needed.  The  sub-group  ceases  to  exist  at  the  completion  of  the  assignment.  Permanent,  but  not  temporary,  sub-groups 
must  be  suggested  to  an  approved  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  then  by  the  messengers  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  Every  associational  committee  and  council  is  to  choose  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

Section  4.  Associational  leaders  and  representatives  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to  the  association 
as  requested. 

Section  5.  An  up-to-date  "Organizational  Chart"  is  to  be  maintained  to  visibly  reveal  the  overall  associational  operation. 

Section  6.  An  "Operations  Manual"  is  to  be  maintained  by  the  Associational  Staff  in  the  Baptist  Center,  containing  such  items  as: 
paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  The  appropriate 
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groups  within  the  associational  organization  are  to  assist  the  staff  in  keeping  the  manual  up-to-date. 

Section  7.  Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  council,  committee  or  group  is  entided  to  full  voting  rights. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  I.  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  "Caldwell  Baptist  Caller"  is  published  to  communicate  information  about  the  work 
of  and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  A  "Calendar  of  Activities"  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related  to  the  association. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 

Section  5.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  "Annual  Church  Profile"  by  October 
7  each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  Bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  moderator 
or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  two  weeks  prior  to  a  vote  on  the  amendment.

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Explanation  of  the  Organizational  Structure 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

The  Messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and 
reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and  groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the 
meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the  congregations. 

The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association,  holding  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association.  The  Board  exercises  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance.  It  oversees  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association,  and  assists 
the  Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies  and  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal.  The 
Board  is  authorized  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances. 

The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  This  involves  maintaining  up-to-date  personnel 
policies  and  job  descriptions,  plus  developing  and  recommending  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel.  The  team  is  responsible  for 
recruiting,  interviewing,  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary.  The  team  is  directly 
responsible  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting  and  recommending  leaders 
for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups,  excluding  the 
Management  Group. 

The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the  association,  coordinating  ministry 
activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed. 

The  Staff  refers  to  the  administrative  employees  who  assist  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and  for  communicating  spiritual 
insight  with  the  Management  Group. 

The  Associational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  the  annual  Associational  Missions  Week  emphasis;  constitution  and  bylaws; 
finances;  history;  membership;  promotion:  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  and  strategic  planning.  The  Quarterly 
Meetings  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 
messengers. 

The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults,  plus  training  for  church 
leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship.  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers'  tournaments;  media  library;  music  and  worship;  prayer;  and 
Seminary  Extension.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  assisting  congregations  in 
establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music  ministries. 

The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church  secretaries;  deacons;  families  of 
ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such  as  church  councils;  and  staff  ministers.  The  Ministers 
Conference  is  a  permanent  part  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  providing  opportunities  for  fellowship,  inspiration  and  information  for 

ministers  in  the  association. 

The  Missions  Evangelism  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries;  community  issues;  disaster  relief; 
enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions  education;  missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions 
support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible  School;  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Baptist  Men,  Disaster  Relief,  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  are  permanent  teams  of  this  group.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  congregations  in  educating  and  involving  men  and 
boys  in  missions.  The  Disaster  Relief  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery,  and  handyman  ministries.  The  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Team  assists  congregations  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  WMU  work. 

The  Management  Group  and  each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  are  empowered  to  create  Temporary  Teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  specific 
assignments.

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Constitution  and  Bylaws 
of  the 

Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Incorporated 
Constitution 
Preamble 

This  constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  the  basic  beliefs  of  this  organization. 

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The 
duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  1 .  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645,  is  recognized  as 
the  official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

"Helping  congregations  fulfill  Christ's  Great  Commission"  is  the  mission  statement  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  congregations,  which  have  been  approved  for  membership  by  the 
messengers  to  the  association  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  association's  bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  1.  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body,  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  that 
compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.  Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  these 
churches.  The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  chosen  to  be  affiliated  with  the  association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  1 .  This  association  is  composed  of  member  churches  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.  The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
A  copy  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association, 
provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the 
president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are  to  be  furnished  to  the 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to  dissolve,  the  assets  of  the 
association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the 
president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the 
current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  amendment. 

Bylaws 

Preamble 

These  bylaws  have  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern  this  body  in  an 
orderly  manner. 

Article  I:  Associational  Year 

The  associational  year  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 
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Article  II:  Finances 

Section  1 .  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 

Section  2.  The  association's  ministry  budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  presented  by  the  Associational  Development  Group  for  a 
vote  by  the  messengers  during  their  quarterly  meeting  in  October  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  study  the  budget, 
the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to  the  messengers  no  later  than  the  third  Thursday  of 
October  each  year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  January  1  annually.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  maintain  a  budget 
format  that  corresponds  with  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  January  an  annual  financial  report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoing  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  pastors,  church  staff,  retired 
ministers,  other  ministers,  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  confidentially 
administers  the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and  the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.  Each  member  congregation  of  the  association  is  requested  to  contribute  a  suggested  amount  of  at  least  4%  of  all 
undesignated  receipts  to  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  religious  organization. 

Article  III:  Logos 

Section  1 .  The  association  is  to  use  a  personalized  logo  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Article  IV:  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  messengers  to  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  night  in  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting),  July  (Summer  Meeting), 
and  October  (Fall  Meeting). 

Section  2.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and  contacting  program  participants, 
and  for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each  quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented  in  the  annual 
"Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  team  may  ask  the  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or 
one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis  date  or  other  important  event.  The  meetings 
are  to  be  held  in  as  many  member  churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  president  or  the  associational  missionary  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely 
urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  one-week  is  to  be 
given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the 
associational  missionary  and  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen  crises. 

Section  5.  There  must  be  a  quorum  of  at  least  fifty  messengers  present  at  quarterly  or  called  meetings  in  order  to  conduct  the 

business  of  the  association. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business  meetings  of  the 
association. 

Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate  in  debate 
without  the  privilege  to  vote.  Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  are  to  be  received  by 
the  Associational  Development  Group  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The  messengers  are  to  consider 
only  those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Associational  Development  Group.  The  group  is 
responsible  for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the  messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution  or  public  statement  received. 
The  proposal  may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the  group  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.  Copies  of  all  proposed  resolutions  and  public 
statements,  with  the  name  of  the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  their  meeting. 

Article  V:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  1.  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Associational  Development 
Group  a  letter  of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking  admission  into  the  association, 
and  the  date  when  the  congregation  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  with  leaders 

of  the  church  to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  requirements  for  admission,  to  consider  any  of  their 
church  approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal  with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  group 
make  a  decision  about  their  request. 
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B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  share  the  request  with  the 
association  and  to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3.  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the 
quarterly  meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  messengers  with  the  church  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least  one  full  year 
before  being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 

1 .  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The  association  is  to 
carefully  observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church  under  watchcare  is  to  receive  the 
same  opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however,  members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may  not  vote 
nor  hold  a  position  of  leadership  in  the  association. 

2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the 
association,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  as  needed  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the  watchcare 
period  to  discuss  their  relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the  group  are  to  visit  during 
meetings  of  the  church  to  observe  the  organization  and  practices  of  the  church. 

D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  group  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the  church  and  to  decide 
on  one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate  time  concerning  membership: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the  quarterly 
meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  messengers  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under  watchcare  or  into  full 
membership  of  the  association. 

F.  If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  messengers,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may 
submit  another  letter  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  MISSION  OF  A  CHURCH:  A  mission  started  by  a  member  church  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  automatically 
comes  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association,  unless  the  sponsoring  church  chooses  otherwise.  The  mission  would  be  eligible  for  full 
membership  in  the  association  after  constituting  as  a  church.  The  Admission  section  of  the  Membership  Procedures  in  the  bylaws  would  be 
followed  if  the  newly  constituted  church  requests  membership.  However,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  church  to  go  through  another  period 
of  watchcare. 

Section  3.  COOPERATION:  A  cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  Annual  Church  Profile  to  the  associational  clerk, 
is  represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers,  contributes  financially  to  the  association,  and  is  in  general 
agreement  with  the  mission,  basic  beliefs,  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  4.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the  Associational 
Development  Group  and/or  the  associational  missionary  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an  attempt  to  help  resolve 
the  problem(s). 

Section  5.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  to  be  contacted  by  the  Associational 
Development  Group  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church  relative  to  its 
continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  group  may  choose  to  make  a  recommendation  that  the  church  be  removed 
from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have  to  be  made  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  and  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  would  be  needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  the  association. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As  soon  as  possible 
following  the  associational  meeting,  the  group  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 
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Section  6.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its  fellowship  from 
the  association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  in  an  official  letter 
from  the  church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the  next 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  the  group  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  messengers  to  the  association  are  to  take 
one  of  the  following  actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the  action  by  a  letter 
from  the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptance  of  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Associational  Development  Group 
to  ask  the  church  to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  7.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  a  church 
is  accepted  under  watchcare  or  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is  dismissed  or  withdraws  from  the 
association  as  a  member. 

Article  VI:  Messengers 

Section  1 .  The  association-in-session  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches  in  attendance  at  each  quarterly  or 
called  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  Each  member  church  is  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  five  messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  fifty  resident  members  are 
allowed  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  resident  church  members.  No  church  is  allowed  more  than  ten  messengers. 

50  or  less  resident  members  equal  5  messengers. 
51-100  resident  members  equal  6  messengers. 
101-150  resident  members  equal  7  messengers. 
151-200  resident  members  equal  8  messengers. 
201-250  resident  members  equal  9  messengers. 
251  or  more  resident  members  equal  1 0  messengers. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and  each  of  the  six 
associational  officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions  provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the  church  being 
represented. 

Section  5.  Churches  arc  encouraged  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  7  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve  the  full 
associational  year  from  January  1  through  December  31,  and  have  their  names  included  on  the  Annual  Church  Profile  due  each  year  on 
October  7.  Messengers  can  serve  consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by  their  church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  the 
quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and 
groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the 
churches. 

Section  7.  A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that  church. 

Article  VII:  Leadership 

Section  1 .  General  Leadership 

A.  Board  of  Directors 

1.  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1)  serve  as  legal 

representative  of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  in  handling  legal 
matters;  (3)  oversee  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment 
or  other  securities  of  the  association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold, 
buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or 
conveyance;  (6)  assist  the  Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies, 
and  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme 
circumstances,  giving  a  full  report  to  the  messengers  at  their  next  quarterly  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  twelve  members  including  the  six  officers  of  the  association  plus  six  other 
members  from  churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  Ten  of  the  directors  are  selected  by  the  Volunteer 
Enlistment  Team  and  approved  by  the  messengers.  The  chief  executive  officer  (associational  missionary)  and 
the  clerk  (administrative  assistant)  serve  by  virtue  of  their  paid  positions.  Four  of  the  six  officers  are  elected  by 
the  messengers  annually,  excluding  the  chief  executive  officer  and  the  clerk.  The  six  additional  members  arc 
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elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  terms  rotating,  so  that  three  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  president 
serves  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  January  and  at  other  times 
as  necessary  and  is  accountable  to  the  messengers. 

2.  Officers: 

a.  The  President  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  messengers  to  the  association. 
As  the  presiding  officer,  the  president  (1)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  time, 
enforces  the  rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer 
according  to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  procedure;  (2)  serves  as  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (3)  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the 
association  with  voting  rights;  (4)  calls  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with 
extremely  urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  (5)  postpones  and 
reschedules  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  associational 
missionary  and  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other 
unforeseen  crises;  and  (6)  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team.  The 
president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  term.  After 
serving  for  two  consecutive  years  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  the  Office  of  President  for 
at  least  one  year. 

b.  The  Vice-President  discharges  the  duties  of  the  president  in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the 
president.  The  vice-president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and  is  eligible  to  a  second  consecutive 
term.  However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for 
vice-president  for  at  least  one  year. 

c.  The  Clerk  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association  and  makes  this 
information  available  upon  request.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to:  (1)  serve  as  the  recorder  during  the 
meetings  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  present  a  printed  and  verbal  Clerk's  Report 
at  each  meeting  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (3)  secure  from  the  churches  the 
Annual  Church  Profile  and  process  it  according  to  recommended  procedures;  (4)  edit  the  associational 
annual  minutes;  (5)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  preserve  the  official  records 
of  the  association;  (4)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The  administrative  assistant  serves  as  the  clerk  of 
the  association. 

d.  The  Treasurer,  in  a  working  relationship  with  the  association's  financial  secretary,  receives  all  of  the 
funds  contributed  to  the  association  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget  of  the 
association  or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to:  (1)  serve  as  a 
voting  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  serve  as  a  voting  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational 
Development  Group;  (3)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  recommend  and 
establish  fiscal  policies;  (4)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (5)  provide 
printed  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements;  and  (6) 
supervise  the  financial  work  of  the  financial  secretary  who  serves  as  an  assistant  to  the  treasurer. 

The  treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  financial  secretary  is  authorized  to 
fulfill  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

e.  The  Parliamentarian  assists  the  president  with  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  at  all  meetings  of  the 
messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  parliamentarian  to  (1)  serve  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  know  and  interpret  as  needed  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure, 
specifically  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised;  and  (3)  understand  and  interpret  as  needed  the 
governing  documents  of  the  association.  The  parliamentarian  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed 
himself. 

f.  The  Associational  Missionary;  also  known  as  the  executive  director,  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  association  and  the  registered  agent  for  the  association.  The  missionary  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the  association  with  voting 
rights. 

Management  Group 

1.  The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the 
association,  coordinating  ministry  activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed.  The  group 
recommends  an  annual  calendar  of  activities  for  the  forthcoming  year  to  the  messengers  in  July. 

2.  The  five-member  group  consists  of  the  Associational  Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational 
Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group  Leader,  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group 
Leader,  and  the  Associational  Missionary  who  serves  as  the  leader  of  the  Management  Group. 

Personnel  Development  Team 
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1 .  The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  The  team  is 
accountable  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  maintain  up- 
to-date  policies  and  procedures  in  a  handbook  for  the  selection,  development,  supervision,  and  termination  of  the 
association's  personnel,  recommending  changes  to  the  policies  and  procedures  to  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2) 
keep  up-to-date  job  descriptions  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend 
to  the  messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary;  and  (4)  develop  and  recommend  to  the 
Associational  Development  Group  salaries  and  financial  benefits  for  employed  personnel.  The  Personnel 
Development  Team  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that 
three  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  or  a  member  of  the  team  serves  as  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Missionary  Search  Team. 

2.  Personnel 

1.  In  addition  to  the  Associational  Missionary,  the  association  employees  other  personnel  as  needed  to 
help  fulfill  its  mission. 

2.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  the  policies  and  procedures  relating  to  all 
employees  and  job  descriptions  for  each  position. 

D.  Spiritual  Insight  Team 

1.  The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and 
for  communicating  spiritual  insight  with  the  Management  Group  to  which  it  is  accountable. 

2.  Twelve  members  of  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each 
member  is  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  six  members  are  elected  each  year.  The 
team  members  are  enlisted  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

E.  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team 

1.  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting, 
and  recommending  leaders  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight 
Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups  including  their  permanent  ministry  teams.  The  Personnel  Development 
Team  is  responsible  for  the  Management  Group.  As  needed,  the  team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and 
recommending  an  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team  to  the  messengers. 

2.  The  team  consists  of  eight  members  including  the  associational  missionary.  The  Board  of  Directors  selects  the 
person  who  serves  as  the  team  leader.  The  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  the 
Associational  Development  Group,  the  Congregational  Development  Group,  Congregational  Leadership  Group, 
and  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group  each  enlist  one  person  to  serve  on  the  team.  Individual  team  members  are 
not  accountable  to  the  board,  group  or  team  that  enlisted  them.  The  team  is  presented  to  the  messengers  for 
approval  by  the  current  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  presenting  to  the  messengers  nominees  for  the  next 
associational  year  no  later  than  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  in  October.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year,  the 
Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  authorized  to  work  with  the  appropriate  leaders  in  filling  the  vacancy  without  the 
approval  of  the  messengers. 

3.  Each  team  member  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  year  of 
service,  provided  the  person  is  recommended  for  a  second  year  by  their  first-year  selection  group.  After  serving 
for  two  consecutive  years  an  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  service  on  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team 
for  at  least  one  year. 

Section  2.  Ministry  Groups  and  Teams 

A.  General 

1.  Each  ministry  group  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group  and  the  messengers.  Each  group  leader  is  a 
member  of  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for 
leadership  positions  on  the  groups,  except  for  the  group  leaders.  In  addition,  the  team  is  responsible  for 
recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for  leadership  positions  on  permanent  teams  as  recommended  by  the 
ministry  groups. 

3.  Each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  is  empowered  in  cooperation  with  the  Management  Group  to  create  ministry 
teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  assigned  duties,  and  to  dissolve  ministry  teams  that  are  no  longer  needed.  The 
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messengers  would  have  to  approve  dissolving  a  permanent  ministry  team  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Management  Group  The  Management  Group  is  also  empowered  to  create  ministry  teams  as  needed. 

4.  Each  ministry  team  is  responsible  to  its  group,  and  each  team  leader  serves  as  a  member  of  the  group. 

5.  There  are  temporary  and  permanent  ministry  teams. 

a.  A  temporary  team  is  one  created  by  a  group  to  carry  out  a  specific  assignment.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  assignment  the  ministry  team  would  be  dissolved. 

b.  A  permanent  team  is  one  that  has  an  ongoing  ministry  under  the  direction  of  their  group. 

c.  Permanent  ministry  teams  must  be  approved  by  the  messengers  upon  recommendation  of  the 


Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

6.  Every  group  and  team  is  to  have  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

7.  Associational  leaders  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to  the  association  as  requested. 

8.  Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  group  or  team  is  entitled  to  full  voting  rights. 

9.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  detailed  job  descriptions  for  each  group,  team  and  leadership 
position. 

B.  Groups 

I.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  the  association's  finances;  history;  membership; 


promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  strategic  planning;  and  other  duties  as  assigned  by 
the  messengers  or  the  Management  Group.  The  group  is  also  responsible  for  recommending  to  the  messengers 
changes  to  the  constitution  and  bylaws,  and  for  maintaining  an  up-to-date  organizational  structure  in  chart  form 
to  visibly  reveal  the  operation  of  the  association. 

The  group  works  with  the  association's  staff  in  maintaining  an  up-to-date  operations  manual  for  the  association. 
The  manual  would  include  such  items  as  paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

In  addition,  the  group  is  responsible  for  initiating  the  work  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team  as 
needed.  This  would  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  as  stated  in  the  Personnel 
Policies. 


2.  The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults, 
plus  training  for  church  leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers' 
tournaments;  media  library;  music;  prayer;  and  Seminary  Extension. 

3.  The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church  secretaries; 
deacons;  families  of  ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such  as  church 
councils;  and  staff  ministers.  In  addition,  the  group  administers  the  "Ministers  Support  Fund." 

4.  The  Missions  Evangelism  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries;  community 
issues:  disaster  relief;  enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions  education; 
missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions  support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible  School;  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 


C.  Permanent  Ministry  Teams 


1.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

2.  The  Disaster  Relief  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery  and  handyman  ministries.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

3.  The  Ministers'  Conference  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors,  church  staff  ministers,  other  ministers  and 
retired  ministers  in  the  association.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group. 

4.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  assists  the  churches  in  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their 
music  ministries.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Development  Group. 

5.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 
associational  messengers.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Associational  Development  Group. 
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6.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging, 

and  strengthening  WMU  work.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  1.  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Caller  is  published  to  communicate  information  about  the  work  of 
and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  A  Calendar  of  Activities  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related  to  the  association. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 

Section  5.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  Annual  Church  Profile  by  October  7 

each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  president  or  his 
designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.

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Explanation  of  the  Organizational  Structure 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

The  Messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current 
information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and  groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the 
association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the  congregations. 

The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association,  holding  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or 
other  securities  of  the  association.  The  Board  exercises  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold,  buy, 
sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance.  It 
oversees  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association,  and  assists  the  Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations 
concerning  personnel  policies  and  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal.  The  Board  is  authorized  to  act  in  behalf  of  the 
messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances. 

The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  This  involves  maintaining 
up-to-date  personnel  policies  and  job  descriptions,  plus  developing  and  recommending  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed 
personnel.  The  team  is  responsible  for  recruiting,  interviewing,  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  new  personnel, 
excluding  the  associational  missionary.  The  team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting  and 
recommending  leaders  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  and  the 
four  ministry  groups,  excluding  the  Management  Group. 

The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the  association, 
coordinating  ministry  activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed. 

The  Staff  refers  to  the  administrative  employees  who  assist  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and  for 
communicating  spiritual  insight  with  the  Management  Group. 

The  Associational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  the  annual  Associational  Missions  Week  emphasis; 
constitution  and  bylaws;  finances;  history;  membership;  promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers; 
and  strategic  planning.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  planning 
and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the  messengers. 

The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults,  plus 
training  for  church  leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers'  tournaments;  media 
library;  music  and  worship;  prayer;  and  Seminary  Extension.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of 
this  group  and  is  responsible  for  assisting  congregations  in  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music 
ministries. 

The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church  secretaries; 
deacons;  families  of  ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such  as  church  councils; 
and  staff  ministers.  The  Ministers  Conference  is  a  permanent  part  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  providing 
opportunities  for  fellowship,  inspiration  and  information  for  ministers  in  the  association. 

The  Missions  Evangelism  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries;  community  issues; 
disaster  relief;  enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions  education;  missions 
involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions  support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible  School;  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union.  Baptist  Men,  Disaster  Relief,  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union  are  permanent  teams  of  this  group. 
The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  congregations  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions.  The  Disaster 
Relief  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery,  and  handyman  ministries.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Team  assists  congregations  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  WMU  work. 

The  Management  Group  and  each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  are  empowered  to  create  Temporary  Teams  as  needed  to 
carry  out  specific  assignments.

ASSOCIATIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  MINISTRIES 
i  Floyd  Annas,  Leader 

Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church 

The  greatest  challenge  of  the  year  has  been  to  learn  the  new  associational  organizational  structure,  and  learn  to  function  in  our  tasks  as 
ministry  leaders,  working  with  groups  and  teams.  The  Lord  has  great  advances  ahead  for  His  work  in  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  under 
this  organizational  plan. 

One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  maintain  and  improve  the  property  owned  by  the  association.  Under 
the  able  leadership  of  Property  Leader  Clay  Bollinger  several  improvements  were  made.  These  consisted  of  removing  old  over  grown 
shrubbery  and  replacing  with  new  around  the  Baptist  Center.  Inside  the  building,  a  new  computer,  postage  meter,  copier,  microwave  oven, 
and  file  cabinets  were  purchased.  An  additional  telephone  line  was  installed,  and  new  bookshelves  were  constructed  in  the  Missionary's 
Office.  A  late  model  GMC  (cubed  van)  truck  was  purchased  and  equipped  with  tools  for  the  Disaster  Recovery  and  Handyman  Ministries. 

Another  ministry  task  is  to  maintain  a  good  history  of  the  association.  A  temporary  History  Team,  under  the  leadership  of  Joann  Jarvis,  was 
appointed.  The  other  team  members  are  Donna  Miller,  Mount  Zion;  John  Hawkins,  Yadkin;  Myra  Dixon,  First  Baptist  Lenoir;  and  Jane 
Simmons,  First  Baptist  Granite  Falls.  The  Team  has  the  task  of  researching,  compiling,  writing  and  publishing  a  detail  history  of  the  Caldwell 
Baptist  Association  and  member  churches.  This  is  a  long-range  project  and  will  take  up  to  three  years. 

The  Group  met  on  August  28lh  to  prepare  the  2001  Ministry  Budget  for  the  association.  Keith  Daniel,  finance  leader,  presented  the  budget  to 
the  messengers  on  October  25  and  it  received  unanimous  approval.  This  has  been  a  very  good  financial  year  for  the  association  and  the 
churches  are  to  be  commended  for  their  strong  support.  Many  thanks  to  Jack  Spainhour,  treasurer,  and  Darlene  Townsend,  financial 
secretary,  for  the  outstanding  work  they  do  with  the  finances. 

The  North  Hickory  Community  Mission  has  been  affiliated  with  the  association  for  a  year.  The  Associational  Development  and  the  Missions 
Evangelism  Groups  are  working  with  the  new  work.  John  Barnhardt  serves  as  the  membership  leader. 

The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  to  the  Associational  Development  Group.  Their  report  is  found  in  another  location  of  the  Annual 
Minutes.

Y2K 

The  year  2000  began  with  a  sigh  of  relief  as  the  world  made  it  through  the  greatly  anticipated  Y2K  disaster  with  very  few  problems. 
Computers,  which  were  expected  to  stop  working  due  to  the  absence  of  two  numbers,  moved  into  the  new-year,  decade  and  century  without 
fail.  The  massive  effort  to  update  computers  worldwide  seemed  to  be  successful  and  even  computers  that  had  not  been  updated  seemed  to 
work  quite  well. 

New  Organizational  Structure 

On  January  1,  2000  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  began  the  new  century  with  an  updated  organizational  structure.  The  association's 
leaders  had  worked  hard  during  the  last  half  of  1998  and  throughout  1999  to  prepare  for  the  move  from  an  outdated  organizational  structure 
to  one  that  would  be  more  effective  and  efficient.  The  new  structure  replaced  councils  and  committees  with  groups  and  teams,  and  introduced 
the  concept  of  temporary  teams  to  get  much  of  the  work  accomplished.  More  flexibility  in  design,  greater  empowerment  of  leadership,  and 
the  use  of  generic  terminology  became  characteristics  of  the  new  structure. 

One  change  was  to  use  the  calendar  year  as  the  operating  year  for  the  association.  Previously,  the  association  had  used  the  old  church  year, 
October  1  through  September  30,  as  the  operating  year.  The  use  of  the  calendar  year  makes  it  much  easier  to  deal  with  finances  and  tax 
matters,  and  eliminates  confusion  in  preparing  calendars,  budgets,  and  reports,  since  everything  is  done  within  one  calendar  year. 

Mission  Involvement 

It  was  a  very  good  year  for  involvement  in  missions.  A  total  of  1,443  Caldwell  Baptists  served  as  mission  volunteers  in  the  county  and 
around  the  world.  This  number  topped  the  previous  record  of  1 ,009  volunteers  who  were  involved  in  mission  projects  during  1999,  I  am  very 
grateful  for  the  growing  number  of  people  in  member  congregations  who  feel  the  call  to  mission  service.  Joann  Propst  has  done  a  tremendous 
job  for  over  a  decade  in  keeping  a  record  of  volunteers  involved  in  missions.  Those  who  study  the  association's  history  will  be  grateful  for 
the  thorough  reports  on  our  involvement  in  missions.  'Thank  you,  Joann,  for  a  job  well  done!" 

Caldwell  Baptists  were  among  the  first  to  respond  in  mid  September  1999  following  the  destruction  left  by  Hurricane  Floyd  in  eastern  North 
Carolina.  Ten  teams  went  in  1999  from  the  association  and  26  teams  went  in  2000  to  help  victims  and  relief  workers  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
state.  The  churches  have  reported  giving  a  total  of  $164,635.89  to  help  hurricane  victims  since  September  1999.  !n  addition  to  the  money, 
many  truckloads  of  food,  supplies,  furniture  and  clothing  have  been  sent.  I  am  very  proud  of  the  association's  Disaster  Relief  Coordinating 
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T  eam  and  the  host  of  volunteers  from  the  churches  who  have  responded.  Several  of  the  churches  have  adopted  families  and  have  made 
countless  trips  to  the  eastern  pa.1  of  the  state  to  rebuild  homes  and  lives. 

To  assist  with  disaster  recovery  efforts,  the  association  purchased  a  late  model  GMC  (cubed  van)  truck  during  2000.  The  truck  has  been  well 
equipped  with  necessary  tools  and  equipment  and  has  already  been  used  on  several  mission  projects.  The  truck  will  also  be  used  in  the  new 
Handyman  Ministry  of  the  association. 

During  the  year  much  mission  work  was  done  in  the  county.  In  addition  to  projects  with  Caldwell  Memorial  Hospital,  Caldwell  County 
Schools,  Green  Mountain  Park,  Lenoir  Park,  Helping  Hands  Ministry,  and  Patterson  School,  the  most  notable  effort  was  with  the  Calico 
Baptist  Mission  Project.  The  Clarks  Chapel,  Indian  Hills,  Lenoir  F;rst  and  North  Catawba  Baptist  Churches  have  partnered  with  the 
association  and  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  to  begin  a  new  mission  on  Calico  Road  in  the  Gamewell  Community.  A 
doublewide  trailer  was  purchased  and  set  up  in  a  development  of  over  600  manufactured  home  sites.  The  Steering  Committee  is  working 
hard  to  complete  work  on  the  property  and  to  search  for  a  pastor  The  work  of  the  mission  should  begin  during  the  first  half  of  200 1 . 

Evangelism 

Reaching  Caldwell  County  for  Christ  became  a  renewed  vision  in  2000.  During  the  year  a  burden  was  laid  on  the  hearts  of  some  of  our 
leaders  to  plan  a  one  ni^ht  Caldwell  County  Crusade.  It  took  piace  in  the  J.E.  Broyhill  Civic  Center  in  Lenoir  on  September  5th  with  Dr. 
Kenneth  Ridings,  president  of  the  Fruitland  Baptist  Bible  Institute,  as  the  preacher.  On  November  30lh  pastors  and  staff  ministers  began 
meeting  and  praying  for  ihe  Lord's  direction  in  further  efforts  to  reach  the  county  for  Christ. 

Team  Effort 

It  is  an  honor  and  privilege  to  serve  as  the  Associational  Missionary  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  I  am  indeed  grateful  for  our  staff  and 
volunteers  and  enjoy  working  with  them.  It  takes  a  team  effort  to  do  the  large  amount  of  ministry  that  is  accomplished  through  this  association. 
To  Ann,  Chris,  Darlene,  Floyd,  Joann  and  over  one-hundred  volunteer  leaders  I  say  "Thank  you."

2.  Dale  Matheson  led  the  group  in  a  prayer  of  blessing. 

3.  A  delicious  meal,  prepared  by  Myra's  of  Valdese,  was  enjoyed  by  the  group  as  board  matters  were  discussed.

6.  Neil  Annas,  insurance  agent  for  the  association,  gave  a  review  of  the  association's  insurance.  Mr.  Annas  was  instructed  to  review  the 
value  of  the  association's  property  and  advise  if  the  coverage  on  the  property  is  sufficient.  A  motion  was  made  by  Dale  Matheson  to 
give  Reverend  Fisher  the  authority  to  adjust  the  insurance  coverage  to  the  proper  amount  if  the  current  coverage  is  not  sufficient. 
Howard  Hawkins  seconded  the  motion  and  the  board  approved  it. 

7.  After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  liability  coverage  for  the  association  is  in  good  shape. 

8.  The  board  agreed  that  when  the  disaster  recovery  cubed  van  is  purchased  that  Reverend  Fisher  is  to  notify  Neil  Annas  and  the  van  will  be 
added  to  the  current  policy. 

9.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  with  prayer  by  Reverend  Fisher.

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PROCEEDINGS 

1 .  The  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Church  began  with  a  wonderful  period  of  worship  and  praise 
led  by  Phil  Duncan. 

2.  Moderator  David  Boan  welcomed  messengers  and  visitors  and  asked  for  the  adoption  of  the  printed  program.    The  program  was 
approved  as  printed. 

3.  Reports  from  Clerk  Ann  Hatton  and  Treasurer  Jack  Spainhour  were  presented.  Both  reports  were  approved  as  presented. 

4.  Messengers  heard  the  following  five  recommendations.  Each  recommendation  was  approved  as  presented. 

a      ASSOCIATIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  GROUP  RECOMMENDATION  (Strategy  Committee) 
Floyd  Annas,  Group  Leader 
Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church 

Constitution  and  Bylaws  Recommendation 

The  Strategy  Committee  presented  the  proposed  Constitution  and  Bylaws  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  to  the  Messengers 
during  their  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  on  October  28,  1999.  It  was  presented  as  information  so  the  Messengers  would  have  time  to  study 
it. 

The  Associational  Development  Group,  which  replaced  the  Strategy  Committee,  presents  the  proposed  Constitution  and  Bylaws  to  the 
Messengers  during  their  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  on  January  27,  2000  for  discussion  and  vote.  The  changes  to  the  proposal,  which 
were  mailed  to  the  Messengers,  are  included  in  the  proposed  document. 

The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  has  been  updated  to  reflect  the  new  organizational  structure.  The  proposed  document  will  become 
effective  immediately  upon  approval  by  the  Messengers.  A  copy  of  the  new  Constitution  and  Bylaws  will  be  printed  in  the  2000 
Annual  Minutes  of  the  association. 

b     CALICO  BAPTIST  MISSION  STEERING  COMMITTEE 
Reverend  Jack  Sprinkle,  Chairman 
Clark's  Chapel  Baptist  Church 

The  Calico  Baptist  Mission  Steering  Committee  recommends  that  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  hold  the  deed  to  the  two  lots 
purchased  in  Calico  Estates,  and  to  hold  the  title  to  the  double-wide  trailer  to  be  purchased.  The  committee  further  recommends  that 
Dale  Fisher,  Chief  Executive  Officer  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  be  given  permission  to  sign  the  necessary  papers  for  the  purchase  of 
property  for  the  mission  on  behalf  of  the  association.  When  the  mission  constitutes  as  a  church,  the  committee  recommends  that  the 
deed  and  title  to  the  property  be  given  to  the  newly  organized  church. 

c.     DISASTER  RELIEF  TEAM  RECOMMENDATION 
Earl  Woods,  Team  Leader 
Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Church 

The  association  is  very  involved  in  disaster  recovery,  having  sent  several  teams  to  eastern  North  Carolina  to  assist  with  recovery  efforts 
there.  The  plan  had  been  to  use  the  association's  luggage  trailer  to  transport  the  tools  and  equipment  necessary  to  do  recovery  work. 
Unfortunately,  the  trailer  has  proven  to  be  inadequate  for  the  ministry  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  rent  a  truck  on  several  occasions  to 
transport  the  tools  and  equipment. 

In  addition  to  disaster  recovery,  the  Disaster  Relief  Team  is  preparing  for  a  Handyman  Ministry  as  presented  to  the  messengers  earlier. 
The  same  tools  used  for  disaster  recovery  would  be  used  in  the  Handyman  Ministry.  It  would  be  helpful  if  the  tools  and  equipment  now 
stored  in  the  association's  garage  could  be  located  in  a  vehicle  ready  to  use  on  a  short  notice. 

Therefore,  the  Disaster  Relief  Team  requests  permission  from  the  messengers  to  purchase  a  used  cube  van,  also  known  as  a  Fifteen 
footer  truck.  It  would  be  one  of  the  yellow  trucks  previously  owned  by  the  Penske  Truck  Rental  Company.  The  cost  of  the  truck  would 
be  approximately  $13,000.00.  It  is  estimated  that  an  additional  $3,500.00  would  be  needed  to  paint  and  letter  the  truck,  and  to  build 
shelves  inside  of  it. 

The  team  further  requests  that  Dale  Fisher,  Chief  Executive  Officer  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  be  given  permission  to  sign  the 
necessary  papers  for  the  purchase  of  the  truck.  In  addition,  it  is  requested  that  a  new  line  item  be  added  to  the  association's  budget  in 
the  amount  of  $  1 ,000.00  to  cover  maintenance  and  fuel  for  the  vehicle. 

The  truck  would  be  housed  in  the  association's  garage.  It  would  be  painted  white  with  black  lettering  and  trim  to  match  the 
association's  van  and  trailers.  The  disaster  recovery  logo  would  also  be  placed  on  the  truck  to  quickly  identify  it  in  a  disaster  area. 


d     MEMBERSHIP  RECOMMENDATIONS 
John  Barnhardt,  Membership  Leader 
Associational  Development  Group 
North  Catawba  Baptist  Church 
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( 1 )  Recommendation  Concerning  Providence  Baptist  Church 

A  letter  was  sent  to  the  association  from  the  Providence  Baptist  Church  stating  their  desire  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  the 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  has  also  received  a  similar  letter. 

Quoting  from  the  letter:  "We  love  our  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  that  are  in  the  SBC,  and  the  BSC  but  we  see  that  it  is  obvious 
that  the  SBC  and  BSC  are  going  further  and  further  in  the  wrong  direction  away  from  a  strong  fundamental  stand  in  the  Word  of 
God,  and  we  can  have  no  part  of  this.  Please  consider  our  membership  canceled." 

As  stated  in  the  letter,  the  church  is  concerned  about  such  things  as  the  involvement  of  Southern  Baptists  with  other  religious 
groups,  particularly  Catholics;  "the  acceptance  of  female  preachers  and  deacons;"  and  "the  acceptance  and  propagation  of 
corrupted  versions  of  the  Bible  such  as  the  NIV,  NASB,  RSV,  and  the  Living  Bible."  Southern  Baptists,  which  includes  Caldwell 
Baptists  and  North  Carolina  Baptists,  are  accused  of  violating  and  comprising  the  Word  of  God. 

The  Associational  Development  Group  recommends  that  the  Messengers  honor  the  action  taken  by  the  Providence  Baptist 
Church.  If  the  recommendation  is  approved,  the  Providence  Baptist  Church  will  be  informed  by  letter  that  it  is  no  longer  a 
member  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  as  of  January  27,  2000. 

(2)  Recommendation  concerning  the  North  Hickory  Community  Mission 

The  Trinity  Baptist  Church,  located  in  Deep  Gap,  North  Carolina,  has  a  burden  to  begin  new  work.  The  church  is  affiliated  with 
the  Ashe  Baptist  Association,  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

The  church  offers  contemporary  worship  services  and  reaches  mostly  younger  people.  It  is  a  very  mission  minded  church, 
continually  training  and  encouraging  the  members  to  be  involved  in  missions.  The  church  has  started  several  new  missions. 

Church  leaders  had  been  told  of  an  interest  in  starting  a  new  work  in  the  southern  part  of  Caldwell  County,  specifically  in  the 
Northlakes  area.  In  talking  with  leaders  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Caldwell  Association,  the  church  decided  to 
begin  the  North  Hickory  Community  Mission  with  the  desire  of  reaching  the  young  adults  and  their  families  in  the  area.  The 
mission  is  currently  meeting  in  the  Quality  Inn  near  the  Hickory  Airport  and  already  has  reached  around  twenty-five  people  since 
it  began  in  October  1 999.  However,  the  mission  wants  to  be  located  near  the  Grace  Chapel  Road  in  Caldwell  County. 

The  Trinity  Baptist  Church  has  sent  a  letter  to  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  requesting  that  the  mission  be  brought  under  our 
watchcare,  with  the  understanding  that  the  mission  will  request  membership  in  the  Caldwell  Association  when  it  constitutes  as  a 
church.  This  would  be  a  unique  relationship  since  Trinity  Baptist  Church  is  a  part  of  the  Ashe  Baptist  Association.  However,  the 
association  is  aware  of  the  new  mission  and  has  indicated  no  opposition  to  this  unique  relationship  with  the  Caldwell  Association. 

Therefore,  the  Associational  Development  Group  recommends  that  the  Messengers  to  the  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association  enter  into  a  working  relationship  with  the  Trinity  Baptist  Church  for  the  establishment  of  this 
mission  in  the  southern  part  of  Caldwell  County.  In  addition,  the  Group  recommends  that  the  North  Hickory  Community  Mission 
be  brought  under  the  watchcare  of  our  association.

The  following  recommendations  come  from  the  Calico  Baptist  Mission  Steering  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  Each  recommendation  is  in  regards  to  the  Calico  Baptist  Mission  to  be  located  in  the  Calico  Estates 
Development  in  the  Gamewell  Community. 

Recommendation  No.  1: 

Lot  No.8,  which  sits  in  front  of  Lot  No.  14  and  diagonally  in  front  of  Lot  No.  13  (both  lots  owned  by  the  association)  has  become 
available  in  the  Calico  Estates  Development.  This  is  a  corner  lot,  which  we  originally  wanted  to  buy.  The  developer  is  willing  to 
sell  it  to  the  association  for  the  same  price  as  we  paid  for  each  of  the  other  two  lots:  $12,000.00.  The  money  is  available  through 
the  partner  churches  and  will  not  cost  the  association  anything.  The  association  would  write  the  check  using  the  funds  available 
from  the  partner  churches. 

The  property  would  belong  to  the  association  with  the  understanding  that  it  along  with  the  other  two  lots  would  be  given  to  the 
congregation  once  the  mission  constitutes  as  a  church.  The  land  would  be  a  great  blessing  to  the  future  development  of  the 
mission.  It  would  also  allow  the  doublewide  to  face  the  main  road  (Calico  Road). 

Therefore,  the  Calico  Baptist  Mission  Steering  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Directors  recommend  that  Lot  No.  8  be  purchased  by 
the  association. 

Recommendation  No.  2: 

The  mission  can  borrow  up  to  $75,000.00  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina.  The  current  interest  rate  is  7% 
through  the  convention.  The  term  of  the  loan  would  be  for  ten  years  with  ten  annual  payments.  The  mission  would  not  have  to 
make  the  first  payment  until  after  12  months  had  passed.  The  association  must  approve  the  loan  application  before  it  can  be 
submitted  to  the  Convention. 

Therefore,  the  Calico  Baptist  Mission  Steering  Committee  and  the  Board  of  Directors  recommend  the  approval  of  the  loan 
application  for  the  mission. 

Recommendation  No.  3: 

The  loan  papers  require  the  assistance  of  an  attorney.  This  probably  would  involve  some  expense. 

Therefore  the  Board  of  Directors  request  approval  to  proceed  with  securing  an  attorney  to  help  prepare  the  papers  and  to  pay  for  the 
services.

CONGREGATIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  MINISTRIES  REPORT 
Mrs.  Christine  Clark,  Group  Leader 
Hartland  Baptist  Church 

The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults,  plus  training  for  church 
leaders  of  these  age  groups.  In  addition,  the  group  is  responsible  for  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers'  tournaments;  media 
library;  music  and  worship;  prayer;  and  Seminary  Extension.  I  serve  as  the  leader  for  the  Congregational  Development  Group  and  represent 
the  Congregational  Development  Ministries  as  a  member  of  the  Management  Group. 

The  annual  Children  and  Youth  Bible  Drills  and  the  Youth  Speaker's  Tournament  were  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Rhodhiss  on  April 
6,  2000.  In  the  Children's  Bible  Drill  there  were  fifteen  participants  from  five  churches.  There  were  five  participants  from  two  churches  in 
the  Youth  Bible  Drill.  No  one  participated  in  the  Youth  Speaker's  Tournament.  Mina  Pritchard  serves  as  the  Bible  Drills  and  Speakers' 
Tournament  Leader. 

The  National  Day  of  Prayer  in  Caldwell  County,  sponsored  by  the  Congregational  Development  Group,  was  held  on  Thursday,  May  4,  2000 
simultaneously  in  Lenoir,  Hudson,  and  Granite  Falls  from  12:00  Noon  until  12:30  P.M.  Approximately  185  people  joined  for  prayer  in  the 
three  locations.  This  annual  event  is  for  all  persons  interested  in  praying  for  our  nation.  The  2000  theme  was  "PRAY2K"  -  America's  Hope 
for  the  New  Millennium"  and  Romans  12:12  was  the  Scripture  for  the  event.  Reverend  Dale  Fisher,  Associational  Missionary,  was  the 
leader  in  Lenoir  with  Reverend  Bert  Blackburn  (Lower  Creek  Church)  as  the  music  leader,  while  Reverend  John  Barnhardt,  pastor  of  North 
Catawba  Baptist  Church,  was  the  leader  in  Hudson  with  Reverend  Robert  Faile  (Fellowship  Church)  as  the  music  leader.  Reverend  Roger 
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Parker,  pastor  of  Baton  Baptist  Church,  was  the  leader  in  Granite  Falls  with  Shane  Becton  (Concord  Church)  as  music  leader.  Dr.  Steve 
Parker,  pastor  of  Hartland  Baptist  Church,  serves  as  the  association's  prayer  leader. 

Quarterly  meetings  for  media  librarians  from  churches  affiliated  with  the  association  were  held  at  Miller  Hill  Baptist  Church,  Mulvale  Baptist 
Church,  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson,  and  the  Cornerstone  Book  Store  in  the  Lenoir  Mall.  There  was  an  average  attendance  of  twenty-two 
persons  representing  fourteen  churches.  Several  of  these  people  attended  the  Summer  Library  Conference  at  Ridgecrest.  Two  of  the  churches, 
Mount  Zion  and  Dry  Ponds,  have  moved  into  new  library  facilities.  The  associational  media  library  provides  an  ongoing  service  to  churches 
who  need  help  starting  new  libraries,  moving  into  new  facilities,  weeding  out  and  updating  older  library  collections  and  helping  process 
books  for  check  out  by  the  congregations.  Its  mission  is  to  train  and  equip  the  various  media  staff  in  our  churches  to  provide  resources  and 
services  to  enhance  the  quality  of  ministry,  discipleship,  fellowship,  and  worship  in  the  lives  of  church  members.  The  goal  continues  to  be  to 
reach  more  churches  every  year  and  to  improve  and  strengthen  our  existing  libraries.  Bobbi  Watson  serves  as  the  media  library  leader. 

Two  Seminary  Extension  courses  will  be  offered  during  2001.  Each  course  will  be  held  at  the  Baptist  Center  at  7:00  p.m.  The  first  course 
will  be  held  from  March  6  through  May  8  and  the  second  course  will  be  offered  September  1 1  through  November  13.  Reverend  Michael 
Issacs  serves  as  the  Seminary  Extension  leader. 

In  2001,  a  Youth  Leaders  Workshop  will  be  held  on  January  12-13  at  the  Harrisburg  Baptist  Church.  On  February  12  at  True  Love  Waits 
Rally  will  be  held  at  College  Avenue  Baptist  Church.  A  Disciple  Now  Weekend  in  the  churches  will  take  place  on  March  16-18,  including  a 
rally  on  Saturday,  March  16  at  Lower  Creek  Baptist  Church.

The  Caldwell  Association  in  cooperation  with  Gardner-Webb  University  sponsored  Ministerial  Education  Day  on  Sunday,  February  27, 
2000.  This  annual  event  is  a  time  for  ministerial  students  to  gain  practical  experience  in  local  churches.  Baton,  Gethsemane,  Hudson  First, 
Lower  Creek,  Oak  Grove,  Piney  Grove,  Setzer  Creek,  Whitnel  First,  and  Yadkin  Baptist  Churches  chose  to  participate  this  year. 

Bivocational  Ministers  and  their  spouses  enjoyed  times  of  fellowship  on  May  4lh  at  the  Western  Steer  in  Hudson  and  at  the  Golden  Corral  in 
Lenoir  on  October  1 0th.  Reverend  Nicky  Waters  serves  as  the  leader  of  Bivocational  Ministries.

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DISASTER  RELIEF  COORDINATING  TEAM  REPORT

The  Disaster  Relief  Coordinating  Team  assists  the  Association  in  feeding,  recovery,  and  handyman  ministries.  This  is  one  of  the  Missions 
Evangelism  Ministries. 

The  Team  met  at  the  Baptist  Center  on  February  29th,  April  13th  and  May  1 1th  for  planning  sessions.  At  these  meetings  trips  were  discussed 
as  well  as  equipment  need  for  the  disaster  relief,  disaster  recovery  and  handyman  ministries. 

On  April  27,  Disaster  Relief  volunteers  prepared  a  Fish  fry  complete  with  all  the  trimmings  at  the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the 
Messengers  to  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The  meeting  was  held  in  the  fellowship  building  of  the  Center  Grove  Baptist  Church. 

On  June  17,  the  association's  van  and  disaster  relief  trailer  were  displayed  at  Fellowship  Baptist  Church.  This  was  part  of  a  fundraiser  for 
disaster  relief  that  involved  boys  riding  bicycles  for  money. 

North  Carolina  Baptist  Men  requested  volunteers  from  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Disaster  Relief  Team  to  participate  in  a  training  event  at  the 
Millers  Creek  Baptist  Church,  Brushy  Mountain  Association,  on  May  20th.  A  team  of  volunteers  took  the  association's  van  and  disaster  relief 
feeding  trailer  to  Millers  Creek,  displaying  the  trailer,  answering  questions,  and  providing  lunch  for  the  participants. 

The  Messengers  during  their  meeting  at  the  Baton  Baptist  Church  on  January  27,  2000  gave  the  Disaster  Relief  Team  permission  to  purchase 
a  truck  (cubed  van)  from  the  Penske  Truck  Rental  Company.  On  May  12,  2000,  the  Caldwell  Association  for  a  cost  of  $1 1,000.00  purchased 
a  1997  GMC  Truck  owned  by  the  Penske  Truck  Leasing  Company.  On  June  24  several  volunteers  went  to  the  home  of  Dennis  Setzer  to  sand 
the  truck.  Dennis  painted  the  truck  the  following  week. 

A  picnic  was  held  to  express  appreciation  to  Caldwell  Baptist  Disaster  Relief  and  Recovery  Volunteers  on  Saturday,  July  29.  It  was  held 
under  the  large  picnic  shelter  of  the  Philadelphia  Lutheran  Church  in  Granite  Falls. 

Twenty-six  disaster  relief  and  recovery  teams  from  the  Caldwell  Association  helped  during  2000  with  feeding,  cleanup,  and  construction  in 
eastern  North  Carolina.  These  teams  followed  ten  other  associational  teams  that  helped  in  1999  following  the  destruction  caused  by 
Hurricane  Floyd  in  September  1999.  A  complete  list  of  people,  churches  and  where  the  volunteers  served  can  be  found  in  the  Missions 
Evangelism  Ministries  Report.

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Constitution  and  Bylaws 
of  the 

Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Incorporated 
Constitution 
Preamble 

This  constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  the  basic  beliefs  of  this  organization. 

Article  1:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The 
duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  1 .  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645,  is  recognized  as 
the  official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

"Helping  congregations  fulfill  Christ's  Great  Commission"  is  the  mission  statement  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  congregations,  which  have  been  approved  for  membership  by  the 
messengers  to  the  association  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  association's  bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  1.  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body,  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  that 
compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.  Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  these 
churches.  The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  chosen  to  be  affiliated  with  the  association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  1 .  This  association  is  composed  of  member  churches  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.  The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
A  copy  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association, 
provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the 
president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are  to  be  furnished  to  the 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to  dissolve,  the  assets  of  the 
association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the 
president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the 
current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  amendment. 

Bylaws 

Preamble 

These  bylaws  have  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern  this  body  in  an 
orderly  manner. 

Article  I:  Associational  Year 

The  associational  year  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 

Article  II:  Finances 

Section  1 .  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 

Section  2.  The  association's  ministry  budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  presented  by  the  Associational  Development  Group  for  a 
vote  by  the  messengers  during  their  quarterly  meeting  in  October  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  study  the  budget, 
the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to  the  messengers  no  later  than  the  third  Thursday  of 
October  each  year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  January  1  annually.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  maintain  a  budget 
format  that  corresponds  with  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 
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Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  January  an  annual  financial  report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoing  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  pastors,  church  staff,  retired 
ministers,  other  ministers,  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  confidentially 
administers  the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and  the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.  Each  member  congregation  of  the  association  is  requested  to  contribute  a  suggested  amount  of  at  least  4%  of  all 
undesignated  receipts  to  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  religious  organization. 

Article  III:  Logos 

Section  1 .  The  association  is  to  use  a  personalized  logo  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Article  IV:  Meetings 

Section  1 .  The  messengers  to  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  night  in  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting),  July  (Summer  Meeting), 
and  October  (Fall  Meeting). 

Section  2.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and  contacting  program  participants, 
and  for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each  quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented  in  the  annual 
"Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  team  may  ask  the  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or 
one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis  date  or  other  important  event.  The  meetings 
are  to  be  held  in  as  many  member  churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  president  or  the  associational  missionary  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely 
urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  one-week  is  to  be 
given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the 
associational  missionary  and  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen  crises. 

Section  5.  There  must  be  a  quorum  of  at  least  fifty  messengers  present  at  quarterly  or  called  meetings  in  order  to  conduct  the 

business  of  the  association. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business  meetings  of  the 

association. 

Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate  in  debate 
without  the  privilege  to  vote.  Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  arc  to  be  received  by 
the  Associational  Development  Group  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The  messengers  are  to  consider 
only  those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Associational  Development  Group.  The  group  is 
responsible  for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the  messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution  or  public  statement  received. 
The  proposal  may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the  group  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.  Copies  of  all  proposed  resolutions  and  public 
statements,  with  the  name  of  the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  their  meeting. 

Article  V:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  1.  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Associational  Development 
Group  a  letter  of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking  admission  into  the  association, 
and  the  date  when  the  congregation  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A.  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  with  leaders 
of  the  church  to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  requirements  for  admission,  to  consider  any  of  their 
church  approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal  with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  group 
make  a  decision  about  their  request. 

B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  share  the  request  with  the 
association  and  to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the 
quarterly  meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  messengers  with  the  church  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least  one  full  year 
before  being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 
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1 .  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The  association  is  to 
carefully  observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church  under  watchcare  is  to  receive  the 
same  opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however,  members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may  not  vote 
nor  hold  a  position  of  leadership  in  the  association. 

2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the 
association,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  as  needed  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the  watchcare 
period  to  discuss  their  relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the  group  are  to  visit  during 
meetings  of  the  church  to  observe  the  organization  and  practices  of  the  church. 

D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  group  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the  church  and  to  decide 
on  one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate  time  concerning  membership: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the  quarterly 
meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  messengers  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under  watchcare  or  into  full 
membership  of  the  association. 

F.  If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  messengers,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may 
submit  another  letter  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  MISSION  OF  A  CHURCH:  A  mission  started  by  a  member  church  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  automatically 
comes  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association,  unless  the  sponsoring  church  chooses  otherwise.  The  mission  would  be  eligible  for  full 
membership  in  the  association  after  constituting  as  a  church.  The  Admission  section  of  the  Membership  Procedures  in  the  bylaws  would  be 
followed  if  the  newly  constituted  church  requests  membership.  However,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  church  to  go  through  another  period 
of  watchcare. 

Section  3.  COOPERATION:  A  cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  Annual  Church  Profile  to  the  associational  clerk, 
is  represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers,  contributes  financially  to  the  association,  and  is  in  general 
agreement  with  the  mission,  basic  beliefs,  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  4.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the  Associational 
Development  Group  and/or  the  associational  missionary  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an  attempt  to  help  resolve 
the  problem(s). 

Section  5.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  to  be  contacted  by  the  Associational 
Development  Group  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church  relative  to  its 
continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  group  may  choose  to  make  a  recommendation  that  the  church  be  removed 
from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have  to  be  made  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  and  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  would  be  needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  the  association. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As  soon  as  possible 
following  the  associational  meeting,  the  group  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 

Section  6.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its  fellowship  from 
the  association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  in  an  official  letter 
from  the  church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the  next 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  the  group  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  messengers  to  the  association  are  to  take 
one  of  the  following  actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the  action  by  a  letter 
from  the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptance  of  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Associational  Development  Group 
to  ask  the  church  to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  7.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  a  church 
is  accepted  under  watchcare  or  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is  dismissed  or  withdraws  from  the 
association  as  a  member. 

Article  VI:  Messengers 

Section  1 .  The  association-in-session  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches  in  attendance  at  each  quarterly  or 
called  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association. 
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Section  3.  Each  member  church  is  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  five  messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  fifty  resident  members  are 
allowed  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  resident  church  members.  No  church  is  allowed  more  than  ten  messengers. 

50  or  less  resident  members  equal  5  messengers. 
51-100  resident  members  equal  6  messengers. 
101-150  resident  members  equal  7  messengers. 
1 5 1-200  resident  members  equal  8  messengers. 
201-250  resident  members  equal  9  messengers. 
25 1  or  more  resident  members  equal  1 0  messengers. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and  each  of  the  six 
associational  officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions  provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the  church  being 
represented. 

Section  5.  Churches  are  encouraged  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  7  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve  the  full 
associational  year  from  January  1  through  December  31,  and  have  their  names  included  on  the  Annual  Church  Profile  due  each  year  on 
October  7.  Messengers  can  serve  consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by  their  church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  the 
quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and 
groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the 
churches. 

Section  7.  A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that  church. 

Article  VII:  Leadership 

Section  1 .  General  Leadership 

A.  Board  of  Directors 

1.  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (I)  serve  as  legal 
representative  of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  in  handling  legal 
matters;  (3)  oversee  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment 
or  other  securities  of  the  association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold, 
buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or 
conveyance;  (6)  assist  the  Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies, 
and  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme 
circumstances,  giving  a  full  report  to  the  messengers  at  their  next  quarterly  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  twelve  members  including  the  six  officers  of  the  association  plus  six  other 
members  from  churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  Ten  of  the  directors  are  selected  by  the  Volunteer 
Enlistment  Team  and  approved  by  the  messengers.  The  chief  executive  officer  (associational  missionary)  and 
the  clerk  (administrative  assistant)  serve  by  virtue  of  their  paid  positions.  Four  of  the  six  officers  are  elected  by 
the  messengers  annually,  excluding  the  chief  executive  officer  and  the  clerk.  The  six  additional  members  are 
elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  terms  rotating,  so  that  three  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  president 
serves  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  January  and  at  other  times 
as  necessary  and  is  accountable  to  the  messengers. 

2.  Officers: 

a.  The  President  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  messengers  to  the  association. 
As  the  presiding  officer,  the  president  (1)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  time, 
enforces  the  rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer 
according  to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  procedure;  (2)  serves  as  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (3)  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the 
association  with  voting  rights;  (4)  calls  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with 
extremely  urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  (5)  postpones  and 
reschedules  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  associational 
missionary  and  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other 
unforeseen  crises;  and  (6)  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team.  The 
president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  term.  After 
serving  for  two  consecutive  years  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  the  Office  of  President  for 
at  least  one  year. 

b.  The  Vice-President  discharges  the  duties  of  the  president  in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the 
president.  The  vice-president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and  is  eligible  to  a  second  consecutive 
term.  However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for 
vice-president  for  at  least  one  year. 

c.  The  Clerk  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association  and  makes  this 
information  available  upon  request.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to:  (1)  serve  as  the  recorder  during  the 
meetings  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  present  a  printed  and  verbal  Clerk's  Report 
at  each  meeting  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (3)  secure  from  the  churches  the 
Annual  Church  Profile  and  process  it  according  to  recommended  procedures;  (4)  edit  the  associational 
annual  minutes;  (5)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  preserve  the  official  records 
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of  the  association;  (4)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The  administrative  assistant  serves  as  the  clerk  of 
the  association. 

d.  The  Treasurer,  in  a  working  relationship  with  the  association's  financial  secretary,  receives  all  of  the 
funds  contributed  to  the  association  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget  of  the 
association  or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to:  (1)  serve  as  a 
voting  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  serve  as  a  voting  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational 
Development  Group;  (3)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  recommend  and 
establish  fiscal  policies;  (4)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (5)  provide 
printed  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements;  and  (6) 
supervise  the  financial  work  of  the  financial  secretary  who  serves  as  an  assistant  to  the  treasurer. 

The  treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  financial  secretary  is  authorized  to 
fulfill  the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

e.  The  Parliamentarian  assists  the  president  with  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  at  all  meetings  of  the 
messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  parliamentarian  to  (1)  serve  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  know  and  interpret  as  needed  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure, 
specifically  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised;  and  (3)  understand  and  interpret  as  needed  the 
governing  documents  of  the  association.  The  parliamentarian  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed 
himself. 

f.  The  Associational  Missionary,  also  known  as  the  executive  director,  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
the  association  and  the  registered  agent  for  the  association.  The  missionary  is  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  and  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the  association  with  voting 
rights. 

B.  Management  Group 

1 .  The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the 
association,  coordinating  ministry  activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed.  The  group 
recommends  an  annual  calendar  of  activities  for  the  forthcoming  year  to  the  messengers  in  July. 

2.  The  five-member  group  consists  of  the  Associational  Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational 
Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group  Leader,  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group 
Leader,  and  the  Associational  Missionary  who  serves  as  the  leader  of  the  Management  Group. 

C.  Personnel  Development  Team 

1.  The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  The  team  is 
accountable  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors.  Its  duties  are  to:  (1 )  maintain  up- 
to-date  policies  and  procedures  in  a  handbook  for  the  selection,  development,  supervision,  and  termination  of  the 
association's  personnel,  recommending  changes  to  the  policies  and  procedures  to  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2) 
keep  up-to-date  job  descriptiohs  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend 
to  the  messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary;  and  (4)  develop  and  recommend  to  the 
Associational  Development  Group  salaries  and  financial  benefits  for  employed  personnel.  The  Personnel 
Development  Team  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that 
three  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  or  a  member  of  the  team  serves  as  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Missionary  Search  Team. 

2.  Personnel 

1.  In  addition  to  the  Associational  Missionary,  the  association  employees  other  personnel  as  needed  to 
help  fulfill  its  mission. 

2.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  the  policies  and  procedures  relating  to  all 
employees  and  job  descriptions  for  each  position. 

D.  Spiritual  Insight  Team 

1 .  The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and 
for  communicating  spiritual  insight  with  the  Management  Group  to  which  it  is  accountable. 

2.  Twelve  members  of  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each 
member  is  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  six  members  are  elected  each  year.  The 
team  members  are  enlisted  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

E.  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team 

1 .  The  team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  the  leaders,  members,  and  needs  of  the  congregations 
affiliated  with  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

2.  Twelve  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each  member  is 
elected  for  a  two-year  rotating  term  with  six  members  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  and  members  are 
enlisted  and  recommended  to  the  messengers  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

3.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group. 
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F.  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team 

1 .  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing, 
enlisting,  and  recommending  leaders  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the 
Spiritual  Insight  Team,  the  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups  including  their 
permanent  teams.  As  needed,  the  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  an 
Associational  Missionary  Search  Team  to  the  messengers.  The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible 
for  enlisting  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  the  other  members  of  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  team  consists  of  eight  members,  each  elected  for  a"two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating  so  that  four  new 
members  are  elected  each  year.  The  Management  Group  is  responsible  each  year  for  enlisting  and 
recommending  to  the  messengers,  no  later  than  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting,  four  persons  to  serve  on  the 
Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  the  next  associational  year.  After  serving  for  two  consecutive  years  an 
individual  could  not  be  considered  for  service  on  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  at  least  one  year. 

3.  The  team  is  responsible  for  presenting  to  the  messengers  nominees  for  the  next  associational  year  no  later 
than  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  in  October.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year,  the  Volunteer  Enlistment 
Team  is  authorized  to  work  with  the  appropriate  leaders  in  filling  the  vacancy  without  the  approval  of  the 
messengers. 

4.  The  Management  Group  will  meet  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  at  least  once  each  year  to  assist  the 
Enlistment  Team  in  the  selection  of  persons  to  serve  on  the  four  ministry  groups  and  the  permanent  teams. 

Section  2.  Ministry  Groups  and  Teams 

A.  General 

1  Each  ministry  group  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group  and  the  messengers.  Each  group  leader  is  a 

member  of  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for 
leadership  positions  on  the  groups,  except  for  the  group  leaders.  In  addition,  the  team  is  responsible  for 
recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for  leadership  positions  on  permanent  teams  as  recommended  by  the 
ministry  groups. 

3.  Each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  is  empowered  in  cooperation  with  the  Management  Group  to  create  ministry 
teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  assigned  duties,  and  to  dissolve  ministry  teams  that  arc  no  longer  needed.  The 
messengers  would  have  to  approve  dissolving  a  permanent  ministry  team  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Management  Group.  The  Management  Group  is  also  empowered  to  create  ministry  teams  as  needed. 

4.  Each  ministry  team  is  responsible  to  its  group,  and  each  team  leader  serves  as  a  member  of  the  group. 

5.  There  are  temporary  and  permanent  ministry  teams. 

a.  A  temporary  team  is  one  created  by  a  group  to  carry  out  a  specific  assignment.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  assignment  the  ministry  team  would  be  dissolved. 

b.  A  permanent  team  is  one  that  has  an  ongoing  ministry  under  the  direction  of  their  group. 

c.  Permanent  ministry  teams  must  be  approved  by  the  messengers  upon  recommendation  of  the 


Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 
6.  Every  group  and  team  is  to  have  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

Associational  leaders  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to  the  association  as  requested. 

8.  Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  group  or  team  is  entitled  to  full  voting  rights. 

9.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  detailed  job  descriptions  for  each  group,  team  and  leadership 

position. 


B.  Groups 

1.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  the  association's  finances;  history;  membership; 

promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  strategic  planning;  and  other  duties  as  assigned  by 
the  messengers  or  the  Management  Group.  The  group  is  also  responsible  for  recommending  to  the  messengers 
changes  to  the  constitution  and  bylaws,  and  for  maintaining  an  up-to-date  organizational  structure  in  chart  form 
to  visibly  reveal  the  operation  of  the  association. 

The  group  works  with  the  association's  staff  in  maintaining  an  up-to-date  operations  manual  for  the  association. 
The  manual  would  include  such  items  as  paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the 
Articles  of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

In  addition,  the  group  is  responsible  for  initiating  the  work  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team  as 
needed.  This  would  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  as  stated  in  the  Personnel 
Policies. 
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2.  The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults, 
plus  training  for  church  leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers' 
tournaments;  media  library;  music;  prayer;  and  Seminary  Extension. 

3.  The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bi vocational  ministers;  church  secretaries; 
deacons;  families  of  ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such  as  church 
councils;  and  staff  ministers.  In  addition,  the  group  administers  the  "Ministers  Support  Fund." 

4.  The  Missions  Evangelism  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries;  community 
issues;  disaster  relief;  enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions  education; 
missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions  support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible  School;  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

C.  Permanent  Ministry  Teams 

1.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

2.  The  Disaster  Relief  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery  and  handyman  ministries.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

3.  The  Ministers'  Conference  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors,  church  staff  ministers,  other  ministers  and 
retired  ministers  in  the  association.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group. 

4.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  assists  the  churches  in  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their 
music  ministries.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Development  Group. 

5.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 
associational  messengers.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Associational  Development  Group. 

6.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging, 
and  strengthening  WMU  work.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  1 .  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Caller  is  published  to  communicate  information  about  the  work  of 
and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  A  Calendar  of  Activities  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related  to  the  association. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 

Section  5.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  Congregation  Profile  by  October  7 

each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  president  or  his 
designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current  messengers  of 
the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  a  vote  on  the  amendment.

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Explanation  of  the  Organizational  Structure 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

The  Messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and 
reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and  groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the 
meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the  congregations. 

The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association,  holding  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association.  The  Board  exercises  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance.  It  oversees  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association,  and  assists 
the  Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies  and  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal.  The 
Board  is  authorized  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances. 

The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  This  involves  maintaining  up-to-date  personnel 
policies  and  job  descriptions,  plus  developing  and  recommending  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel.  The  team  is  responsible  for 
recruiting,  interviewing,  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary.  The  team  is  directly 
responsible  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting  and  recommending  leaders 
for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups,  excluding  the 
Management  Group. 

The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the  association,  coordinating  ministry 
activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed. 

The  Staff  refers  to  the  administrative  employees  who  assist  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and  for  communicating  spiritual 
insight  with  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  the  leaders,  members,  and  needs  of  the  churches  affiliated  with 
the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

The  Associational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  the  annual  Associational  Missions  Week  emphasis;  constitution  and  bylaws; 
finances;  history;  membership;  promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  and  strategic  planning.  The  Quarterly 
Meetings  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 
messengers. 

The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults,  plus  training  for  church 
leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers'  tournaments;  media  library;  music  and  worship;  prayer;  and 
Seminary  Extension.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  assisting  congregations  in 
establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music  ministries. 

The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church  secretaries;  deacons;  families  of 
ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such  as  church  councils;  and  staff  ministers.  The  Ministers 
Conference  is  a  permanent  part  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  providing  opportunities  for  fellowship,  inspiration  and  information  for 
ministers  in  the  association. 

The  Missions  Evangelism  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries;  community  issues;  disaster  services; 
enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions  education;  missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions 
support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible  School;  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Baptist  Men,  Disaster  Services,  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  are  permanent  teams  of  this  group.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  congregations  in  educating  and  involving  men  and 
boys  in  missions.  The  Disaster  Services  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery,  and  handyman  ministries.  The  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Team  assists  congregations  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  WMU  work. 

The  Management  Group  and  each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  are  empowered  to  create  Temporary  Teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  specific 
assignments.

Your  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  is  working  toward  providing  and  delivering  the  resources,  needed  to  accomplish  our 
Mission  Statement  of  "Helping  congregations  fulfill  Christ's  Great  Commission".  t 

To  move  us  forward  in  this  process,  we  felt  that  more  prayer  was  important.  As  a  result  we  changed  our  By-Laws  and  organized  a  Spiritual 
Intercessory  Team.  This  new  team  was  approved  in  our  July  26  Quarterly  meeting.  This  team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for 
the  leaders,  members,  and  needs  of  the  congregations  affiliated  with  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.

Annas,  Associational  Development  Ministries  Leader,  Christine  Clark,  Congregational  Development  Ministries  Leader,  Chuck  Summcrlin, 
Congregational  Leadership  Ministries  Leader,  and  Joann  Propst,  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries  Leader.  These  are  dedicated  people  who 
bring  their  own  unique  abilities  to  the  positions  they  hold.  Chris,  Floyd  and  Joann  began  working  with  the  association  on  November  1, 
I  999  and  Chuck  started  on  February  1 ,  2001 . 

In  October  the  staff  began  making  Ministry  Calls  each  month.  The  purpose  of  making  these  calls  is  to  stay  in  contact  with  the  pastors, 
professional  staff  and  secretaries  serving  member  congregations  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  Through  this  plan  of  Ministry  Calls 
every  pastor,  professional  staff  member,  and  church  secretary  will  receive  at  least  one  call  from  an  associational  staff  member  every  month 
of  the  year.  If  the  plan  is  carried  out  well,  the  church  staff  should  feel  the  care  and  support  of  the  associational  staff.  Through  these  calls  we 
will  gain  information  on  how  to  better  minister  to  the  churches  and  to  the  staff  that  serve  them. 
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It  takes  a  team  effort  to  carry  out  the  many  ministries  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  To  Ann,  Chris,  Chuck,  Darlene,  Floyd,  Joann 
and  over  one-hundred  volunteer  leaders  1  say  "Thank  you." 

Involvement  in  Missions 

The  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  is  known  for  involvement  in  missions  and  2001  was  a  very  good  year  of  involvement.  Almost  1,200 
Caldwell  Baptists  served  as  mission  volunteers  in  the  county  and  around  the  world  this  past  year.  This  was  a  good  number  of  volunteers, 
even  though  it  was  a  little  less  than  the  record  setting  number  of  1,443  volunteers  in  2000.  I  am  very  grateful  for  the  people  in  member 
congregations  who  feel  the  call  to  mission  service.  Joann  Propst  continues  to  do  a  tremendous  job  in  keeping  a  record  of  the  volunteers 
involved  in  missions. 

Disaster  Services 

Caldwell  Baptists  have  continued  to  travel  to  Eastern  North  Carolina  to  help  the  victims  of  Hurricane  Floyd  that  devastated  the  area  in 
September  1999.  On  September  1 1,  while  another  team  of  Caldwell  Baptists  was  preparing  to  travel  to  Eastern  North  Carolina,  other 
Caldwell  Baptists  were  on  their  way  to  Washington  to  help  with  relief  efforts  at  the  Pentagon  following  the  terrorists'  attack.  Caldwell 
Baptists  left  the  night  of  the  attack  as  part  of  a  caravan  of  North  Carolina  Baptists  offering  assistance  in  our  nation's  capital.  In  the  weeks 
following  the  attack,  teams  from  the  Caldwell  Association  went  to  New  York  to  help  feed  relief  workers  and  to  clean  buildings  near 
"ground  zero." 

1  am  proud  of  the  Disaster  Services  Coordinating  Team  led  by  Earl  Woods.  Earl  does  a  super  job  in  working  with  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Men  and  the  American  Red  Cross  in  responding  to  requests  for  assistance.  In  addition,  I  am  proud  of  Larry  Osborne  for  his  untiring 
leadership  in  the  Disaster  Recovery  Services  and  the  Handyman  Ministry  of  the  Caldwell  Association.  These  two  men  and  the  host  of 
volunteers  who  work  with  them  have  helped  many  people  through  the  years. 

New  Work 

The  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  beginning  and  developing  new  work.  The  Calico  Baptist  Mission  officially 
began  on  August  1,  2001  and  God  is  blessing  the  ministry  in  a  tremendous  way.  In  five  months,  over  125  different  people  have  visited  the 
mission  for  services  and  35  have  joined  half  of  that  number  for  baptism.  The  church  planters,  Victor  and  Faye  ("Sugar  Babe")  Bonner,  are 
being  used  by  God  to  make  a  big  difference  in  the  lives  of  people  living  in  the  community  surrounding  Calico  Road.  It  has  been  a  pleasure 
for  the  association  to  partner  with  the  Clarks  Chapel,  Indian  Hills,  Lenoir  First,  and  North  Catawba  Baptist  Churches  in  this  new  work 
project.  The  partnership  has  been  enriched  with  the  wonderful  assistance  provided  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

JOYE-FEST  200? 

For  nearly  a  year,  ministers  have  been  meeting  for  prayer  at  the  Baptist  Center  and  Fellowship  Baptist  Church  on  Wednesday  mornings. 
These  have  been  uplifting  meetings  that  have  blessed  the  hearts  of  those  in  attendance  and  created  a  warm  bond  of  fellowship  among  the 
ministers. 

The  initial  purpose  of  the  prayer  meetings  was  to  seek  God's  will  on  how  He  would  want  us  to  collectively  join  Him  in  reaching  Caldwell 
County  and  the  surrounding  area  for  Christ.  He  laid  the  idea  of  JOYE-FEST  2002  on  our  hearts,  which  has  developed  a  unifying  spirit 
among  the  participating  ministers.  Much  work  has  been  done  during  2001  to  prepare  the  way  for  this  effort.  JOYE-FEST  has  two  major 
parts.  The  first  involves  preparing  the  churches  for  a  spiritual  movement  of  God,  which  includes  simultaneous  revivals  in  May  2002.  The 
second  part  involves  reaching  unsaved  people  with  simultaneous  crusade  meetings  in  September  2002.  It  is  hard  to  be  patience  as  we  wait 
to  see  what  God  will  do  in  our  area  this  coming  year. 

Clergy  Crisis  Support  Team 

It  has  been  an  honor  to  work  with  Caldwell  County  Schools  and  Caldwell  County  Emergency  Management  in  developing  a  Clergy  Crisis 
Support  Team  for  the  county.  The  mission  of  the  team  "is  to  assist  victims  and  emergency  personnel  with  their  psychological,  emotional, 
and  spiritual  needs  during  a  crisis  in  Caldwell  County  as  requested."  It  would  be  good  if  the  team  never  had  to  be  activated,  but  with  the 
increasing  violence  in  our  society  and  crisis  caused  by  accidents  and  deaths,  it  is  better  to  be  ready  before  something  happens,  than  to  wait 
and  not  have  anything  in  place  when  a  crisis  occurs. 

My  Watch  Continues 

There  are  more  than  1,200  Baptist  associations  affiliated  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  My  watch  continues  with  one  of  the  better 
ones.  It  is  hard  to  believe  that  I  came  to  this  position  on  April  1,  1986,  because  the  fifteen  plus  years  have  passed  quickly.  It  has  been  and 
continues  to  be  an  honor  and  privilege  to  serve  as  the  Associational  Missionary  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  Thank  you  for  the 
opportunity  to  serve  you! 


BAPTIST  MEN'S  TEAM  REPORT

The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  congregations  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions,  and  is  one  of  the  Missions 
Evangelism  Ministries.  The  team  sponsored  five  assotiational  events  this  year  and  responded  to  the  individual  needs  of  church  leaders.

2.  Twelve  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each  member  is  elected  for 
a  two-year  rotating  term  with  six  members  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  and  members  arc  enlisted  and 
recommended  to  the  messengers  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

3.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group. 

(Note:  If  this  amendment  is  approved,  the  new  team  would  be  added  to  the  Association's  Organizational  Structure  in  an  oval  under  the  oval 
containing  the  words  "Spiritual  Insight  Team.") 

RECOMMENDATION  NO  2:  A  change  in  the  selection  process  and  wording 

EXPLANATION:  When  the  Association  was  reorganized,  an  effort  was  made  to  give  each  organizational  unit  an  opportunity  to  select 
one  member  to  serve  on  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team.  This  process  has  proven  to  be  awkward  and  difficult  to  manage.  Another  problem 
was  the  failure  to  set  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  on  a  rotating  basis.  Currently,  the  whole  Team  will  complete  their  term  of  service  at 
the  same  time,  which  means  that  a  new  team  would  have  to  begin  their  work  with  no  experienced  members. 

Therefore,  in  cooperation  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  and  the  Management  Group,  the  Associational  Development  Ministries 
Group  proposes  the  following  change  in  the  selection  process  and  wording.  If  the  Bylaw  is  approved,  the  Messengers  are  requested  to 
allow  the  current  Team  Leader  and  three  of  the  current  members  to  continue  to  serve  in  2002  in  order  to  set  up  a  rotation  system  for  the 
Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

CURRENT  READING: 

E.  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team: 

1 .  The  team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting,  and  recommending  leaders  for 
the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups, 
excluding  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  team  consists  of  eight  members  including  the  associational  missionary.  The  Board  of  Directors  selects  the  person 
who  serves  as  the  team  leader.  The  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  the  Associational 
Development  Group,  the  Congregational  Development  Group,  Congregational  Leadership  Group,  and  the  Missions 
Evangelism  Group  each  enlist  one  person  to  serve  on  the  team.  Individual  team  members  are  not  accountable  to  the 
board,  group  or  team  that  enlisted  them.  The  team  is  presented  to  the  messengers  for  approval  by  the  current  Volunteer 
Enlistment  Team. 
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The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  presenting  to  the  messengers  nominees  for  the  next  associational 
year  no  later  than  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  in  October.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year,  the  Volunteer  Enlistment 
Team  is  authorized  to  work  with  the  appropriate  leaders  in  filling  the  vacancy  without  the  approval  of  the  messengers. 

3.  Each  team  member  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  year  of  service, 

provided  the  person  is  recommended  for  a  second  year  by  their  first-year  selection  group.  After  serving  for  two 
consecutive  years  an  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  service  on  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  at  least  one 
year. 

PROPOSED  READING:  (Please  note  the  change  in  letters,  due  to  the  proposed  addition  of  the  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team.) 
F.  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team 

1 .  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting,  and 
recommending  leaders  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  the 
Spiritual  Intercessory  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups  including  their  permanent  teams.  As  needed,  the  Enlistment 
Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  an  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team  to  the  messengers.  The 
Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  the  other  members  of 
the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  team  consists  of  eight  members,  each  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating  so  that  four  new  members 
are  elected  each  year.  The  Management  Group  is  responsible  each  year  for  enlisting  and  recommending  to  the 
messengers,  no  later  than  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting,  four  persons  to  serve  on  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for 
the  next  associational  year.  After  serving  for  two  consecutive  years  an  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  service  on 
the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  at  least  one  year. 

3.  The  team  is  responsible  for  presenting  to  the  messengers  nominees  for  the  next  associational  year  no  later  than  the  Fall 
Quarterly  Meeting  in  October.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year,  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  authorized  to 
work  with  the  appropriate  leaders  in  filling  the  vacancy  without  the  approval  of  the  messengers. 

4.  The  Management  Group  will  meet  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  at  least  once  each  year  to  assist  the  Enlistment 
Team  in  the  selection  of  persons  to  serve  on  the  four  ministry  groups  and  the  permanent  teams. 

*********** 

b.  A  recommendation  from  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  concerning  the  North  Hickory  Mission  was  presented 
by  Membership  Leader  John  Barnhardt. 

The  North  Hickory  Community  Mission  has  ceased  to  exist  due  to  problems  in  the  sponsoring  church.  Therefore,  the 
Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  recommends  that  the  messengers  authorize  the  removal  of  the  mission  from  the 
association's  list  of  congregations. 

c.  A  recommendation  for  a  special  offering  for  the  Calico  Baptist  Mission  was  presented  by  Jack  Sprinkle,  chairman  of  the  Steering 
Committee  for  the  Calico  Baptist  Mission. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  all  of  our  associational  churches  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  a  financial  contribution  by 
receiving  a  special  offering  on  Sunday,  May  20,  2001  to  be  used  for  enlisting  a  qualified  person  to  serve  as  church  planter/pastor 
for  the  new  work. 

d.  Reverend  Nicky  Waters,  president  of  the  Ministers'  Conference,  presented  the  recommendation  for  an  upcoming  crusade. 

For  nearly  four  months  interested  pastors  and  staff  ministers  have  been  meeting  at  Fellowship  Baptist  Church  and  at  the  Baptist 
Center  on  Wednesday  mornings  for  prayer.  The  purpose  of  these  open  meetings  is  to  pray  for  the  people  of  Caldwell  County  and 
how  we  as  churches  can  work  together  in  reaching  our  county  for  Christ. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  March  28th,  the  group  felt  God  leading  us  to  conduct  simultaneous  crusade  meetings  during  September 
2002.  Each  church  in  the  Caldwell  Association  would  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  evangelistic  effort.  We  would  plan  and  pray 
for  the  crusade  effort  together,  pooling  our  resources  to  do  major  promotion.  However,  each  church  would  select  their  own 
preacher  and  plan  their  own  service  as  they  wish,  with  the  understanding  that  individual  churches  would  be  free  to  work  together, 
if  they  choose,  and  share  preachers.  All  of  the  services  would  be  held  simultaneously  during  the  month  of  September  2002,  so 
that  each  church  could  take  advantage  of  joint  promotion,  prayer  and  training. 

This  recommendation  was  presented  to  the  Ministers'  Conference  on  Wednesday,  April  4,h,  receiving  unanimous  approval. 
Therefore,  the  Ministers'  Conference  recommends  that  the  Messengers  to  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  meeting  at  Mount 
Zion  Baptist  Church  on  Thursday,  April  26,  2001,  affirm  this  recommendation  giving  permission  for  leaders  to  proceed  with 
planning  and  promotion.  The  Crusade  Planning  Team  for  this  project  will  be  all  interested  pastors  and  staff  ministers  affiliated 
with  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  Smaller  teams  will  be  created  by  the  Planning  Team  to  carry  out  details  as  needed. 

e.  Team  Leader  Martha  Annas  presented  an  insurance  recommendation  from  the  Personnel  Development  Team. 

The  Personnel  Policies  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  state  that  "Medical  insurance  is  provided  by  the  association  for  all 
employees  who  work  twenty-five  hours  or  more  each  week"  (V.  Salary  and  Benefits,  C.  Insurance,  No.  1).  This  would  include 
the  Associational  Missionary,  the  Administrative  Assistant  and  the  Financial  Secretary. 

Our  Financial  Secretary  has  been  covered  with  medical  insurance  through  her  husband's  insurance  policy  at  the  place  of  his 
employment.   In  order  to  honor  the  Personnel  Policies,  the  association  has  reimbursed  her  for  the  difference  between  a  single 
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policy  for  her  husband  and  the  cost  of  adding  her  to  his  policy.  The  difference  has  been  $400.00  per  year,  the  amount  budgeted 
for  2001. 

Due  to  a  change  in  employment  for  our  Financial  Secretary's  husband,  it  is  no  longer  feasible  for  her  to  be  on  his  medical 
insurance  policy.  Since  she  does  meet  the  minimum  requirement  of  twenty-five  hours  of  employment  with  the  association  each 
week,  the  Personnel  Development  Team  recommends  that  the  messengers  approve  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  money  allotted 
for  Account  No.  810  (Insurance:  Financial  Secretary)  in  the  2001  Ministry  Budget.  The  current  amount  is  $400.00  and  the 
Personnel  Development  Team,  with  approval  from  the  Associational  Development  Group,  recommends  that  this  amount  be 
increased  to  $2,300.00,  an  increase  of  $1,900.00  for  the  Year  2001. 

This  amount  of  money  would  provide  medical  insurance  through  Blue  Cross  Blue  Shield  of  North  Carolina,  which  is  the  same 
policy  that  the  association  currently  provides  for  our  Administrative  Assistant.  The  Personnel  Development  Team  did  consider 
insurance  through  the  Annuity  Board,  which  is  cheaper  but  not  nearly  as  good  as  the  policy  with  Blue  Cross  Blue  Shield. 

8.  Earl  Woods,  Disaster  Relief  Team  Leader,  brought  a  report  on  the  Handyman  Ministry.  There  arc  currently  two  projects  underway. 
He  also  requested  prayer  for  Handyman  Ministries  Leader,  Larry  Osborne,  who  is  sick. 

9.  During  the  time  for  miscellaneous  business  two  items  were  presented. 

a.  Charlene  Heldcrman  brought  a  report  on  Temporary  Emergency  Child  Care,  which  is  a  ministry  of  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men. 
She  reported  that  volunteers,  equipment  and  supplies  are  needed  for  this  ministry. 

b.  Marlene  Alexander,  North  American  Mission  Projects  Leader,  gave  information  on  the  upcoming  Ohio  Mission  Project.  She 
gave  a  quick  overview  of  the  project  the  mission  team  will  undertake  and  encouraged  people  to  volunteer.  She  also  asked  for 
volunteers  for  the  Day  Camps  and  Sunday  morning  worship  services  that  are  held  at  Green  Mountain  Park.  These  are  all 
ministries  supported  and  sponsored  by  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

10.  Congregational  Development  Ministries  Leader  Christine  Clark  shared  information  about  the  work  of  that  group.  She  shared  events 
that  have  already  taken  place  as  well  as  plans  for  future  events. 

1 1 .  Terry  and  Carolyn  Gentry,  from  the  Setzer  Creek  Church,  presented  the  special  music. 

12.  The  theme  for  the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting  was  "Faithful  to  Our  Families".  Members  of  various  churches  in  the  association 
emphasized  the  theme  through  two  skits.  One  skit  gave  attention  to  the  importance  of  our  biological  families  while  the  other  brought 
attention  to  the  importance  of  our  relationship  as  a  family  of  churches.  Beth  Isaacs,  from  the  Crest  View  Church,  sang  "Love  Will  Be 
Our  Home"  between  the  skits. 

1 3.  President  Boan  adjourned  the  meeting  and  gave  the  benediction.

PROCEEDINGS 

1 .  The  Setzer  Creek  Choir  gave  the  call  to  worship  as  messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Caldwell 
Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

2.  President  David  Boan  gave  the  welcome,  theme  presentation  and  led  in  prayer.  He  prayed  specifically  for  associational  missionary 
Dale  Fisher,  who  was  away  on  a  mission  trip  to  Malaysia.  For  the  theme  presentation  a  parade  of  flags  was  held  with  each  flag 
representing  a  different  ministry  sponsored  by  the  association.  The  ministries  represented  by  the  flags  demonstrated  how  we  as 
Caldwell  Baptists  have  been  "Faithful  to  Our  Task". 

3.  President  Boan  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  asked  for  the  adoption  of  the  printed  program.  The  program  was  approved  as 
presented.   He  also  asked  for  any  new  pastors  or  staff  to  stand  but  none  was  present. 

4.  The  month  of  October  has  been  designated  as  Pastor  and  Staff  Appreciation  Month.  Floyd  Annas,  Associational  Development 
Ministries  Leader,  asked  all  pastors  or  staff  present  to  stand.  He  then  presented  them  with  a  "Gift  Certificate"  honoring  their  work  as 
ministerial  leaders. 

5      Reports  were  heard  from  the  clerk  and  treasurer.  Motion  was  made  and  passed  that  each  report  be  approved  as  presented. 
6.     The  messengers  received  the  following  recommendations.  Each  recommendation  was  approved  as  presented. 

a.    Keith  Daniel,  Finance  Leader,  presented  the  following  recommendations: 

(1)  Recommendation  No  1 :  2002  Ministry  Budget 

The  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  recommends  the  approval  of  the  2002  Ministry  Budget  for  the  Caldwell 
Baptist  Association  as  presented.  A  copy  of  the  budget  will  be  printed  in  the  2001  Annual  Minutes. 

(2)  Recommendation  No.  2:  Calico  Baptist  Mission 

The  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  recommends  that  a  one-time  gift  of  $4,800.00  be  given  to  the  Calico  Baptist 
Mission  from  current  associational  reserves.  This  money  will  be  used  to  support  the  pastor  and  general  operating  expenses  of 
this  new  work. 

(3)  Recommendation  No.  3:  New  Beginnings  Hispanic  Congregation 

Plans  are  underway  to  construct  a  new  building  for  the  New  Beginnings  Hispanic  Mission.  The  building  will  contain  a  large 
multi-purpose  room  for  worship  and  fellowship,  classrooms,  kitchen,  restrooms  and  office  space.  A  committee,  consisting  of 
representatives  from  the  mission,  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church,  Concord  Baptist  Church  and  the  Association,  is  working  on  the 
plans.  The  building  will  be  constructed  on  land  donated  by  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church. 
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The  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  recommends  that  a  one-time  gift  of  $5,000.00  be  given  to  this  building 
project  from  associational  reserves.  The  money  would  be  given  after  the  county  approves  the  building  plans  and  the 
construction  is  ready  to  begin. 

b.  Joann  Propst  presented  the  following  recommendation  on  behalf  of  the  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries  Group: 

A  team  from  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  conducted  a  very  successful  North  American  Mission  Project  with  the  Southern 
Hills  Baptist  Association  in  Ohio,  July  14  -  20,  2001.  The  Southern  Hills  Association  has  requested  that  another  team  come  to 
Ohio  from  the  Caldwell  Association  in  2002  to  do  additional  ministries. 

The  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries  Group  recommends  that  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  honors  this  request  and  send  a 
team  to  work  with  the  Southern  Hills  Baptist  Association,  July  13  -  20,  2002.  The  team  would  work  in  the  Cincinnati,  Ohio  area 
doing  such  things  as  Vacation  Bible  School,  prayer  walking,  survey  work  and  possibly  construction  projects. 

c.  Personnel  Development  Team  Leader  Martha  Annas  presented  the  following  recommendation. 

The  financial  secretary  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  currently  works  twenty-five  hours  per  week  and  is  considered  a  part- 
time  employee.  In  addition  to  her  financial  responsibilities,  she  works  with  the  administrative  assistant  in  carrying  out  general 
office  responsibilities,  and  serves  as  the  associational  librarian. 

The  Personnel  Development  Team  recommends  that  ten  additional  hours  be  added  per  week  to  this  position  for  a  total  of  thirty- 
five  hours  per  week,  making  it  a  full-time  position.  There  is  a  need  for  the  additional  hours  to  get  the  work  done  at  the  Baptist 
Center.  If  approved,  the  expanded  hours  would  begin  on  January  1,  2002. 

d.  The  following  names  were  added  to  the  list  of  2002  Associational  Leadership  and  were  presented  by  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team 
Leader  Gwyn  Reichard.  A  complete  list  of  2002  Associational  Leadership  will  be  printed  in  the  2001  Annual  Minutes.

The  Disaster  Services  Coordinating  Team  is  one  of  the  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries.  It  assists  the  association  by  providing  disaster 
relief  feeding  and  disaster  recovery  ministries.  In  addition,  the  team  is  responsible  for  the  coordination  of  the  handyman  ministry. 

The  team  met  at  the  Baptist  Center  on  May  15,  October  1,  and  December  1 1  for  planning  sessions.  At  these  meetings  trips  were  discussed 
as  well  as  equipment  needs  for  the  disaster  relief,  disaster  recovery  and  handyman  ministries. 

On  August  7  and  9,  new  volunteers  were  trained  by  the  American  Red  Cross,  and  received  additional  training  by  North  Carolina  Baptist 
Men  on  August  1 1  in  the  facilities  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson.  Diana  Anderson,  executive  director  for  the  Caldwell  Chapter  of 
the  American  Red  Cross,  and  Skip  Greene,  state  disaster  volunteer  leader,  were  the  leaders.  Also  on  August  1 1,  Charlcne  Helderman 
provided  training  for  child  care  volunteers.  She  is  the  state  director  of  Temporary  Emergency  Childcare  Services.  The  Emergency  Child 
Care  unit,  owned  by  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men,  is  housed  at  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hudson  where  Charlene  is  a  member. 

On  September  8,  Disaster  Relief  volunteers  prepared  a  fish  fry  complete  with  all  the  trimmings  at  the  Baptist  Men's  Training  Rally.  The 
meeting  was  held  at  Fellowship  Baptist  Church. 

This  was  a  very  active  year  of  ministry  for  disaster  relief  and  disaster  recovery  volunteers.  Feeding  teams  continued  to  feed  volunteer 
workers  in  eastern  North  Carolina  as  clean-up  and  rebuilding  projects  were  still  underway  after  the  damage  left  by  Hurricane  Floyd  in 
September  1999.  Volunteers  also  served  in  West  Virginia,  and  Caldwell  Baptists  were  among  the  first  to  respond  to  the  terrorists  attacks  in 
Washington  and  New  York.

Constitution  and  Bylaws 
of  the 

Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Incorporated 
Constitution 


Preamble 

This  constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  the  basic  beliefs  of  this  organization. 

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  The 
duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  1 .  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645,  is  recognized  as  the 
official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

"Helping  congregations  fulfill  Christ's  Great  Commission"  is  the  mission  statement  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  congregations,  which  have  been  approved  for  membership  by  the 
messengers  to  the  association  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  association's  bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  1 .  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body,  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  that 
compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.  Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  these 
churches.  The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  chosen  to  be  affiliated  with  the  association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  1 .  This  association  is  composed  of  member  churches  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.  The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 


Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  A 
copy  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association, 
provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the 
president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are  to  be  furnished  to  the 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to  dissolve,  the  assets  of  the 
association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the 
president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  amendment. 
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Bylaws 
Preamble 

These  bylaws  have  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern  this  body  in  an 
orderly  manner. 

Article  I:  Associational  Year 

The  associational  year  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 

Article  II:  Finances 

Section  1 .  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  January  1  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 

Section  2.  The  association's  ministry  budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  presented  by  the  Associational  Development  Group  for  a 
vote  by  the  messengers  during  their  quarterly  meeting  in  October  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  study  the  budget, 
the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to  the  messengers  no  later  than  the  third  Thursday  of 
October  each  year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  January  1  annually.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  maintain  a  budget  format 
that  corresponds  with  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements  during 
each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  January  an  annual  financial  report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoing  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  pastors,  church  staff,  retired  ministers, 
other  ministers,  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  confidentially  administers 
the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and  the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.  Each  member  congregation  of  the  association  is  requested  to  contribute  a  suggested  amount  of  at  least  4%  of  all 
undesignated  receipts  to  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  religious  organization. 

Article  111:  Logos 

Section  1 .  The  association  is  to  use  a  personalized  logo  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Article  IV:  Meetings 

Section  1.  The  messengers  to  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  arc  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  night  in  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting),  July  (Summer  Meeting), 
and  October  (Fall  Meeting). 

Section  2.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and  contacting  program  participants,  and 
for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each  quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented  in  the  annual  "Calendar  of 
Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  team  may  ask  the  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to  or  one  week  after 
a  scheduled  meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis  date  or  other  important  event.  The  meetings  are  to  be  held  in 
as  many  member  churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  president  or  the  associational  missionary  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely 
urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  one-week  is  to  be 
given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the 
associational  missionary  and  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen  crises. 

Section  5.  There  must  be  a  quorum  of  at  least  fifty  messengers  present  at  quarterly  or  called  meetings  in  order  to  conduct  the  business 

of  the  association. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business  meetings  of  the 

association. 

Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate  in  debate  without 
the  privilege  to  vote.  Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  are  to  be  received  by  the 
Associational  Development  Group  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The  messengers  arc  to  consider  only 
those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Associational  Development  Group.  The  group  is  responsible 
for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the  messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution  or  public  statement  received.  The  proposal 
may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the  group  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.  Copies  of  all  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements,  with 
the  name  of  the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  their  meeting. 
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Article  V:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  1.  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Associational  Development 
Group  a  letter  of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking  admission  into  the  association, 
and  the  date  when  the  congregation  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A.  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  with  leaders  of 
the  church  to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  requirements  for  admission,  to  consider  any  of  their  church 
approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal  with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  group  make  a 
decision  about  their  request. 

B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  share  the  request  with  the 
association  and  to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3.  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the 
quarterly  meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  messengers  with  the  church  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least  one  full  year  before 
being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 

1 .  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The  association  is  to 
carefully  observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church  under  watchcare  is  to  receive  the 
same  opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however,  members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may  not  vote 
nor  hold  a  position  of  leadership  in  the  association. 

2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the 
association,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  as  needed  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the  watchcare 
period  to  discuss  their  relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the  group  are  to  visit  during  meetings 
of  the  church  to  observe  the  organization  and  practices  of  the  church. 

D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  group  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the  church  and  to  decide  on 
one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate  time  concerning  membership: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the  quarterly 
meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  messengers  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under  watchcare  or  into  full 
membership  of  the  association. 

F.  If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  messengers,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may  submit 
another  letter  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  MISSION  OF  A  CHURCH:  A  mission  started  by  a  member  church  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  automatically 
comes  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association,  unless  the  sponsoring  church  chooses  otherwise.  The  mission  would  be  eligible  for  full 
membership  in  the  association  after  constituting  as  a  church.  The  Admission  section  of  the  Membership  Procedures  in  the  bylaws  would  be 
followed  if  the  newly  constituted  church  requests  membership.  However,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  church  to  go  through  another  period 
of  watchcare. 

Section  3.  COOPERATION:  A  cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  Annual  Church  Profile  to  the  associational  clerk, 
is  represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers,  contributes  financially  to  the  association,  and  is  in  general 
agreement  with  the  mission,  basic  beliefs,  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  4.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the  Associational  Development 
Group  and/or  the  associational  missionary  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an  attempt  to  help  resolve  the  problem(s). 
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Section  5.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  to  be  contacted  by  the  Associational 
Development  Group  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church  relative  to  its 
continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  group  may  choose  to  make  a  recommendation  that  the  church  be  removed 
from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have  to  be  made  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  and  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  would  be  needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  the  association. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As  soon  as  possible  following 
the  associational  meeting,  the  group  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 

Section  6.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its  fellowship  from  the 
association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  in  an  official  letter  from  the 
church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the  next 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  the  group  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  messengers  to  the  association  are  to  take 
one  of  the  following  actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the  action  by  a  letter 
from  the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptance  of  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Associational  Development  Group  to 
ask  the  church  to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  7.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  a  church  is 
accepted  under  watchcare  or  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is  dismissed  or  withdraws  from  the 
association  as  a  member. 


Article  VI:  Messengers 

Section  1 .  The  association-in-session  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches  in  attendance  at  each  quarterly  or 
called  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  Each  member  church  is  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  five  messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  fifty  resident  members  are 
allowed  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  resident  church  members.  No  church  is  allowed  more  than  ten  messengers. 

50  or  less  resident  members  equal  5  messengers. 

5 1  - 1 00  resident  members  equal  6  messengers. 
101-150  resident  members  equal  7  messengers. 
1 5 1  -200  resident  members  equal  8  messengers. 
201-250  resident  members  equal  9  messengers. 

25 1  or  more  resident  members  equal  1 0  messengers. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and  each  of  the  six  associational 
officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions  provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the  church  being  represented. 

Section  5.  Churches  are  encouraged  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  7  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve  the  full 
associational  year  from  January  1  through  December  31,  and  have  their  names  included  on  the  Annual  Church  Profile  due  each  year  on  October 
7.  Messengers  can  serve  consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by  their  church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  the  quarterly 
and  called  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  arc  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and  groups 
with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the  churches. 

Section  7.  A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that  church. 

Article  VII:  Leadership 

Section  1 .  General  Leadership 

A.  Board  of  Directors 

I .  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  serve  as  legal  representative 

of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  in  handling  legal  matters;  (3)  oversee  the 
total  insurance  plan  of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey 
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property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance;  (6)  assist  the 
Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies,  and  actions  regarding 
employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances,  giving  a 
full  report  to  the  messengers  at  their  next  quarterly  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  twelve  members  including  the  six  officers  of  the  association  plus  six  other 
members  from  churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  Ten  of  the  directors  are  selected  by  the  Volunteer 
Enlistment  Team  and  approved  by  the  messengers.  The  chief  executive  officer  (associational  missionary)  and  the 
clerk  (administrative  assistant)  serve  by  virtue  of  their  paid  positions.  Four  of  the  six  officers  are  elected  by  the 
messengers  annually,  excluding  the  chief  executive  officer  and  the  clerk.  The  six  additional  members  are  elected 
for  a  two-year  term  with  terms  rotating,  so  that  three  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  president  serves  as  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  January  and  at  other  times  as  necessary 
and  is  accountable  to  the  messengers. 

Officers: 

a.  The  President  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  messengers  to  the  association.  As 
the  presiding  officer,  the  president  (1)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  time,  enforces  the 
rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the 
principles  of  established  parliamentary  procedure;  (2)  serves  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board  of 
Directors;  (3)  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the  association  with  voting 
rights;  (4)  calls  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely  urgent  matters  that 
cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  (5)  postpones  and  reschedules  quarterly  or  called  meetings 
of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  associational  missionary  and  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team 
Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen  crises;  and  (6)  serves  as  a  member  of  the 
Associational  Missionary  Search  Team.  The  president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term  and  is  eligible  for 
election  to  a  second  consecutive  term.  After  serving  for  two  consecutive  years  the  individual  could  not 
be  considered  for  the  Office  of  President  for  at  least  one  year. 

b.  The  Vice-President  discharges  the  duties  of  the  president  in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the 
president.  The  vice-president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and  is  eligible  to  a  second  consecutive  term. 
However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for  vice- 
president  for  at  least  one  year. 

c.  The  Clerk  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association  and  makes  this 
information  available  upon  request.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to:  (1)  serve  as  the  recorder  during  the 
meetings  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  present  a  printed  and  verbal  Clerk's  Report 
at  each  meeting  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (3)  secure  from  the  churches  the  Annual 
Church  Profile  and  process  it  according  to  recommended  procedures;  (4)  edit  the  associational  annual 
minutes;  (5)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  preserve  the  official  records  of  the 
association;  (4)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The  administrative  assistant  serves  as  the  clerk  of  the 
association. 

d.  The  Treasurer,  in  a  working  relationship  with  the  association's  financial  secretary,  receives  all  of  the 
funds  contributed  to  the  association  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget  of  the  association 
or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to:  ( 1 )  serve  as  a  voting  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  serve  as  a  voting  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational  Development 
Group;  (3)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  recommend  and  establish  fiscal  policies; 
(4)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (5)  provide  printed  quarterly  and 
annual  reports  to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements;  and  (6)  supervise  the  financial  work 
of  the  financial  secretary  who  serves  as  an  assistant  to  the  treasurer. 

The  treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  financial  secretary  is  authorized  to  fulfill 
the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

e.  The  Parliamentarian  assists  the  president  with  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  at  all  meetings  of  the 
messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  parliamentarian  to  ( 1 )  serve  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  know  and  interpret  as  needed  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure,  specifically 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised;  and  (3)  understand  and  interpret  as  needed  the  governing  documents 
of  the  association.  The  parliamentarian  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself. 

f.  The  Associational  Missionary,  also  known  as  the  executive  director,  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
association  and  the  registered  agent  for  the  association.  The  missionary  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the  association  with  voting 
rights. 
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B.  Management  Group 

1.  The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the 
association,  coordinating  ministry  activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed.  The  group 
recommends  an  annual  calendar  of  activities  for  the  forthcoming  year  to  the  messengers  in  July. 

2.  The  five-member  group  consists  of  the  Associational  Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational 
Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group  Leader,  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group 
Leader,  and  the  Associational  Missionary  who  serves  as  the  leader  of  the  Management  Group. 

C.  Personnel  Development  Team 

1.  The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  The  team  is 
accountable  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors.  Its  duties  are  to:  ( 1 )  maintain  up-to- 
date  policies  and  procedures  in  a  handbook  for  the  selection,  development,  supervision,  and  termination  of  the 
association's  personnel,  recommending  changes  to  the  policies  and  procedures  to  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  keep 
up-to-date  job  descriptions  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend  to  the 
messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary;  and  (4)  develop  and  recommend  to  the 
Associational  Development  Group  salaries  and  financial  benefits  for  employed  personnel.  The  Personnel 
Development  Team  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  three 
members  are  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  or  a  member  of  the  team  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Missionary  Search  Team. 

2.  Personnel 

1 .  In  addition  to  the  Associational  Missionary,  the  association  employees  other  personnel  as  needed  to  help 
fulfill  its  mission. 

2.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  the  policies  and  procedures  relating  to  all  employees 
and  job  descriptions  for  each  position. 

D.  Spiritual  Insight  Team 

1 .  The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and  for 
communicating  spiritual  insight  with  the  Management  Group  to  which  it  is  accountable. 

2.  Twelve  members  of  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each 
member  is  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  six  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  team 
members  are  enlisted  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

E. 

Spiritual  Intercessory  Team 

1 .  The  team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  the  leaders,  members,  and  needs  of  the  congregations 
affiliated  with  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

2.  Twelve  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each  member  is 
elected  for  a  two-year  rotating  term  with  six  members  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  and  members  are 
enlisted  and  recommended  to  the  messengers  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

3.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group. 
F.           Volunteer  Enlistment  Team 

1 .  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting, 
and  recommending  leaders  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight 
Team,  the  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups  including  their  permanent  teams.  As 
needed,  the  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  an  Associational  Missionary 
Search  Team  to  the  messengers.  The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and 
recommending  to  the  messengers  the  other  members  of  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  team  consists  of  eight  members,  each  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating  so  that  four  new 
members  are  elected  each  year.  The  Management  Group  is  responsible  each  year  for  enlisting  and 
recommending  to  the  messengers,  no  later  than  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting,  four  persons  to  serve  on  the 
Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  the  next  associational  year.  After  serving  for  two  consecutive  years  an 
individual  could  not  be  considered  for  service  on  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  at  least  one  year. 
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3.  The  team  is  responsible  for  presenting  to  the  messengers  nominees  for  the  next  associational  year  no  later  than 
the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  in  October.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year,  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is 
authorized  to  work  with  the  appropriate  leaders  in  filling  the  vacancy  without  the  approval  of  the  messengers. 

4.  The  Management  Group  will  meet  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  at  least  once  each  year  to  assist  the 
Enlistment  Team  in  the  selection  of  persons  to  serve  on  the  four  ministry  groups  and  the  permanent  teams. 

Section  2.  Ministry  Groups  and  Teams 
A.  General 

1 .  Each  ministry  group  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group  and  the  messengers.  Each  group  leader  is  a  member 
of  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for 
leadership  positions  on  the  groups,  except  for  the  group  leaders.  In  addition,  the  team  is  responsible  for 
recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for  leadership  positions  on  permanent  teams  as  recommended  by  the 
ministry  groups. 

3.  Each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  is  empowered  in  cooperation  with  the  Management  Group  to  create  ministry 
teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  assigned  duties,  and  to  dissolve  ministry  teams  that  are  no  longer  needed.  The 
messengers  would  have  to  approve  dissolving  a  permanent  ministry  team  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Management  Group.  The  Management  Group  is  also  empowered  to  create  ministry  teams  as  needed. 

4.  Each  ministry  team  is  responsible  to  its  group,  and  each  team  leader  serves  as  a  member  of  the  group. 

5.  There  are  temporary  and  permanent  ministry  teams. 

a.  A  temporary  team  is  one  created  by  a  group  to  carry  out  a  specific  assignment.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
assignment  the  ministry  team  would  be  dissolved. 

b.  A  permanent  team  is  one  that  has  an  ongoing  ministry  under  the  direction  of  their  group. 

c.  Permanent  ministry  teams  must  be  approved  by  the  messengers  upon  recommendation  of  the  Volunteer 


Enlistment  Team. 

6.  Every  group  and  team  is  to  have  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

7.  Associational  leaders  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to  the  association  as  requested. 

8.  Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  group  or  team  is  entitled  to  full  voting  rights. 

9.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  detailed  job  descriptions  for  each  group,  team  and  leadership 
position. 

B.  Groups 

1.  The  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  the  association's  finances;  history; 


membership;  promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  strategic  planning;  and  other  duties  as 
assigned  by  the  messengers  or  the  Management  Group.  The  group  is  also  responsible  for  recommending  to  the 
messengers  changes  to  the  constitution  and  bylaws,  and  for  maintaining  an  up-to-date  organizational  structure  in 
chart  form  to  visibly  reveal  the  operation  of  the  association. 

The  group  works  with  the  association's  staff  in  maintaining  an  up-to-date  operations  manual  for  the  association. 
The  manual  would  include  such  items  as  paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the  Articles 
of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

In  addition,  the  group  is  responsible  for  initiating  the  work  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team  as 
needed.  This  would  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  as  stated  in  the  Personnel 
Policies. 

2.  The  Congregational  Development  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth, 

and  adults,  plus  training  for  church  leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers' 
tournaments;  media  library;  music;  prayer;  and  Seminary  Extension. 


3. 


The  Congregational  Leadership  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church 
secretaries;  deacons;  families  of  ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such 
as  church  councils;  and  staff  ministers.  In  addition,  the  group  administers  the  "Ministers  Support  Fund." 
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4.  The  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries; 

community  issues;  disaster  relief;  enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions 
education;  missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions  support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible 
School;  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

C.  Permanent  Ministry  Teams 

1.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

2.  The  Disaster  Services  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery  and  handyman  ministries.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

3.  The  Ministers'  Conference  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors,  church  staff  ministers,  other  ministers  and 
retired  ministers  in  the  association.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group. 

4.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  assists  the  churches  in  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their 
music  ministries.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Development  Group. 

5.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 
associational  messengers.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Associational  Development  Group. 

6.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and 
strengthening  WMU  work.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  1 .  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Caller  is  published  to  communicate  information  about  the  work  of 
and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  A  Calendar  of  Activities  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related  to  the  association. 

Section  4.  Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 

Section  5.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  Congregation  Profile  by  October  7 

each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  president  or  his 
designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current  messengers  of 
the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  a  vote  on  the  amendment.

Organizational  Structure 
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Explanation  of  the  Organizational  Structure 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

The  Messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and 
reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and  groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the 
meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the  congregations. 

The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association,  holding  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of  the 
association.  The  Board  exercises  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real  and 
personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance.  It  oversees  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association,  and  assists 
the  Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies  and  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal.  The 
Board  is  authorized  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances. 

The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  This  involves  maintaining  up-to-date  personnel 
policies  and  job  descriptions,  plus  developing  and  recommending  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel.  The  team  is  responsible  for 
recruiting,  interviewing,  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary.  The  team  is  directly 
responsible  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting  and  recommending  leaders 
for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups,  excluding  the 
Management  Group. 

The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the  association,  coordinating  ministry 
activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed. 

The  Staff  refers  to  the  administrative  employees  who  assist  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and  for  communicating  spiritual 
insight  with  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  the  leaders,  members,  and  needs  of  the  churches  affiliated  with 
the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

The  Associational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  the  annual  Associational  Missions  Week  emphasis;  constitution  and  bylaws; 
finances;  history;  membership;  promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  and  strategic  planning.  The  Quarterly 
Meetings  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 
messengers. 

The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults,  plus  training  for  church 
leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers'  tournaments;  media  library;  music  and  worship;  prayer;  and 
Seminary  Extension.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  assisting  congregations  in 
establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music  ministries. 

The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church  secretaries;  deacons;  families  of 
ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such  as  church  councils;  and  staff  ministers.  The  Ministers 
Conference  is  a  permanent  part  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  providing  opportunities  for  fellowship,  inspiration  and  information  for 
ministers  in  the  association. 

The  Missions  Evangelism  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries;  community  issues;  disaster  services; 
enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions  education;  missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions 
support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible  School;  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Baptist  Men,  Disaster  Services,  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  are  permanent  teams  of  this  group.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  congregations  in  educating  and  involving  men  and 
boys  in  missions.  The  Disaster  Services  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery,  and  handyman  ministries.  The  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Team  assists  congregations  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  WMU  work. 

The  Management  Group  and  each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  are  empowered  to  create  Temporary  Teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  specific 
assignments.

ASSOCIATIONAL  DEVELOPMENT  MINISTRIES  REPORT 
Floyd  Annas,  Leader 
Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church 

It  is  a  joy  to  be  on  the  Ministry  Staff  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  and  serve  with  the  Group  Leaders,  Ministry  Leaders  and  Ministry  Teams. 

Associational  Finances:  Keith  Daniel  Finance  Leader;  Jack  Spainhour,  Treasurer;  and  Darlene  Townsend,  Financial  Secretary,  led  the  group  in 
planning  the  2003  Budget  on  August  5,  2002.  Because  of  widespread  unemployment  in  the  area,  and  reduced  income  in  the  churches,  the  budget 
was  reduced  approximately  2%  below  the  2002  budget.  The  2003  budget  was  approved  during  the  October  24,  2002  Quarterly  Meeting  held  at 
Fellowship  Baptist  Church. 

History  Team:  Joann  Jarvis  has  been  faithfully  leading  the  Team.  Progress  is  being  made  toward  the  publication  of  the  History  of  Caldwell 
Baptist  Association  in  late  2004.  There  are  13  people  writing  articles  on  different  areas  of  our  history.  Mrs.  Jean  H  Branch  of  the  Lower  Creek 
Baptist  Church  will  be  the  new  History  Leader  for  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  for  2003. 

Associational  Membership:  Dr.  David  Boan,  the  Membership  Leader,  moved  out  of  the  association  mid-term  to  the  position  of  Director  of 
Church  Relations  with  Gardner-Webb  University.  We  welcome  our  new  Membership  Leader,  Dr.  Wade  Dellinger,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Hudson.  In  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  at  Fellowship  Baptist  Church,  the  association  accepted  the  recommendation  of  the  Associational

•  Replaced  Associational  Missionary's  computer  and  upgraded  other  staff  computers  to  5 1 2  MB  of  memory  in  order  to  work  digital  photos. 

•  Touched  up  the  painting  on  the  Baptist  Center  and  garage. 

•  Landscaping  work  including  cleaning  up  side  of  road  near  garage. 

•  Paint  striping  on  parking  lot 

•  Work  in  progress  developing  plans  for  multi-purpose  room  and  handicap  ramp  attached  to  the  back  side  of  Baptist  Center 

Quarterly  Meetings  Team:  Reverend  Ron  Winkler  Leader.  Associational  meetings  are  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  associational  life.  It  helps  us 
as  Baptist  to  understand  the  blessings  of  fellowship  -  the  good  that  comes  from  joining  together  with  others  to  create  a  stronger  vision  of  God's 
love  and  how  He  wants  us  to  share  it.  A  detail  report  of  the  four  Quarterly  Meetings  can  be  found  in  another  location  in  the  Annual  Minutes. 

Cooperative  Missions:  Reverend  Robert  Livingston  joined  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  serving  as  the  Cooperative 
Missions  Giving  Leader.  This  is  a  new  position  for  our  association.  His  task  includes  communicating  to  congregations  ways  they  can  do 
cooperative  missions  giving,  and  be  a  financial  resource  person  to  the  churches  for  the  association 

Communications:  Keith  Daniel,  Fellowship  Baptist  Church  became  the  leader  of  a  new  Temporary  Communications  Team.  This  new  team  is  in 
the  process  of  reviewing  and  updating  all  communications  and  publicity  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  Our  website 
(www. caldwellbaptist.org)  has  been  updated  and  expanded.  Adobe  Acrobat  software  has  been  installed,  and  a  new  digital  camera  has  been 
purchased.  Expanded  use  of  the  Internet  is  in  progress,  in  both  the  association  and  with  churches.

Guiding  Statements 

During  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting  on  July  26,  2001,  the  messengers  from  the  churches  to  the  association  approved  statements  to  guide 
the  association  from  January  I,  2002  through  December  31,  2004.  The  first  of  the  three  years  of  using  these  statements  has  just  ended  and  the 
leaders  of  the  association  are  to  be  congratulated  for  staying  on  course  by  putting  these  statements  into  action. 

Mission  Statement 

The  Mission  Statement  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  is  "Helping  congregations  fulfill  Christ's  Great  Commission".  This  statement 
reveals  our  reason  for  being  a  Baptist  association  of  seventy-six  congregations,  consisting  of  73  churches,  2  missions  and  one  church  under 
watch-care  in  and  around  Caldwell  County.  It  is  our  privilege,  joy  and  responsibility  to  work  together  in  helping  to  fulfill  Christ's  Great 
Commission.  Together  we  can  do  the  work  of  God's  Kingdom  entrusted  to  us  more  effectively  and  efficiently. 
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JOYE-FEST  2002  was  the  centerpiece  of  our  work  together  during  this  past  year.  This  evangelistic  effort  was  initiated  and  blessed  by  God 
and  became  the  driving  force  of  the  association's  work  in  2002.  Phase  One  dealt  with  Spiritual  Renewal  in  the  Churches  (January  -  May

8.  We  value  the  privilege  of  working  with  churches  of  other  denominations,  businesses,  as  well  as  social  and  educational  agencies 
within  Caldwell  County. 

9.  We  value  the  right  to  exercise  Christian  citizenship  through  cooperation  with  city,  county,  state  and  national  governments. 

Objectives 

The  association  operates  with  four  objectives  clearly  in  mind.  (1)  We  desire  to  reach  people  for  Christ  in  Caldwell  County  and  beyond.  (2) 
We  want  to  develop  believers  to  active  service  for  Christ.  (3)  We  strive  to  minister  to  pastors  and  church  staff.  (4)  We  hope  to  unite 
congregations  for  kingdom  work.  These  objectives  require  much  cooperation  and  determination,  but  we  see  them  accomplished  one  person 
at  a  time.

The  required  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  convened  at  12:00  noon  on  Thursday, 
January  10,  2002  at  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

MINUTES 

1 .  President  Steve  Parker  called  the  meeting  to  order,  welcomed  board  members  and  invited  them  to  introduce  themselves. 

2.  Executive  Director  Dale  Fisher  led  the  group  in  a  prayer  of  blessing. 

3.  The  group  enjoyed  a  delicious  meal,  prepared  by  Myra's  of  Valdese,  during  a  time  for  fellowship. 

4.  Printed  copies  of  the  minutes  for  the  2001  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  were  distributed  and  explained  by  Secretary  Ann 
Hatton.  Motion  was  made  and  approved  to  accept  the  minutes  as  printed. 

5.  A  brief  explanation  of  the  job  description  for  board  members  and  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association  were  shared  by  Dale 
Fisher. 

6.  Agent  Neil  Annas,  with  the  Granite  Insurance  Company,  shared  information  on  the  coverage  and  cost  of  the  policies  which  are  currently 
in  place  on  the  properties  of  the  association.  The  following  are  the  primary  issues  that  were  address: 

a.  Because  of  the  current  economic  trends  and  the  incident  at  the  World  Trade  Centers  on  September  1  1,  2001,  there  will  be  an 
increase  in  the  cost  of  coverage. 

b.  Agent  Annas  suggested  that  the  association  might  want  to  look  at  the  current  coverage  on  the  contents  of  the  disaster  relief  trailer 
and  the  disaster  recovery  truck  to  make  sure  they  are  adequately  insured.  He  suggested  that  the  inventory  on  the  trailer  be  updated 
and  an  inventory  be  made  on  the  contents  of  the  truck. 

c.  The  board  was  informed  that  15-passenger  vans  have  been  declared  unsafe.  It  will  eventually  become  necessary  to  have  a  class  B 
or  CDL  license  to  operate  a  15-passenger  van.  It  has  already  been  declared  illegal  to  transport  children  of  a  school  or  daycare  in 
the  15-passenger  vans.  Agent  Annas  shared  this  with  the  board  so  we  could  consider  this  when  it  comes  time  to  replace  our  current 
van.  It  may  be  necessary  to  replace  the  van  with  a  larger  vehicle. 

d.  The  insurance  coverage  for  the  boys  and  men's  basketball  leagues  and  mission  trips  was  discussed.  The  following 
recommendations  were  made  and  approved  concerning  these  issues. 

(1)  The  boy's  basketball  league  and  mission  trips  are  currently  covered  by  separate,  outside  policies.  The  cost  of  this  coverage 
is  not  a  substantial  amount.  Conrad  Hefner  moved  that  the  association  continue  with  the  outside  coverage  for  these  two 
events.  The  board  approved  the  motion. 

(2)  Currently  the  men's  basketball  league  is  not  covered  by  an  outside  policy  but  is  covered  by  the  association's  primary  policy. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  an  outside  policy  for  the  men's  league  does  cost  a  substantial  amount.  It  was  feared  the  added  cost 
would  jeopardize  the  continuance  of  the  men's  basketball  program.  Lynn  Parsons  moved  that  the  association  continue  to 
monitor  the  men's  league  and  make  a  decision  if  claims  begin  occurring.  The  board  approved  the  motion. 

7.  A  question  was  raised  about  the  religious  aspects  of  the  basketball  leagues.  Rev.  Fisher  was  able  to  satisfy  the  question  with 
explanations  about  the  requirements  for  playing  on  the  league  as  well  as  future  plans  for  the  league. 

8.  The  current  deductible  on  the  association's  insurance  policy  is  $250.00.  Agent  Annas  was  instructed  to  check  the  savings  if  that 
deductible  was  raised  to  $500.00  or  $1,000.00.  The  board  gave  permission  for  Dale  Fisher  and  Treasurer  Jack  Spainhour  to  act  on  the 
information  supplied  by  Agent  Annas. 

9.  The  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  will  be  in  January  2003  unless  matters,  which  require  immediate  attention,  should  arise. 

10.  The  meeting  was  adjourned  and  President  Parker  led  in  prayer.

Recommendation  No.  2:  Renovations  to  the  Baptist  Center 

The  Properties  Team  recommends  that  two  new  interior  security  doors  be  installed  in  the  foyer  of  the  Baptist  Center  and  that  the 
window  opening  at  the  Administrative  Assistant's  office  be  changed  to  offer  greater  security.  In  addition,  it  is  proposed  that  the 
paneling  in  the  foyer  be  replaced  with  sheetrock  and  to  repaint  the  foyer.  These  changes  will  allow  the  front  doors  to  be  unlocked 
during  business  hours. 


Recommendation  No.  3:  Landscaping  at  the  Baptist  Center 


Several  shrubs  at  the  Baptist  Center  have  died  and  need  to  be  replaced.  In  addition,  the  right  side  of  the  property  along  the  old 
Zack's  Fork  Road  has  become  unsightly  with  wild  growth. 

Miller  Landscaping  has  agreed  to  clean  up  the  property,  haul  away  the  debris  and  replace  the  shrubs  for  a  cost  of  approximately 
$485.00.  The  Properties  Team  recommends  that  this  work  be  completed.

8.  Reports  from  the  clerk  and  treasurer  was  presented  and  approved  as  printed. 

9.  The  following  recommendations  were  presented  and  approved. 

a.  Floyd  Annas,  representing  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group,  presented  the  First  recommendation. 

The  recently  organized  New  Vision  Baptist  Fellowship  has  requested  membership  in  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  In 
accordance  with  the  Association's  Bylaws,  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  has  met  with  representatives  of  the 
new  church  to  discuss  their  request.  The  Group  believes  that  the  new  congregation  is  sincere  in  their  desire  to  be  a  cooperating 
Southern  Baptist  church.

b.  Financial  Leader  Keith  Daniel  asked  for  the  adoption  of  the  2003  Ministry  Budget  of  the  association.  The  Budget  was  approved 
and  will  be  printed  in  the  2002  Annual  Minutes. 

c.  Wayne  Bumgardner,  Properties  Leader,  brought  three  recommendations  from  that  group. 

(1)  The  Administrative  Assistant  and  Financial  Secretary's  computers  each  need  to  be  upgraded  to  512MB  of  RAM  in  order  to 
work  with  digital  photos.  It  is  recommending  that  Quicksilver  Computers  do  the  work  at  a  cost  of  $284.00. 

(2)  The  Missionary's  computer  needs  to  be  replaced.  It  is  recommended  that  an  Intel  Pentium  IV  System  computer  and  monitor 
be  purchased  from  and  installed  by  Quicksilver  Computers  for  a  cost  of  $1,600.00.  This  price  would  include  providing 
firewall  protection  for  the  computer  network  at  the  Baptist  Center. 

(3)  The  collator  at  the  Baptist  Center  is  in  need  of  new  rubber  tips.  It  is  recommended  that  the  twenty  tips  be  replaced  and  the 
machine  be  serviced  by  Carolina  Office  Equipment  for  a  cost  of  $300.00.

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Constitution  and  Bylaws 
of  the 

Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Incorporated 


Constitution 


Preamble 

This  constitution  has  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  the  fundamental  truths  and  the  basic  beliefs  of  this  organization. 

Article  I:  Name 

The  name  of  the  corporation  is  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "association." 

Article  II:  Duration 

On  October  22,  1885,  sixteen  churches  met  at  the  Rocky  Springs  Baptist  Church  to  organize  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  The 
duration  of  this  association  is  perpetual. 

Article  III:  Location 

Section  I .  The  member  churches  of  this  association  are  located  in  and  adjacent  to  Caldwell  County,  North  Carolina. 

Section  2.  The  Caldwell  Baptist  Center,  located  at  208  Nuway  Circle,  Northeast,  in  Lenoir,  North  Carolina  28645,  is  recognized  as 

the  official  headquarters  of  this  association. 

Article  IV:  Mission  Statement 

"Helping  congregations  fulfill  Christ's  Great  Commission"  is  the  mission  statement  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

Article  V:  Membership 

The  association  is  composed  of  cooperating  Southern  Baptist  congregations,  which  have  been  approved  for  membership  by  the 
messengers  to  the  association  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  association's  bylaws. 

Article  VI:  Authority 

Section  I .  This  association  is  an  autonomous  body,  which  is  governed  only  by  the  duly  elected  messengers  from  the  churches  that 
compose  it.  Every  messenger  has  the  right  to  vote  on  all  matters  of  business  presented  at  any  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  messenger  is  present.  Absentee  voting  is  prohibited. 

Section  2.  This  association  may  advise  and  assist  member  churches  as  requested,  but  may  not  infringe  upon  the  rights  of  these 
churches.  The  association  recognizes  each  church  as  a  self-governing  body  that  has  voluntarily  chosen  to  be  affiliated  with  the  association. 

Article  VII:  Relationships 

Section  I .  This  association  is  composed  of  member  churche-i  that  govern  and  support  it. 

Section  2.    The  association  voluntarily  cooperates  with  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist 

Convention. 


Article  VIII:  Basic  Beliefs 

This  association  accepts  the  doctrinal  statements  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  as  adopted  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  A 
copy  of  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message  is  available  for  study  in  the  Media  Library  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Center. 

Article  IX:  Dissolution 

The  association  may  be  dissolved  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  recommendation  to  dissolve  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the 
messengers  by  the  president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  recommendation  are 
to  be  furnished  to  the  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  recommendation.  Upon  vote  to 
dissolve,  the  assets  of  the  association  will  be  dissolved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  instruction  of  the  messengers. 

Article  X:  Amendments 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
association,  provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the 
president  or  his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the 
current  messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  vote  on  the  amendment. 

Bylaws 

Preamble 

These  bylaws  have  been  established  to  identify  and  preserve  procedural  matters  of  this  association  and  to  govern  this  body  in  an 
orderly  manner. 
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Article  I:  Associational  Year 

The  associational  year  begins  on  January  I  and  closes  on  December  31. 

Article  II:  Finances 

Section  I .  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  begins  on  January  I  and  closes  on  December  3 1 . 

Section  2.  The  association's  ministry  budget  for  the  upcoming  year  is  to  be  presented  by  the  Associational  Development  Group  for  a 
vote  by  the  messengers  during  their  quarterly  meeting  in  October  each  year.  In  order  to  give  the  messengers  adequate  time  to  study  the 
budget,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  prepare  and  distribute  copies  of  the  budget  to  the  messengers  no  later  than  the  third 
Thursday  of  October  each  year.  The  budget  becomes  effective  on  January  I  annually.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  maintain  a 
budget  format  that  corresponds  with  the  organizational  structure  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  The  treasurer  is  to  present  to  the  messengers  a  current  financial  report  clearly  showing  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
during  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  During  the  quarterly  meeting  in  January  an  annual  financial  report  is  to  be  presented. 

Section  4.  The  association  maintains  an  ongoing  "Ministers  Support  Fund"  to  temporarily  assist  pastors,  church  staff,  retired 
ministers,  other  ministers,  and  their  immediate  families  during  times  of  financial  crises.  The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  confidentially 
administers  the  fund,  giving  an  annual  report  as  to  the  number  of  persons  assisted  and  the  amount  of  money  given. 

Section  5.  Each  member  congregation  of  the  association  is  requested  to  contribute  a  suggested  amount  of  at  least  4%  of  all 
undesignated  receipts  to  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  association  is  a  non-profit  religious  organization. 

Article  III:  Logos 

Section  I .  The  association  is  to  use  a  personalized  logo  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Section  2.  The  association  accepts  and  uses  the  logo  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  a  means  of  identification. 

Article  IV:  Meetings 

Section  I .  The  messengers  to  the  association  meet  quarterly  to  receive  information  and  reports  and  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
association.  The  meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Thursday  night  in  January  (Winter  Meeting),  April  (Spring  Meeting),  July  (Summer  Meeting), 
and  October  (Fall  Meeting). 

Section  2.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  preparing  the  program,  selecting  and  contacting  program  participants, 
and  for  choosing  and  preparing  the  location  for  each  meeting.  The  location  for  each  quarterly  meeting  is  to  be  presented  in  the  annual 
"Calendar  of  Activities"  for  the  forthcoming  year.  The  team  may  ask  the  messengers  to  move  a  quarterly  meeting  to  a  date  one  week  prior  to 
or  one  week  after  a  scheduled  meeting  date  to  avoid  conflict  with  a  major  denominational  emphasis  date  or  other  important  event.  The 
meetings  are  to  be  held  in  as  many  member  churches  as  practically  possible  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Section  3.  The  president  or  the  associational  missionary  can  call  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely 
urgent  matters  that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting.  Before  calling  a  special  meeting  to  order,  a  notice  of  at  least  one-week  is  to 
be  given  to  the  messengers  with  a  clear  explanation  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  president  may  postpone  and  reschedule  quarterly  or  called  meetings  of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the 
associational  missionary  and  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen  crises. 

Section  5.  There  must  be  a  quorum  of  at  least  fifty  messengers  present  at  quarterly  or  called  meetings  in  order  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  association. 

Section  6.  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised,  is  the  authority  for  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  for  all  business  meetings  of  the 
association. 

Section  7.  Visitors  attending  a  quarterly  or  called  meeting  of  the  association  may  by  approval  of  the  body  participate  in  debate 
without  the  privilege  to  vote.  Visitors  are  welcome  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  8.  All  proposed  resolutions  or  public  statements  to  be  considered  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  are  to  be  received 
by  the  Associational  Development  Group  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  scheduled  meeting  of  the  messengers.  The  messengers  are  to 
consider  only  those  proposed  resolutions  and  public  statements  that  have  been  reviewed  by  the  Associational  Development  Group.  The 
group  is  responsible  for  presenting  a  positive  or  negative  recommendation  to  the  messengers  on  each  proposed  resolution  or  public  statement 
received.  The  proposal  may  be  amended  or  substituted  by  the  group  as  a  part  of  their  recommendation.  Copies  of  all  proposed  resolutions 
and  public  statements,  with  the  name  of  the  initiators,  are  to  be  made  available  to  the  messengers  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  their  meeting. 
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Article  V:  Membership  Procedures 

Section  I .  ADMISSION:  When  seeking  admission  into  the  association,  a  church  must  present  to  the  Associational  Development 
Group  a  letter  of  request  for  admission.  The  letter  should  contain  the  name  of  the  church,  the  reason  for  seeking  admission  into  the 
association,  and  the  date  when  the  congregation  voted  to  take  such  action. 

A.  After  receiving  a  request  for  admission  into  the  association  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  with  leaders 

of  the  church  to  discuss  their  desire  for  membership,  to  explain  the  requirements  for  admission,  to  consider  any  of  their 
church  approved  documents  and  location  of  their  meetings,  and  to  deal  with  any  other  matters  that  would  help  the  group 
make  a  decision  about  their  request 


B.  At  the  next  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  share  the  request  with  the 
association  and  to  make  one  of  the  following  recommendations: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  request  be  delayed  for  further  consideration  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3.  That  the  request  for  membership  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  the  status  of  watchcare.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the 
quarterly  meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  the  action  of  the  messengers  with  the  church  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

C.  Any  church  that  is  accepted  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association  must  remain  in  that  status  for  at  least  one  full  year 
before  being  admitted  into  the  membership  of  the  association. 

I.  Watchcare  is  a  time  of  bonding  between  the  association  and  the  church  seeking  admission.  The  association  is  to 

carefully  observe  the  faith,  practice  and  cooperation  of  the  church.  The  church  under  watchcare  is  to  receive 
the  same  opportunities  extended  to  member  churches;  however,  members  of  churches  under  watchcare  may 
not  vote  nor  hold  a  position  of  leadership  in  the  association. 


2.  During  the  watchcare  period,  the  church  is  expected  to  have  an  active  part  in  the  support  of  the  work  of  the 
association,  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

3.  The  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  meet  as  needed  with  leaders  of  the  church  during  the  watchcare 
period  to  discuss  their  relationship  with  the  association.  Representatives  of  the  group  are  to  visit  during 
meetings  of  the  church  to  observe  the  organization  and  practices  of  the  church. 


D.  Near  the  close  of  the  watchcare  period  the  group  is  to  evaluate  the  condition  and  cooperation  of  the  church  and  to  decide 
on  one  of  the  following  recommendations  to  make  to  the  association  at  the  appropriate  time  concerning  membership: 

1 .  That  the  church  requesting  admission  be  accepted  into  full  fellowship  of  the  association; 

2.  That  action  on  the  admission  be  delayed  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  or 

3.  That  admission  into  the  association  be  denied. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  membership.  As  soon  as  possible  following  the  quarterly 
meeting,  the  group  is  to  communicate  with  the  church  the  action  of  the  messengers  first  in  spoken  words,  and  then  by  letter. 

E.  A  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  is  needed  for  the  church  to  be  accepted  under  watchcare  or  into  full 
membership  of  the  association. 

p  |f  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watchcare  or  membership  by  the  messengers,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may 

submit  another  letter  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  requesting  admission. 

Section  2.  MISSION  OF  A  CHURCH:  A  mission  started  by  a  member  church  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  automatically 
comes  under  the  watchcare  of  the  association,  unless  the  sponsoring  church  chooses  otherwise.  The  mission  would  be  eligible  for  full 
membership  in  the  association  after  constituting  as  a  church.  The  Admission  section  of  the  Membership  Procedures  in  the  bylaws  would  be 
followed  if  the  newly  constituted  church  requests  membership.  However,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  church  to  go  through  another 
period  of  watchcare. 
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Section  3.  COOPERATION:  A  cooperating  church  is  defined  as  one  who  sends  an  Annual  Church  Profile  to  the  associational  clerk, 
is  represented  by  duly  elected  messengers  at  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers,  contributes  financially  to  the  association,  and  is  in  general 
agreement  with  the  mission,  basic  beliefs,  and  ministries  of  the  association. 

Section  4.  CONFLICT:  If  a  member  church  is  in  conflict  and  requests  help  from  the  association,  then  the  Associational 
Development  Group  and/or  the  associational  missionary  may  meet  with  the  church  to  counsel  and  work  with  them  in  an  attempt  to  help 
resolve  the  problem(s). 

Section  5.  DISMISSAL:  Any  member  church  which  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association  is  to  be  contacted  by  the  Associational 
Development  Group  at  their  discretion  or  upon  direction  of  the  messengers  to  ascertain  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  church  relative  to  its 
continuance  in  the  association.  After  counsel  with  the  church,  the  group  may  choose  to  make  a  recommendation  that  the  church  be  removed 
from  the  membership  of  the  association.  Such  a  recommendation  would  have  to  be  made  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  and  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  would  be  needed  for  dismissal  of  the  church  from  the  association. 

The  group  is  to  give  clear  reason  for  its  recommendation  concerning  action  toward  the  member  church.  As  soon  as  possible 
following  the  associational  meeting,  the  group  is  to  send  a  letter  to  the  church  to  communicate  the  action  taken  by  the  association. 

Section  6.  WITHDRAWALS:  The  association  recognizes  that  any  affiliated  church  has  the  right  to  withdraw  its  fellowship  from  the 
association.  It  is  requested  that  the  report  of  such  action  by  a  church  be  sent  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  in  an  official  letter 
from  the  church. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  letter,  the  Associational  Development  Group  is  to  discuss  the  action  with  leaders  of  the  church.  At  the  next 
quarterly  meeting  of  the  association,  the  group  is  to  inform  the  messengers  of  the  church  action.  The  messengers  to  the  association  are  to 
take  one  of  the  following  actions: 

A.  Accept  the  action  of  the  church  and  immediately  remove  the  church.  The  church  is  to  be  notified  of  the  action  by  a  letter 
from  the  association. 

B.  Delay  acceptance  of  the  church  action  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting  and  instruct  the  Associational  Development  Group 
to  ask  the  church  to  reconsider  its  action. 

Section  7.  NOTIFICATION:  The  association  is  to  immediately  inform  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  when  a  church  is 
accepted  under  watchcare  or  membership.  In  addition,  the  convention  is  to  be  informed  if  a  church  is  dismissed  or  withdraws  from  the 
association  as  a  member. 

Article  VI:  Messengers 

Section  I .  The  association-in-session  consists  of  the  duly  elected  messengers  by  member  churches  in  attendance  at  each  quarterly  or 
called  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association. 

Section  3.  Each  member  church  is  entitled  to  a  minimum  of  five  messengers.  Churches  with  more  than  fifty  resident  members  are 
allowed  one  additional  messenger  for  each  additional  fifty  resident  church  members.  No  church  is  allowed  more  than  ten  messengers. 

50  or  less  resident  members  equal  5  messengers. 
51-100  resident  members  equal  6  messengers. 
101-150  resident  members  equal  7  messengers. 
151-200  resident  members  equal  8  messengers. 
20 1  -250  resident  members  equal  9  messengers. 
251  or  more  resident  members  equal  10  messengers. 

Section  4.  In  addition  to  the  total  number  of  messengers  to  which  each  church  is  entitled,  each  pastor  and  each  of  the  six 
associational  officers  are  considered  messengers  by  virtue  of  their  positions  provided  that  the  person  is  a  member  of  the  church  being 
represented. 

Section  5.  Churches  are  encouraged  to  elect  their  messengers  before  October  7  each  year  so  that  the  messengers  can  serve  the  full 
associational  year  from  January  I  through  December  31,  and  have  their  names  included  on  the  Annual  Church  Profile  due  each  year  on 
October  7.  Messengers  can  serve  consecutive  years  but  must  be  elected  annually  by  their  church.  Messengers  are  expected  to  attend  all  of  the 
quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  association. 

Section  6.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and  reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and 
groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the  meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the 
churches. 
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Section  7.  A  person  serving  as  a  messenger  from  a  church  must  be  a  member  in  good  standing  of  that  church. 

Article  VII:  Leadership 

Section  I .  General  Leadership 

A.  Board  of  Directors 

1 .  The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association.  Its  duties  are  to:  (I)  serve  as  legal  representative 
of  the  association;  (2)  act  as  directed  by  the  messengers  to  the  association  in  handling  legal  matters;  (3)  oversee 
the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association;  (4)  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities 
of  the  association;  (5)  exercise  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance;  (6)  assist  the 
Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies,  and  actions  regarding 
employee  dismissal;  and  to  (7)  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances,  giving  a 
full  report  to  the  messengers  at  their  next  quarterly  meeting. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  twelve  members  including  the  six  officers  of  the  association  plus  six  other 
members  from  churches  affiliated  with  the  association.  Ten  of  the  directors  are  selected  by  the  Volunteer 
Enlistment  Team  and  approved  by  the  messengers.  The  chief  executive  officer  (associational  missionary)  and  the 
clerk  (administrative  assistant)  serve  by  virtue  of  their  paid  positions.  Four  of  the  six  officers  are  elected  by  the 
messengers  annually,  excluding  the  chief  executive  officer  and  the  clerk.  The  six  additional  members  are  elected 
for  a  two-year  term  with  terms  rotating,  so  that  three  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  president  serves  as 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  board.  The  Board  of  Directors  meets  annually  in  January  and  at  other  times  as 
necessary  and  is  accountable  to  the  messengers. 

2.  Officers; 

a.  The  President  presides  over  the  quarterly  and  called  meetings  of  the  messengers  to  the  association.  As 
the  presiding  officer,  the  president  (I)  opens  the  meetings  punctually  at  the  appointed  time,  enforces 
the  rules,  preserves  the  order,  and  exercises  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the 
principles  of  established  parliamentary  procedure;  (2)  serves  as  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board  of 
Directors;  (3)  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the  association  with  voting 
rights;  (4)  calls  the  messengers  together  for  special  meetings  to  deal  with  extremely  urgent  matters 
that  cannot  wait  until  the  next  quarterly  meeting;  (5)  postpones  and  reschedules  quarterly  or  called 
meetings  of  the  messengers,  in  cooperation  with  the  associational  missionary  and  the  Quarterly 
Meetings  Team  Leader,  in  the  event  of  inclement  weather  or  other  unforeseen  crises;  and  (6)  serves  as 
a  member  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team.  The  president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term 
and  is  eligible  for  election  to  a  second  consecutive  term.  After  serving  for  two  consecutive  years  the 
individual  could  not  be  considered  for  the  Office  of  President  for  at  least  one  year. 

b.  The  Vice-President  discharges  the  duties  of  the  president  in  the  absence  or  at  the  request  of  the 
president.  The  vice-president  is  elected  for  a  one-year  term,  and  is  eligible  to  a  second  consecutive 
term.  However,  after  serving  for  two  consecutive  years,  the  individual  could  not  be  considered  for 
vice-president  for  at  least  one  year. 

c.  The  Oerk  records  and  keeps  in  permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association  and  makes  this 
information  available  upon  request.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to:  (I)  serve  as  the  recorder  during  the 
meetings  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  present  a  printed  and  verbal  Clerk's 
Report  at  each  meeting  of  the  messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors;  (3)  secure  from  the  churches 
the  Annual  Church  Profile  and  process  it  according  to  recommended  procedures;  (4)  edit  the 
associational  annual  minutes;  (5)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  preserve  the 
official  records  of  the  association;  (4)  tram  and  assist  church  clerks.  The  administrative  assistant  serves 
as  the  clerk  of  the  association. 

d.  The  Treasurer,  in  a  working  relationship  with  the  association's  financial  secretary,  receives  all  of  the 
funds  contributed  to  the  association  and  disburses  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget  of  the 
association  or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to:  (I)  serve  as  a 
voting  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  serve  as  a  voting  ex-officio  member  of  the  Associational 
Development  Group;  (3)  work  with  the  Associational  Development  Group  to  recommend  and 
establish  fiscal  policies;  (4)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received  and  disbursed;  (5)  provide 
printed  quarterly  and  annual  reports  to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements;  and  (6) 
supervise  the  financial  work  of  the  financial  secretary  who  serves  as  an  assistant  to  the  treasurer. 
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The  treasurer  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself.  The  financial  secretary  is  authorized  to  fulfill 
the  duties  of  the  treasurer  in  the  event  the  treasurer  is  unable  to  do  so. 

e.  The  Parliamentarian  assists  the  president  with  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure  at  all  meetings  of  the 
messengers  and  the  Board  of  Directors.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  parliamentarian  to  ( I )  serve  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2)  know  and  interpret  as  needed  parliamentary  rules  of  procedure, 
specifically  Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  Revised;  and  (3)  understand  and  interpret  as  needed  the  governing 
documents  of  the  association.  The  parliamentarian  is  elected  annually  and  can  succeed  himself. 

f.  The  Associational  Missionary,  also  known  as  the  executive  director,  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the 
association  and  the  registered  agent  for  the  association.  The  missionary  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  serves  as  an  ex-officio  member  on  all  groups  and  teams  of  the  association  with  voting 
rights. 

Management  Group 

1.  The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the 
association,  coordinating  ministry  activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed.  The  group 
recommends  an  annual  calendar  of  activities  for  the  forthcoming  year  to  the  messengers  in  July. 

2.  The  five-member  group  consists  of  the  Associational  Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational 
Development  Group  Leader,  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group  Leader,  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group 
Leader,  and  the  Associational  Missionary  who  serves  as  the  leader  of  the  Management  Group. 

Personnel  Development  Team 

1 .  The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  The  team  is  accountable 
to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors.  Its  duties  are  to:  (I)  maintain  up-to-date 
policies  and  procedures  in  a  handbook  for  the  selection,  development,  supervision,  and  termination  of  the 
association's  personnel,  recommending  changes  to  the  policies  and  procedures  to  the  Board  of  Directors;  (2) 
keep  up-to-date  job  descriptions  for  every  paid  position  in  the  association;  (3)  recruit,  interview,  and 
recommend  to  the  messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary;  and  (4)  develop  and 
recommend  to  the  Associational  Development  Group  salaries  and  financial  benefits  for  employed  personnel. 
The  Personnel  Development  Team  consists  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms 
rotating,  so  that  three  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  or  a  member  of  the  team  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team. 

2.  Personnel 

1 .  In  addition  to  the  Associational  Missionary,  the  association  employees  other  personnel  as  needed  to 
help  fulfill  its  mission. 

2.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  the  policies  and  procedures  relating  to  all 
employees  and  job  descriptions  for  each  position. 

Spiritual  Insight  Team 

1 .  The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and  for 
communicating  spiritual  insight  with  the  Management  Group  to  which  it  is  accountable. 

2.  Twelve  members  of  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each 
member  is  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  six  members  are  elected  each  year.  The 

73.  team  members  are  enlisted  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

Spiritual  Intercessory  Team 

1 .  The  team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  the  leaders,  members,  and  needs  of  the  congregations 
affiliated  with  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

2.  Twelve  spiritually  mature  men  and  women  from  member  congregations  comprise  the  team.  Each  member  is 
elected  for  a  two-year  rotating  term  with  six  members  elected  each  year.  The  team  leader  and  members  are 
enlisted  and  recommended  to  the  messengers  by  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 
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3.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group. 

F.  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team 

I .  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting, 


and  recommending  leaders  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight 
Team,  the  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups  including  their  permanent  teams.  As 
needed,  the  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  an  Associational  Missionary 
Search  Team  to  the  messengers.  The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and 
recommending  to  the  messengers  the  other  members  of  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  team  consists  of  eight  members,  each  elected  for  a  two-year  term  with  the  terms  rotating  so  that  four 
new  members  are  elected  each  year.  The  Management  Group  is  responsible  each  year  for  enlisting  and 
recommending  to  the  messengers,  no  later  than  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting,  four  persons  to  serve  on  the 
Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  the  next  associational  year.  After  serving  for  two  consecutive  years  an 
individual  could  not  be  considered  for  service  on  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  for  at  least  one  year. 

3.  The  team  is  responsible  for  presenting  to  the  messengers  nominees  for  the  next  associational  year  no  later 
than  the  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  in  October.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  during  the  year,  the  Volunteer  Enlistment 
Team  is  authorized  to  work  with  the  appropriate  leaders  in  filling  the  vacancy  without  the  approval  of  the 
messengers. 

4.  The  Management  Group  will  meet  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  at  least  once  each  year  to  assist  the 
Enlistment  Team  in  the  selection  of  persons  to  serve  on  the  four  ministry  groups  and  the  permanent  teams. 

Section  2.  Ministry  Groups  and  Teams 

A.  General 

1 .  Each  ministry  group  is  responsible  to  the  Management  Group  and  the  messengers.  Each  group  leader  is  a 
member  of  the  Management  Group. 

2.  The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  responsible  for  enlisting  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for 
leadership  positions  on  the  groups,  except  for  the  group  leaders.  In  addition,  the  team  is  responsible  for 
recommending  to  the  messengers  persons  for  leadership  positions  on  permanent  teams  as  recommended  by  the 
ministry  groups. 

3.  Each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  is  empowered  in  cooperation  with  the  Management  Group  to  create  ministry 
teams  as  needed  to  carry  out  assigned  duties,  and  to  dissolve  ministry  teams  that  are  no  longer  needed.  The 
messengers  would  have  to  approve  dissolving  a  permanent  ministry  team  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Management  Group.  The  Management  Group  is  also  empowered  to  create  ministry  teams  as  needed. 

4.  Each  ministry  team  is  responsible  to  its  group,  and  each  team  leader  serves  as  a  member  of  the  group. 

5.  There  are  temporary  and  permanent  ministry  teams. 

a.  A  temporary  team  is  one  created  by  a  group  to  carry  out  a  specific  assignment.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  assignment  the  ministry  team  would  be  dissolved. 

b.  A  permanent  team  is  one  that  has  an  ongoing  ministry  under  the  direction  of  their  group. 

c.  Permanent  ministry  teams  must  be  approved  by  the  messengers  upon  recommendation  of  the 
Volunteer  Enlistment  Team. 

6.  Every  group  and  team  is  to  have  a  secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting. 

7.  Associational  leaders  are  responsible  for  presenting  written  and/or  verbal  reports  to  the  association  as 
requested. 

8.  Each  ex-officio  member  serving  on  a  group  or  team  is  entitled  to  full  voting  rights. 
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9.  Located  in  the  association's  operations  manual  are  detailed  job  descriptions  for  each  group,  team  and  leadership 

position. 

B.  Groups 

1 .  The  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  the  association's  finances;  history;  membership; 
promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  strategic  planning;  and  other  ducies  as  assigned  by 
the  messengers  or  the  Management  Group.  The  group  is  also  responsible  for  recommending  to  the  messengers 
changes  to  the  constitution  and  bylaws,  and  for  maintaining  an  up-to-date  organizational  structure  in  chart  form 
to  visibly  reveal  the  operation  of  the  association. 

The  group  works  with  the  association's  staff  in  maintaining  an  up-to-date  operations  manual  for  the  association. 
The  manual  would  include  such  items  as  paid  and  volunteer  job  descriptions,  administrative  policies,  the  Articles 
of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  and  Bylaws. 

In  addition,  the  group  is  responsible  for  initiating  the  work  of  the  Associational  Missionary  Search  Team  as 
needed.  This  would  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  as  stated  in  the  Personnel 
Policies. 

2.  The  Congregational  Development  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and 
adults,  plus  training  for  church  leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers' 
tournaments;  media  library;  music;  prayer;  and  Seminary  Extension. 

3.  The  Congregational  Leadership  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church 
secretaries;  deacons;  families  of  ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such 
as  church  councils;  and  staff  ministers.  In  addition,  the  group  administers  the  "Ministers  Support  Fund." 

4.  The  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries; 
community  issues;  disaster  relief;  enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions 
education;  missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions  support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible 
School;  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union. 

C.  Permanent  Ministry  Teams 

1.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

2.  The  Disaster  Services  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery  and  handyman  ministries.  The  team  is 
responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

3.  The  Ministers'  Conference  includes  all  pastors,  bivocational  pastors,  church  staff  ministers,  other  ministers  and 
retired  ministers  in  the  association.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Leadership  Group. 

4.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  assists  the  churches  in  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music 
ministries.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Congregational  Development  Group. 

5.  The  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 
associational  messengers.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Associational  Development  Group. 

6.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Team  assists  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and 
strengthening  WMU  work.  The  team  is  responsible  to  the  Missions  Evangelism  Group. 

Article  VIII:  Printed  Material 

Section  I.  A  periodical  newsletter  known  as  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Caller  is  published  to  communicate  information  about  the  work  of 
and  matters  of  interest  to  the  association. 

Section  2.  The  Annual  Minutes  are  prepared  to  serve  as  a  record  of  information  about  the  association. 

Section  3.  A  Calendar  of  Activities  is  prepared  annually  to  inform  the  churches  of  upcoming  events  in  or  related  to  the  association. 
Section  4.  Reports  to  the  association  and  promotional  pieces  about  the  work  of  the  association  are  printed  as  needed. 
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Section  5.  Each  member  church  is  expected  to  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  associational  clerk  the  Congregation  Profile  by  October  7 

each  year. 

Article  IX:  Amendments 

These  bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association 
provided  that  the  amendment  was  presented  in  written  or  typed  form  to  the  clerk  and  publicly  stated  to  the  messengers  by  the  president  or 
his  designee  at  the  preceding  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association.  Typed  copies  of  the  amendment  are  to  be  furnished  to  the  current 
messengers  of  the  association  for  study  at  least  one  week  prior  to  a  vote  on  the  amendment.

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Explanation  of  the  Organizational  Structure 
Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

The  Messengers  serve  as  the  governing  body  of  the  association.  The  functions  of  the  messengers  are  to  receive  current  information  and 
reports  about  the  work  of  the  association  and  groups  with  which  it  is  related;  transact  the  business  of  the  association;  and  report  on  the 
meetings  and  activities  of  the  association  to  the  congregations. 

The  Board  of  Directors  acts  as  the  legal  agent  of  the  association,  holding  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment  or  other  securities  of 
the  association.  The  Board  exercises  the  power,  under  the  instruction  of  the  messengers,  to  hold,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  property,  both  real 
and  personal,  and  to  sign  all  papers  necessary  for  the  purchase  or  conveyance.  It  oversees  the  total  insurance  plan  of  the  association,  and 
assists  the  Personnel  Development  Team  with  recommendations  concerning  personnel  policies  and  actions  regarding  employee  dismissal. 
The  Board  is  authorized  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  messengers  under  unusual  and  extreme  circumstances. 

The  Personnel  Development  Team  is  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  association.  This  involves  maintaining  up-to-date 
personnel  policies  and  job  descriptions,  plus  developing  and  recommending  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel.  The  team  is 
responsible  for  recruiting,  interviewing,  and  recommending  to  the  messengers  new  personnel,  excluding  the  associational  missionary.  The 
team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  and  works  closely  with  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  Volunteer  Enlistment  Team  is  directly  responsible  to  the  messengers  for  selecting,  interviewing,  enlisting  and  recommending 
leaders  for  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Personnel  Development  Team,  the  Spiritual  Insight  Team,  and  the  four  ministry  groups,  excluding 
the  Management  Group. 

The  Management  Group  is  accountable  to  the  messengers  and  is  responsible  for  the  overall  work  of  the  association,  coordinating 
ministry  activities  and  making  administrative  decisions  as  needed. 

The  Staff  refers  to  the  administrative  employees  who  assist  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Insight  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  spiritual  direction  for  the  association  and  for  communicating 
spiritual  insight  with  the  Management  Group. 

The  Spiritual  Intercessory  Team  is  responsible  for  praying  specifically  for  the  leaders,  members,  and  needs  of  the  churches  affiliated 

with  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association. 

The  Associational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  the  annual  Associational  Missions  Week  emphasis;  constitution  and  bylaws; 
finances;  history;  membership;  promotion;  properties;  quarterly  meetings  of  the  messengers;  and  strategic  planning.  The  Quarterly 
Meetings  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the  regular  and  called  meetings  of  the 

messengers. 

The  Congregational  Development  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  preschoolers,  children,  youth,  and  adults,  plus  training  for 
church  leaders  of  these  age  groups;  discipleship,  including  Bible  drills  and  speakers'  tournaments;  media  library;  music  and  worship;  prayer; 
and  Seminary  Extension.  The  Music  and  Worship  Team  is  a  permanent  team  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  assisting  congregations 
in  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and  improving  their  music  ministries. 

The  Congregational  Leadership  Group  is  responsible  for  ministry  to  bivocational  ministers;  church  secretaries;  deacons;  families  of 
ministers;  missionaries;  pastors;  persons  involved  in  church  administration,  such  as  church  councils;  and  staff  ministers.  The  Ministers 
Conference  is  a  permanent  part  of  this  group  and  is  responsible  for  providing  opportunities  for  fellowship,  inspiration  and  information  for 

ministers  in  the  association. 


The  Missions  Evangelism  Group  is  responsible  for  Baptist  Men;  Bible  teaching-reaching  ministries;  community  issues;  disaster  services; 
enabling  congregations  to  do  evangelism;  missions  development;  missions  education;  missions  involvement,  including  partnerships;  missions 
support;  sports  evangelism;  Vacation  Bible  School;  and  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  Baptist  Men,  Disaster  Services,  and  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  are  permanent  teams  of  this  group.  The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  congregations  in  educating  and  involving  men  and 
boys  in  missions.  The  Disaster  Services  Team  assists  the  association  in  feeding,  recovery,  and  handyman  ministries.  The  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Team  assists  congregations  in  promoting  missions  and  in  establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  WMU  work. 

The  Management  Group  and  each  of  the  four  ministry  groups  are  empowered  to  create  Temporary  Teams  as  needed  to  carry  out 
specific  assignments.

Associational  Development  Ministries  Report 
Floyd  Annas,  Leader 
Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church 

The  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  exists  to  provide  support  for  the  other  Ministry  Groups  to  enable  them  to  achieve  their 
assigned  tasks.  We  are  to  secure,  administer  and  report  on  needed  finances  for  the  association  to  function;  provide  and  adequately 
maintain  property  as  a  base  of  operations  from  which  the  ministries  can  operate;  see  that  necessary  transportation  is  available  and 
maintained;  plan  and  call  together  Caldwell  Baptists  in  quarterly  meetings  for  worship,  celebration,  inspiration,  information,  fellowship  and 
wonderful  meals;  see  that  our  exciting  history  is  preserved  for  future  generations;  counsel  churches  in  relation  to  membership  in  the 
association;  provide  adequate  publicity  and  communications;  and  do  strategic  planning  to  meet  the  challenge  of  the  future. 

Due  to  a  winter  storm  the  2003  Winter  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  was  cancelled  and  not  rescheduled. 

In  the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers: 

1 .  The  association  approved  the  request  of  Blair's  Fork  Baptist  Church  to  be  removed  from  the  membership  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist 
Association,  Inc. 

2.  Approved  the  removal  of  Gethsemane  Baptist  Church  from  our  membership  list  because  it  had  ceased  to  exist  in  200 1 . 

3.  Rejected  the  application  of  Day  3  Community  Church  into  membership  into  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

4.  Approved  the  request  of  Wayne  Bumgardner,  Property  Team  Leader,  to  replace  the  32  year  old  folding  machine  in  the  office 
with  a  new  one  at  a  cost  of  $3,300.00 

In  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Messengers  the  Quarterly  Meetings  Team  Leader,  Reverend  Ron  Winkler,  presented  the  themes 
and  locations  for  the  2004  Quarterly  Meetings  of  the  Messengers.  A  detailed  report  of  the  all  Quarterly  Meetings  can  be  found  in  the 
Clerk's  Report. 

The  Fall  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  was  held  on  October  23,  2003.    Highlights  from  that  meeting  include: 

1.  New  Vision  Baptist  Fellowship  was  approved  for  membership  in  the  association  effective  October  23,  2003.  The  church  had 
been  under  the  watch  care  of  the  association  since  October  24,  2002. 

2.  The  2004  Ministry  Budget  for  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  was  approved  to  become  effective  January  I,  2004. 

The  passing  of  Joann  Jarvis  this  year  touched  the  History  Team.  Our  heart  felt  sympathy  goes  out  to  her  family  because  of  this  great  loss. 
Joann  served  as  a  vital  member  of  our  History  Team  for  a  number  of  years  and  had  just  completed  writing  the  history  of  Caldwell  Baptist 
WMU,  which  will  be  included  in  the  history  of  association  due  to  be  published  in  2004.  Eric  Hollar  of  the  C  lark's  Chapel  Baptist  Church 
replaced  Joann  on  the  History  Team.   Reverend  Ken  Mashburn,  pastor  of  the  Setzer  Creek  Baptist  Church,  serves  as  the  History  Team 

Leader. 

In  the  Summer  Quarterly  Meeting  the  Messengers  were  challenged  to  consider  their  giving  to  Cooperative  Missions  by  the  new  leader, 
Reverend  Robert  Livingston,  pastor  of  the  Yadkin  Baptist  Church.  He  explained  his  assignment  to  communicate  to  congregations  ways 
they  can  do  cooperative  missions  giving  and  to  use  him  as  a  financial  resource  person. 

In  order  to  help  our  churches  with  their  transportation  needs  the  Transportation  Team  offered  two  training  events  this  year  dealing  with 
driver  safety.  The  first  event  was  held  on  March  27th  at  the  Center  Grove  Baptist  Church  and  the  second  on  September  29th  at  Calvary 
Baptist  Church.  Both  events  were  well  attended. 


Associational  Missionary  Report 
Reverend  R.  Dale  Fisher 
Associational  Missionary/Executive  Director 
Mount  Zion  Baptist  Church 

On  September  I,  2003,  my  twenty-first  year  in  associational  missions  began.  Most  of  that  twenty-year  period  has  been  spent  as  leader  of 
the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  with  the  first  few  years  given  to  leading  the  French  Broad  Baptist  Association.  When  God's  call  came  to 
enter  the  ministry  thirty-one  years  ago  as  a  twenty-year  old  college  student  I  thought  I  would  always  be  in  the  pastorate,  having  no  idea 
that  I  would  actually  be  an  associational  missionary  through  most  of  those  years.  Working  with  churches  is  an  important  calling  and  I  am 
grateful  to  God  for  the  privilege  of  doing  so. 

A  Good  Year  of  Ministry 

Another  year  of  ministries  has  come  and  gone,  but  the  horizon  is  bright  as  a  new  year  of  opportunities  is  dawning.  The  Caldwell  Baptist 
Association  is  a  very  active  family  of  churches  involved  in  worship,  ministry,  evangelism,  fellowship,  and  discipleship. 
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Some  highlights  of  this  year  of  ministry  include  a  trip  I  made  in  May  with  other  Caldwell  Baptists  to  New  York  City  to  work  on  the  East 
Seventh  Street  Baptist  Church  on  the  lower  east  side  of  Manhattan.  This  church  with  the  nickname  of  "Graffiti"  reaches  out  to  drug 
addicts,  homeless  and  other  people  with  special  needs  in  the  inner  city.  Larry  Osborne  of  the  New  Life  Baptist  Church  has  led  many 
Caldwell  Baptists  to  New  York  City  to  work  on  this  project,  and  on  a  volunteer  housing  project  across  the  East  River  in  Brooklyn,  started 
by  the  North  American  Mission  Board. 

Neil  Annas,  president  of  the  Granite  Insurance  Agency,  led  two  well-attended  Van  Operators  Safety  Clinics  for  the  association  this  year  on 
March  27  and  September  29.  Neil  served  on  the  association's  Transportation  Team  where  the  idea  for  these  clinics  originated.  There  has 
been  a  lot  of  alarming  information  shared  from  the  federal  government  about  potential  danger  with  1 5  passenger  vans.  The  Transportation 
Team  wanted  to  help  churches  be  aware  of  the  danger  and  to  learn  how  to  deal  with  it. 

Rick  Shew,  associational  youth  leader,  has  been  very  active  in  working  with  other  youth  ministers  to  help  youth  in  their  relationship  to 
Christ.  The  monthly  Youth  Ministers  Conference  has  provided  good  times  for  planning  and  fellowship,  and  such  ministries  as  "Operation 
Inasmuch"  and  "See  You  at  the  Pole"  continue  to  grow  in  numbers  and  effectiveness.  I  am  grateful  to  Darlene  Townsend,  Congregational 
Development  Ministries  Leader,  for  her  assistance  with  the  association's  youth  ministry. 

Floyd  Annas,  Associational  Development  Ministries  Leader,  has  done  a  good  job  working  with  the  association's  History  Team  in  pulling 
together  a  history  from  each  church  in  the  association,  plus  working  to  update  the  association's  history.  This  has  been  a  time-consuming 
project  but  the  History  Team  is  doing  well  and  the  finish  product  will  be  a  blessing. 

Joann  Propst,  Missions  Evangelism  Ministries  Leader,  is  responsible  for  eighteen  different  associational  ministries.  The  two  that  stand  out  in 
my  mind  the  most  are  the  annual  Parade  for  the  Hungry  and  the  tremendous  work  that  Hugh  Whitfield,  associational  Bible  Reaching- 
Teaching  Leader,  has  done  with  helping  Sunday  schools  in  the  county.  The  parade  continues  to  grow  in  numbers  of  people  and  food 
collected,  and  the  "Sunday  School  Live"  event  plus  the  Sunday  School  Directors'  meetings  have  been  very  beneficial. 

Chuck  Summerlin,  Congregational  Leadership  Ministries  Leader,  works  with  Wayne  Pennell,  a  retired  Southern  Baptist  international 
missionary,  to  minister  to  retired  ministers  and  their  spouses  in  the  association.  In  May,  a  luncheon  was  held  at  a  restaurant  in  Lenoir  for 
the  retirees,  and  then  in  September,  retired  ministers  and  their  spouses  traveled  to  Shatley  Springs  for  a  good  and  plentiful  country 
breakfast. 

Another  highlight  of  the  year  was  the  Secretaries  Appreciation  Luncheon  held  at  the  Baptist  Center  in  April.  Ann  Hatton,  administrative 
assistant,  plans  and  carries  out  this  annual  event  and  invited  me  to  be  the  speaker  this  year.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  be  a  part  of  this  event, 
but  it  was  extra  special  this  year  to  be  the  program  speaker.  "Thanks,  Ann." 

Hurricane  Isabel  pushed  into  North  Carolina  on  September  18  and  Caldwell  Baptists  were  among  the  first  to  respond  to  the  tragedy  that 
hit  Eastern  North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  other  states  along  the  eastern  seaboard.  It  was  a  great  privilege  to  travel  with  other  Caldwell 
Baptists  to  Cary  that  day  to  ride  out  the  storm  at  the  Baptist  Building,  and  then  to  continue  to  Elizabeth  City  to  work  with  other  North 
Carolina  Baptists  in  setting  up  North  Carolina  Baptist  Men's  Feeding  Unit  I.  It  was  a  blessing  to  serve  hot  meals  to  law  enforcement 
officers,  firefighters,  emergency  personnel,  and  victims  of  the  hurricane.  For  fourteen  years,  Caldwell  Baptists  have  been  actively  involved  in 
Disaster  Services.  It  has  been  a  joy  to  work  with  Earl  Woods,  the  association's  Disaster  Services  Leader,  and  others  in  this  vital  ministry. 

This  is  only  a  sample  of  the  wonderful  ministries  offered  by  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  during  2003.  A  good  staff  working  with  more 
than  150  elected  volunteers  provides  excellent  leadership  and  ministries  year  round.  I  am  grateful  for  these  leaders  and  their  commitment 
to  our  Lord  and  the  work  of  His  Kingdom. 


Baptist  Men's  Team  Report

The  Baptist  Men's  Team  assists  congregations  in  educating  and  involving  men  and  boys  in  missions,  and  is  one  of  the  Missions  Evangelism 
Ministries.  The  team  sponsored  five  associational  events  this  year  and  responded  to  the  individual  needs  of  church  leaders. 

On  March  21-22,  a  Royal  Ambassador  Car  Competition  was  held  in  the  gymnasium  of  Harris  Chapel  Baptist  Church  with  133  participants 
from  21  churches.  The  competition  for  Challengers  and  Adults  was  conducted  on  Friday  night  and  the  competition  for  Lads  and  Crusaders 
was  conducted  on  Saturday  morning. 

The  annual  RA/Challenger  Track  and  Field  Event  was  scheduled  at  Hibriten  High  School  on  Saturday,  April  26.  However,  rain  caused  the 
field  and  track  to  be  to  wet  for  use  and  so  the  event  was  cancelled.  A  meeting  was  held  on  that  Saturday  morning  to  choose  participants  to 
represent  the  association  at  the  state  track  and  field  event. 
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A  Baptist  Missions  Training  Rally  and  Fish  Fry  event  was  held  on  Saturday,  September  13,  2003.  This  was  joint  venture  by  Baptist  Men  and 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  to  provide  training  for  church  leaders.

PROCEEDINGS 

1 .  President  Steve  Parker  gave  the  welcome  as  Messengers  and  visitors  gathered  for  the  Spring  Quarterly  Meeting  of  the  Caldwell 
Baptist  Association,  Inc. 

2.  President  Parker  gave  the  blessing,  which  was  followed  by  a  meal  that  had  been  prepared  by  members  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist 

Church. 

3.  An  Associational  Choi'",  which  was  composed  of  21  members  from  I  I  different  churches,  preformed  the  special  music. 

4.  Following  the  special  music,  Choir  Director  Mary  Bentley  led  the  congregation  in  singing  a  variety  of  patriotic  songs. 

5.  President  Parker  recognized  new  pastors  who  have  joined  member  congregations  since  the  last  quarterly  meeting.  Reverend 
Stuart  White  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Whitnel  and  Reverend  Brian  Correll  from  the  Temple  Hill  Baptist  Church  were 

present. 

6.  Associational  Missionary  Dale  Fisher  led  in  a  time  of  prayer. 

7.  Reports  from  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  were  shared  and  approved  as  presented. 

8.  The  following  recommendations  were  presented  and  approved  unanimously  by  the  messengers. 

a.      Dr.  Wade  Dellinger,  Membership  Leader,  presented  three  recommendations  concerning  membership  in  the  association. 

(1)  The  Blair's  Fork  Baptist  Church  has  made  a  request  to  be  removed  from  the  membership  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist 
Association,  Inc.  The  church  has  not  been  actively  involved  in  the  association  for  many  years.  Therefore,  the 
Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  recommends  that  Blair's  Fork  Baptist  Church  be  removed  as  a  member  of 
the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  effective  Thursday,  April  24,  2003. 

(2)  The  Gethsemane  Baptist  Church  ceased  to  exist  in  2001  but  no  action  has  been  taken  to  remove  the  church  from  the 
association's  membership.  Therefore,  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  recommends  that  the 
Gethsemane  Baptist  Church  be  removed  from  the  membership  list  of  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association,  Inc.  effective 
Thursday,  April  24,  2003. 

(3)  On  January  27,  2003,  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  received  a  letter  from  the  Day  3  Community 
Church  requesting  membership  in  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association.  On  March  10  and  April  7,  2003,  the  Group  met 
with  members  and  leaders  of  the  newly  established  church  to  discuss  their  request  for  membership.  The  new  church 
began  on  Sunday,  October  27,  2002  and  is  currently  meeting  in  the  old  Appalachian  Sign  Company  building  on  Highway 
32 1  -A  in  Lenoir.  It  will  permanently  locate  in  the  Granite  Falls  area  on  property  owned  there. 

Day  3  Community  Church  is  a  contemporary  church  using  the  "Purpose  Driven"  format  for  church  growth  developed 
by  Pastor  Rick  Warren  of  the  Saddleback  Community  Church  in  California.  The  Associational  Development  Ministries 
Group  is  not  opposed  to  a  contemporary  church  in  the  Association,  believing  that  God  can  use  the  church  to  reach 
people  who  prefer  a  more  lively  style  of  worship. 

However,  there  has  been  considerable  discussion  about  this  new  church  since  announcement  was  made  about  it 
beginning.  The  discussion  has  led  to  many  rumors  that  have  little  or  no  foundation.  One  rumor  stated  that  the  Caldwell 
Association  had  helped  to  split  a  member  church  in  order  to  begin  this  new  work.  This  rumor  is  false  because  the 
Association  did  not  start  this  new  work  or  request  that  it  be  started. 

The  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  has  determined  that  there  has  been  several  misleading  statements 
voiced  and  printed  that  have  hurt  the  reputation  of  the  Caldwell  Association.  The  use  of  the  Association's  name  and  the 
use  of  the  names  of  a  couple  of  member  churches  have  caused  confusion  and  created  unnecessary  rumors. 

Therefore,  the  Associational  Development  Ministries  Group  after  prayerful  consideration  and  with  deep  regret 
recommends  that  the  request  by  Day  3  Community  Church  for  membership  in  the  Caldwell  Baptist  Association  be 
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denied.  The  Group  believes  that  this  recommendation  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Association  and  the  churches 
affiliated  with  it. 


According  to  the  Association's  Bylaws,  "If  a  church  is  denied  the  status  of  watch  care  or  membership  by  the 
messengers,  then  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  it  may  submit  another  letter  to  the  Associational  Development  Group 
requesting  admission."  Leaders  and  members  of  Day  3  Community  Church  have  been  informed  of  this  provision. 


b.     Wayne  Bumgardner,  Properties  Team  Leader,  presented  the  recommendation  from  that  team. 

•      The  32  year-old  folding  machine  at  the  Baptist  Center  has  been  giving  problems.  The  Properties  Team  recommends 
the  purchase  of  new  automated  folding  machine  from  McRae  Graphics  at  a  cost  of  $3,300.00.
